Wherein is conteined the Journeys, or Voyages, from Trent 

to Venice, from Venice to Milan, from Milan co Rome. 

The way from Trent to Venice. 


Rcnto 3 or Trent , is a City of the Province of 
Marco. Trivigiana t or Marqwjate of Treves , 
and is feated in a Valley on the confines 
i of the faid Province. It hath Walls 
round it, which are about the compafs of a 
mile, and are wafhed by the River Lodice 
towards the North , Large and Fair 
Streets, paved with Flint-ftones, and 
(lately Houfes; Its Churches are ve¬ 
ry beautiful, though not large. There is 
one moft fumptuous, and Royal Palace, which was lately reftored 
by Bernardo ClejJio 3 Bilhop of the faid City. Towards the Eaft part 
thereof enters a little River, upon which are raifed many edi¬ 
fices, to work Silks in, as alfo to grind Cora 5 and from the faid little 
jRiver are brought many Rivolets, which run along the Streets, 
land into the Houfes of the Citizens. Without the Gate called 
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Saint Lorenzo ^ upon the Ladice, there is a magnificent f ridge,of one 
hundred forty 8c fix paces in length (but of Woodjwhich conjovns 
the Ladtce with the other little River. The furrounding Mountains 
by, being continually covered with Snow, precipitous, and lb high 
that the heads thereof feem to touch the heavens, are rendred in* 
accefiable. Between thefe Mountains, aretwowayes, the one goes 
towards the North, the other towards Verona. It hath but litrh 
Champaign, or Fields, but thofe are pleafant and Rich, planted with 
Vines, and fruitful Trees, amidft which pafleth the Ladtce . In this 
place, may be feen the Caflle, and Fort, called Pelen } appertaining to 
the mod Noble Family of the Troppi. The Citizens fpeak gouJ 
Dutch, and not ill Italian. Trent is now reduced under the power ot 
Germans , and is a refuge for all Italians, when any difgrace happens to 
them in their own Countrey. They gatherbut little Corn, but, in 
lieu thereof, they have good quantity of delicious Wines, both 
White, and Red. In the Summer, the Air is good, but the Sun beats j 
upon it moll vehemently on thofe dayes it remaineth in the lign L ecK j 
And in the Winter, ’tis lb very cold, by reafonnf the Fiofrs and; 
Snow,that there is no living^their Stoves are not fufficicnt to provide 
againltit, becaufe the cold is fo fierce, that it turnerh the Rain-nto 
Snow, before it can fall to the Earth 5 and that which occasions the 
greateft wonder here, is, that in that time their Wells, or deepen 
Pits, are void, and empty of Water. In Head of Mules, A lies, and 
Horfes of Burthen, they ferve theinfelves of their Oxen, and Cows, 
with Charrets fo eafie to carry goods, that they run up by the Moun¬ 
tains, as if it were in a Plainy though 'tis very true, that thewayes 
are fo well helped by the Cliffs, or Craggs, that the Bealls may go a- 
ny where with little labour. 

This City was greatly illuftrated , and enriched certain years paft, 
by the General Council held here * for that there met then live P re- 
fident Cardinals 5 Two Legats of the Council, for his Holinefs, rites 
the fourth, Chief Bilhop, orPope of Rome , being Cardinals alfo, 
that is to fay. Cardinal Loreno , and Cardinal AUdruccio 5 Three Patri¬ 
archs, Thirty two Arch-bifhops , Two hundred and thirty Bifhops, 
Seven Abbots, Seven Generals of Religion , One hundred forty «id 
fix Do&ors of Divinity, between Seculars, andRegulars, The Em. 
bafladour of Ferdinand the Emperour, as well in the name of the Em* 
pire, as of the Kingdoms of Hungary, and Bohemia j as alfo the Embaf- 
fadoursof the King of France, of the King of Spain , oftheKingof 
Poland, and of Portugal, of the Dukes of Bavaria, of Savoy , of Venice, 
of Florence, and of the other Catholique Princes. 

The Council was held in the Church of Saint Alary , where there 
is a very fair Organ. In the Church of Saint Peter are the Afhes of i 
the blefled Simeon, Martyred by the wicked Jewes. In the Church of 
the Fryers Heremitans lies buried Cardinal Seripando % who was Le« 
gate of the Council, a man famous for Holinefs, and Doftrine. The 
Cannons are all illuftrious perfons, and have authority to choofe the I 
Bifhop, Lord of the City, and Prince of the Empire, which dignity, j 
three Cardinals of the moft Noble Family of the Madracci, haveen.*: 
joyed fucceflively, of which one named Alttprando lives at prefent, 
a r el igious P erIon, and a 1 over of Learned men. !

F Rom Trento the way lies to BaJJano ,travelling towards the Eaft by 
the Valley of Sugana , called by the Antients Fuganea, bccaufe a 
People of that name dwelt there ^ This Plain is eighteen miles in 
length, and two only in bredth, whence you may go to Venice ,but 'tis 
too long a journey. Five Miles forth of Trent , is fituated the rich, 
and populous Countrey of Pcrzene. 

At the Head of the Valley, near Primolano, are the confines be¬ 
tween the lenetians , and Germans. Upon the high Mountain of 
Primolano is there built a moft ftrong Bulwark of the Venetians called 
Straela , where a few Souldiers can repel the Dutch, when ever they 
offer by violence, or force, to advance forwards. At twelve miles 
difiance from thence towards the Eaft, among the Alps, is the City of 
Feltre, by the which way at the right hand-fhore of the River Brent, 
three miles diftance from Scala y is feated Cavolo, a Fort of the Ger- 
mans, inexpugnable, in refpea that'tis founded upon a great Rock 
directly hanging over the high-way, with a Fountain of living water 
in it, whereto neither Man , nor Goods can be mounted from the 
Earth , unlefs faftned toa Rope, and that wound up upon a wheel, 
from which ( becaufe 'tis a very narrow way underneath, between 
the Mountain and the River) with fmall labour, may their enemies 
be flam with Stones eaft on them, as they march along. Thence five 
miles diftant, is the River Ctfimone (well difembogues it felf into the 
Brenta) where the Dutch and Veltnni ? daily load great quantities of 
Timber and Wood, as well for the ufe of Building, as for firing, 
which they afterwards tranfport to BaJJano, to Padoua , and to Venice. 
Seven miles diftant from BaJJano, on the Right-hand.fhore of the 
Brent, lies the Countrey of Valjiagna , placed at the foot of the 
Mountains, and famous for the Sawes there made : thence di¬ 
ftant three miles, lies the Countrey of Campefe , where in the Church 
of the Fryers of Saint BencdtQ lies buried he that wrote la Macha - 
rone a. 

BaJJano lies at the foot of this ftreight Valley, and is wafhed to¬ 
wards the Weft by the Brent, called antiently Brenta, or Brentejia, the 
which hath its Sourfe, or head, beyond the Alps of Trent twelve 
miles, near Levego. Over the Brent , a little forth of the Gate of BaJJano, 
is built a great Bridge of Wood, which conjoyns both the Rivers. 
Between the Alps, and this Caftle, there are fome Hills, which pro¬ 
duce moft abundantly all things requifite , as well for neceffary li¬ 
ving, as delicacy, but moft particularly, they abound with Olives, 
and precious Wines. The River Brenta runs thorow the Territory 
of i icenza, paffeth by the City of Padoua, and in the end difehargeth 
it felf, by theFenny,or Moorifligrounds,intotheSea. In this River, 
they take excellent Fifb, as Trouts, Pollard, or Chieven , Eyles, Py^e, 
i em h. Lampreys , Barbel , and Crabfijl ). In no place are the men more 
ingenuous in Merchandize than in this .* particularly in weaving 
; ot Cloth, in turning moft neatly in Ivory, and in Carving in Nut-

Fair, they afceiid that molt lpicndid Stayer-cafe, which upon the 
left hand lead’ to the Chamber of the Prince; and on the right 
hand to the Coiledge* Where the Eye is wholly taken up withbe- 
J holding 
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beholding the molt fumptuous Vaulted, or Arched Roof,or Seeling, 
Richly garnilhed with Gold. 

This College ftands towards the Eaft, over the Chamber of the 
Prince, whofe vaulted Roof (as at Venice they call it) is partly guilt, 
partly Carved with great Artifice, partly Painted,and wrought with 
Hiftories, even to Admiration 3 At the upper end of this Hall, is ex¬ 
alted the Imperial Throne of the Duke, and the Images of Venice , 
figured by a Queen, who difpofeth the Crown upon his Head. Here 
the Duke with the Senatours tranfaft: the affairs of State, and give 
Audience to Embaffadours, as well fuch as have recourfe to them 
from their own Territories, and Cities, as of Foreign Princes. Out 
of which leads a door into another great Hall, wherein are figured 
all the Provinces , which the Venetians poffefs upon the firm Land, 
where alfo are erefted eleven moft excellent Statues of Emperours. 

I tiding forth of thefe Places, and walking towards the Sea, you meet 
the dreadful Tribunals of the Counfelof Tcnne , where every Place 
glorioufly fhines with Gold and coftlinefs. 

A little more forvyards is the fpacious Hall, or Senate Houfe of the 
GreatGounfel, where they difpofe the publique Offices, and Ballott 
the Magiftrates3 which Counfel orders it felf in this manner. Firft 
the Duke royally clad, fits on a Throne, raifed a good higthfrom the 
Ground. On his Right Hand, he hath three Counfellors near him, 
accompany ed by one of the Chief of the Magiftrates of forty, for 
Criminal Offences: Juft oppolite to the Prince at the other End of 
the Great Hall, fits one of the Chief of the Illuftrious Counfel of the 
*Tcnne . A little from whence feats himlelf one of the Advocates of 
Comminalty. In the Angles, or Comers of the Great Hall, ftands 
the Old and New Auditors. In the middle are the Cenlors. The 
reft of the Nobles of Venice fit promifcuoufly in other Seats lefs rai¬ 
fed from the plain ground of the great Hall. Into which Counfel 
cannot be admitted any that is not Noble, and who is not above the 
age of twenty five years. Afterwards the Grand Chancellour ("ha¬ 
ving firft recommended to every One their duiy,toele& aPerfonfit 
forihat Magiftracy) names the firft Competitor. Then certain lit¬ 
tle Lad3 s go up and down the Hall with double Boxes,the one wher- 
of is white, the other green 5 The White forwards, the Green more 
inward gathering the Balls,which Balls are fmall, and made of Cloth, 
that by the found of the fall into the Box, may not be judged into 
which *tis caft, and before he cafts in , the fuffrage giver, muft fhew 
that he hath but one Ball, and alfo tell the name of that Gentleman 
who ftands for thofe that perhaps have not well heard who ’twas, do 
it (many times) over again 3 He that would exclude the Stander 
cafts the Balls into theGreen Box, and he that would have him cho- 
fen cafts them into the White Box, which are made in fuch a Form 
that none can difeern into which of the Boxes they put their Balls, 
The Procurators of Saint Atari never enter into this Great Counfel, 
Except at the Elc&ion of the Duke) but ftand under the Lodge 
with the Mafter & Officers of the Arfenal, while that great Counfel is 
gathered together for its Guard, dividing among themfelves thofe 
dayes, whereon they ought to have this Charge. But of thefe things 
for further fatisfattion we referr the Reader to fuch, who treat of 
them at large, herein intending only to glance briefly at the moft 
Remarkable things._ D_ This 
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T^iJsreatHalUs feventy thrfcefoot broad, & one hundred & fifty 
foot long, and was begun in the year, One thoufand three hundred 
& nine. On its walls were drawn by the moft excellent Painters ot 
that Age the vi&ories of this Commonwealth, Its Princes, with ma* 
ny other famous Men of Jtaly , which being fpoyled by thefmoakof 
that Fire, which happened in the year, 1 577 ; thereof, was 

Painted the Hiftory of Alexander the third chief Bifbop or Rome, and 
Vrederickjhe. Emperoiir, with the fubjc&ion ot Conjiantinople, to the 
Venetian Republique. The Floors are wonderful neat .- Towards the 
Eaft , is feated the Throne of the Prince, over which is a Paradile 
Painted by the hand ot Tintoretto (which was formerly Painted by 
Guariento') and fils up all that Front. In the Front over againttthat, 
within a fquareof M*rble, is an Im^geof the Holy Virgin , holding 
in her Arms, her little Infant, com palled about by four Angels. The 
Windows of this Hall, look fome into the Court, and others into 
the Sea. Near hereunto is the Magazine of thePallace, which is 
never opened, but to Foreign Princes, wherein is provifion of Arms, 
forfifteen hundred Gentlemen, morcorlcfs and 't\s divided ? 
four fpatious Portals, with the Doors thereof of Cl pres Wood, which 
give a moft fweet favour. On the other fide of the Hall of the Great 
Counfel i* beheld the Hall of the Inquifitors, with many and divers 
Pictures, amongft which is a judgement, drawn by the hand of Tin- 

^Thence defcending by the Fofcaran Stayers, you enter the Dukes 
Chappel being the Cathedral Church of S. Mark ,wch is built with the 
fairbft and fineft Marble with great skill, and no lefs expence, whofe 
Pavement is compofed all of little pieces of Porphiry,and Serpentine, 
and other pretious Stones after the Mofaick manner, with divers 11- 
gures. Among others, there are fome Figures Effigiatcd by Com- 
miffion of Gionachino Mat of Santo Fiore (as is the common Fame) 
by which is prefaged and demonftrated the great ruine which will 
fall upon the People of Italy, with other ftrange misfortunes: Where 
you beheld two Cocks, very boldly to cany away a Fox (wich Signi¬ 
fies (as fome will have it) that two French Kings (hould carry away, 
and force Lodovico Sforza out of the Seigniory of Milan . And alio 
fome Lyons Large and Fat appear as put in the Water, andfomeo- 
thers fet upon the fhore very lean. Upon the Walls of the fineft 
Marble, on the left hand, are two Tables of white Marble, iome- 
what weaved with black, which at their joyning, reprefent a Man, 
fo perfectly figured, that *tis very wonderful to confider it. Where¬ 
of Albertus Magnus in a work called Meteor a ( as of a great rarity) 
makes mention. Thfcre are in this fumptuous Temple (reckoned 
amongft the chief of Europe, (though not fo much for its valtnels, as 
thedefign and pretious materials) thirty fixCollumnes of the fineft 
Marble, which are large two feet Diamiter. The Roof of it is di¬ 
vided into five Cupoloes covered with Lead. From the plain of 
this Place, to the very Top of theTemple, are the Fronts wrought 
up in Mojaicke woTk,with Figures in a Field of Gold, and certain lit¬ 
tle Heads of Pillars, andjuttings out, or Eevesof Marble, upon 

whiefi are fet certain Images carved in Marble fo perfectly, that they 
feem alive. Thereare alio above this place on that part, which lies 
over the great Gate (whereof this Part hath five made of Brals) 
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four Horfes very Antique of Brafs guilt, of an exa& Proportion, and 
extremely beautiful, which the Romans caufed tobecaft, to put 
them in the Triumfal Arch of Nero , when he Triumphed over the 
Parthians , and they being afterwards tranfported by Conjiantincto 
Conjlantinople; ; from thence (the Venetians being thereof become 
Lords) tranfported them to Venice, fetting tliemupon the Temple of 
Saint Mark. In the Porch of the faid Church, is feen a red fquare 
Marble Stone, upon which Alexander the third fet his Foot upon the 
neck of Frederick .the Emperour, whereon for that reafon, are engra¬ 
ven thefe words : 

Super Afpidem, & Eajilifcum ambulabis. , 

After which mounting to the Top of the Quire, by certain Steps 
of the fineft Stones, you come to the place where the. Singers ftand 
on the Chief Feaft dayes. There upon the great Alter, is the rich 
and fair Pixe framed of Gold and Silver, bedecked with many pre¬ 
tious Stones, and Perl of an infinite price, which a llperfons admire 
that behold it. This Altar is covered over by one Arch, difpofed 
into the form of a Crofs, adorned with Marble, which the Antients 
called Tiberiano, fupported with four Pillars of excellent Marble 5 
wherein are carved theHiftory of the Old and New Teftaments. 
Behind this Altar, arife four Pillars of the pur Alakhfter, five foot 
in length, tranfparentasGlafs, placed ibere for Ornament of the 
Sacred and Holy Body of JcfusChrift confecrated or the Eucharift. 
In this Church aie preferved With great devotion, many Reliques ; 
and among others the Body of the Evangelift, this Rcpubliques 
Protedor Saint Mark, with his Gofpel written by his own hand. 

On the right hand of theTemple, in the midft thereof, is a large 
and high Gate, wrought all of Mofaique work,on the one fide wher- 
of ftands the Effigies of Saint Dominick and on the other that of 
Saint Francifco , which as tis reported, were made by order of the a- 
bove named Gionachino many years before the faid Saints came into 
the world. Within this Gate is kept the moft rich Trealure of Saint 
Markjo much fpoken of 5 wherein are twelve pretious Crowns,with 
twelve Breft Plates, all compafied about with fine Gold, and garni- 
(hed with many Stones of great value. Among divers others, with 
Rubies, Emeralds,Topafes, Crifolits , and other pretious Stones, and 
Peris of numatchable bignefs,T wo Unicorns Homs of a great length, 
with a third fomewhatlefs. Many very large Carbuncles, VefiTds 
of Gold, Scollops of Agat, and Jafper Stones of a good bignefs. One 
Huge Ruby given this State, by Domenico Grimani* a moft worthy 
Cardinal. An Emerald hower-glafs heretofore prefented to this 
moft illuftrious Seigniory, by Vfcajfano King of Verjia, with many o- 
ther pretious things , Veflels, and Cenfores of Gold, and Silver. 
There alfb lies the Mitre or Bonnet (as we call it) with which every 
new Duke is Crowned. The which is traverfed all over with the 
fineft Gold, and poUifh’t,in whole wreathes, are many moft pretious 
ftones j ana at the very Top, a Carbuncle of ineftimable valew 5 I 
might alfo fpeakof the Candle-flicks, and Challices, with other 
things of fuch imminent valew, as may create wonder in the behol¬ 
ders, but would take up too much time and room to deferibe them 
in this Abreviation._D 2 Juft

At tbe upper end of tbefaidPlaoe, nponthe € ^£?*L 
GtiUtco, aretwo Pillars admired for then HeigthendBgnef^wluch 
were tranf ported heretofore from ConJianlHmple, upon the one 
wbetcti£ Bands a Winged Ly«t, the Republick Aimes, in token of 
St. Aterke their fhwtedor, with this Matto,TaxpJ’> M*rcc 
*w*r,and upon the other, is fet the Statue of St. »w«n>» oeW^ 
which Juftieels done upon Traitorous Perfons. Thefc were br °j^ 
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from Greece to Venice, in the time of Sebajlian Ciani the Duke, upon, 
certain Veffcls of burden, together with another of equal Greatnefs, 
the which overcommiDg the Power and Induftry of the Workmen 
labouring to lay it on the Earth, it fell into the Water, where at this 
time tis to be feen in the DeeprThefe vaft Columns, were reared by 
an Engineer of Lombardy named Nicolv Berreterro, by the ftrength of 
great Ropes wet with water, retiring by little and little, who as 
ked no other reward for this his worke, but that it might be Lawful 
for Dice-Players to play there when they pleafed without any penal¬ 
ty : This Pia%%a is not intirely one alone, but fower united together. 
Oppofite to the Church are reared three Standards upon three 
hign pieces of Timber which are faftened by Lead caft into the boa- 
red holes, they are wrought with figures to denote the liberty of 
this City,and have Brafs Pedeftalls. On the right fide of the Church 
ftands the Clock houfe adorned with the Celeftial Signs gilt there- 
on,with the Sun and Moons monethly ingrefs intothem 5 moll exact¬ 
ly wrought and painted. Neer theSteepleis a fumptuous Palace 
built in this Age, after th e Ionick zn&Dorick. fafhion, which rea¬ 
ches even to the Church of Sain Gemmian , which for the excellen¬ 
cy of the Marble, Statues, Cafements, Cornifhes, Frets and other 
ornaments, together with the moft incomparable Archite&ure, 
gives not place to any palace of Italy . Next is the Zecca or Mint - houfe 
built all of flint Stone, and Iron Barrs, without any manner of Tim¬ 
ber. Annexed thereunto Stands the Library, which had its Origi¬ 
nal fxoin Petjrarca , and was afterwards aggrandized by the Cardinals 
Niceno, Alexandro ) and Grimano. Laftly, this Piazza is rendredfo 
Proud and marvellous, by the Uniformity of Building, and o- 
ther Imbellilhments, that I cannot fay all Europe affords its like. 

The Kland Murm, muft next be vifited by taking Gondola , or Boat, 
which for its Furnaces of Glafs is much admired through the World. 
This Aland is diftant from Venice about a Mile, and was begun to be 
inhabited by the Altinati, and Opitergini, for tear of the Hunnes. At 
prefent ’tis very comely, andrefemblmg Venice , as well in theftru- 
dures, as in the Quantity of Churches, but much more pleafant and 
delightful, in refped moft of the Houfes have open and fpaci. 
ous Gardens, fet with all forts of fruitful Trees. Among others, is 
the Church ofSaint Peter, with a Monaftery belonging to the preach¬ 
ing Fryers, well built, wherein is a famous Library full of good 
Books. 

In this Place they make all forts of Veffels of Glafs (called Cry ftal 
Glafs) whofe variety & Workmanfhip furpafs all others ofthe fame 
materials of the whole world .And theArtizans(except in excellency 
of the materials) every day find out new Inventions to make them 
appear more defirable,with works divers from one another.I will not 
fpeak of the variety of colours which they give thereunto, becaufe 
’tis fo marvellous that I imagine it worthy all Peoples fight. They 
counterfet excellently feveral things of Agate, Calcidonian, Emerald , 
and Hyacinths , with other pretty Toyes fo excellently, that I believe 
were Pliny to be revived, and (hould behold them, he would fad- 
miring them) much more praife thefemens workmanfhip, and thefe 
artificial things, than he does the vellels of Earth made and burned 
by the People of Aretim 9 or of any other Nation.

In which U beheld moft carious Marble, both m 
the Pavements, and in the Statues, with rich workmanlhip of Sil¬ 
ver, a«d moft (umptuous Sepulchres of Princes. The Fryers of Saint 
Benedfft have here a noble Monaftery, wherein are long open Galle¬ 
ries, fpacious Courts, ample eating-Rooms, and fleeping-Chambers, 
as alfo moft plealant Gardens,with a worthy Library. 

In Venice are feventeen Rich Hofpitals, with a great number ot 
wealthy Churches, adorned with the exa&eft marble Stone, 
confuting of fixty feven Pari(h-Churches fifty fower Convents 
of Fryers, twenty fix Monafteries of Nunns s eighteen Chapels, 
fix Schools, kept within the Principal Fryeries or Monafteries. 

In all which Churches are fifty bodies of Saints, one hundred forty 
and three Organs,& many Statues made at the coft of the Republick, 
in remembrance of illuftrious Perfons, which have valiantly fought 
for her, or done fome other fignal piece of fervice, that is to fay, 
165 of Maible, and 23 of Brafs, among which moft worthily pre* 
(ents itfelf. That proud Statue on Horfeback wrought with Gold, 
of Bartolomeo Cogliotte the moft famous Captain*General of the Ve¬ 
netian Army, dedicated to him by this Republiek, before the 
Church of Saint ‘johumd Paul, inteftimony of his Fidelity, andVa- 

° Moreover, thereare fifty fix Tribunals, and ten Gatesof Brafs. 
The Store*Houfe of the Germany which is five hundred and 12 foot 
in circumference, whofe Front outwards hath many excellent Fi¬ 
gures, and inwards two Galleries which go quite round the one a- 
bove the other,wherein are two hundred Lodging Chambers.There 
ftand alfo up and down this City, befides what are above mention¬ 
ed, infinite more Sratues^ Pictures, and glorious Tombes. At all 

feafe ns it abounds plentifully with fruits and herbs of all forts,and 
two hundred fevcral forts of Fifti: furthermore there are four- 
hundred and fifty ^bridges of Stone, four feore thoufa nd Gonda- 
loes or Boats, with twiceas many Gondaloers or Watermen,witha 
y raft number of Chaficl?'^ among the which the Principal is called 

r the Grand Canale, or Chanel, one hundred and thirty paces in 

length, and forty in bredth, over which is built that moft artificial 
Bridge, called the Rioalto , being one Arch which conjoynes both the 
Banks, to be accounted for its he’ghth, length, and bredth, amongft 
the moft glorious fabricks of Europe $ whereon are ere&ed twenty 
four (bops covered all alike with lead, that is to fay twelve of a fide 
with magnificent Baluftrades behind. They afeend this Brid ge by 
three degrees of fteps, that inthemidft confifts of fixty fix Steps, 
and thofeof each fide, of one hundred forty five , to thefe rarities, 
may be added the infinite concourfe of People. 

And to the end we may remove that erroneous opinion that this 
City was built by Fifheimen 5 let us obferve what Cajftocloro, who 
was Counfirflor,and Secretary of iheodorickKmg of the Gothes fpeaks 
thereof. Vos (faith he) qm numerofa navigia in ejus confiniopqjjidetis^ 
< 3 * Venstinpims nob&ibms, &c. which happening in the four hundred 
ninty and fifth year of our Salvation, and from the building thereof 
between 80. and 90. years, gives 2 fair prefumption, that the Vene¬ 
tians, 
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tiMt could not acquire fo great reputation, nor lefs potfefs fo ma¬ 
ny Veflels on the Sea, had they not been fomewhat rich and noble 
to ofomedme before. . „ . 

Y our next vifit muft be to the Arfenal,or Magazine of Wat of this 
City , Pea ted on the one fide of it towards the two Cattles, and Pa- 
Uce of the Patriark, which are compaffed about with high Walls, 
and with the Sea. This Arfenal affords but one entrance by one only 
Gate, and by one only Chanel, where thorow are guided m all the 
(hipping, and tis about the quantity of two miles in circuit. Here¬ 
in generally they make all their works, and engines of War, but 
muft particularly their Charge is to prepare here thefe 4. Materials 
for that Service, Timber, Iron, Brafs, and Hemp. Of which their 
charge of Timber-work, they are fo provident, (that befides what 
atfirtt ftiewes itfelf to the view) there is under the water a good 
quantity of Gallies, great and fmall, Gallefoifts, Pinnaces, Brigan¬ 
tines, Mafts, Main-yards, Oars, and Rudders, for their Sea vef- 
fels. And for the Iron work, Bullets of allfizes, Nayls, Chains, 
Anchors, with divers Plates of tron, as Hkewifetor Brafs, ail forts 
of Ordnance, and of all proportions. And laftly, of their Hempen 
works, all font of Shrouds, Sails and Cables. To which feve- 
ral works, continually attend a vaft number of Workmen, and ex¬ 
cellent Handicraftfmen, who being as it were born in that Place, 
and from thence obteining their livelihood, Neither delight in a- 
ny other Place, nor do no other thing, but what there by their feve- 
ral Callings they are dire&ed unto. 

Therein are ere&ed moft ample Arches, wherein their feveral 
Veffels are kept dry, and built, fome fully finifhed , fome build 
ing, and others repairing. The next Curiofity s is their fpati- 
ous Halls, full of Arms for defence in Maritine fervice, as great 
Celades, Cariages, and Breads $ and no lefs provided of Offenfive 
Weapons* as Piftols, Daggers, Bramble Sithes, Pirtifans, Jave¬ 
lins, Two Handed Swords, Crofsbows, and Long-bows * Others 
of thofe Halls are filled with Artillery, aas (mail and great 
Mufkets, Falcons, whole Cannon, Demicannon, and Quarter Can¬ 
non, Sacres, and Culverins. There are fome pieces of A tillery which 
have from Three Barrels to Seaven, which are called (if I err not) 
the Organs, Engines made more for a certain Greatnefle and Mag¬ 
nificence, than for ufe and fervice in War. To fay no more, the 
whole is kept and governed with that order and neatnefs, that it 
doth not onely delight the Beholder, but would fatisfiethe moft 
infatiable Appetite of gazers, and fill them with a certain fpritely 
and Martial Ardour. 

In fine, the Commonwealth hath in this place all forts of Ammu¬ 
nition of Warr, as well for Land as Sea* fervice. All Engines for of¬ 
fence, all charges fbr defence, and laftly, all things whatsoever made 
ready, either to fet in order an Armacfo for Sea fervice, or an Army 
for Land-fervice, which may be needful. And although from this 
place (which may properly be called the Work-houfe and Store- 
houfe of War) they every Day fetch Arms and Ammunition, as well 
for their force upon the firm Land,as upon the SeafYet nevertheless, 
by the daily labours of the Artizans, *tis fo reftored, that itfeems 
to no more diminifl],than the Sea does by the many Rivers that if- 
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fueout ot it. Furthermore here is kept the ftately Galley called the 
Bocentoro. adorned greatly with Gold and rich carvings, which ne- 

ver goes forth but upon folemnFeaft Dayes, and particularly upon 

the Day of the Afcenfion of our Saviour, on which Day, the Prince 
in great ftate, with a Train of the principal Senatours enter herein, 
and being thence rowed to thePort of the two Caftles near the Adri - 
atickSez, there after certain Ceremonies,the Duke folemnly marries 
the Sea, and cafts therein a Gold Ring, in real affurance of this Re- 
publicks Dominion thereof. 

ThisRepublick allow the Greek Church a full liberty in Venice, 
who ufe as much ceremony in their Religion as the Church of Rome, 
but lefs fuperftition. Nor have the ‘jetves mean privileges ,(for pro- 
| vided they alwais wear a red hat to denote the Blood they wimt and 
drew upon their own heads when they crucified our Saviour, and 
without which tis Lawfull for any one to kill, them.) they have as 
great immunities in all things as the Naturals, and more power than 
the Common fort 5 here alfo they have a Synagogue for every Natl- 
on, whereof they have nine in their Guetta or Court, which is al- 
figned them for their habitation. Their concourfe hither is from 
their immunities grown innumerable, which I fuppole may give as 
great occafion as any other for this Cities vaft Traffique whereof 
The isMiftrefs in thefe parts, as alfo for the rife and fall of the Ex- 
change at the plealure of her Merchants: in theit Bank are managed 

vaft fumes of money, and infinite exchanges dayly made, and yet a 

very fmall fum of money told out or payed through the yeer, 
fuch is the Reputation of thofe eminent Senators who are there the 
Bankers, where moft of the Merchants accounts are kept for a fmall 
matter 5 the Ducket de Banco, whereby they compute their greatelt 
fums and govern their exchanges, is but an imaginary Coyn, riling 
and falling at their pleafure. The Citizens rich and poor, wear a 
black Cap edged with fur on their heads, and are habited common- 
] y with a long black Gown with large fleeves with a kind of skirt to 
throw over one (houlder, and their Collar alwaies open. Their La¬ 
dies did formerly wear their own or a counterfet hair below the 
(boulders trimmed with gemms and flowers, and mounted m their 
Chappenes ( high as a mans legg) they walk between two hand¬ 
maids to diftinguifh themfelves from the Courtezans, ( from whom 
the State (or their free trade extraft a great excife yeerly) who go 
covered with a white veil of tiffany. But of late yeers they ufe the 
French freedome both in habit and converfation much differing 
from the Italian reftri&ion through their Jealoufie. We had almoft 
Zkcca. forgot the Hlind of Zttecca (diftant from Venice one mile; wherein 
vaft Edifices as well for divine worftiip, as for the ufe of the Citi¬ 
zens, with ftately Gardens difeover themfelves 5 among the reft the 

Church (del Redentore') or of the Redeemer deferves a place_even 
amongft thefaireft of Venice for its fplendorandfumptuoufnefs,be- 
/ ing defigned by VaUadius the famous Architect, and built by order ; 
and at the coft of the^tate by a unanimous Vow which they made 
in the yeer 1576 when they were infe&ed with an extreme plague: 
Which to denote* over one of the Gates of the right fide ot the 
faid Church, we finde it thus written.

PADOVA the Learned. 

The ancient City of Tadoua, is featedin the Province belonff^j _ 
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to Venice, called Marca Trivtgiana, inthemidft of afpacious Plain 3 
having the Sea at Twenty Miles diftance on the Eaft and South 
parts thereof: Towards the Weft, a large champion Country ; And 
towards the North, the Mountains Euganei ; It is of a triangular 
form, invironed with double Walls, and very deep Ditches; The 
Venetians have fortified it very much, by the immenfe Walls and 
Bulwarks,built by them according to the modern way of Difcipline 
and Judgement in Warr. 

We need not produce Teftimdny from antient Writers, to prove 
the Antiquity of this City, nor that it was founded by Antenor , 
Brother of Priam King of Trey, and that it was denominated hereto¬ 
fore Tado, either from Pd, or Patavio of Papklagonia , becaufe thefe 
things are notorious to all; As alfo that Padoua was Head of the Pro* 
vinceof Venice* now Alatca 'Irwigiana , or MarquifateoiTrevesjmd 
that it was ever Friend, and allied to Rome without any kind of lub- 
jetton, being extremely beloved and eftemed, not lefie for their 
Alliance or Parentage, having their joynt Original from the Famous 
Vroy than for the many fervices and kindnefte received from it.Nor 
find we in any Author, That Vadoua was either fubjugated, over, 
come, or molefted by the Romans , but that it al waves ftood free from 
the Roman Yoke, and that it aided the Republics on manyoccafi- 
ons 5 And particularly, at that time when Rome was taken by the 
GaliiSireni, in the Warragainft the Vmbri, Boi, the Cimbri , and at 
feyeral other times; So that it wdl merited and obtained the Fran* 
chile and Liberty of Citizens and Comunalty of Rome, and to be in¬ 
ferred in the Fabian Tribe of Rome, without lending thither new 
Inhabitants, or making it a Colony , from whence the Padouans de¬ 
rived equal voice both A&ive and Pafftve, and participated all 
the higheft degrees of that great Sate 5 And therefore we read in the 
Hiftories of Rome, and in thofe of Vadoua, Tfiat many Padouan Houfes 
transferred themfelves to Rome, 8c as many Roman Houles to avoid 
the Civil diftentions tranflated themfelves to Vadoua . We may then 
conclude it to be no great wonder, that we find info many ancient 
Writers, and upon fo many Marble Stones, the Remembrance of 
fo many Citizens of Padoua that were Roman Gonfuls, as guinto At- 
tioCapitone, Sejio P opinio Alenio, L. ArontioTrimo , L. Stella Poet a, L. 
Arontro Aquda, Giulio Lupo , L. Giulio Paulo the Expounder of the 
Law, L. AfcanioPediano , 7 rajeaVeto , C. CecinnaPeto,Pub . gjfartio, and 
fome others. Another Veto was defigned Conful, and Veto Honorato 
was Corrector of Italy, fo alfo many wereEdiles, Prse tors, T ribunes, 
Ccnfors, Priefts, and chief Bulhops. It was then fo great and pow¬ 
erful, that they, ufed tomufter five Hundred Cavaliers or Horfe- 
men. And Strabo writes, that they commonly fent to the wars, 
one Hundred and twenty Thoulana Foot Souldiers. It maintain¬ 
ed it felf ever glorious and invincible, until the Barbarous Nations 
made themfejvs to be felt in Italy , for at the time of the Roman 
Empires declination, Padoua alio indured the fmart, being by the 
moft Potent Attila (the Rod of God) wholly r uina ted, and caft 
evcn *° vcr y Foundations And though after that it was 
reftored by Narfete, yet was it another time deftroyed by the Lengo- 
barai. But afterwards under Charles the Great and his Succeflors, 
it began to fill it felf, and to take fome fmall reftoration. This Ci- 
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ty was governed at firft by Confuls, and after with a Podejia 
orProvoft, atfuchtime as it became under the Power of Kccelli- 
*0 the Tyrant,who treated it moft cruelly,which evidently appears ; 
For at this day, peer the Church of Saipt Auguftine, , they (hew a great I 
Tower, wherein the Padouans wereimprifoned, tormented and 
flain, nay the Cruelty of this wicked Tyrant fo far exceeded, that in 
one day in the City of Verona , for no other caufe than his fantafti- 
cal humour, he caufed twelve thoufand Padouans to be Butchered. 
Out of the ruines of fo many noble Palaces deftroyed by him, he 
intended and begun near the Bridge a new Cittadel for his habita* 
tion and fecurity, but he lived not to finifh above a fourth part, 
which is built with walls of a vaft thicknefs withflint-ftones fqua. 
red, with a fair Palace and a proud Tower, which in truth is the 
moft beautifull in all Padoua (and is poffeffed at prefent by llSignor 
Conte Giacomo Z abarella.') Many notable things are extant in this Ci¬ 
ty , but in particular there is a vault under ground which paffeth 
under the River, and goes even to the Piazza , to the Palace of the 
Captain, and to the other abovenamed Cittadel. After his death 
Padoua recovered her Liberty, and became very powerful!, fo that 
(he got under her dominion, Vicenza , Verona, Trento, Trevifo, Fel- 
tre, Eelluno, Conegliano, Ceneda, Saravalle, Chioza , and Bajfano, with 
all their Territories, all the good ground among the Fennes, and the 
greateftpartof the Friuli , and other important places; then the 
Carrareji made themfelves Lords thereof, and kept the power a- 
bout one hundred yeers; at laft the Venetians got the pofTeffion, ha¬ 
ving RamFrancefco Novella with all his Children, and extinguifhed 
the principality of the Carrareji. Through this City runs the River 
Brent together with the Bacchiglione , which dividing it felf into mi- 
ny branches gives a great accomodation to the Citizens. One of 
which branches or Arms they have brought to pafs thorow the dike 
round about the Walls of the City. It affords in great aboundance all 
neceffaries for livelihood, from whence the Proverb ar\fes 3 EoIognia 
(GrajJa)ox wallowes in good cheer,but PadeudQurpaJJa^fxxi- paffeth it. 
The bread they make here is the whiteft of Italy 5 And the wine is by 
plinie accounted amongft the moft noble and excellent. This City 
hath about it feven gates,many Stone Bridgcs.five fpacious Piazzaes, 
with many beautiful Edifices as well publick as private.-Particularly 
the Palace ufed for the civil Law is the proudeft in all Europe, if 
notin all the World, forfo much as that it is covered with Lead, 
without fuftaining either of Pillars or Beams, though its bredth 
is eighty fix loot, and length two hundred fifty fix. Which Pa¬ 
lace after it had continued a foot 202 yeers being in part ruinated 
by dKyhtVenetian Lords in the yeer 1420 rebuilt with greater fplen- 
dour. The figure of this Hall is like a Quarry of glafs with equal 
fides,butnot right angled, not for the nearnefsof the Fabrickas 
fome will have it, but becaufe natural reafpn (hewes, that a man 
(landing bolt upright is with much more eafe thrown down than 
when he (lands a little drawn backwards, itsfiteis turned to the 
fowerQuarters of Heaven,fo that at theEquino&ial the Beams of the 
Sun at his rifing eptring through the Eaftern Windowes, beat upon 
the Weftern Windowes, between which is nothing erefted to ob- 
ftruft it .* and fo upon the contrary. And at the folftice or ftay of 
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artto Soffia an admirable Bon aventure Pc- 

pher, A^rologer, and a mo> ^ Bartolomeo Zahar etla Arch-

In private houfesmay alfobe found moft excellent curiofities, 
as with the Family ot Aianteua , for Mantoua a moft emi 

nenc Lawyer built a fair Palace in the Street of theHm>/z*j with a 
delicious Garden annexed 3 in the firft Court whereof ftands a great 
Coloflus ot Mai ble, being the figure o? Hercules, and above is a ftately 
Library no lefs repknilhed with Books, excellent Pidures, poun 
traits of eminent men of the World 3 aud lingular fculptures, 
than with colkdionsof Brafs Figures, Marbles, Medals 3 ando- 
ther exquilite things both natural and artificial, which with the 
faid Palace are now poftefTed by Signor Gajparo Mantcua Dodor of 
Phyfick and Nephew of the abovenained Marco. 

Luigi Coradino Dodor of Philofophy and of the Laws, hereto¬ 
fore Header of the Digcjis orVolums of the Civil Law in the Vui- 
verity, a man of a moft quick wit and police Learning, an excel¬ 
lent difpucant, and particularly converfant in antiquities, made a 
noble col led ion of Books, Pidures, Sculpture?, Medals, antique 
Brafs and Marble Tablets 3 andothar rarities, whichfor themoft 
part are enjoyed by the Signor Andrea his Son,Dodor of Philofophy 
and Phyfick, and Header in the College, aV irtnofo i who conferves 
them in their A mient Houfe in the Street called Torecelle. 

Gio Domenico sda Dodor of Philofophy and Phyfick, moft renow¬ 
ned for having been fo many yeers Header in the Vniverjity^nd for 
having exercifed his Profeflion of Phyfick witha known reputation. 
In his Palace which ftands in the Street called San Lorenzo hath fet 
up a Study replenifhed with Books, Pidures, Marbles 3 Brafs pie* 
ces. Medals, and other pretious rarities , and in particular he hath 
there a large and neat Prefs with (helves all made with Walnut 
Tree, filled with.Vcfltls of Chriftalj with all the fimple minerals, 
and other rare and exquifite things, which were collcded by the 
Signor Conte Giacomo Zayare//j 3 Oodor,Headebof theCollege, ana Ca- ! 
non of Padoua , after whofe death coming to the hands of Signor 
Bonifacio Zabarella his Brother, they were by him given to the above- 
named Signor Gio : Domenico , in teftimony of being his great Friend 
and Ally, as a gift of moft lingular eftimation. 

Benedetto salvitico Knight, a Philofopher, and Phyfician,and 
chief Header of the Vnivcrfity, a moft figoal ptrfon, no iefs for his 
Heading than eounency in Phyfick, hath reftorednear theD0«*?or 
chief Church,his Palace, making there a moft ftately Gallery, gar¬ 
dens with Fountains, Wleries, and a thoufand other excellencies, 
befides his books and Pidures 

The Signor Conte GiacomoZabaralia Count ofCredaz,£<*and of the 
Empire, a m »ft renowned and vituous Perfon,hath fo much labou¬ 
red in the ftudy of Hiftory and Antiquities,that iriei itorioully by the 
Learned ft Pens he is ftyled the Heltorer of Antiquity and renewer 
ofthings devou'ed by time,being as well read in the Genealogieof 
Princes and other llluftrious Families, a work as may be faid with¬ 
out compare } Befide* that he hath found out the Invention to bla- 
firn Coa’ s of Gentility to a great perftdi n, with the right Li* 
nage and the equal compartments. The works composed by him 
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give a fuflicient affuranee that a high value is juftly put upon tiiqi, 
whereof are extant the Genealogie olAntcnore , Agamemnon 
Veto , Orontio Stella > Brandeburgica, Polonica , Auraica , and the Unt- 
verfal Genaiogie of thofe Princes and of many IlluftciousIFamilies, 
the relation ot fomany Originals of Gentility, the Hiftones of 
Conterina , corner a , Zena, guirina, Bemba, Michiela, atid other, his 
hiftoriesof the City, and Families of Padoua, the glories of Pence, 
with many difcourfes, Orations, Elogies and other workes much 
efteemedby the Learned^He hath in the Street called^ the whole j 
length of his Palace erefted a moft noble Library, wherein befides 
that there are great Quantities of Books, of. H iftories, of Humanity,, 
and other Learningall moft choice, fo alfo are there a good number 
of Manufcripts in Paper and Parchment, whereof many are fet In 
gold with exquifite Limning in Vermillion, many whereof were 
never printed, whofe very Originals he is Mafter of: Moreover, 
he hath the Chronicles ot Padoua as well thofe that are in print as m 
manufcripts as alfo many of Venice and other Cities: And befides 
thefe in a Prcfs of Nut-Tree of a notable Largenefs and Workman- 
(hip he hath collected many Marbles, Brafs pieces and other things 
natural and Artificial, Antient and Modern, of great value, as alfo 
a quantity of antient Medals, and of the later Princes both ot 
Gold and Silver, and other Metals, whichareof a fufficientva- 
lew, befides many rare Pi&ures by the hand of the chief Menot 
the paft Ages, andtheauthentique pourtraiesof Ftancefeo Cardl- 
nal .Bartolomeo & Paulo Archbifhops ,Orlando and Lorenzo Biihops, all 
of the houfe of Zabarella , and likewife of the Counts Giaccomo the 
elder, Giulio and Giacomo the Philofopher, and of other eminent 
men of his houfe* He alfo preferves the great privileges granted 
to his houfe by many Popes, Emperors, Kings and Princes, with 
the Key of gold given by MaJJimiman the firft, Emperor, to the laid 
Count Giacomo his Anceftors , he likewife preferves many Antient 
and notable Seals of his Anceftors, wherewith they ufed to feal the 
privileges of thofe Counts, Knights, Doftors, and Notaries which 
were created by them, together alfo with many other moft incom¬ 
parable excellencies both concerning his own Family and many 
others. . , 

Monftgnior Giacomo Filippo TomaJJini Bifhop of Citta Nova s \n tne 
Street called Ponte de Tadi , hath his Palace reftored and fignalized 
by the Signor Paulo his Brother long fince Doftor of Laws and the 
firft Advocate of his Age in his Countrey lately dcceafed with a 
univerfal forrow. This Signor is generally efteemed for a moit vtr- 
tuous perfon , a Philofopher, a Divine, an Aftrologer, anHifto- 
rian, and a Humanift, in all which he hath juftified his Judgment 
by thofe moft Elegant Books he hath wrote upon all thefe fubjects, 
fo much approved by the Virtuous: His Study etcels no lets in 
Books, Pi&ures, Medals and other things ofvalew, Than in the 
fignal Library of the works of the Lawes left him by his faid Brother. 

The Signor Conte Giovanni de Lazara , Knight of the Order of Saint 
Stephen , Son to the Signor Conte Nicolo Knight of the fameOrde^haih 
no lefs honoured his Country by his Nobility and Virtue, than for 
his eminency in the knowlege of the Antiquities of it, and many 
other Countreys .* whereto he hath added a Collection of diver9 
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manufcripts ofgreat efteem, as alfoa good quantity of Medals and 
other things of price, among which the antient Seal of thePadoHan 
Republick (whereof Scardevone in the i ^ folio takes notice)is great¬ 
ly valued: Et (ides on one fide of his Palace (which'is one of the 
fcirVft of the City J he hath drawn a Border whereon arc fet the 
Poumates of many Lords and Princes the Predeceflors, and Parents 

° The Signor Sartorh Orfiito Do&or in.Philofophy andPhy. 
fick, Son of the Signor Orfato Knight of Saint Mark ,an eminent 
Su b ied in his Countrey,\s a young Student not lefs read and expert 
in Philofophy and Phyfick than ia Hiftory, Humamty,and Antique 
ties and in his brave houfe in the Street of Saint Francefco, hath 
made a Collection of the bell Books andfquares with a good 
number of Medals, Marble*, brafs pieces and other Angularities ot 
great Price: who having compofed feveral works both m Prole and 
verfe.as well in thtLatine as ItalianLanguage^oadd to the fame and 
beauty of th is hishoufe.coikCtsall the Antiquities of Marble Stone 
that can be found and obtayned in this Countrey. - 

The Signer l runcefco Qrjatv his Parent or Ally having his handfom 
ftrufturenear the Piazza Forzate, is a Gentleman virtuous and of 
no lefs noble Spirit, skilfuilin the Mathematicks, in Afaretine Af¬ 
faires Hiftory and Hotftnaitfhip,ahd hath amplified a Study with 
Books.

^To conclude with this Palace or Hall of Juftice, if confidered as 
an upper Room, tis the faireft and moft fpacious oichriftendome, of 
which there is no part but hath fome Aftronomical fecret* tis con- 
vered with Lead,and round about goes a (lately corridor of Marble, 
Near the abovenamed Palace ftand the Schools for all Learning^ 
which is the fccond Marvel, not only of Padoua but of Europe, 
within is a fquare Gourt,the building two ftories high one over ano- 
ther,fuftained with moft fair Pillars 5 and round about in every cor¬ 
ner are the Arms of all fuchas have been Confuls or Prote&ors in 
that Vniverjstp 5 fome in colours only,fomc in colours and ftone,With 
their Country, name,and ycerfet up, at the Venetians charge,to make 
famous this Nurfcry of Learning. The Anatonnck ikeater cie&cd 
in thofe Schools ftands above,and is moft neatly contrived,and moft 
commodious both for the ProfdSbr & the Speftators This Vnivetfitj 
of Padauaisaeit were the Market place of Learning rand much ap¬ 
proaches the Academy of Athens) To this place from all parts of the 
World throng the moft eminent in all the liberal fciences, and no 
fmall number of the Nobles as Scholars, not only from all parts of 
Italy and its neighbouring Provinces, but from the fartheft parts of 
the World. In this Gity are ten Colleges, where are allowed ho¬ 
nourable Penfions to many Scholars. 

The firft College (lands in the Street Santa called Prattenfe.denvc- 
ing its name from its Founder Pdeo Conte di Prata, Cardinal, and Bi- 
(hop of Padoua 9 m which are appointed ao Scholars, Padonaus , Ve¬ 
netians , TriviJanSy and Fur Ians 9 with a Prior or Governor, who 
heretofore kept a Coach.- The Scholars penfions were 20 Crowns 
per Moneth and more, hut the Merchants Banke of Venice (who u- 
fually payed themJ being of late leffened, at prefent,bendes their 
Lodging and Service, they have but.ten Crowns by theyeer. . The 
Cardmal committed the Govermnenit thereof to Francefco Zabarella 
his Nephew, and after his death to the moft ancient of his houte, 
and of that of the Family d*Xea*e,recommendittg it alfo to the care 
and overfeeing of the fucceffive Bifhops of padoua , and to the Pri¬ 
or of the College of the Profeflors of the Laws. 

The fecond called Spmello a Ponte Corvo inftitutedby BtlforteSpi~ 
tsellooi NapleSyis governedby the Priors of the Mafters of Art,8cby the 
moft Antient of the houfe of Do&ors, where are maintained four 
Scholars Mafters of Arts for five yeers , tw (yPadouans, one Trevtfan, 
and another Stranger, each of whole allowance is twenty five Due- 
kats by theyeer. R Tte 
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The third named da Rio built in the ftreetfo called, and inftituted 
by that Familyjeonfiftsof 4 Scholars Matters of Arts,approvedby 
the moft antient of that family, their ftay is permitted for 7 ycers , 
their allowance is. Lodging Rooms, Bread and Wine, with twelve 
Duckats , and they ought to be of Padoua or its Territories. 

The Fourth called del Campione (it uated in the borgo di Vignal is for 
nine Scholars in the Arts: two Padouam , t wo Trivifans, two Far- 
rarefians , two French men , and one other Foreiner, and for feaven 
yeers, they are allowed Wheat, Wine, Wood, Service, Lodging, 
and fomc moneys. ThePatrone or Mculer is the Abbot of Saint ci- 
prian of Mur an. 

The fifth named Santa Cantarina is (ubmitted to certain Noble Fe- 
netiams , and hath for Scholars in the Arts.16 who have Com, Wine, 
Money,Salt,iodgings,andScrvice allowed in a handfome proportion 
| for feaven years. 

Thefixth dedicated to Santa Lucia by the Brefcians conteyns tf 
Scholars in the fciences chofen by the Cemmunalty of Brefcia, their 
allowance is 25 Duckats apeece with their Lodging und ter vice 
defrayed. 

The feaventh called Feltrino founded in the Street Santo ,is gover- 
nedby the nobles of the family of Altini in feltre 9 the continuance 
of the Scholars f who muft be ftudents in the Laws)is feaven yeers, 
their number is but twoScholars and one-Artift,they have for allow- 
ance a quantity of Wheat being 1 6 meafures for each, and to Ma- 
ftellacs of Wine with their Lodgings. 

The eighth built In the Street San Leonardo named delRavenna % is 
put under the tuition of Piavano di s. Giulano di Venetiafic the Scho¬ 
lars have Lodging Rooms, Services, and oneDuckat allowed by 
the yeer for each. 

The ninth in the ViginaH called Cocho is for Six Noble Venetians 9 
each ones allowance, being Lodging, Service, and 40 Duckats 
yeerly. 

The tenth called Amulio 9 near the Pratto dells vails , is for 12 Scho¬ 
lars Noble Venetians , founded by Marco Antonio Amulio Cardinal, 
and every Scholar is allowed, Lodging Rooms, his fervices are pay¬ 
ed , and fix Duckats by the year. 

The third notable and marvellous Temporal Rarity of Padouais 
the Piazza or place caled the Arena , which is a noble Court, round 
about which (lands the old Arches , and VtJHgia of a proud Theatre , 
which by theantients was called NaumacMa, but of later yeers they 
ufe it to run a Tilt, and for all manner of horfemanfliip, with ma¬ 
ny other games; the Ladies (landing to behold them in the open 
Gafements of that proud Palace , which (lands at the head of the 
Court inaLunary form, the Arena or Court being Oval. 

Backwards towards the Wall are gardens filled with Vines and 
pretious Fruits, as, alfoon that fide which is towards the Church 
of the Hermits with a fmall Chapel dedicated to the holy V irgin, 
which is alfoa Prior ate of the houfe of Fofcarie and belongingto that 
fetene Family of Venice, • <- 

The fourth marvellous objed is the Court of the Captain or Go- 
vernourof the Gfcy,y?heie the Proud Palace of the (aid Pr*fc& 9 the 
Chamberlains and many other Citizens habitations, befides the 
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dwelling of a world of other People are fo contrived that it may 
not improperly be called a little Cittadel.* This was the Kingly 
houfe of the Carrarep , Its Chambers may truly be faid to be built 
for Princes, with two halls which for their LargenefsandNoble- 
nefs could not be built for other; the one is Called the Hall of Gu 
ants , wherein (landsthe publickLibrary.* here arepourtrayedthe 
moft eminent Subjedsof the Roman Republick,& of the World, with 
a reprefentation of their moft famous Ads, by the hand of Gualterio 
a moft eminent Lymncr,with their Elegies undereach figure,hereto- 
fore compofed by the moft virtuous Giovanni diCavazzi a gentlema of 
Padoua , and infcrtbed in a fignal Charader by Pietro Francefco pucivi - 
giano called the Moor : The Books conteyned in the faid Library are 
moft excellent and in great abundance; The fignor GioBattifta 
Salvatico , Dodor, Knight, and a Gentleman of Padoua bequeathed 
to it, by his Teftament, his Colledion of the Books of the Laws of a 
great valew. The fignor Giacomo Caino a Gentleman of Furlan 
Dodor and Reader in the College hath likewHe given to it the Li¬ 
brary of PompeoCaciuo a Phyfician his Uncle,of no lefsefteem; The 
fignor Conte Giacomo Zabarella hath added to it a brave quantity of 
Manufcripts, fome writ in parchment, others in paper (bound in 
Leather Lymned with Vermillion and Gold rarely ana exquifitely: 
fome whereof were never Printed , amongft which are the workes 
of Cardinal Zabarella , of the Count Giacomo Zabarella his Grandfa. 
ther ot Philofophy ; of the Count Francefco his Father, which are 
in rime and profein the Tufcan Tongue very learned, and treating 
of many fubjeds concerning his own Family: Therein alfo are the 
Works of Cefare Cremonio thePhilofopher, and many other bought 
at the Publick coft,and others added there by the Signor Ottavio Fer¬ 
rari a Gentleman of Milan Reader of Humanity in the Schools^and 
the publick Library keeper, which Library is every day fo inereafed 
by the Nobility and others, that tis well hoped within a lit¬ 
tletime twill arrive to the Reputation of the richeft and moft fa¬ 
mous in the World. 

The fifth wonder is the Caftle for the Munition abovenamed near 
the Church of Saint Agoflino 9 which was built by the Tyran t EccellL 
lino for his fafeguard, wherein he flew fo many Noble radoua»s 9 th2Lt 
he had almoft deftroyed the whole City.- herein are the publick Gra* ! 
naries to maintain plenty In the CUy , and all forts of Ammunition 
for its defence in time of need. 

The fixth admirable thing is the Ponte Moline ; fo called from the 
thirty wheels of Mills there ereded (a moft fignal Obje&)and the 
five Arches of flint Stone ; near which (lands a Palace m manner of 
a Fortrefs built with thofe very Large fquaredfk wrought Stones w cb 
were brought from the other ruinated Palaces and Forts by Eccellino 
the Tyrant, with a Fort and moft fayr Tower, in the yeer 1250 
And is now poflefied by the Count Giacomo Zabarella 3 as is above 
faid. 

The feventh wonderfull Objed of Padoua is ilPratodella 9 vallea. 
Meadow fo ample that twould alone contain a great CityIt was 
antiently called Campo Marzo ,the field of Mars 9 from the Martial ex» 
ereifes there ufed , and in this place were many Saints beheaded by 
the Pagans 9 to fucha number that they are wont to fay that part 
H 2 which 
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alfo the old coymng Fiefs of the Larrarejfan Princes, with other 
pretious monuments of this Houfe, preferved in the Chamber of 
Rowles of the faid Palace, which may be termed the moft large 
and worth feeing of this City. 

And now we come to the Spiritual wonders and Churches of Pa- 
doua j whereof the firft is the Donto or Cathedral Church, fitoate 
(near)in the midft of theGity. Th eTadouans were converted to 
the Chtiftian Faith, by the predication of Saint Prosdocimo their 
firft Bifliopp authorized by Saint Veter , who'among others} bapti¬ 
zed Vitaliono the Chief Man in this City, who therefore built the 
Church of Saint Sofia. Henry the fourth Emperor enriched this Ca¬ 
thedral, gi virg toit twenty (eav^n rich Canonicats , of fo good a 
reveoew that they may be ftyledfo many Bifhopsy among which 
are four dignities, that istofay, Arch-prieft, Arch.Deacon, The 
Perfon that hath charge of the wax, &c. And the Deacon 5 there 
are twelve under Canons, fix Cuftodi or Redors, and fix Manjona- 
ry or Housekeepers, and more than 60 other Perfoas and Clerks be¬ 
longing to the Chapel, befides the Mafters of Grammar and Mu- 
fick. with many excellent Singers, fo that this Clergy exceeds a hun¬ 
dred Perfons,and their Revenew above a hundred thoufand Duck- 
ats by the yeer, which makes it the moft noble and Rich of Italy: 
and therefore tis that the Biihop oiradoua isftyled a little Pope, 
and his Canons with fome reafon the Cardinals of Lombardy , for 
that their Chapter is alwaies filled with the Nobility of Venice 9 Pa- 
dona, and other Cities, whereof fo many have alcended to the 
Miter, andHatt, that tis worthily called to this day the Seminary 
of Cardinals and great Prelates'. 

In this Church (not el few hr re as ispretended)lycsentcrredthe 
Wife of Henry the fourth, Whofe name was Berta t as is proved by 
this antique Infeription.

Under the Chorus within a rich Monument of Marble, lies the 
Body of Saint Daniel, one of the four Tutelars. , 

Two great Cardinals repofc in this Church, who were both 
Arch ptieftsof the fame, that is to fay, Tileode Pratta, and Fran- 
cefcoZabarella 9 with other eminent Perfons. 

Pileotontidi pratta a Citizen of Tadona and of Fnrlan was for his 
vertue created Bilhop of Padoua^ and afterwards Cardinal of Saint 
rrajjede by Pope Gregory the 11th. and Apoftolick Legate. Butin 
the yeer 1378. the Schifm being rifen between Vrban the fixth his 
fucceflor, and Clement the Antipope, he was depofedby TJrban^ 
after whofe death Bonifacio the ninth fuceeding,he was again created 
Cardinal with the Title of theT*)£#/rf«Biftiop, and Apofto ick Le- 
gate,and finally he dyed at V adorn , and was buried in this Church 
in a fublime and moft noble Arch with this memorial. 

j Vileus 
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which is compafled by Water was emplaftered with the blood of 
thole Martyrs :: Hereevery firft Saturday oi thc Monethis held a 
free Fayr or Market of all forts of Cattel and other Creatures, and 
at the Feaft of Saint Antonio is a famous Fayr there, which although 
it happens*in the hotteft Weather, being there kept for fifteen days 
in the mideft of June, and that there are then many thoufands of 
Creatures, yet there is never fecn a Fly to moleft them. 

If tothefe might be added an eighth Wonder, we would name 
the Vineyard or Garden of the Knight Bonifacio Papafeva 9 fituate 
in the Street called Vauzo , where befides a moft fair and adorned 
Palace, you beholds many ftatucs of excellent workmanship, and 
infinite numbers of Gittion and Orange Trees, which forme 
lovely walks to the Pafiengers, for beautifying whereof, ofthofe 
Trees are framed Arches and Prolpeds to delight the eye* to whofe 
confines is conjoyned a full ftream of water brought from the main 
River by a curious Aquedud,which being confined to one Gate un¬ 
der the Wall, gives at it s utterance a fweet murmur, and with its 
clear gurgling on every fide wafhesthe Foot of the Palace.* And 
the flowry bankes within which the faid Rivolet is contained ren¬ 
ders the Palace as it were in an Iflandof fo fpecious delights and 
pleafant Savours, that what is added by Art to that of Nature may 
well caufe it to be termed the eighth wonder. Hither flock for 
their Paftime the Ladies and Gallants of Padona , inviteing with 
them alfo the Foreiners with their Mufick and other Paftimcs, 
where(ia the hotteft Weather} the fhade of the Trees, the Ample- 
nefsof the Walks, the pleafantnefs of the Waters, and the beauty 
of the fite add (to their other joys and dclights)a frefh Ayr. And 
although thefe beauties (hew themfelves in perfection, yet that 
magnanimous Cavalier never ceafes to illuftratc it fto his no fmall 
cofts) with greater delights * and by this and his other Gallantries 
(hewes himfelfto be born of that Family which for its Greatnefs and 
Dominion was no lefs formidable in l taly 9 than .renowned in Europe . 
At this prefent refides here, this Noble Perfon with his Brother Sci~ 
pio Papafava 9 Knight of the great Grofs of the Order of Hierujalem, 
Prior of Mejfina 9 and the moft worthy Primate of the whole King- 
dome of Sicilia, together with the virtuous Roberto Son of the a- 
bove named Cavalier Bonifacio >, young in yeers, but his conditions 
a d pradices may challenge the ripeft Age, who is the Gomendatory 
Abbot of Sebinico 9 being Dodor of Phiiofophy y ofDivinity& of the 
Laws, a true Splendor to his Country and Family, being conver- 
fantin the Greek, Latine, and Hebrew Tongues, and well known 
in the Mathematicks,as was teftified by the Angular experiments of 
his Ingenuity fome Monethsfince. There flour idles likewifeof this 
Noble Family at this time a numerous company of Cavaliers and 
great Subjeds, who degrade not from their moft famous and Anti* 
ent Progenitors, of whom to fpeak but little will diminifh from 
their Fame, and much is not opportune in this place:for their Ordi¬ 
nary dwelling, thele Signors have a Palace in the Street San Fran- 
cefco Maggiore , where they have Coppies of exquifitc Books in all 
the Profeffions,lcft them by Monfignor Vbertino Papafitva Bifliop of 
ddria 9 Brother of Bonifacio , befides many antient Manufcripts and 
Authors not yet printed, which relate the Hiftories of this Family

And this Arch was heretofore in the Chapel of the Holyeft,on 
the right fide of the Chorus, but being neccffitated to make the 
door of the greater Vcftry in that place, it was removed out of 
that Chapel,and adjoined to the neareft Wall in a worthy and emi¬ 
nent Place. 

Francefco Zabarelta , a Philofopher,Divine, and a fublime Lawyer, 
was eftefemed the Prince of the wife men of the World in his Age, 
and his works left bchinde him prove his defert of that Title: He 
t was J inoft Learned man in all thefciences,and of a moft holy Lite, 
/ for Which reafon the Florentines and Pddouans offered him the Epif- 
copal Dignity , and other Princes not a few eminent Degrees. At 
laftP6pejf^« the a 2d. created him Arch- Biftiop of Florence $ then 
Cardinal of SS. Cofmo$ rad Damiano^n the yeer 1411 : and after that 
Legate of the Apoftolick Sea &, Prafident of the Council of Conftan- 
za 5' where being eameftly.defired and defigned for Pope, he dyed 
in the 78rh. yeer of his Age, in Anno 1477. For whofe Body (tran¬ 
sported into his Countrey) was tre&ed a moftfayr Maufeole a rich 
Momitnent,whereit repoleth to this day in the Chapel of theBleffed 
Virgin, on the left fide of the Chorus,in an Arch of pure white Mar¬ 
ble with this Memorial.

Pietro , and Paulo, and was acquired 
and endowed by Bartol, Zabarelta Arch-bifhop of Spalatro for the ufe 
and name of hi9 Family; who thence are Patrons of it and maintain 
therein two Chaplains 5 afterwards it took the name of the Bfefled 
Virgin, when the Noblc Matron Antonia Zabarelta Sifter to the Car¬ 
dinal bequeatherPto-it by her Will that moft holy Image, which was 
found in her bouFey then placed over the Altar of this Chapel, 
which Tradition faith - was painted bySaiht Luke: which Robert 
King of Naples gave to Francefco Petrarcha , by whometwas tranf- 
ported to PXdoua , and left to Giacomo the 2. of Carrara its Lord. 
After whofe deceafc it came to Marjtlio his fecond Son, who gave 
uin portion with Fiordilige his Daughter, Wife of Pietro Zabarelta, 
then it came to the hands of the faid Antonia, by whom with other 
gtfts twasleft to the Domo, and is that moft holy Image which in

pel are other Epitaphs and Monuments, of the Noble Family of 
Zaburella , whofe Original is known to proceed from the moft Anti 
ent Sabatini, of Eolonia$ whofe Aoceftors came from the Comdii 
Scipioni of Rome ; of whom were the moft glorious Scipio , c uwa 
and Sylla Princes of Rome; with many other Heroes,btfi ies the ho¬ 
ly Popes Pio, Cornelio, and Silvejiro 3 and the Etnperours Balbmo t 
Valeriana , Galheno , Tacito , and Florian , Celjo, two Sat am mi and Avito , 
and many other Saints and eminent Perfon9, in Bolonia , of that Fa¬ 
mily were alfo the Saints, Hermete , Aggeo, & Caw Martyrs, itB.Sa- 
bdtino Aeoftolo dis . Francefco , Sabatino Bifhop of Genoua, Elt&or of 
Carlo Calvo Emperour, with many other grand Perfons whd have 
illuftrated and governed that City .* Alfo their houfe being fetled in 
Padoua by Calorio Sabbatino Count and Knight of Bolognia, his pofte- 
rity were called gabartni and stabarelli , irom whence arofe the fir. 
name Zahar alia, of which Family befides the Cardinals abovena- 
med, there have been Cartel. Arch-Bilhop of Spat, and Florence , 
who dyed a defigned Cardinal; Paolo Biftiop Argohcence ; and 
Arch-Bilhop Parieuce , Orlando and Lorenzo , who dyed with the 
nameofBleftedBilhops, thefirftof Adria 9 the fecond of Afcolis, five 
Arch-Priefts and feaven Canons of Padoua, many Dixftors, moft fa¬ 
mous Readers of the Univerfity in all Ages, famous Counts and 
Knights, many valorous Captains, as, Andrea General of the Volen* 
tani 3 and Andrea the fecond, General of the Church, Giacoma the 
firft made Count and Knight of the Dragon by Sigifmond the Empe¬ 
ror, was by the Popes John the 2 2d. Martin the jtft. and Eugenios 
the 4th. conftituted Governor of divers Cities, Senator of Rome , 
and called by a Bull, Apoftolick Baron. 

Bartol the fecond, Do&or, Knight, and Prator of divers Cities, 

Prafed of Florence and Roman Senator, who as alfo Giacopo the fe¬ 
cond Counsellor and Knight of the Golden Key were by Majfin. the 
fecond Emperour created Counts, and Knights, to them and to the 
eldeft Sons of their pofterity for ever ; which was afterwards con. 
firmed to Giulio his Son by Ferdinand the lecond, Father of Giacopo 
the third Zabarelta the Philofopher ; of fuch grand Fame were thefe 
perfons ; and thefe great men were known to be of this Family be* 

(ides many others eminent both In Letters and Arms. 

But having mentioned two Padouan Cardinals, it feems conveni¬ 
ent tome to give Come account of the reft,fince they have adorned 
this their Country with fuch a dignity. 

Simone Paltanico was the firft Padouan Cardinal, who being a per- 
fon of great Knowlege,and the higheft virtue, merited from Pope 
‘Urban the 4th. to be created Cardinal of S. stejfano & Martino in 
the yeer 1261 and afterwards Apoftolick Legate. He dyed in the 
yeer 1276. His Family is extinft in Padoua , but in honour at Vicenza 
under the Noble firnanr.e of Counts of Poiana. 

Tileo de Pratta was the fecond radouan Cardinal, as is abovcfiid of 
this Houle are the Counts of Portietm Friuli . 

Bonaventura Badotro of the Counts of Pcraga , was a man of g r eat 
Wifedom and goodnefs, and being a Hermitan Monk # he read 
Philofophy and Divinity in his Schools; who after the other de-

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grees afcended to the GeneraHhip, and thence by Pope Vrban the 
6th. in the yeer 1384. was created Cardinal of S.Cictlta andde- 
ceafed five yeersafter. Ot this Houfeare the Badoeri , Noblemen 
of Venice, and the Padoeri ol radoua. _ . 

Bartolomeo Oliario the Minikin , a famous Philoiopher and Divine, 
was by thcFfore»/i»«elededfor their Paftor. after which by Pope 
Boniface the ninth he was called to the Cardinallhip of 5 . Prudentia- 
»ain the yeer 1389. and deceafedy yeers after. 

Francefco Z abarella, was the 5th. Padouan Cardinal and Arch-.Bi- 
flaop of Florence's before is related. # 

Lodavico Mezarota being a Philofopherand a Phyfician 5 deferted 
thi't 1 is profcflion 9 and put himfelf under the command of Giovanni 
Vitelli General for the holy Church* and behaving himfelf well 
therein afeended from one degree unto another,till in the end (after 
Vitelli his death) he was conftituted his fucceflor, and Patriark of 
Aqutleia: wherein he made fuch progrefs as is not to be imagined* 
letitfufficethathe reftored the Church to its Liberty, and delive¬ 
red the Florentines and Italy, for which his Noble deeds he was by 
Pope Eugenius the 4th made Cardinal of 5 . Lorenzo , then Bilhop of 
Albany, and Chmcellorof the holy Church, he dyed in the yeer 
1465.* at this day is his Family extintt. 

And befides thefe there were others of this City intended for

nal by Pope clement the 5th, in 1304. BartoL Zabarella Arch-Bilhop 
of Florence, having been Apoftolick Legate in Germany , France, and 
Spain , for weighty affairs, with the happy fuccefs ot his Labours, 
and the great fatisfa&ion of Pope Eugenius the4th. was by him dc- 
figned Cardinal, but upon his return, an indifpofition feifedhim 
and deprived him of Life in Sutry, being but forty feaven yeers old, 
in Anno noftrse falutis 144 5. Francefco UgnamineoEifhop of Ferrara and 
A poftolick Legate was by Pope Engenius the 9th* defigned Cardi¬ 
nal, but he was prevented by his death in the yeer 1412. Antonio 
Giannotti a famous Lawyer,Bilhop of Forli , and Arch-Bilhop of Vr- 
bin t was Vice Legate in France and Bologna, where he dyed at his 65th. 
yeer , being then by Pope Clement the 8th. defigned Cardinal Anno 
1591. 

In the Palace of the Bilhop thefe things are worth a fight, The 
moft ample diocefs of Padoua , drawn in a large fquare by Marco 
Comoro Bilhop of Padoua a Prelate worthy of eternal memory, and a 
great Hall where to the life(as is believed)are drawn the Pittures of 
112 B Ihops of this moft antient and Noble City. The Church of 
Saint Antonio of Lisbone merits the fecond Place amongft Padouds 
fair Churches, as well for the defign and artificers for the pretiouf- 
nefs of the Marbles and other Ornaments. The Roof of this 
Temple is diftinguilhed into fix marvellous Chapels covered with 
Lead. Fiift muft be feen the Royal Chapel of this Saint, adorned 
with the fineft Marbles, and 12 Noble Collumns, in the nine fpa- 
cesof which Columns between the one and tother, are engraven 
his Miracles by the moft rare Sculptors of that Age, fo well that it 
rendersihefpeftatorsftupified. In themidftof which Chapel ari- 
ies the Altar of this Saint, and within it lies entered his body. Upon 

this 
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this altar ftand feaven Figures of Brafs of a juit proportion,Wrought 
by Tytian Afpetti , the excellent fculptor of PddoHd, Its Roof is 
adorned with thefaireft Frets and figures made of pargetting ftuff 
guilt richly, and its Pavement exiftly compofed with Marble and 
Porphyry Oheckerwife, This Saint having lived 36 yeers dyed 
the 13th of June 1231 , and wa9 canonized by Gregory the 9 th. in the 
City of Spoleto , in the yeer 1237. On which day in Padoua they go 
in proceffion carrying his Tongue in a little woodenBoul With great 
folemnity and fuperfthion* which is accompanied with all the Fry¬ 
ers of Saint Frauds, that is to fay, by the Convert tush Cafttcinef , 
and thofc that go uppon wooddefi Pattens called toccdani, 
and with all the Ddflors of the Colleges, as Well of the Laws, and 
Phyfick, a sthofe of Divinity and Philofopby* wherewith they alto 
carry all the Veffels of Silver and other prettous things beftoWed 
upon this their Saint, as alfo an infinite number of their holy Re- 
liques prefer ved in curious Veffels: Among which are the Figures 
of ten Saints of pure Silver, 16 rich Chalices,50 Veffels, 3 whereof 
are to contayn their Eucharift,many Silver Candlefticks^Lampades, 
Cenfores, and 50 Syl ver Votaries or pieces dedicated by the vowes 
of feveral perfons, which areas big as a fmall Child. Likewife a Shipp 
furn idled with Mafts, Say Is and Shrouds, together with a model of 
the City of Padoua both being neatly caft in Silver. InafayrRe- 
liquiary they preferve the Tongue of* the glorious Saint Anthonies and 
in another his under Chap. In others all of Silver guilt framed with 
moft cxa& workemanfhipp, they keep a cloth dipped in the preti- 
ous blood (asthey fay) ofour Saviour Jefas* Chtiffj three thomes of 
hisGrown* fomeof the wood of his Crofs 5 Of the hairs and milk I 
of the hlefted Virgin * fome of the Blood iffuingout of thefive 
wounds given Saint Francejoo * and many of the Bonesand other rare 
reliquesof infinite of their Saints, as maybe feed intheTreatife 
ptibliihrdby Count Giacomo Zabarella Praefident and Treafurer of the 
Venerable Tombe of t he glorious Saint Antonio : Who (befides the 
revenue of the Convent wherewith the Fathers are mainreined) 
poffeffeth a great Revenue, together with much Silver and other 
pretious houfehouldftuff, all b eft owed upon that Saint by Princes, 
and private Perfons^ which Wealth is governed by leaveir Prefi- i 
dents, vulgarly called the Signori all'Archa di San Antonio * three ! 
Ecclefiafticks'and 4 Seculars, with a Cafheer , whojeceives che Re¬ 
venues, and pays the Mulkians and other disbursements, which 
Officers are defied every yeer, and every Six Monerhs two of them 
change. In the Convent is a fayr publick Library, much amplified 
by the reverend Father France]cdZanotti, an eminent Perfon of Pa- 
dona, who a Iwaies governed his Convent with great prudence as 
G*ardian,at\d his Religious Order whereof he was Provmctal: where¬ 
to the ttoft reverend Father Michael Angelo Maniere Guardian and 
Provincial alfo hath added his Induftry with great fuccefs and e- 
videnceof his Prudencej Virtue and Ooodnefs^ both whole good 
Aftions have givens great Splendour to the Fame of this moft No- 
bleGonvent, Near to this faid Library is another Room wherein 
af 5 kept the rare collefiiorts of Count Giacomo Zaharella&wcn to the 
faid Saint* which confifts of many excellent Books and Manufcripts, 
and all the Hiftorits (in being) uf Padoua, Venice and other Cities 1 
___ _ K which. \ 
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which no where elfe are to be found, alfo of Medals \ 
Marbles, brafs Pieces and other notable Antiquities, with the 
Golden Key, and all his workes,all which being before fully related, 
are hereabbreviated to avoid Prolixity. 

Oppoihe to the Altar of Saint Antonio is the Chapel of Saint Fe- 
lix the Pope of like grande zz a: where alfo repofe his Bones 3 round 
about which arc hung Pictures excellently wrought by Giotto, wher- 
of Dante, Boccacio and other writers take particular notice .* In it are 
the Tombes of the Signori Rojfi and Lupi Marque ft s of Soragna 3 and 
next the Chapel of Saint Antonio, with which it. maintains like 
Grandure and Fame, it is the moft eminent of all 5 the greater Altar 
whereof .is richly carved in Marble, and hath on the right fide a 
CandleOick of a very great heighth, and wrought with many Fi¬ 
gures, Stover againftit an artificial Chorus adorned wiih lovely Fi* 
gures carved in wood: In this Church like wife are the Sepulchers 
of Fulgojlo of Afar in, and Aj camo Zabarella, thefirft famous in Let¬ 
ters, thefecond in Arms 5 which are erected in the Chapel of Saint 
Catherine appertaining to their Family 3 in another Tombe 
lies buried Andrea Zabarella with Montijia Polenta his Wife, Daugh¬ 
ter of Bernardino Signor of Ravenna , with many other eminent per¬ 
iods, wh ich would take up too much room and time to fpecifie. 
Before the laid Church Hands a noble Statue of Brafs caft by Donato 
Fiorentino, and prefented to the State of Venice, in memory of the 
Valour of Gattamelata da Narni, who was Captain General of their 
Armies: whofe effigies is there ere&ed on Horfeback, and whofe 
body with that of his Sons ly buried in the Chapel of Saint Francis 
with two fayr Epitaphs mfciibcd over them. 

The third ecclefiaftick excellency of Padona, is the fumptuous 
and'ample Church of Saint Jufiina, where are kept with great de¬ 
votion the bodies of Saint Luke the Evangelift^ Saint Matthias the 
ApoftlCj of the Innocents, of Saint trofdocimo fir ft Biffiop of this 
City and Province, of S ant a Gwftina the Virgin Martyr, of Giulian 
of Majjimo lecond Bifhop of Padona , of Vrio the Confeftor, of Feli-% 
cita the Virgin, Arnaldo the • Abbot 3 together with an infininte 
number of Reliques, which they preferved ina moft Antient Ceme¬ 
tery called in thofe days thePit of Martyrs .'there alfo Hands a fpeck- 
led ftone, upon which cerrain Martyrs were beheaded, another 
ftone whereon San Profdocimo celebrated divine fervice. Herein 
likewife they coiifervc the Tablet of the blefted Virgin payntedby 
Saint Luke, and with great devotion brought from Conjiantinople by 
the blefted Vrio, Its Chorus which compaftcth the high Altar round, 
is made all of Walnut Tree, and upon it engraven by Richardo Fran* 
cefco the Hiftory of the Old and New Teftament.lt hath much Silver 
Utenfils and pretious veft$3 to fay no more, this Chapel for its ftru- 
uure and beauty, is an incomparable piece 3 And not a little illu- 
ftrated by that proud aod wealthy Monaftery of Saint Juflitie now 
contiguous with it, which for its fumptuoufnefs, Grandure, and 
Riches, may be reckoned one of the Faireft of Italy . On theAValis 
of the Cloyftcrs amongft the Legend ftories defigned, they have in- 
lerted hundreds ofola inferiptions, with the draughts of old ftones 
aDd dug U P when the foundation of the Convent 

was nrlt Laycd. It hath for revenue iocooo. Crowns yeerly. It 
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keeps an Abbot with many Fryers of Saint Beneditt s And here be* 
g*n the Reformation of that Order, about two hundred veers fince* 
The fourth fignal, is the Church of Saint Augufiino, of the Fathers 
Dominicans : which was firft a Temple ot 'Juno, wherein the 
Antient Padouans dedicated the fpoils of deonimus the Spartan, as 
faith T. Livie. Thence it became the particular Chapel of the Car* 
rareji, who there fixed the Sepulchers tor their Family. Where aL 
foare the Monumentsof Marieta, Mother of James King of Cipms, 
andF. Car lot a his Daughter, with many Memorials of other Grand 
Pcrfons, as well of this City as Strangers 3 and in particular of 
Pietro da Al/aito, neat the great Door. It hath a Stately Convent with 
a fayr Library, where are the Pifiures of the chief Fathers of that 
Order. 

The fifth Marvel is the Church of the Carmelites, famous for its vaft 
height, and grandure, with one only Arch, and a moft high Cupulo3 
Its Chapels are all of one reftmblance, and in great perfe&ion .* 
Herein they keep an Image of the blefted Virgin, who, as they fay, 
fhowrs down her continued favours upon thofe that devoutly by 
her interceffion pray for them to God Almighty. In this Church are 
certain Monuments of the Naldi , Famous Captains, and many 0- 
ther Noble Families of Padona. 

The Sixth Ecclefiaftick wonder, is the Church of Eremitani , 
wherein lies buried Marco Manton*> the famous Doftor of Lawes . 
Here are the Chapels of the Cortcllieri, painted by Giulia an antient 
Lymner, and of the Zabarella, by the hand of Montegna, 
Thefcventh is the Church of Saint Francefco , wherein are the 
Tombes or Bartolomeo Cavalcdnte,, Jeronimo Cagnolo an excellent 
Doctor,and of Longolio whereon Bembo compofed theenfuing Vcrfes.

In the Church de Servi, is enterred Paolo de Cafbro 3 and near the 
Church of San Lorenzo Hands a pure Marble Chcft,ere&ed upon four 
Columns which is concluded to be the Noble Hero c Antenors 
Tombe, from this Epitaph engraven upon it in old Chara&ers.

Zabarella Count of Credazza 3 Bnzzacarini Capidilifia , Conti , Datti, 
Papafava, s.

At five miles diftance from Padona, are extant the Baths of j 
Albano , whereis to be admir’d the different kinds of Waters r how 
out of avail high cavernous Rock arifes two fources of Water not 
above a foot one from the other , of a perfeft different nature; the 
onewhercofencnifts&convertsintoahard white (lone, not only 
the Banks by which it runs, but what ever els is call into it,in crea¬ 
ting £ h 5 (aide rullmcnt of what is thrown in,according to the time 
tis left in it, and that which is more,it begets Stone of the fame na¬ 
ture upon the wheel of a Mill which is turned by itsftreani, which 
everyMoneth enforces the workemfen to bear it offwith Pickaxes that 
their Mill may not be hindred* the Water hereof is never drunk 
by any creature, being held very hurtfull* but the other Water 
runs upon a light Sand, is much more light in weight than the ffrd 
and is divers times drank for fundty healthful] operati5s;the people 
have dug the Earth in parts round the faid Hill, and have found 
Sulphure,about the middle part, and at the root of them having 
dug to wards the Eafi and South parts they have found Salt. Abano 
at this day is nothing fo much inhabited as We ought to believe it 
was heretofore^ reafon that upon any digging they often find un¬ 
derground, many Reliques of Antiquity * fome alfo will have it 
that here they fpun:the fined Linnen Cloth. On the other fide of 
Abano bends the fumptuous and rich Monadery of Praia , with the 
black Monks of Saint kenediS : and near it the Church of Santa Ma¬ 
ri* di Monte Ortone. Approaching whereunto is the Convent of the 
Fry«s Ermitans of Saint Augufiine, called Scald, or without Shoos 
in which are fources of boyling water, and mud,excellent for pains 
and shrunk finews: though the difficulty with which they are 
comeat, renders them of lefs common ufe than they would be, for 
they area vad way in the Earth, and in fmail quantities too .* but 
they are or a white colour, and ftiff as well wrought clay * not 
black and d irty as thofe which are commonly gotten out of the 
adjacent Montagmne, They pafs from Padona to Efie upon the Ri- 
ver, and upon the way efpy the noble Cadle of Monfelicefen v i ro- 
ned with mod pleafant Hills) alfo the foundations of a ruinated M 
fortrefs, where they gather infinite numbers of Vipers, for the 
compofingof thatfo much famed / mice Treacle: On the left fide 
whereof is the Hill Arquato Contracts, much fpokenof in memory of 
Franc Petrarca , whofe habitation being long there, at length he 
g* ve U P Ghoft, and was there honourably interred in a fepuU 
chreof Marble, with this Epitaph enferibed, which himfelfmade, 
as followes.

drew their Original. Whofe Palace is transformed into a Monaftery 
by the Dominican Fryers. From this Country they extra# (befides 
abundance ot all other things for fuftebance) excellent Wines. It 
contains 100000 Souls,and the publick have 18000 CroWns of yeer* 
ly income. There they afcend the Mountain of Vende , where is 
a Monaftery of the Fryers of Mount oliveto, three miles whence Hands 
another Mountain, where is the rich Abbacy and Monaftery of the 
Fryers of Camaldol. Tenn miles beyond B^lis feated the noble Ca¬ 
ttle of Mont iguana nothing inferfcmt to that of£/?e neither in Riches 
nor Civility, where they much trade in Hemp. Eight milesfar- 
thcr is Lendinara, a very ftrongCaftte fcTown Wafhed with the River 
Adice: but the Ayr is a little grofs in the Winter time, itcontayns 
4000 Souls. Near which is theCaftle Sattguienedo , in the Con¬ 
fines between the Venetians, and the Duke of Mantoua: where there 
is a fayr even way for eighteen riftkia length. Ifuing out of the gate 
of radoua called S. Croce , which leads to Ferrara, firft you meet 
Confdve heretofore a Gaftle of the Signori Lazara, where ftands the 
moft delirious palace of tbeCounj Nicholas o£ Lazar a, a magoa- 
nimous and generous Knight* wherein Beaty the third. King of 
France and Poland quartered: near it lies the* Count Paludo ,whence 
the faid Signor derives his Lordihip.'ris a Countty Noble and Fertile, 
is a Convent of theFatbcrs Hermitaiis founded by Giovanni de 
zara , Knight oftf. Giacomo, and Lieutenant General of the Vene¬ 
tian Gavalrie in the yeex 1574. After whiebismet Augmllara,yfYxic- 
by the Adice pafleth. Farther on they ga to Rovigo , made a City 
by the Princeor Duke of Venice fcated, *5 miles from radoua and 18 
from Feraras It was built out of the Rtiines of Adria, whence tis 
not allocated above a miles tis bathed by an Arm of the Adice, where 
are ereded noble dwellings, environed with a deep Ditch or Fofle, 
which in circuit are about a miles its Country is moft Fertile, be. 
iog compiffed about with the 4 Rivers, The Poe, the Adice, the 
Tar taro, the Caflagnaro. And fo it bonrowes the name ot V olefine 
(which fignifies Peninfida, almoft an Ifttnd j front its length, and 
the circumvolution of thofe Rivers. Many Illuftrious Perrons have 
added to the Glory of this their Countrey,as the Cardinal Rcverella, 
Brujoneo the Poet, Celia, the Riccobuoni, and Gio Tomafo A/inadoia 
moft learned Phyfician, who wrote the Perfian Biftory , with other 
famous men. It hath a Church dedicated to Saint Belliuo, heretofore 
Bifhop o £ Padoua, the Pricfts whereof with miraculous fuccefs reftore 
to health fuch as are bit by madDogs,whom they asfuddainly cure 
as indubitably,with a certain exorcifm,which if malignity proceeded 
in a natural courfc of Phyfick, would not only require the beft skill 
but length of time. Whpfoever reads the 36th Ch. of the 6th. 
Book of Diofc . and thofe other Tradates writ on that infirmity, 
may comprehend how great this miracle is. Matbioli in the cited fol. 
of Diofc. owned the fuccefs, and willing to deduce it from fome na¬ 
tural caufe, faith, thatpoflibly thefc Priefts might intermix fome 
medicinal herb or fecret with that bread which they are wont to 
blefs for Dog-bitten Mad Perfons: but this may eafily beanfwe* 
red, For this Church is governed by two poor Priefts who many 
times defert it, nor are they of a feleded condition* andtwere. 
ftrange if fmee the timeoi Saint BeUhto to this day none (hould arrive 

there I 
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therebitthemuft bring that medicinal fecret with him* Secondly they 
givebut one lit tie morcel of that blefted bread to a per fan, audit 
can frame be imagined enough of the medicine (hould be conteyncd 
in fofmall a parcel of .Bread, for fo wonderfully a dangerous di« 
feafc. Thirdly the Nuns of Saint Petto in Padouoy ha ve an amiettt 
Key which was £4* heUtuces, which Key heated» and its (ign made 
on the head of the mad Dogg, he never after that is troubled with 
the leaft fign ofmadnefri Which;being,tif 1 oecefiarily conluded,and 
thePhyfidknMnuft per force confefa, that tis a pure Miracle wrought 
by God at the interceflton of San Rellmo, who by rbeinftigatiop of 
certain evil People* was corn inpiecqs by Doggs, and his glorious 
Corps layed up m the faid Church of rdefene* ! 

Defiring to go to Fcrtara , Firft they take the way K ofati, till they 
arrive at the roe, which’paffing by Bark,, they re ich Francoliuo, a 
County fome five miles from Ferrara. 

VICENZA * 

V Icen&a is now feated in the Mated Trivigidua, or the Mafqui* 
fate of Ireve^ It was builtfaccording ro L Ma^Jufiine^ and Paolo 
Diacono)by the Gslii Senoni, who&ll down into ttafy in the Reign 
of Tarquinius Prifcus, in Rome, giving the name 06 Gallia CtfolpiSa, 
to that part poilefied by them a but&trabo, Pliny, and Polybius will 
have it to- be founded by the Antient Tufcam, and that it was one of 
thc twelveCitiesLunder their dominion, on thisfrdeofthe Afeuinet, 
and that it was much encreafed and amplified by; the Galti senones . . 
When afterwards the Cities thereabouts performed good fcrvice 
for Omnipotent Rome, at tbedefrent of other Frenchmen ,• in the 
yeer 366 . into Italy, and at their A^ayling ofRmoe, Vicenza being 
one of them , in recom pence of their afifttanoe fo oportunely con¬ 
tributed , was created Municipal ,a Flee City: whence exerclfing 
their own La ws and Statutes they participated, of the honours and 
dignities at Rome*, and thence tis we find fo many of its Citizens 
in the Magiftracy of that grand Rc pub lick, among others, Aulut 
Cecinua, the Con fill, was General of the Army ol Vitellms the Em- 
perour. In whofe honour (becaufe be fo much furpafied the fame of 
an ordinary Citizen) It will not be impertinent to place here this 
following antient infeription.

Ob Vsrtutem, &• mhuhs Gladiator urn apudfe 
exhibition Cremona* . • 

To it was allotted alfo the Title of Republick and City, as is to 
be fren in many antiept Marble Stones up and down the Countrey, 
and twas affigned to the Tribe A/enenia. It was under the prote&i. 
on of Brutus and Cicero, as appears k> his familiar Epiftles, and fit this 
antient inferibed memorial: 

D. Bruto, & M. Tnllio Viris in Senatu 
contra Vernas optime de Je meritis Viceut. 

All the time the Roman Empire continued in its Granderza , it 
__La ever_ 
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ever followed the vidorious Eagle, which decaying, tiriiralfo fuf 
feredmuch Calamity, and underwent thofe mutationsy which it 
and all the Cities o A Italy groinbd under with miferable example: 
Not at all, neverthelefs, declining from its antient Vigour arid Re¬ 
putation : Whence 'it was that the Lcngobardi held ft very confide- 
rable,and affigned to it* Itv own particular Dukes and Counts, 
Thofe Governours calling themfelves by that Title, for that they 
continued for life; and to their Heirs tdafeulines after them : Of one 
of whom Pack Diaconp makes a poble record in the life of Lum the 
Emperor, which was Pcrcdeo Duke of Vicenza, who*marched to 
Ravenna in afliftance to the Pope, and there dyed fighting valiantly 
for his Holinefs. 

This City was by Dejiderio the laft King of the I ongobardile le&ed 
amongft ail his, to place fecurely his Son Aldigerio, when hicnfelf was 
befiged in Pavia, by Charles the greats but it avoided not its total 
deftruftion. 

The Reliqucs of its antient Theatre, which at this day demon- 
ftrate themfelves in the Gardens of the Signori rigafetta , and Gad¬ 
di Cwherein both the Kings of the Longobardi and thofe off ranee 
often fate to behold the publick (hewes and Games) And the frag- 
merits of thei hot Bathes, with the Pilafters for the Aqueducts, give 
fufficiept testimony that it had no defied of whatfoever, either for 
Ornament or magnificence,otheriamous Cities ufe to en jay. And 
at that time when Leitrim the Emperor endeavoured ipft0*»«,in the 
yecr Say, to reform the occpfioifcof the Feudespn d toth'atend con- 
vocated the principalLaWyfers of the primary Cities of Italy, He alfo 
invited ther/VoW/«eCounfidlofs with an honourable teftimony of 
what efteem he had for the City- Vkentia. 

Furthermore when Ottone King of Germanic (the Berengarii being 
overcome and difcomfitedjwas % the Pope crowned Emperor, he 
remifed the Italian Cities in Liberty* granting unto them Power to 
ele& their Podefta or chief Governqur,and to enjoy their own Laws, 
among the reft Vicenza participated of that fo great a gift: Whence 
forming a Carrocio or Charibt which was the Badge of a free City, 
and acknowledging the Empire with the ordinary Tribute, it lived 
in the form of a Rc publick, (although much perplexed with the 
mod cruel fa&ions of its own Citizens) until the yeer 1143- W hen 
Federico Barbarrofja having gathered the utmpft of his Power, forced 
all the Cities of Italy into fervitude, and destroying in the 
reft constituted a German Podejla 

Vicenza endured not long this Tyranny * but united with Padoua 
and Verona , they Shoke offthc yoke, and fent the firft Embafladors 
to the Milauefi to offer them aliiftancc, and to perfwade them to 
do the like) and fo they concluded the famous League of the Cities 
of Lombardy , by which Colleagues Bar barest (being overcome be¬ 
tween Como and Milan ) was driven to the other fide of the Alpes. ; 
Which vidory the peace of Cuftauza followed, totheconclufion 
whereof came alfo the Orators of Vicenza * where they megliora- 
ted enough their Cities Condition, and the ftate of their Liberty, 
chiefly for that Henry the Son and fuccefforof Federick^ con firmed j 
the abovenamed Peace with all the conditions conceded by his Fa- < 
ther; All the Embafladors of the Colleagued Cities randezvoufing j 
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at Piacenfi , to that purpoSe, where alfo was the Emperor* and Mu 
chad Capra a Vicent'me was cbmifiionated thither for the City of Bo~ 
lognia . 

In thofe dayes theRepublicks Library flourished in this City with 
infinite cocourSe ofForein N at ions^abounding with the moil worthy 
Profeffors inall the fciences and Arts, which it appears continued 
to the yeer 1228. In which yeer Federic/^ the fecond being exalted to 
the Empire, ^nextream Enemy to the PopeandGitieSof Italy, af¬ 
ter many mines whch he brought on others,in the yeer 1336 burnt 
and deftroyed Vicenza * exercifing hisgreateft cruelty againfl the 
moft potent Citizens, which reduced it withgreateafe under the 
wicked Tyrant Eccellino , continuing fd until his death, when 
waving and debilitated, it by degrees crawled up the ftepsof its 
Antient Liberty * yet not fo ftrongly,but that after 4 6 yeCrsit un¬ 
derwent by the Citizens negleft , the Signory of the Scaligeri, who 
there governed under the Shadow and name of an Empire:and 
that title not improperly taken,for thatCan Grande at that time their 
head, was a moft yaliant and potent Lord. 

Vicenza was well treated under their government, aind many 
publick Edifices reftored,but the wheele of Fortune running round, 
and the Line of thofe LawfuII Signors extinft, Antonio the laft of 
them and illegitimate, was firft deprived of Verona, then of Vi¬ 
cenza, by Gio Galleazze firft Vifcount of Aldan, by whom it was 
held very dear, and fo much honoured for its fidelity, that he made 
it the Chamber of his Empire. 

He dead Catarimhis Wife diffruftmg her own ability to maintain 
fo great Dominions , by her Letters full of Courfefy, abfoivmg 
theft Oath of fidelity, gave the Vrccntincs ample Liberty to elec? 
their own Government, who after divers confoltations and many 
folicitations to colleague themfelves with the Switzers , and to be¬ 
come one of their Cantons, having at large Supervised the great 
calamities of the pafled times, and fearing future miferies. At 
length the Ad vice of Henrico Capra ( a wife and efteemed Citizen of 
great Intereft both for his many adherents and richesj prevailed to 
liinrender themfelves of their own free accords to the Republick 
of Vmice, whole pteafing Goverment was then become famous 
through the whole world. Who accepting with all Gratitude this 
their free offer, confirmed unto them all fuch Turifdkftionf, St*. 
tutcs > &Prerogatives,as they knew how to demand 5 and in particu¬ 
lar the Confularfliip the moft Antient Magiftracy of this City, and 
received it into proteftion, ftyling it the firft Born and moft feith- 
foll City, under whole Signory it hath ever fince continued.dayly 
cncreafing both their Wealth, and conveniences. 

Yet notwithftanding, at the Inroad of Gicradada , the State of 
P(Wwre,(though unwillingly) gave way to the Signory of the whole 
firm Land * by which means Vicenza fell into the hands of Majjtmi - 
***** ^ m P eror ) who fent thither Leonardo Trifpno, to receive 
pofleiuon thereof, as Vicar of the Empire, which he performed 
as alfo in Padoua: Who with Vicentia .through the great af¬ 
fection they bore the Republick of Venice and the Angular Pru¬ 
dence of the F metian Senate within fome few yeers after eafily re¬ 
turned to their former Obedience-under it.

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ThisCity i« four miletin circuit^in form likethc figure of aScorpion, 

8c although informer times it had the Reputation of ftroog,from the 
double Walls which invironed it * yettis neither fortified nor ca¬ 
pable of Fortification.* it being fituated atthebottpmeof aHill 
thatcomandstheTowmhowever( voluntarily living like the An¬ 
tient Spartans) the Citizens prolefs that the Walls of their Breafts 
ifufficc to maintain even to the death their Fidelity to their natural 
Prince, which prefcrves it with fafety. It is, walked by two Ri¬ 
vers Bacchileone( by fome Latincs called alfo Meduaco Minore) and 
Berone Ereteno before mentioned, together with two other frnall 
Brooks, Ajticbello and Seriola, which ferve them with many conve¬ 
niences. Ail which united atafmalldiftancefromtheCity, forma 
Navigable River as well upwards as downwards, capable of Veflels 
ot a huge burthen, who palling by Padoua reach Venice, and give 
thebeft occafion and reafon for the riches of that Countrey. 

They account that it with the Burroughs con tey 040000. Souls, 
being rep)eni(ht with Proud and Stately Palaces , Noble Temples 
and publick Stru&ures built after the modern Architedure: the 
Hall of Juftice (wherein the Judges affemble to do Juftice) forks 
Antient and modern Strudure may be compared with any in Italy: 
Upon the bjgheft Tower raifed to a Wonder ( which joyns to i t) is 
placed the Horologe which ferves all the City within, and a mile out 
of it, moftcomodioufly. 

The riazza moft capacious for all their Juft mgs and Turnaments, 
(where morn & even reder themfelves theNobilityJis no left adorn¬ 
ed witbOpenGalleries &: the Fort of the faidPalacc,than with a fayr 
habitation, for the Seienor Capstone and the Fa brick of that mount 
Piety, which is fo rich that they lend fuch fums as the poor Citizens 
require without any Ufurie. Befides this (which is called Piazza 
Maggiore) there are five other Piazzaes for the publick markets, of 
Poultry,Grain, Wine, Wood, Hay, Fifh, Fruits, and Herbs. And 
as the Splendidnefs of the Vicentians Spirits is apparent in profane 
things^ fo does their Piety and magnificenfe, no lefs fhineinand 
towards the Divine worihip.* For which they number in tbe City 
50. Churches accounted Stately, and beautified with antient and 
modem Pi&ures, whereof 14. arc Parochial*, 17. of Fryers , and 1 3 . 
of Nuns, all well furnifiied with receptacles and other neceffarics 
for iubfiftence: Among which the Mendicants or begging Fryers, by 
the Charity of the Citizens, have no mean Reliefs. In the Country 
are alfo 3. other Monafteries of Nunns, and above 20 of Fryers, 
befides Parochial*, which are very ample in the Villages. 

They are well ftoredwith Hofpitals for the poor of all conditi¬ 
ons, having nine, befides the Confraternities and other retreats of 
Godly petfons who wait on works of Charity. In the Cathedral 
(fignalfor the good Bifhoprickof 12000 Duckats ycerly Revenue) 
befides other Reliqnes they keep the bodies of tbe Martyrs Carpofo- j 
ro and L eoncio Vicentines. And in the Church of Santa Corona of tbe J 
Dominican Fryers one of the thorns of the Crown of the Saviour of! 
the World, given intheyeer 1260. by Lodevico ox Lewis the Saint i 
Ring of Frame , to Bartolomeo Breganze, Citizen and Bifliop of Vicenza I 
It received the Light of the Faith ofChrift by the teaching of Saint 
Profdocimo firft Bifhop of Tadcua, Saint Paul yet living. 

Near 
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Near the Do mo (lands l'Oratorio dt Madonna , or the Oratory of our 
Lady, raifed by thofe of that confraternity, in imitation of 
that of Rome , which poffibly in magnificence and beauty it fur- 
pafleth. 

Its State under the Venetian Dominion is fucb, as certainly no Ci¬ 
ty under their power hath greater privileges. Th eConful the moft 
antient Jurifdi&ion of this City judging all Criminal Offences, and 
its own Citizens all other civil Caufes: For which end the Council 
chufeth a round of four Do&ors and 8 Laicks,which change by fours 
every month. Thefe form the procefs for Manflaughter, in their 
City and Territory, and being fummoned to meet Morning and 
Evening, in the Congregation, the Antienteftof the Do&orsaflii- 
mingand ftating briefly the Cafe, firft gives his Judgement, after 
whom all the rclt, from one to the other, and lalt of all th ePodefta 
who hath but one voyce, pronounce theirs, and the fentcncc paffeth 
by the Major part of Opinions, whence there is no appeal: And 
their Juftice hath been fo dulyadminiftred, that hitherto the fu- 

f >reme Prince never violated nor revoked their Judgement. The 
aid 4, Dodors have alfo their feat of Juftice for Civil Caufes,whence 
there is an appeal to one Judge (who is therefore ftiled the Judge 
for Appeals)who muft be of the fame College, or to the Podejia or 
his Afieffors, fo that tis in the will of every perfon to determine 
his Caufc before the proper Judges of Viccntia . 

The Deputies who represent the City confult and order thofe 
things which appertain to its honour and the publick good,and have 
abfolutc power in all their Cities Provifions: who chufe four of the 
chief Nobility , called the Cavalieri di Commune who with their 
Officers overfee the Weights and Meafures, and that all the orders 
made for the benefit of the People be duly executed, and in cafe of 
any defed report it to the Deputies^ Thefe Magiftrates are every 
yeer created by the council of the 150 Citizens, and alfo are chofen 
every yeer, whereby to give occafion to every one to demean him- 
felf well and to live virtuoufly. 

i It hath three Colleges, One of the Dodors of Lawes, where 
none is admitted, that cannot prove himfelf of a houfe of Nobili¬ 
ty, of one hundred yeers (landing, and Legitimate Iffue for three 
|Ages, befides that, he is examined of his knowlege at his entrance, 
:and obliged to proceed Dodor in the Univerfity of Padoua. The 
second is of Phyficians more modern, and the third k of Notaries, 
moft antient and reftrained. 

It hath Six thoufand duckets of Income by the yeer, which is ex¬ 
pended in repairing the Bridges, Highways, and Palace, main¬ 
taining an Ordinary Refidcnt at Venice , and other extraordinary 
charges. The Vicentines delight to go abroad in the World,(an hu¬ 
mour feldome met with in the Italians ) as well to learn good breed¬ 
ing , as to provide for their Families: So that returned home they 
live in all fplendorand politenefs, both within and without doors, 
go richly apparelled, as well Men as Women, and keep many fol¬ 
lowers , which they may well do ,by their abundance of Riches 
For which caufe this City is reputed full of Gen try,and their com¬ 
mon Title is, il signor Conte. Nor are they lefs noble in their build¬ 
ings, both publick and private, than in their garb: for by the In- 
'•*>■ - __ M 2 _ duftry 
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duftry of PdlUdim a Vicentbte and Teviverof t(ie Roman Archite 
&ure, it ibewcs it felf mod pompous, and equal to any other 
great City: The Vicentitses are great Lovers of Strangers, liberally en - 
ter tain with all forts of Regalios, the acquaintance and friends they 
take knowlege of in other places, and willing ly take the oportuni- 
nity to treat any great Prince. 

They created a Theatre by the invention of Andreo Palladio the 
Ken ova tor of the good and antient Architecture f capable of 5000 
perfons in their Seats) as by thisinfeription appears.

The Stage,* or Scene, is a dupendious thing to behold, for the 
many Statues and Corinthian Pillars 5 the Prolpe&ive reprefentsa 
Koyal City, where was firft performed, with great Applaufe, and in* 
credible fatisfaftion to the whole Province,in the yeer 1585: the re* 
prefentation of Epidus Tyrant of Soffocles , a&ed with lordly pomp, 
as well in the habits, as mufick, Chorus 9 and illumination of the 
Theatre.* The Olympick Academy ( to whom we owe this work) 
ought therefore to be thanked as the receptable of the Mufes, and 
all other noble aiad elevated ingenuities. The Picentines chiefly 
have the obligation for this worn, to the memory of the Cavalier 
Chieregato Governour of all the Militia of the Kindomeof Candy , 
and redder of all the antient and good difeipline for the 
Infantery. 

Befides that Olympick it hath another Academy more modem for 
Horfe,founded,by the Count oderico Capra Leader for his Highnefs of 
one hundred Men in Arms, not lefs ufefull for the Exeicife of the 
Youth, than for the manage it gives the Hories,with much profit to 
the Prince in warlike Occurrences, where good Mafters Riders are 
well entertained. 

Which makes the City be filled with well managed Gcnnets and 
other the heft Horfes of Lumbardy. For in fiance, view the Stable of 
thefaid GountO^frrav, furnifhed with r 5. Courfers, ol the beft Ra¬ 
ces of Daly. 

Going out of the Gate, DelCaftello , is the Campo Martio ( made in 
campo Martio. imitation of, that antientlyin Rome, which was for the hunting 
of wild Beads) for the exercifes of the youth, and Souldiery, wate- 
red round 5 whither the Ladies and Gallants refort in the dimmer 
Evenings to participate the firelh Ayr, which the fnrrounding Hills 
afford. The Arch or entrance into this field will remain as a lading 
monument of Palladios who built it. Oppolite hereto is the Garden 
of the Count Leonardo Valmarana x which is very praife-worthy for 
the long and beautifull clofs walk of Citron ana Orange Trees,and 
plenty of all Fruits, together with the Labyrinth. At the head of 
the Burrough (lands the Temple of San Felice and Fortunato the Mar* 
tyre, whichfdmebelieve that Narfftze built, therein is preferred the 
Body of San Fortunato and head of San Felice , which were lately 
- 1 found 
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found ia ghe Cloffter of the Bifbop, miraculoufly in * Chad of 
Lead, wjth Letters fignifying fo much: viz,. The head of son For- 
tunato 9 and the Body of SanFeliee t of whole Martyrdom Cardi¬ 
nal Beronio makes mention. 

A mile further is tbe Olmo 9 made famous by the overthrow which 
Alviano the Venetian General received from Cardona and Profpero Col- 
lormot Captains of the Spanifh Army. Somewhat beyond dands the 
Cadle of Alontecchio » with the Palace of the Conti Cualdi where 
Charles the 5*h. Lodged* Whence by Afontebella they pafs to Verona i, 
leaving on the right hand the pleafant Valley Drtffin 4, with Valdag* 
no and Arcignano, mod populous and trading Villages, where they 
make Linnen Cloth , not ordinary, neither in quantity, or quali¬ 
ty • And on the left hand Lomgo Podefiaria , which for its white bread 
aad good wine carries the Bell .- famed alfo for the birrh of Nicolo 
Leoniceno, a mod renowned Phyfician, and very much endeared by 
Hercoles fir ft Duke of Ferrara 9 next whom he lived and dyed, having 
long read in that Univertity. 

Hiding forth of the Gate de Monte, one fees another Arch of Pal - 
ladtuiy With a moft high Stayr cafe, to the top of Madonna del Monte 
held in high veneration for the continual Miracles wrought at her 
interceffion, and much frequented by the Neighbouring People. A 
quarter of a mile farther by the River fide which is navigable; upon 
a little Hil!(as it were artificially Tenanted from the other, and ofa 
Facij 4fc€nt) dands the Rotonda , ol the Signors Counts, Oderico and 
Marfo c apra Brothers, fo called from the round Cupola at the top for 
likened - it hath with the Pantheon at Ztowr)which covers the Hall of 
the fame Figure: They mount'to it by four ample Marble pair of 
gtayrs, where arc four fpatious Chambers worth lecing for the fair 
Columns which Teem of an excellent Marble called Paris.

(aid Hall garoifhed with Figures of Plaider of Paris % and Pkftures 
and bordered with gold,! receives its Light from the Top like the' 
Pantheon of RjmdTht Chambers areall guilt 8rmingled with Hide, 
ries of excellent Invention and Pi&ures drawn by the hand of Alffl 
findro MsgMa a Videntincy Palladhu made this his Maderpiece,for 
tis fo contrived that it conteynt Geometrically a Rounds Ctofs,and 
m Square r And if in any place the Heavens Teem to difplay their 
eternal Beauty, more than mother, tis> there. They ufc to fay 
that Apollo nud theSiders with their Chorus fojoum there, And that 
Bacchus rtfides in hia deep Seliars 5 which are 10 vad, andfillcd with 
the bed wines, and they with fomudiBberalityand bounty free to 
allpetfons, That they mud not be palled without a vifit: r or the 
Gardens filled With Citrons and. all fortsof Budaodifli Flowers: all 
which are fpltndkljy governed and freely (hewed to all Strangers 
with all kind-acceptance from the Patrons. 

The padage over the Park of Longara planted with incomparable 
fruits by the (aid Counts, will not appear tedious at your arrival at 
cuftoza , beautified with the Acquedu&sfor wind, which driving 
the frefbo upon tlje Palaces exceedingly temperate the beat of the 
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SuninLe*, together with the moft cool Wine^ kept inthofe great 
Cavernes in Snow .* whole dry andwholfome Ayr( though as twere 
congcled) makes them be infinitely frequented in the Summer, as 
a moft lingular delight and without a Parallel. 

Cn the right hand of Cnjloza having travel fed the Bridge Baccbigli • 
one and drawing fomc miles towards Padouw, is fecnthe Cattle of 
Montegalda, formerly an important Frontier agunft the enemies, but 
now by the benefit of this Peacebecomc more like to the Cattle of 
Alan*, the ftorehoufc for the Munition* beingnow applyed to con- 
teyn waters for theufeof artificial fountains, ‘and the Ditches con¬ 
verted into walks planted with Citron and Orange Trees, whofe 
bloffoms afford a moft pleafant odour into-the Palaces * but not to 
come to near Padoua already fo fully vifked, let us return by Cujlo- 
z,d: again to Vicenza, and in the way thereto leading by the River 
fide, between it and the Mountains behold the Vicariate Barhatova, 
wbofe Hils called Alcini a little hanging and receiving the heat of 
the Sun at high Noon, afford thofe delirious wines efteemedonly 
fit for the Palate of an Emperor called Monte Alcino. 

From Vicenza defiring to gd to Ferrara, they travail by Toiana 
which terminates the confines on that fide , where the moft Noble 
.Palace of the Count of Poiana moft worthy of its Builder raUadins, 
and fumifhed with excellent P i& Ores,defer ves aferious view. 

A mile forth of the Cate of, Saint Bartolemeo, ttands the Palace of 
Circolo, appertaining to the Couu t'Pompeoi built after the 

modern Architecture by his Grandfir Giovan Giorgio, a famous Poet, 
and no left skilled in this Art ,than iaall othefs 5 as well as the liberal 
Sciences) which deferves a vifit for its cotnpari* ftruftureandexcel- 
lent: In vent ion: whence advancing'over a fair plain, one reaches 
at fosne miles dittance theljfleafant Country of J5 reganza, famous for 
itsfwcetandflavorouswines., c U. 

Turning on the left hand a rough Country condufts Ode t&Maa- 
rofticdi x Seat for a Podefta, and a large Cattle, theCountrWand 
Birth place of AngeloJMateaccio, ' a moft learned Man, and Render of 
the Civil Lawestar a long rime in Padova, at the fame time,' Alejfad- 
drio 'Mdfaria , was Chief Reader in Phifick^ knd of t ht Conte de

try whereto is . bounded with a continued Lift of little Hills which 1 
afford moft delition* Wines, till arrived at Schio, where they mount 
on very cragged waies. 

Schio is a principal Town, Seated at the feet of thofe Mountaines, 
at 15. miles dittance from the City, filled with Merchandize and Co- 
modifies; it conteins five thoufand Souls , a People neat and civil 
as weli as Warlike. It gave birth to Giovan Paolo Mamfrone , who 
from a private Souldier arofe to the chiefcft honors in Wars, and 
both he and his Son Giulio are not a little famed for their excellent 
Condud and valour, ia Hiftories. 

Through the fame Gate taking the Stradamilitare, at ten miles 
Journey, prefents itfclf Tiene, a noble Town, in a moft pleafing 
fei te,and not a lit tie beautified by the Palace, of the Count Fran - 
cefco P<?r/4,which though built after the antient Architedure isnever- 
rhelefs full ot Majefty: beautified with fprings of running water. 
Labyrinths, fpacious Gardens, Citron ana Orange Trees,and an Ayr 
pure and fweet, even to ravifhing admiration. 

Two mile further, upon the railed Hillock of Care, is lately e* 
reded the Romitorio, by the Charity and free gifts of the Peafeants of 
Romiti Camladolenfi, Whole fituation with their quotidian induftry 
and labour, muft foop render the place fucb,and fo beautiful!,that it 
may difpute the Palm with the chief houfesof Religion. 

From riovette a large Town coafting the Monte fummanno and the 
Torrent of Afiice, by the confines of Farm, one arrives at Trento, by 
a very ill way, only capable of Horfes: at 28 miles end. Along the 
Afiko, (where they take red Trouts,) may be feen thofe Edifices, 
wherein is mrde writing paper, the Furnaces and Forges for Iron, 
and the fa wes which being drove by the Waters, law that Timber 
and reduce it to forms, which in great abundance grows on thefe 
Mountains, which 3lfo ferve for the feeding their Flocks and 
Herds. 

The summano is famed for its rare fimples, and for the Templeof 
Mary the Virgin , which (according to common belief )was hereto¬ 
fore dedicated to the.God Summano, which Idol being deftroyed by 
Saint Profdocipto, the Temple was confecrated to the Mother of God. 
Some ye$rs fince was found there a moft antique Stone engraven 
with Roman Letters* .which by the Learned isintepreted thus. Pa* 
lemon Vicentinus Latin* Lingun Lumen . And gives confidence that Pa- 
lemon was buried there, which Rhemio Palemon the Vicentme, flouri- 
(hed in the rime of Auguftus, in Grammar and Rhetorick,when thofe 
profeffions, were in much more efteem than at this day, the very 
Emperours in thofe dayes not difdain jog to affift therein. 

From Pioveneyou afccod to tbeSette Com muni , which are feven 

thofe Mountains, \&din'QPC.W9Uld think created ^by Nature ^>r a 
Parapet to the Vicen&tus, againft the incurfionsof the Germans, 
Their Language is fo ftrsngc, that though it approach the German as 
much as it qan,yet the fharpnefs oftfi^ir pronunciation,renders it un¬ 
intelligible even t® th c German* ^ fosne think they were the Reliques 
of the G(?rAer?They enjoy many cxemptionsfor their fidelity to their 
prince and the Cky^; 

Maximilian, theEmpeiour,in February 1508. attempted by this 
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parcio ftffpriGr Vietnam wish a Hying Army descending from Trento* 
butjehe tiotfetlieyeoffpread, and the Ftajeamtenifed) bf Otrola*u > 9 
and Chrifiofero Capra, with others of their Family' in Piedmont, who 
having'|dfefedthemfcIvesof the narrow paffesof Afiv&K 1 and the 
Fumi with five hundred Suuldier $ of their party opposed his Amy, 
compelling them with much daughter to a diffaosourable retreat:

tisfa&ion : There being Wine (weet and iharp, which pleafe and 
cut. Aroma tick, and Fragrant, Stomachal and brisk, with ahum 
dred other real differences, all moft digeftible healthful! and grate- 
full to the Palate, It producerh Goto of all forts. Pears, Apples, 
and all other Fruits far every Moneth in greatabundance. 

The Peafamts have fuch infinite numbers of Chives and Rids rhat 
they fuppiy half Venice, whither the conveftiency of Water and 
cariage invites them to vent the fuperflurties thcreoQasalfo their 
admirableVenifon, Partridges, Pheaf&nts, God wits, Qu»)es,and 
Qucriftsj and although t heir Ffhingi* not equal to their Fouling, yet 
they want not, either red or white Trouts, Lampreys ot other Stone- 
fill), bcfidcs what certain Lakes afford of excellent forts. 

They much inrich themfalver by the Craft there much u(ed,as 
well within, as without the City, of making Cot tdd Clothes, 
which are efteemed no left for thehr goodnefs than whitenefc. 

They have likewise great quantities of Silk-Worms, a fid there¬ 
fore tis that their Couatrey is io well planted with Mulbcry-Trees 
whereof the Wens* feed, and thereof thcy mttra&at leaft sooooo. 
Crowns a yeer, dxfkibutiog them to all Merchants that rdbrt thi¬ 
ther for them, which much adds to their Riches; here alfo they 
Rich Fullers Earth for many ufes into fcvctal Coantreys, as alfo 
the Sand* wherewith at Venice they polttfbtheir Looklng Glailes. 

Tnerntp afford* them fome mine* of Silver, and Iron, but much 
Stone for all forts of Stru&ures, feme whereof for their hard- 
nefeare compared to the Iftrian Stone, and others fort heir fineneft 
to the Marble of Carrara, T -- f - ^ d • !

The conveniences of T ymber, Stone,' Sawd,and onflacked Lime, 
confidered with their aft i re and ingenuous Natures, together with 
the hborkwfhcfs of the Peaf**#^ end the beauty and variety of 
Site*, is that which nouriR<*h*otmjohtheArt anddifeipfinein 
their Workmen of the Aretritt&dte 

Whence l^fmdcfcrvedlyaccoanttriiftPrbvinceforoneof th 4 
four moft delirious and rich Ptfivfaces of lbty.it* Ayr being fo 
pure and healthful!, that they teach great Ages, befides thatthft 
Qhnat In all Age* hath produced Menemiaetif, no left orLear- 
reagdian Anna, asappears inthe H iftorie*, and enelinesthe ordi* 
^t°a certain Spritencfsand aptnefttoallocetkpatlonsand 
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Tn its Territory, they number one hundred andf three fcorc thou- 
fand Souls * which added to them of the City 9 amounts to two 
hundred thoufand, difperfed into 250. Towns and Villages which 
are governed by two Podeftaes, and eleven Vic art ats , NobleVexetum 
and Noble Vicemtines 9 whofe jiirifdi&ions, are limited to civil mat¬ 
ters, only.- CriminalGaufes being wholly referved totheConfu- 
lary. 

The Prince draws from Vicenza, eighty thoufand Duckats annu¬ 
ally without the le.ift charge, and makes the Province to maintain 
three thoufand fried-, and well difeiplined Foot, under four Cap¬ 
tains, who alwaies refide at their feveral Quarters, and the City one 
thoufand Musketteers: Alfo for the urgent neceffity of War, they 
have made a new calculation of fuch perfons as are fit to bear Arms 
from ioyeers old to 20. and they have thereupon enrolled in a Book 
the names of 16000. flourifhing brave Youths.* Its Territory, is one 
hundred and fifty miles in circumference.

Thus fora condufion, we may with truth affirm, thatrefledine 
on their Political State, theftrengthof the City, which confifts not 
fo much in the circuit of the Walls, as the Liberty and amplitude 
ot its Territory, Their riches and the number, Valour, and gal¬ 
lantry, of their People: Vicenza will find few Cities equal and 
consequently will find no fmall efteem from a wife Prince? *

'TP? th f Vulgar Criticifm on this name^that fyllabilzed, It compro 
heads the three firft fyllables of the three head Cities of Italy Ve 
VenetiajRo Roma 3 NaNa/w/^others more ftri&y interpret that whatecer 
may be found in thofe three Cities abounds ther e. Verona is reckoned 
amongft the moflNobleCities of Italy:BuiIt long fince by th tTofcanes.* 
& wasone of the twelve,by them emoanded on this fide the Aprnmet, 

I heGMiCeaomam peopled it having beat out thcTofcauet.lts namefas 
lome other fay) was taken from an antient Noble Family of the / 
Tofcanes called Vera. It is leafed near the Mountains towards the 
South 9 as t were in a plain, and is in form little lefs than a Square : In 
the time of Augujlus Csfar , it was much larger , as many induce¬ 
ments make us believe, among others. That tis written theyuled to 
J let forth 50000 Souldiers, which appears no great wonder lince 
Cornelius Tacitus called ojiilia 1, a Burrough thereof, though now di- 
irant fromit 30. miles, we may thence conclude, they numbred 
200000. Souls, Martial calls her great, and Strakomofk great. Its 
fituation is very ftrong by Nature, yet the Venetians have madeit 
now accounted impregnable, through themanywonderfuUForti- 
hcmonsofBaftiotts, Bulwarks, Caftles, Towers, Counterfcarpes, 
added by them, and the deep and large Dykes,kept full by the Ri¬ 
ver A dice .

Lyon is, becaufe the Rcafoo and art of Architecture, and circular 
proportions make it eafily comprehended 5 that everyone of the 
laid Orders or degrees of the exteriour Wall, had feventy two parts 
or as one would fay,Arches and as many Pillars* and from the void 
places in the third order, which was the Corinthian , one may know 
that there were 144. Statues between the Archcs,and Pillars * Being 
entred at the Porches,which within encompafs the wholeFabrick in 
three orders, one would wonder at the great number of Stayrs 
Steps St waies,whkh on every fide wereuftd by the Spe&ators to go 
in and out without difturbance. Who might altogether (although 
a great multitude ) mount and defeend with great facility and no 
trouble by thole numberlefs ways In the midft is the Arena , and tis 
a noble tight to behold that fpatious plain of an Oveal form,34 per¬ 
ches long, and as | broad 9 environed with 42. Seats, which lygra* 
dating one above the other, frill extending to the Top, and were ca¬ 
pable of a*ooo. Perfons, which might fit there commodioofly * un¬ 
der which Seats are the faid Steps andwayes. The inward part ah 
fo was defpoikd by the barbarous of all its Marble Seats, though at 
present the Citizens of Verona , at their proper expence have reftrr 
red that, and adorned it as formerly, and at certain times ufe to 
(hew to the people Games, and huntings, after the Antient cufrom. 
We find not in authentiqueHifrories who founded this Noble Fa- 
btick, but T orelk Saraino, a Venetian, and a moft learned man, en¬ 
deavours to prove by many arguments, that the Theatre, and the 
Arena, were built under Cafar Augafim, one whereof is that we eyi- 
dcotly find in Suetonius Augufiut , confrituted many new Colonies 
through Baly, and fought to enrich and adorn many of the old, to 
which opinion adds, laith a certain Chronicle (as faies Torelb') 
wherein tis written that the Arena was built in the twenty fccooa 
yeex of the Empire of that Auguftms^wfch whom Ctriaco Aucomtam dif- 
a g t tas but link, who in his ttmerary of Seiavama collet many an¬ 
tiquities of tttdp, and (ays that the Arena of Verona, called by him 

the 
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jthe Laberinth, washnilt inthe*^th. yeer ot the Empire of A*gu* 
ftm. But Mapno the moft excellent and celebrious Mathematician 
writesmuch other wife, for in his deferiptionof the AUrquifate of 
Treevts, under Tokmeo, fpcaking or Verona, he frith, thatfhatAm 
fitheatre which was built by L. V. Flamimm in Anno. 53. After the 
building of Rome fa c. But let every one believe hercofas he pleafeth, 
tis fufficicnt that the Graudezza, the magnificencie, and nobleneft of 
the work gives to underftand, that it was erefted in the moft flou. 
rifting days of the Roman Empire,the Ma jefty,and greatnefs, where¬ 
of it much reprefents. 

Tis known that a little diftant thence was the place where the 
Sword players exercifed, and to this day are to befeen, thefoot- 
ftcpsof the Arch Triumphal erc&ed in honour of C. Mar mi. for his 
victory over the Cimbriams, in the Territories of Verona , fome part of 
theprofpeftdrFrontof the antient Piazza, yet remaining, (hews 
it to have been of excellent Architefture, Tis faid chat there was the 
Via Emilia , the Emilian Way, which lead to Rimeni, Piacenza, Ve~ 
rona , and to Aqmlegia, where appears an Arch of Marble, Dedicated 
to Jupiter, who alfo had a Temple on the Hill, the foundations 
whereof are now extant ruinated by time, but adorned with carved 
Hierogloficks. 

In the Via Emilia y were many four fquared Arches* of Marble 
three whereof, we now behold, one of which was built by V&rvvhu 
and (hews‘t was framed with true rules of Archite&ure. In Verona 
are many other Signes, of Venerable Antiquity as great Ruins of 
her Houfes, with many Chambers adorned with figur es, compofed 
of fevera! pieces of Stones, of Temples, of Arches, Triumphals, 
Palaces, Aquidu&s, Collumns, Statues, Epitaphs, Medals, of Gold 
and Stiver, Urns and the like, which by the firing that AttiU King 
of the Haunt, put to it, were loft and deftroyed* the aPvements, in 
fome places being thereby become twenty foot under ground. This 
City^ hath many fum ptuous Palaces, and among them the Council 
houfr^or Chamber of Juftice is the chief, of a fquare form, with 4. 
Halls, and one fquare low Court, wherein there is (b much room, 
that they therein do Juftice, and hold Council at the fame time, 
cotnodioufiy: upon the roof whereof ftand expofed to the ay r the 
Statue* of Cornelius, Nepos, Emilias, Marcus, oldPoets,of Pliny the 
natural Hiftorian, and Vetrnvius the Archkefrure, and in a very high 
Arch, the Statue of tiierenimo Facrfirao,tX\ which men graced their 
Mother Verona by their lingular virtues. 

Betides which, there are two Palaces for the Governours and 
many others eminent enough of particular Veraniam. They praife 
alfo the great Bell, which is inthehigb Turret, The Piazza frequen¬ 
ted by the Merchants* the Burrough where they teazile warn and 
prefs Clothes^ and the Field called Campo Martio, where they exer. 
cifethe Souldiery. There are alfo other Piazzaes for the Markets, 
and to walk m, one for the Nobilityanother for the Mirchaft ts: 
i in the bi^er whereof frauds a Stately Fountain with a* Statue repre- j 
j Anting Verona, with a Kingly Diadem at he*Feet, 
j The moft beautiful River Adke runs by Verona, whiekeomesju# j 
; from the AiperofTna^ and fends two arms through the Streets^ the ! 
jCity fo* its great** con venieocy, by which Rivet they eewvey to j 
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Verona&veis Merchandises from Germany and Venice. There are ma¬ 
ny Mills within add without the City, and other Edifices for the 
Mecanicks. They have four Bridges over the Adice, all eretted with 
excelled artifice and beauty, one whereof hath two fpatious 
Arches* which give a Noble profpeft, Europe fcarce affording any 
more polite and truer built. „ 

This City abounds with all things neceflary* Their fruits are all 
delicious,but the Figs Bardolini exceed all others. It hath Fifh very 
fweet from the Lake Garda, Good Meat from the excellent Pafturc, 
exquifite Wines from the Hills,good Corn from the Vales, and good 
health from the Ayr, though fomewhat piercing. The Merchan¬ 
dize of Cloth and Silk, mantains above 20000. Handicrafts^ 

^Verona was under the Etrurians, the Euganei, the Heneti, the French 
and the Romans, with whom it was confederated and had voices in 
the ballottinges of Rome. The Romans never fenta Colony into Vero* 
na, but it was aferibed to the Tribu Poblilia , and the Ve romans have 
had many Magiftrates in Rome. Heretofore ^Deputies had the clear 
and mixt government of this City, as the Roman Confuls, which 4. 
were created by the Citizens, together with the other Magiftrates: 
whereof they yet retein fome fliadow by having Confuls , the wife 
men, theCounfel of twelve, the hundred and twenty, and the 
Prefed of the Merchants. Afterwards the Roman Empire decli¬ 
ning , Verona became under the Command of certain barbarous Ty¬ 
rants, but they being driven out by the oflragoths and they by the 
Longobards who were Lords of it 200. yeers,it was finally freed from 
their Signory and fell into the power of the fucceflors of Charles the 
great, that is of Pipin and Berengarius , and others who there made 
the Seat of their Empire, as Albano King of the Longobards, had done 
formerly. 

In the Reign of Ottone the Firft, it again recovered its Liberty; but 
difeords arifing among the Citizens, it was oppreft by the Tyranny 
of Ezzelino, and the Scaligiri, its own Gitizens, who Lorded it for 
200. yeers, Laft of all being alfo oppreft by others,it voluntarily ren- 
dredit felf to the power of the Venetians who in thofe daies, were e- 
fteemed the Jufteft of Lords. It was converted to the Chriftian Faith 
by Euperiur , commiffionated to preach there from Saint Peetre. It 
had thirty fix Bifhops Saints, with#. Zenone its P rote dor, to whom 
PipinSon ofChatles the great,dedicated aChurch with twelve pounds 
of gold for yecrly rc venue. The greater Ghurcb,is a moft noble one, 
and rich with a Chapter of Canons ofmuch authority.In the Church 
of S. Anaftajjia is a fayr Chapel of G'tano Frefco a Genouai Captain,filled 
with Marble Statues and his own effigies. 

The people of Verona are pious, and have alwaics had good Bi* 
fhops, in particular lately Auguftm Valeria a moft upright Prelate and 
illuftrious Cardinal as be was ever accounted by the moft holy Fa* 
thers and Dofters of the Chvrch. Nor will we forget Nicolo Hormanet- 
to Bifhop of Padoua,uot Gibertowho was the reformer of many Chur¬ 
ches, the firft of whom, brought into that Province Carlo Borromeo 
Do&or, and Head of all the holy men# and the moft fhining Star of 
the College of Cardinals. Nor that the Churches of Verona (before 
the Conned of Trent)y/exe reformed into that order they ftillobferve 

They 
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They give divine honors to Lucius the third Pope, who going to 
Verona , thereto call a Council, palled into a better Life, and was 
there interredin the great Church; whence in Verona was created 
Vrban the third his Succeffor. 

Verona is well peopled, and hath many noble Families.- and hath 
produced fignal Men in all exercifes. 1 1 had fome Con fuls in Rome : 
It hath had many holy men and manyblefled, among which is fa- 
mous San Pietro the Martyr, of the Preaching order, buried in Mi¬ 
lan, born in the Street of S. Stefano in Verona , where at prefent may 
be feen the houfe of his Nativity.T heVeronians have (harp wits , and 
are much inclined to Learning, which hath occafionedthatit ine- 
very Age hath brought forth Men of excellent efteem in all fciences. 
They were Veronians that have their five Statues fet upon the pu¬ 
blics Palace: So alfo was the learned Scaligcr , for whofefake and 
his Family ( i Signori della Scald ) is ere&ed in the heart of the City a 
Stately Marble Tomb, encompafled with Iron work, refemblinga 
Ladder, which that name implies. It hath afforded fome Women 
too, fo well read in the Greejtand Latin tongue, and the Sciences, 
that they have held difputes with many learned Men,among others 
Jfotta Nogarola was glorious. it hath one Porphyre Tomb of a King 
of the Goths. In fumm, Verona poflefleth all thofe things that may 
render a Citty perfeft, and its Citizens happy: So thattisno won¬ 
der that many Emperors (induced by the beauty of the place) fpent 
fome Monethsoftheyeer there, as we read in the codicils ot jujii- 
nian, and iheodojins , and that Alboino, firft King of the Longobards, 
and Pepin Sen of churls the Great, and Berengarius,with other Kings; 
of Italy, felefted it for their own Refidences; and to the end no or* 
nament might be wanting, inftituted an Academy for good Letters, 
and Study of humanity in the houfe of the Signori Bevilacque,whexe- 
of Cota a good Poet of our times faies well thus.

The Territory of VERONA. 

T He Territory of Verona, in our times is about 80. Miles large, 
from the Confines of Torbolo , a Caftle of Trent, towards the 
South to the Polefesse of Rovigo, and from the Eaftem part from the 
confines of Vicentu to them of Brefcia , which are towards the North 
4 6. Miles, and 15. miles towards South-Eafi , where it confines with 
the Padouan, tis 30. miles long, a fertile plain. towards the North- 
weft , it hath 25 . miles of mountainous Countrey: Towards South 
and by Eafl, thirty Mils to the Ferrarsan or Alantouan confines, of 
moft fertile Countreys, being no lefs pleafant than fruitfull of what¬ 
ever can be defired. It hath Mountains, Hills, Woods, diverfe 
navigable Rivers, clear fountains, oyl, good Corn, goodJWine, 
Hemp, and great plenty of Fruit, and Trees bearing Apples, more 
fweet,frefh, and oflonger keeping than any other Country: It hath 
Fowl, andFlefh of all forts, divers forts of Stone , and Chalk, Vil-

lagcs with fair Fa bricks, and foundations of antient Towers: In fum 
it may well be called as fair and happy a Territory as any other,and 
more than fome are. 

Going out of the Gate Vefiovato , turning on the left hand, after 
having met with many fruitfull Hills, and the ruins of an antient 
Cattle, you come to the Burrough S. Michael , which hatha fair 
Church dedicated to the bletted Virgin ,, wherein they have feen ma¬ 
ny tmiricles, and many Paper Mills, being 5. miles from Verona* then 
following the way a little on the right hand, one findes the Baths, 
helpfuil for the Sterility of Women, and to refrefh the Reyns,where 
the Learned Calderino was born, who after lived in Rome. 

Tis reported, that there ttood an antient Cattle, and that the 
Church of Saint Matthew the Apoftle, was a Temple of Juno. Oppo* 
fite whereto upon a Hill is feen, ilCajlllo Soave , built in a lovely fite 
by the Scaligeri ; a little forwarder is Monte Forte , a Town belong¬ 
ing to the Veronian Bifhoprick, upon the very confines, as on the o- 
ther fide on the confines is the Burrough Saint Boniface. On that part 
which looks towards the North-Eafl, are fome plains well inhabited. 
That part looking towards the South, begins from the Porta Nova , 

. and goes to Lonigo a Cologna, wherein is nothing remarkable,m ore 
than its fertility, and the head of the River Tartaro ; and oh that 
fide towards Mantoua, 17. miles dittant from Verona, isthelfland 
Scala, fo well replenilhed with people and goods, that it hath in fome 
fort the face of a City. 

Towards the IVeft, before Verona, lies a Stony untild Champion 
or Downs, but famous for divers deeds of Arms there, performed by 
great Captains; Tis faid, that Sahino Giuliano >, who would have got¬ 
ten the Empire, was there by Carind Cefare overthrown anduain, 
that odouacro Ming of the Herlui , and Turcillingi , having by violence 
obteynedthexingdomeof Italy, forcing out Augujiolo, and therein 
tyranized fome yeers, was in this place difeomfited in a Battel of 
three days, by TheodorickFAng of the Oftrogoths^ That Lamberto Son 
of Guidon Kins of Spoleto , was there overcome with 14000. Httnga • 
rian Souldiers by Berengarius. That fome yeers after , by Gugone Are - 
latenfe, Arnoldo Captain of Baviera, with a potent Army of Germans , 
was there cut in pieces, whom the Veronians firft called into Italy 
for King again ft Hugone, and had received into their City as vidori* 
ous and triumphant. That there likenefs was overcome and depri¬ 
ved of his Mingdom the fecond Berengarius by Rodolfus Borgondustfnd 
that in antient times in that place were fought many Battels (of no 
lefs confluence than chaining or lofingof the Mingdom of Italy 3 
with various fuccefs. But as to what Bionde faith, that in that 
Down C~ Marius , vanquifhed the Germans and the Cumbrians , who 
made a furious incurfion into Italy , *tis very uncertain, becaufe Hi- 
ftorians much differ in deferibing the place where that memorable 
A& was performed. 

Thence one may go to Villa Franca and Sanzeno, rich V illages com 
fines to the Mantoua Territories , but if from thofe Downs one take 
towards the south, having patted many Villages, you arrive at 
Pefchief 0 a ftrong Cattle, but of ill Ayr, 14. miles from Verona, fea. 
ted on the Banks of the Lake Garda ,where the River Menzo hath its 
fource, and on the left fide of the lake five miles further offfmott 
I __ ill 
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ill way ) Hands RivoltelU, and two miles onward Defenfano, the con¬ 
fines of Verona. 

On that part of Verona 9 towards the North-weft, are many Hills 
placed in the form of a Theatre, where they are Crocked with fertile 
Vineyards; and fo much adorned with beautifull Palaces and Gar¬ 
dens, that the profpeft at a diftance much pleafeth*within thefe Hils 
is the Vale Paltena, ) inhabited and Fertil, and following the plain,ap¬ 
pear many and ftately Palaces, on the banks of the Adice, which runs 
through that Gampagna. 

At 1 o. miles dittance from Verona upon the afeent of certain lit¬ 
tle Hills, may be beheld the Valley Pulicella , replenilh’t with many 
Cattles & greatTowns,behind which begin the Mountains of Trento, 
they fay that in the faid Valley, there are two teats of Stone cut with 
aChizel, which conftantly diftill a water, wherewith if a Woman 
having loft her Milk bath her Nipples, it will return in great abun¬ 
dance. Returning to Verona , by the Adice, on one fide is the foot of 
the Mountain Baldo , and many Cattles and Burroughs: On the other 
fide a plain to Tefchiera , and there begin the Mountains which are on 
the right hand-more of the Lake.* there ftands Bardolino , where thofe 
incomparable Figs grow, whereof soliman Emperor of the Turks de- 1 
lighted todifeourfe of, with the Chrittian Oaves, asalfo. Gar do, c 
which gives name to the Lake, and many other Cattles: In this place 
is to be admired, the vattnefs of the Venetians Minds, who conveyed 
over thofe rough and mountainous places, both Galleys and Ships 
armed in all particulars, to fight in the Lake with Filippo Vifconfe 
Captain of the Milanefians, Mount Baldo, whereof fomewhat is fpoken < 
formerly, ought here to be fet before all the Mounts of Italy, being 
30. miles in circumference, affording excellent and rare plants, and 
fome veins of Copper. 

The Lake GARDA* 

A Ntiently the Cattle Benaco , gave name to this Lake, where now 
is Tufculano, but at prefent it takes name fromGardo aforenamed. 
ThisLakefrom Pefchiera, which lies on the south of it, is 35. miles 
long towards the North , and from Salo, on the Weft Chore to Garda or 
Lacsce on the Eaji, is 14. miles broad.* It is very tempeftuous, and 
many times raifes waves as high as Mountains, which at certain fea- 
fonsofthe yeer, makes it dangerous to navigate, and this they be¬ 
lieve proceeds from the enclofureof the winds by the Mountains, 
hindrmg by their furrounding its ittuing out, Wherefore Virgil 
faies, 

Flu&ibus , &frcmitH ajjitrgens Bcnace marino. 

This Lake affords well-relifhtfifh, in great plenty, but chiefly 
Trouts, Carps, and Eels, whereof Pliny fpeaks at large. Eight miles 
from Pefchiera, runs a neck of Land into the Lake, two miles long, 
which feems to divide the Lake. Hereantiently was sirmione which 
gave birth to Catullus the Poet, but now remains nothing but a fmall 
Cattle, though abounding with all delitioufiiefs. On the fame fide s 
is Riuohella, and Difenfano, a principal Market Town of thofe parts. 
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not defective in any thing. But on the other (hole there are many 
fair Cattles, among others Sato & Prate di Fame , where theBilbops 
of Trent, Venma y andBrefci*, may cachfftanding in his own Diocefs) 
(hake hands. The Country there is pleafant > bearing Olivs , Figs, 
Pomegranates, Lemons, Citrons, and other fruitfuH Trees , which 
there flourifh much, by having the River & Lake on one fide, and 
the Mountains on the other, defending it from Wafting winds, and 
affording the reflex of the Sun ail day, from its rife to the letting, 
which renders it one of the beautifulleft places of Italy- The number 
of the People inhabiting this Valley and Lake of Garda , (hall be gi- 
ven in the Defcription of the Valleys. 

BRESCIA. 

T)Rcfcia by the Romans Brixia , isfeated 20 miles from Difenfano, 
Ml which a direft Road leads unto, but {Something Stoney. Some 
will have it called Brefeia from Britein , which in the Language of 
the Galli S enenes (the reftorers of this City) fignifie rejoycing T rees, 
jasif the quantityof Fruits wherewith they are yeerly hung, made 
them rejoyce. Livie and other grave Authors write, that Brefcia was 
built by the Galli Senones, in that age when the Kings commanded in 
Rome, and that the Romans made themfelvcs Mailers thereof, after 
theyhad conquered all£0/^4rdj!,They further fay,thatit alwaies kept 
inviolable Faith with the Roman People, and particularly in that 
calamitous time, when Hannibal deftroyed their Armies.Befides they 
fay, that it was reduced into a Colony of the Romans, after the affo- 
ciatedWarr 9 togcther withFmwfc,and the otherCities,on that fide the 
Po 3 by Cn. Pompeius Strabo, Father of Pompey the Great, and a little 
time after C#far reckoned the Brefcians in the number of the Roman 
Citizens 3 under whofe Empire it continued till its Majefty was at 
the height , when it was no lefs rich than potent^ as may ealily be 
conjedured from the many antient Marble Stones, and Statues, 
with the inferiptions and Epitaphs of illuftrious Perfons 3 and of 
divers famous deeds thereon which ly difperfed in the City and up 
and down its Territory. 

Tis feated in a plain ( at the foot of certain Hills) more long than 
broads although but three miles in circuit, yet well replenilhed 
with dwellings and inhabitants. Its vicinity to the Hills beautifies it 
with many Fountains, a commodity which many Cities of Lombardi 
want. In it are many Piazzaes , the greateft whereof is that where 
the publick Palace is ere&ed 5 which for its fairnefs, may be ac¬ 
counted one of the Nobleft Edifices of Italy. Under which Palace 
are fair Porches, with (hops affording well tempered Belly pieces 
of Armour, Swords, Muskets, and other military Arms, which 
hath nominated it B r efc/a the Armed .* other (hops are no lefs furni- 
(hed with thefineft Linncn cloth* a Commodity by which thefe Citi¬ 
zens acquire great Riches. A (mall River called Garcia paffeth 
thorow the City, which at its iffuing forth is artificially drawn on 
this and that fide to irrigate their Fields. It hath five Ports or Gates, 
and one impregnable Caftle, built with Stone upon a Hill. The Tor- 
re de pallada is of rare Tufcan work, and therein is the Great Bell of 
, the City. It heretofore fuffered much calamity through the Fafti. 
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ons and enmity ot its Citizens, whofe fury was fuch that proferip- 
tion and Death to their Enemies, without fyringand deftrojing 
their Houfes and Goods, but trivalJyappeafcd: Whichcaufcd it to 
change in 23 . yeers its Soveraign feven times, in the time of Lewis 
the third, and Otto Emperors, Its Citizens being much addicted to j 
Arms. Tis a molt hoirible thing to read the Hiflory of Capriole, or 
thofe calamitous times, reprel'entirg the great (laughtersof 3 the 
Citizens, with their Proscriptions and Banifhments, the facking, 
burning, and ruining, of their Habitations, and the deflation of 
theGity* much refembling the times and Actions of 'Marius, and Sczlla 
and the Triumvirate. At this day tis governed by the Venetians with 
great peace, and (uch increafe of Riches, that its former finart is 
(carce perceptible. It received the light of theChriftian Faith by Dsm 
the preaching of Sant Apolhnarc , Bithop of Ravenna , in l he yeer of 
our Lord, 119. It hath fomefayr Churches, among them tie no mo 
(whole Bilhop with a good Revenue hath the Title of Duke, Mar- 
quifs, an 1 Count) where a Skie-coloured Ciols called Oro Fzamma 
ismuch reverenced by the People, who indubitably beleeveit to 
be the fame wh ch appeared to ConJijntine me Emperour fighting a- 
gainft Afaxentius, The Motto, in hocJigno Vinces. 

Next is the Church of Santa Gmlta the Martyr, built by Dcfidcru 
us, King of the Longobards, in the yeer 755. adorned with rich Veits Santa JuiUa 
and precious vellels , and honoured with the bodies of many Saints, 
together with thofe of Anjilperga , the Sifter, and Bermingarda the 
Daughter, ofthaiKing: wnich ly in its noble Monaftery: where<n 
two daughters of Lotario the firft Emperor,onefifter of Charles the 
the third,one Daughter of Berengarus thellferper cf the Empire^with 
many ether Virgins of Royal blood, have fpent their days in the 
lervice of God, under the Orders of Saint Benedift. 

Brtjcia is weil replenifhed with People, and among them with ma¬ 
ny noble and illuftrious Families, astheGambari, the Martinengi,the 
Magi, the Avogradi'Ayeroldi , Lnzaghi, Emilii and others. It hath gi¬ 
ve* 1 Birth to many Saints, of whom they name only san Giovita and 
j Fauftino, whoJufttrcd Martyrdom for the Faith of Ch rift, on the 
• Walls towards Verona, whereof at this day appear fume Marks of it. 

It hath had thirty Bifbops canonized for Saints: Its Territoiy is 
fo large, fpatiou$ 7 Sffid 1 ong, that tis believed, the Biftiop thereof 
hath the Cure of near Eight Hundred Thoufmd Souls.- It abounds 
with all things neceffary for human Suftenance, and the PeopJe are 
reputed ofa quick-witted and elegant Ingennity; whereof an ele¬ 
gant Poet writes.

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a great City on the fide of the River Ada, famous for the Chtefe 
made there not much inferiour to the Parmijen , then Mahgnano^ a Ca 
file honoured with the Tide of Marquifate of the Nuble Family 
of the Aiedict at Aldan, and foto Alilan , this way is 62. miles long. 
All which way is like a Garden,the high-ways (height, Sc Level ori 
both lides whereof, tuh chanels of Water, on each fide of which are 
plantedTree*, up which run their Vines,and theFieldsare Come Mea¬ 
dows, and the left yeeld plenty of Coin. 

The third Journey from B RESCIAtoMILAN 
by the way of B ERG A MO. 

P arting from Brcfciaby the Gate San Giovanni , palling the Tor. 

rent Alda , are feen the Caftle> Cacaglio, and PaUzzuoh jfore na¬ 
med , and on the other lide of the River Oglio , the Village Mai- 
paga, built inafayrplain by Bartolemeo Coleone of Bergamo, who 
there ended his days, at 76. yeers of Age, and was buried in Eerga* 
mo. In honour of whome for having been the moft valiant and faith- 
full Captain of the Venetian Army, is eretfted his Statue on Horfe- 
back gilt all over, with a M nble Bafts, before the Church San Gi¬ 
ovanni , and Paolo in Venice . Oil the left hand lies Orgiano ar d S. 
Maria of Baiell.i a Church with a fayr monaftrry for preaching Fry- 
ers^wher-.cc palling a Noble Bridge over the River Ser/o, you arriveat 
lergamo 30. miles from Brejcia. 


BERGAMO . 

T Hc City of Bergamo^ is fo ancient thst its founders are not 
known, yet lotne avert they were the Orobii which iu greek 
fign.fies Inhabitants of the Mountains. Giovanni Annio of Viterbo. 
with Ciovanno chrifojlomo Zancho, much labour to demon'lrateand 
prove the Antiqui.y of Bergamo, and wherefore fo named, by many 
etimologies ol thi word, as well in Greek, as in Hebrew, and in the 
end conclude it to be thus called in Hebrew, which in Latin founds 
Inonditorum clypeata civitas, vcl Gallorum Regia 'Orbs , qu£ a Gratis Ar 
chipohs , a recentionbus autem Latinis turn prinicps , turn Due alts civitas 
appellanfolet. And a lit tie f urt her fay. Igitur Bergomum /; egaltm ve 
terum Gallorum urbem cxtitijje, nomen ipfum matrifeji/jjime docet. 

Others are of opinion, that r was ft ft built by the ‘lujeans, andaf 
ter ware s rtftored and enlarged by th eGalli Cenontam . Its Country 
touarcs the Lajtis plain, fertile, and produ&ive of Fruit* On the 
North ard Wejt, rugged. Mountainous, and barren. Tis rendred 
a very mongCity, by thole thick walls which inviron it, andthofe 
bulwarks, and other engins of War, which for its defence a gain ft 
bn emits the icncituns have trebled. Tis fm all and feat ed on the 
tide of the Mountains. It h.th two Burroughs conjoined with it, 
where they have raifed (lately edifices as well for Divine worfhip as 
^eu^!' zenS habitations. In one of which is yeerly kept a Fayr 
w ich ptgins on the day of Saint Bartolemo, and continues for tna- 
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ny days, whither the vaft quantity of Merchandize invites as much 
People, as Italians , Germans , Grizons , and Switzer si The Ayr is 
moft ferene there, and its Territory produceth fweet wines, Oyl, 
and many pleafanc fruits. In fome places^for want of Land either fit 
for tillage or Vines) the people employ themfelves in working 
Woollen and Linnen Clothes, which they afterwards carry into 
all parts of Italy . Their Language is very ruftick, but that r enders 
not the People fo, who arc civil and ingenuous, and no lefs difpo’ 
fed to Learning than Trade, whence it took the furnamc of Bergamo 
the witty. 

It hath produced many noble Wits, who by their excellent vir¬ 
tues have added to its Luftrc: Whereof were Alberico di Rofato,Dodior 
of Laws,and Ambrogio Calepino, whofe works no ingenuous perfon 
negle&s to have. Fryer Damiano, a con vertite of the order of Prea¬ 
chers, was a man of fo great Ingenuity (in cementing pieces of feve- 
ral woods together, with fuch artifice, that they have been often 
miftaken for Pi&ures drawn with a pencel ) that his fellow hath not 
been known herein. Fryer ragano of the fame Order, gave excel¬ 
lent example of conftancy at his death given him by the Hereticks. 
Hence alfo, have iflued men of great Judgment and Counfel, to 
govern the Republick, particularly of the Family of Forejii , wirh 
many Cardinals, Prelates, and excellent Captains. 

The firft Advancer of the Chriftian Religion in this City, was 
Saint Barnabas, aDifcipleofChrift, in the 35th. ycer of our Salva¬ 
tion $ together with Anatolone the Greek, and Caio the ILoman, gi¬ 
ving it for Bifhop Narino one of its Citizens 5 who having governed 
it with great fan&ity of Life aud Religion for thirty yeers, deceafed,, 
and was there interred .• whom many holy Bifhops from one to a- 
nother have fucceeded. 

IntheDomoof Bergamo, are 25. Bodies of Saints, kept with great 
devotion. Where near the high Altar ftands the Sepulchre of Bar¬ 
tolomeo Coleone ,a famous Captain, and Citizen of it, with his Effigi* 
cs in Marble, which he caufed to be cut for hun by the Life,the Epi¬ 
taph whereof follows. 

Bartholomew Colleotius de Andegan/a virtute immortalitatem 
adept ns 9 ufque adeo in re militarifnit iUufris, & non modo tunc 
viventium glcriam longe excejfferit , Jed etiam pofieris fpem 
enim citandi ademerit , j&piur enim a diverjis Principibus, ac 
deinceps ab llluftrijjimo Veneto SenatH accepto Imperio , Tandem 
tot ms chrifiiatiorum exercitusfub Paulo Secuudo Pont . Max.

ejus obitufolo jam defunQi Imperatoris , tanquam vivi nomine 
militantisjujjd, cujus alias eontempferunt - 

Ohiit Anno Domini 1 47 5. quarto nonas Novembris. 

In theChurch of Saint Agojiino is the Tomb of Fryer Ambrogio Cale- x 
pino 0 who with great diligence and induftry, collefred all the Latin 
words in a form approved by the graved writers : whofe works are 
1 known to all the World, being divulged where ever the Latine 
Tongue is fpoken. 

Bergamo, together with its Burroughs,contains a great number of

fite upon a high Mountain, and by the moft l impregnable Walls 
wherewith it Was en com parted by Luchino Vifteonie Lord of Milano 
and Bergamo: but at this time tis wholly abandoned and half ruina 
ted, being found by experience of little ayd to the City when need 
required: here at firft was layeda foundation for a Monaftery lor the 
Order of s. ttommieh^ and a Ghapel built, whence called Capello. 

Bergamo was long time fubje& to the Roman Empire^ after whofe 
fall twas burnt by Attila $ then it was yoaked to the Longobardi^ who 
ftyled thcmfelves Dukes thereof, then reduced under the power 
of Kings of Italy : and fo continued till the daies of Filippo Turcrano , 
who became Lord thereof Anno 1264. After it was Subjugated by 
Luchino the Vifcount. Then Maftino della Scalla made himfelf Lord 
thereof. By whom fome time after twas fold to Pandolfo Mai at eft a 
lor thirty thoufand Duckats of Gold. And after it had been fome 
times occupied by the French, of its own accord it gave it felf to the 
Venetians , under whom it peaceably repofeth to this day. If farther 
^nd more at large any one deb res to be fatisfied in the hiflory of Ber¬ 
gamo , let him read the book entitled. La Vigna di Bergamo . 

Serio runs clofe by Bergamo t deriving its fowce from thofe Mourn 
tains,between which towards the N0r*i> arc 6 vales. Thehrft is cal¬ 
led La vale Serianafiom the River Strio’s running through it, which 
is well peopled, who fey Tolomeo are called Becctmni. The fecond is 
Vale Brombana-y fo n amed from its vicinity with the Banks of the Ri¬ 
ver Brembo » each of which are extended for thirty miles long. The 
third h Vale di San Martino , 15. miles long. The fourrh, Vale di Cale - 
pio, the fifth, Vale di ohiufontio , thefixth, Val di Manca 5 in which be¬ 
tween Towns, Villages, and Hamlets, arenumbred200. Inhabi¬ 
ted places, of which the chief are Calepio , L ever de Chiujonto , and Ver- 
tua , where they make excellent Woollen Clothes. On this fide the 
Territory df Bergamo extends it felf 28 . miles. Upon Calepio isthe 
ftrong Caftle Leuco, where a Bridge conjoyns both the Banks of Ad. 
da. OnthetVeft Bergamo hath the City of Como , Monza, and the 
Hills q{ Brianza , towards th eEaft Brejcia , and towards th e South 
Crema with the above-deferibed Places. Bergamo is accounted 32. 
miles from Milan, having on the right hand the Rivers Brembo which 
diichargeth it felf into the Adda , f urther on, near the Adda is the 
well-fortified Caftle of Trezzo, reared by Bernardo Vifcount of Mi' 
lan,Annox$yo. together with that artificial Bridge, which on the 
left hand over the Adda difeows it felf with the abovenamed Pla* 
ces. At twelve miles dlftance from Bergamo {bandsCelonica a fmall 
Village , where imbarking you psfs 20: milesin the Water and fo 
arrived Milan.

T ffe Relation of this'Gky (hould have been placed bet ween the 
narrataons Gf'Bre/cwand Bergamo, Where in the fecond voyage 
from Breftrato Milan tis only briefly touched, but the Author ha- 
hvingfound bimfclf tardy, in omitting an account of thisefteemed 
j one of the prime Cities of Lombardy , apollogizeth for his placing 
fit herein theendof thisBook, and promifeth a reformation in the 
nextimprefs. _' _ Bein g 
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Being then in the City of Brefcia , and going forth the Gate San 
Nazario , after twenty miles travel you arrive at Orzi Nwvi ; and ha- 
j ving paft the River Oglio find the Caftle Soncwo: and five miles more 
forwards meets Romanengo, and fo many more the City Crema, which 
is fituated in thcRaft fhore of the River Strio, by which tis delici- 
oufly wafhed 5 it lies in the Centre of truitfull Lombardy , between 
five illuftrious Cities, at thirty miles diftance from each, which en- 
compafie it like a Crown? whereof (he may be termed the Croft,rhat 
is to fay, Milan, Bergamo, Brejcia, Cremona, and Piacenza, who affor¬ 
ding it what it (lands in need of, and expending its fuperfluities, 
concur in the rendring it a rich City, tis full of regard, and filled 
with Merchandize and a haughty felf-conceited fort of men, but 
better illuftrated by their gratious and loving Women, whoflou- 
rifti, are free, and moft pompous in their array. It is adorned with 
fumptnous and magnificent Fabricks, among which the moft con- 
fpicuous are the publick Palace, the Piazza and the Domo with its 
Tower (wherein is a large Bell) of fair and open Archite&ure, with 
two regardfull Chapels , oae dedicated to the bleffed Virgin, all o- 
vergarnifhed with excellent pi<ftures,t he other to Saint Mari^ no left 
beautified with gilt Images. T wo other notable things thft Church 
owns, to wit, that Wooden crucifix, which in Anno 1446? was caft 
into the Fire by a certain man called Giovanni Alchini, of the fadion 
of Gibdlina Bergamtfta , which would not burn* but is ft ill prefer- 
ved with the one fide a little finged in a particular Chapel, with 
great Veneration, the other is a Key of San Bellino , which hath 
the foretold miraculous curing virtue of fuch as arc bit by madd 
Doggs. 

In the feme Church are conferved certain trophies of Banners,and 
a Lao them of a Gaily, taken together withrhe Gaily in a Naval fight 
againft the Turks, by a Preacher of the moft noble Family of Zwrly , 
during the fight, beingfet at the head of the Gaily. Beudes the a- 
bove named Fabricks and things worth feeing in this City, two 
.1 Hofpitals are valuable. One for the infirm, the other for the decre- 
jpitandoutcafts; the facred Mount of Piety is well endowed,and 
governed with great providence by the publick 6 to fupply the necef- 
jfities of the City and Country. 

There is alfo a noble Academy for Students, who under the name 
of Softinti, employ tbemfclvesm goodexercifeswithanimpulfeof 
generousemulatdon.Diftant a quarter of a mile from the City ftands 
(towards the Caftle> magnificent Temple of great devotion,named 
Santa Maria della Crace % of an admirable Structure , and adorned 
with many rare Piftunes; To this noble and fair City, though JLit- 
tle fas little beft correfponds with little) belongs a fmall but «voft 
fertfl Territory, wafhed all over with current and Chriftallinc wa 
| ters, which affords the City good Fifb, as Lohfters, T routs, Gudge- 
: ons,and Eels, and the Country an enriching of their foyl by over- 
Rowings^ whereby ityeelds great plenty of Corn and Grafs, the firft 
Whereot they have for their own ufe and other Cities, and with the 
fecond they makedncom parable cheefe. 

But that wherewith.i t moft abounds isFla^whieh^ftermade intp 
the fineftPrapery is jpentall over Italy. 

In its territories Jtbough fmall, ate contained fifty four Villages,

and Towns, the chief whereof are, Monte dine > stanengo 3 camifano 
Tetrore, Vaiano, Bagnelo, Madegnano, being all moft populous. 3 
TheOriginal of this City, was taken from its fituation, for be¬ 
ing invironed then with the three Rivers, Ada, Oglio and Serb it 
was very ftrong, and that ftrength as is believed invited many’no- 
ble men of the neighbouring Cities fin the time of the Wars of Albo- 
mo King of the Longobardsjto retire themfelvcs thither, and from 
Crevtete one of the chief of thofe Nobles it took its name. For Forty 
yeers it maintained it felfin liberty , but then (he with the other 
Cities of Italy fuffered (hipwrack, being by the Longobards , Frede¬ 
rick. Bar bar ofla and others, many times, taken , burnt, facked and 
deftroyed, and fubjugated fometimes to the Emperors, fometimes 
to the French, and fometimes to the Germans, But now tis gover¬ 
ned by the moft Serene Republick of Venice under whom it hath the 
privilege to keep every yeer a Fair beginning at the end of September 
being frequented with innumerable concourfe of People, divers 
Merdiandizesand Commodities, and great ftoreof Cattle of all 
forts. 

It ever was the Mother of illuftrious perfons, as well learned in 
all the fciences,as famous Captains, eminent Engineers, Generals of 
Armies, writers of Hiftories, as well Moral as Divine, Prelates of 
the greateft Negotiations,and Cardinals, fome whereof have ooflef. 
fed the Pontificial Ghayr. 

MILAN the great. 

M ilan was an antient and illuftrious City, and for a long time 
(through its beauty remained an imperial Seat. jBehind its 
fhoulders rife thofe Mountains which feparate Italy, Before it is a 
long and fpatious Plain which extending it felf above 200. miles, 
reacheth the Church lands between Bimio and Pefaro on the one fide 
and iJhrUandofia , on the other fide. Whereof rolibius writes thus* 
There is a plain, between the Alps and the Apennines of a triangular 
Forn, wherein are pleafant Fields above all the Fie Ids not only of 
Italy b ut all Europe . Of which Triangle,the Apennines form one fide, 
the Alps another, and the A drlatickJSea or Gulf of Venice (asit were 
the bafts to the other two J makes up the third fide- 
And although Milan was heretofore a ftnall Town, it was never- 
thelefs much aggrandized and amplified by Betovefe King of the Galls 
having environed it with a Wall 24. foot broad, and 64. feet 
high, which compafied in all the Streets and round of the City: in 
which Wall were raifed 130. Bulwarks, and Towers of immenfe 
bignefs and heighth, which had fix principal Gates. This was effeft- 
ed 270 yeers before Brenta King of th cSenoni, fell down into Italy, 
who threw down and levelled it with the Foundations. But the 
Roman Senate having reftored it to its fir ft form and beauty, andbe- 
ing increafed in Riches and People, Attila King of the Bunns defen¬ 
ding into Jtaly 9 ruined it once more. 

Afterwards, twas again rebuilt by the Arch-Bifliop F.ufebius ■_ 
rearing the Wall again, and re-edifying the ruinated Building. And 
one hundred yeers after, that is in Anno salutis 577. the Goths exe r- 
ciledfo great cruelty towards the Milaueji > that after they had caft 
— down 
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down the Walls, and Edifices, they in one day flew thirty thou- 
fand Citizens. 

This City was likewife ill treated by Erimberto Brother of the King 
of France, and by Federich^ Barbarojja. the Emperor: who within* 
tendmentof its perpetual defolation ploughed & fowed it wth. fait 
but being afterwards reconciled to the Citizens, he reftored it to 
its former beauty, encompafling it round with a wall, whereiu 
were fet out fix principal Gates.* At whichtime^/'z,. in the 1177. 
year, the circnit of it was fix miles without thefuburbs, but now 
there is a Wall drawn round, which comprehends therein the Su- 
burbsalfo, which was done by Gonzaga Lieutenant cf theEmperor 
Cbarls the 5th. and is in circumference ten miles having very deep 
Foffes or Ditches, and ten Gates. r 

This City, before the coming of lelkvefo, as isaforefaid, was but 
a Town called Subria built by the Tnjcans , then Etllovejo coming 
from Gallia, beat out the Tufians, aggrandized and much beautified 
theTown: As to thename Mediolano y asformeily called diverfe 
are the opinions, fome fay twas fo called for that it was feared be¬ 
tween two Rivers,the Adda and the Tejino. Others fav, t hat name 
was impofed on it by Bellovejo by the command of the Gods giving 
him to underftand, that he (hould build a City where he (hould find ; 
a Farrowing Sow, half black and half white,with Wool between her 
fhoulders .* Whence finding fuch a Sow in that place, and eft.eming 
it a good augure and praefage,he built it,naming it Mediolana^s much 
as to fay, Meza Lma. , or half Wool, in remembrance of which thing j 
we find in a Marble over the Gate of the Palace of Merchants the ( 

(hape and figure of the faid Scrofa or Farrowing Sow. 

The Galls kept the Dominion of this City, along time, under Bel- 
lovefo and his SuccefTors, till they were beaten out by the Romans , 
who fubje&ed it for a great while to them, under whom it augmen¬ 
ted in riches and People, chiefly under the Emperors as well Greek 
as Latine j fome whereof much delighted to refide there, invited 
thereto by the beauty of the place, and the comodioufnefs ©fina¬ 
ncing theWars againft the French and Germans, as necefiity required. 

It fo much humoured Trajan , the Emperor,that he there built that 
proud Palace which tothis day retains his memory. 

Adrian , MajfzminUn , Hercules , Filippo a Chriftian Emperor, Con- 
ftantine , Conftanzo^Theodofto, with many other Emperors,dwelt there, 
left moft (lately Edifices, and caufed four Wi-draughts or Common 
mores to be duggiwhich continue to this day. Afterwards it became 
fubjedt to the Goths , and to the Longobards , who being fdriven out 
by Cbarls the great, it came under the power of the Emperors. In 
which time Contado Suevio being Emperor, it began to take boldnefs 
and afpire to Liberty, when Juftice was adminiftred by the Captains 
and other Officers eleifted by the People uniting with them the Pri¬ 
mate or Arch-Bifhop of the City,by the Peoples cleaion: In which 
time great difeord arifing between the Nobility and Plebeians, and 
thereby governing themfelves very ill, they to prevent thofe difor- ! 
ders put themfelves under the power of thofe of Torre, afterwards 
s w ^° a great fpace kept the Dominion, whom the 
Sforzejchi fucceeded,them the French , and laft of all the houfe otAu- 
ftria obtained it, and keep it to this day in good peace and tran- 
quillity.__ S Milan \ _ 
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[ Milan lies under thefixth Climate or Degree, which affords it a 
I great benignity of the skies , yet the Ayr is fomewhat thick. Cha¬ 
nels of water environ both the City and Suburbs, upon which by 
I Barks they conveigh great abundance of goods and provifions of all 
forts. In truth tis a wonderl'ull thing to behold the great plenty of 
all things, for the life or neceffity of Man, which are there, and tis 
held for certain, that in no other part of Europe . there is fo great 
provilton for the Belly, nor at lefsprice, thanishere: whencethe 
Pro verb is taken Solo in Milanofimangia . For whereas in other Cities 
one finds not above three Piazzaes at moft, where are kept fueh pub* 
lick Markets, in Milan there area hundred, whereof 21. areprin- 
ci pal, which every fourth day of the week are vaftly laden with all 
forts of Provifions: For wines they chiefly have Vtrnaccie of Mont - 
firrat t and the Wines o^Brianza fomuch fpokenof: Moreover for 
liut it is the Centre or Lombardi, hither they tranfport infinite 
quantities of Merchandize , from Germany , France , Spain , and 
Geneva. 

Tis feated in a wide Plain , having about it green hills, delight* 
full Meadows, navigable Rivers and Lakes, which furnifh them with 
delicate Fifh. In fumm,this Country affords in moft plentifull mea- 
fure whatfoever can bedefired. Tisfo thronged with Artisans of 
all forts,that the vulgar proverb goes. 

Chi volejfe rajjettare Italia rovinarebbe Milano 

But the chief of them are Gold*Smiths, Armourers, Gummakers, 
and Weavers, who here exceed in thefe particulars, and in works 
of Chriftal,either Venice or any other part of Italy'-, the Nunns work 
here likewife moft exaft and neat curiofities in ftraw works. It a- 
bounds likewife with moft magnificent and Stately Palaces, among 
which the ftupendious Palace of Tontafo Marini^ built with fovsft ex- 
penceand Artifice, that whoever beholds it ftands amazed) (hines 
like the Moon among the Starrs. 

The Cattle of Porta Zobbtdy named among the chief of Europe, both 
for its fite, greatnefs, beauty, and its plenty of Arriglery, Arms,and 
Ammunition, is fo impregnable, that hitherto twas never taken by 
force,but through failerof provifions and Famine it hath been yeel- 
ded up. This Fort may be compared to an indifferent City, for 
within it are ftreets, Piazzaes, Palaces, Shops for Gold-Smiths,and 
all other Trades whatfoever, together with all forts of Vi&ualsand 
other provifion in time of War, as well as Peace. Immenfe Baftions, 
with three large profound Dykes, environ it, through which run 
great Chanels of Water, with a moft vaft Wall, andfpatiousRam- 
j parts, under which they walk byaclofe way made to that pur- 
j pofe. Upon the Battlements and through the Porteholes up and ! 
! down, are drawn out great Mouths of Cannon , and other pieces of 
i Artiglery fet upon Iron Carriages, fome whereof fhoot Bullets of 
j Boo. pound weight, with fuch force that no obftacle can withftand 
; them 5 |t haih one place to lay up, and difpofe the Arms in a Ca- 
1 P^cious Arcenal, replenifht with infinite Arms of all forts both for 
j Offence and Defence. The Towerinthemidftof it, isofafquare 
1 form, and is in circuit (not reckoning the Towers which one may 
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call little Forts)2oo. paces. The whole Caftle or Fort is 1600 .paces 
in circumference,befides the Trenches. In fine tis accounted by all 
Ingineers the faireft and ftrongeft fortification of Europe. They un* 
willingly admit any Stranger to fee the out-works, much lefs the in- 
teriour parts. 

Itabounds with rare and excellent Pictures, among others there 
is one upon the Front of a Palace near the Fort, wherein are painted 
the Ads of the Romans 9 by the hand of Irofo da Monza, fo divinely, 
that tis impoffible to add to it. The Images are done lb exad to the 
life and fo natural, that all thebeholders reft aftoniflit, and exped 
fpeechtrom thofeinanimate (but feeming breathicg 3 and moving) 
Pidurcs. 

Tofaynomore, Art here bath overcome Nature. Towardsthe 
Gate Beatrice , is the Front of another Palace (of the Lituadi j painted 
lo rarely well by the hand of Frenriiano , that italmoft fafeinates the 
eyes of the Afpicients. And at the Gate iofa, ftands an admirable Sta¬ 
tue made to the middle, at the Publick coft, in remembrance ofa 
Strumpet, who principally caufed Milan to gain its Liberty. 

Milan from the death of Bellovejo continued ever head of the adja¬ 
cent Countrey, which made the antient Emperors to fend thither a 
Lieutenant wuh title ofCount of Italy who alfo was Captain Gene¬ 
ral of the Empire, and remained there with Confular authoi ity,and 
Captain ol their Armies, that he might bridle the Fury, ancllhut 
up the paffage from the Inroads into Italy of the Vltramontaneous 
People. 

Such is the wholfomnefs of the Ayr, the Beauty of the Country, 
and Copioufnefs of luftenance, that it hath tempted many Princes 
(defirous to reft quiet; to make this their Retreat, and AJylum, as al¬ 
fo many other great Men that they might the more commodioufly 
apply themfelves to the Study of Learning.* Of which were Virgil, 
Altpius , Saint Auguftine, Hermolao Barbara, Merula , Francefco Fildfo, 
Celio Rodigino , Alexander the fixth', and Pious the Fourth Popes. And 
although too often this City was thrown down to the very founda¬ 
tions, and at laft furrowed with the plough of the Enemies, yet it 
ever revived again, and that with more beauty and Splendor than 
atfirft, increaflng ftill fomuch in Riches and People, that it ever 
kept a place among the chief Cities of Italy . 

Near the Church San Salavdore , there ftood a proud Palace of the 
Emperors, with a Temple dedicated to Jupiter , made in emulation 
of the Campidoglio at Rome-, and where now the Counfel is kept, was 
the Palace for Juftice 5 where alfo the Proclamations of the Dukes 
were accuftomed to be publickly read, and the due punilhments ex¬ 
ecuted on Malefaftors. There was alfo a Theatre to prefent Come¬ 
dies, a place for Horfe*races,and a large Circle where now is Santa 
Maria Maggiore . The Garden near San steffano , was an Amphithea¬ 
tre, where they accuftomed to fight Duels. The Church of San Na¬ 
zar io was an old Prifoo, where they condemned Malefa&ors to fight 
with the wild Beafts there preferved to that end in great number. 

The Common Field was then a Theatre, where the young men 
exercifedthemfelves in taming and manning oflHorfes,and fighting. 
Where the Cathedral Church is, was a place with Stalls many waies 
where they made theirFeafts to their Heroes andHoufholdGods.Thc 
_ S 2 Stalls 
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StaiETnoviTfor the Cattcl, then was a pleafant Garden, beautified 
and planted with many Fruit trees and plants brought from far 
Countries $ great (tore of odoriferous flowers ^ Rivolets of Chriftal- 
line waters, Statues and Sculptures of Marble. Where the Church 
of San Lorenzo ftands now, were the hot Baths of Alaximinian , Nero, 
and Nerva , the Emperors, nothing inferiour to them at Rome. 

Befides which antiquities, there yet is preferved a ftately Armo¬ 
ry in the Palace, repleniftied with moft noble Arms, worthy any 
Prince for the value and fairoefs, being not onely inlayed with Gold 
and Silver, but engraven with greateft Coft and Workmanfhip^ 
where now is the Church San Lorenzo, was a Temple dedicated to 
Hercu’.es , made in the form of the Rotunda at Rome , near which were 
ere&ed 16. Marble Pillars, and upon them a Palace for the Empe- 
rours, part whereof was ruined by fire, the reft by time, nothing 
but the Pillars remaining All tbisFabrick was raifed by Alaximinian 
Hercules , who ordained the Town (hould be no more called Alilano , 
but Herculeo. At one end of thofe Pillars is thisinfeription put in.

This Milan was alwaies a potent City, whence we read that it ma¬ 
ny times made oppofition to the Romans , and often fought the Goths 
and other Barbarous People, and alfo againft both the Federicks the 
firft and fecond Emperours, obtaining a moftglorious vi&ory: It 
fubje&ed to it Navara , Bergamo , Pavia. Como, Lodi> and Tortona, and 
freed Genona from the hands of the Moors, The Romans were wont 
to fay. 

gni miferam citius cupiunt effundere vitam, 

Mediolanum adeaht , gens ea dura nimis. 

It was fomuch prized by the adjacent Countreys (that it being 
ruined by Pederick.BarbaroJja the Emperor) Cremona, Verona , Piacenza , 
advifed how to reftoreit at their own coft and charges,and in all 
times twas very populous. 

It received the light of the Faith from.?; Barnabas , fent thither 
from Saint Peetre, who thenrefided in Antiochia, which was in the 
4 6. year after the coming of our Saviour, where he fubftituted for 
P>\thop Anatalone the Greek his Difciple, whom in procefsof time 
fucceedcd many holy Bifhops, among others that glorious pillar of 
the Church Saint Ambrofe the moft renowned Dodour 5 who finding 
the Bodies of San Gervafo and Pretafo the Martyrs, caufed that 
Church to be built which is now called San Ambrogio. This was the 
Cathedral Church, where is feen the true effigies of the brazen Sen j 
pent made by Mofes , brought hither by Tbeodojius the Emperor,as ! 
alfo the effigies of San Bernardo upon a Pillar, whom this Church j 
faidMafs^ preached and wrought miracles. Likewife a fumptuous! 
Sepulchre wherein lies Lewis the fecond Emperour, and Pepin King ! 
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of Italy both Sons of Charts the great, there under tlie Aka^ withia 
a deep Pit locked with four Gates oflron, is kept with great reve- I 
rence the body of S&lat Ambrofe, and* book writ with his own hand: i \ 
Angclberto of the illuftrious Family of Pujicrly in the time of Churls the ' 

Great, being Arch* Bifhop. The Emperor gave to this Altar a noble 1 
rail, embroidered with Saints and Angels, in 20. feveral Squires 
in the midft whereof is the Saviour of the World, as heroic from 
the dead, upon whofe head is a Diamond fet round with gemmes of 
ineftimable valew. Onbothfidesof which Altar are four other I- 
m ages of Saints, in the middle is a Crofs. The Vefts are all over 1 
befet with many pearls and pretious (tones * behind the Altar is ano- ' 
ther Crofs of filver two Cubits high, and one Sean half broad, where 
are 23. figures of Saints of emboffed work j This fo ftupendious 
work coft in thofe days 28000. Scudacs,and is now worth iocood ! 
l ohimo the excellent Sculptor of thofe times was the Artificer of' 
it. Saint Ambrofe ftood at the Gate of this Church, when heex- 
comunicated ‘iheodofius the Emperor, commanding him not to en- ' 
ter therein. Contiguous withitis a noble and ftately Monaftery of I 
the Fryers Celeftmcs. At the iffuiog out of Saint Ambrogio , is a poor 1 
Chapel in a blind corner with a Well, whereSaint Ambrofi baptized ' 

Saint Augufiine : and tis known, that this was the way, which Saint e \ 
Augufiinc^nd Saint Ambrof ? took hand in hand to give thanks to God e 
in San Gervafo, for the holy Baptifm received, finging?e Devm Lau. 
damns , as the Infcription teftifieth. 

Hie beatui Ambrofius babtizat Augufiinum , Deodatum & Alippum 
hie beatus Ambrofius incipit te Deum laudamus. Aucuflinus femitur 
Te deum confitemur. 5 

The meannefs of the place makes it moft credible to be true the 
name of CarolusEorom^us a Council of Trent Saint, highly cryed up at 
Milan , having too much extinguifht the memory and efteem of that 
learned Father. 

The Church of Santa Tecla, is replete with holy Reliques^here refts 
Saint Ambrofe , and among other Reliquesa Nayl which was fixed ' 
and drove through amemberof the Body of onr Lord and Saviour 
Jefus Chnft into the Wooden Crofs whereon he was crocifyed by 
the wicked Jewes,w<*. was beftowed on it byT heodofius theEmperor 
This is the antienteft Temple of Milan* and was firft confecrated to 
the Saviour, after to the Virgin Mary, and laftly to Tecla, but anci¬ 
ently many yeers before the coming of the Meffiias, they fay there 
ftood a moft famous Temple of Minerva , where ("as Polybius averrs) 
this goddefs was adored and reverenced with the greateft and moft 
particular devotion, whence many fuppofe this Ciry took its name, 
for that m the antient Celtique andGerman tongues Magdalant figni- 
fies the Land or Country of a Virgin, which opinion is likewife con- 
fimed by Andrea Alciato I. C. A veritable Author in all the fciences, 
who in his Emblems writ this Epigram.

Santa Maria della Scala, was founded by Regina , Wife of the ViJ- 
conte: and cnjoyned to be fo called, becaufe ihe defcended from the 
Family of the Scalaes of Verona. It (lands where was anciently the 
Palace of the T urriani: And where the Church of Saint Dionigeis 
flood in old time a Dragon 5 which then greatly afflicted the Conn* 
try and deftroyed many, at laft he was (lain by Vmbcrto Angierc , who 
was thereupon created Vifcont. 

There are two Chapels in the Church of Saint Mark,, in one 
whereof is the mod excellent Pi&uresof Lomazzo , containing in 
one the Apoftles, Prophets, Sibils, and many other pourtraies: Jn 
the other the fall of Simon Magus from Heaven , which it repre¬ 
fen t,as inoft horrible fpe&acle. 

The Church of San Nazario , contains certain proud Tombs of 
the illuftrious Lords, the Trivultii chiefly that of Giacomo , of whom 
may be tiuly faid: He that never was quiet lies ft ill here.-Near this 
Church they fhew a red (lone, which they term the holy Stone, 
wherein are cut the vi&ories, and trophies which Saint Ambrofe glo 
rioully obtained upon the Arrians, in memory whereof, to him was 
eredted a Statue at the Gare / ho. The Church of S . bedele , is udrni- 
rable, no lefs for its beauty, than for the Aichite&ure cf 
Pellegrino. 

The Church of San Paola and San Barnabas , for the Nuns is moft i 
noble, where was fiift founded the Order of the reformed Priefts of 
the beheaded Saint John: They have one rare crofs cut by Era- 
m anti no. 

The Church of Santa Roja, is for the preaching Fryers, who have 
the keeping of the holy liofarie - 

In the magnificent Temple of SanGottardo, are excellently drawn 
the effigies of the Vifconte, where ly buried Azzone Vifconte, and Gio 
Maria the (econd Duke. Its beautified with a ftupendious Belfry, 
and a fair Garden. 

The Church of Saint Euftorgio the Biftiop, fhewes a (lately and 
fumptuous Sepulcher, wherein ly the bones of San Pietro the Mar¬ 
tyr. A rich Tabernacle where is kept the head of Saint Euftorgio, and j 
the Tomb of the three Magi, with this infeription. Sepitlchrum Tri- 
um Magorum,whert lay the Bodies of thofe Magiy which were brought 
hither by Saint Euftorgio, in Anno 330. when he came laft out of the 
Bafti but many yeers after, this City being deftroyed by Eedrick. 
BarbaroJJa , in Anno 1163. Thefe Bodies were conveyed to Colonia 
Agnppina by Rodolphns the Arch-Bifhop, now they keep in that Se* 
pulcher, the Body of Euftorgio with many reliques of other Saints, 
Marty rd therefor the Faith of Chrift- Here alfoare kept the Afhes 
of many noble Milanejians,inter alia of Matteo Vifconte firft Duke of 
Milan , and of Gio Merula a moft Learned Man, who was interred 
1 with geeat pomp in the time ot LudovicoSforza, with this Epitaph 
I on his Tomb.

!a Cloud hung over the Auditors in manner of an 'Umbrella prefer ving

j the fountain of Saint Barnabas , where though an unpoltlhed.place, 
j he baptized and faid Mafs,of which water, who drinks is imtnediurjy 
delivered from the malignity of any Feaver. 

The Temple of S. Lorenzo, formerly dedicated to Herode , was 
much more fumptuous than the abovenamed Churches,''which in 
theyeerio85. being in great part burnt, received great damage in 
theMoftickof Gold, and in the deftrudtion of many Brals figures 
about the Pillars. 

Tbe royal Church of Saint Aquilino founded by r lac/da , Sifter of 
Hononus the Emperor, and wife to Conftantine , thewc.-on its Front f 
fair Maible Coluins, and within as noble Pillars ofporphiry. In the 
Church of Stephano was (lain with many ftabs the Duke Caleazzo Ma- 
i ria sforzo. In S. Giovanni lies the Tomb of Bamako Vifconte Prince of 
! Milan. 

The Church of S. statiro and Celfo, is proud of the excel ling Ge- 
\nius and Architecture of Bramante, the Limner of Urbin, in many 
works he wrought there j The Front of that of Saint Alary, of irs ex¬ 
cellent Statues wrought with fo much art, that all conclude it im- 
poffible to equal them: and that of the Peace or Pace of its rare 
painting of thehiftory of the blefted Virgin and her Father by the 
hand of Gaudentius , and moreover the Virgin her feh painted by 
Marco Vglono the Painter, which (land near the Crofs, and lively ex- 
preffetha real foarow. 

In the Church of Saint Francis , is a Tablet of the conception,to- 
gether with Saint Gio, the Baptift, a Child adoring our Lord, fo well 
idone by the hand of Vincio , that they cannot be paralleled. In the 
Church della Pajficne, is a ftupendious piece of the celebration of the 
laft Supper, where is truly reprefented the amazement ot the Apo¬ 
ftles, by ChrijloferoCibo. 

In the Church delle Gratie , founded by Germano Rufca , and aggran¬ 
dized by Ludovico Sforza, is painted inaTabletthePidlure of our Lord 
crowned withThorns 3 byT/ 7 /*/* the worthy of eternal memory,about 
the Cupula are Angels formed by Gaudentius , whofe veftments are 
rarely wrought, and in another place Sain Taul painted t writing 
and contemplating. Herein lies buried Beatrice the Dutches, fo 
well beloved by Ludovico her Husband , that he vowed never to fit 
at table again at eating, and lived fo a yeer about: One Epitaph 
over the Gate of the Cloyfters, artificially made 3 (hall be here in- 
ferted.

Which Church is poflefled by the preaching Fathers, with a 
ftately Convent, to be reckoned one ofthe chief of Europe , for larg. 
nefs and beauty of building and the number of the learned and belt 
Fathers , which that Order enjoys,. where they (hew in a refe&ory 
the Pifture of our Saviour with the Apoftles at the laft Tapper, 
drawn by LeonardoVinci with luch vivacity and Spirit that they Teem j 
to move, and be fenfible of the palhons of Love* Sorrow, Joy, ad¬ 
miration, Sufpition, &c. particularly in the Face of Judas one Tees 
expreft that Treafon, which he had conceived in his mind; Leonardo 
Unci , having compleated all the Apoftles, not wanting more to its 
finiftiing than the vifage ofourSavionr, it happened thathccould 
never accomplifh it, becaufe he had cxprefled fo great beauty and 
glory in the Faces of Saint James the greater and the leTs, that he had 
left no pofiibility for his fancy to draw any thing beyond them: 
Whence pondring the impoflibility of the thing ,he refolved to con- 
fu It with Bernardo Zen ale another worthy Painter of thofe times ^ who 
its reported made him this anfwer. This Pi&ure hath one Errour 
which God only can reftifie, for tis not imaginable that thou or any 
other Painter in tbeWorld can exprefs more gra ce and Ma jefty,than 
thou haft prefented in the one and t’other James , wherefore leave it 
as tis } Lonardo did fo, as appears at this day, yet not fo demonftra- 
ble,becaufe time hath in part defaced the glory of thofe Faces.There 
alfoarethe effigies of Lodovico, Beatrice, and both their Sons after- 
wards Dukes, Majjinriniano , and Francefco. In the Church of S, yit • 
torie of the Fryers of the Mount of Olives, isfeen a Saint George, 
giving death to the Serpent, wrought by Raffaelof Vrbino . , 

The great aud fumptuous Domo or Cathedral, was founded with 
infinite expence by the Du kcGiovan Galeazzo , built with fuchin- 
duftry, that for its greatnefs and Architetture, the pretioufnefs of 
the Marbles and workmanfhip, few Temples ofthe World can be 
paralleled unto it. Tis all of white Marble , and about it are 500. 
Statues of the fame. Its length from Eaft to Weft is 250. Cubits, and 
breadth 130. It hath fix Cupolaes, one 80. cubits high, two 50. a*) 
nother forty, and the others go- The four Pilaftresof the greater 
Cupola are 3 2 cubisdiftant one from t others It hath three propor¬ 
tionated Ifles with five gates in the front} the Gafements, and Ar¬ 
ches are of a Pyramid form, the Iron Bars which fuftain this great 
work 9 are fo hugely bigg, that the Arehite&ors of Charles thefifth 
beholding them from the ground were amazed at them * Among the 
_ other 
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jother Statues, there afe two moft ftnpedious, the one of Adam,] 
! the other of S. Eartolomeofileard , divinely carved by Chrijiopher Cibo, 1 
in one of which may be clearly difeerned the whole Anatomy of I 
Man, which is linparalleld. It hath two great Organs, in one of 
which ftandsEUm/ the Prophet, playing on the Symbal before t he * 
Ark , wrought with great artifice by Giojeffo of Monza. It ha th two ! 

I noble Veftries, wherein they preferve their Veftments, rich Orna- ' 
ments, and Veflelsgiven them by Arch-Bilhops, and Dukes, with 
many cliques of Saints. It hath befides a ftately chorus, where the 
Dukes of Milan are intombed, and before the great Altar ftands the 
Grave of Cardinal Carlo Borrowco , whole TanCtitv of Life, and the 
form of good living, preferibed by him toothers, h:>th railed this 
opinion, thathisSoui afeended immediately out of his Body into 
Heaven : In another part is the Tomb of Giacomo Medici , Marques 
ot Melignano, a Captain of gre-t valour, and hi-ft;-tue with h is na¬ 
tural Vilage, and Military habit in brais, made by Lame Aretino. In 
thisChurch they reverently keep all'o cue of the Nav L w! erewith our 
Saviour was nayled to the Crofs , given by *iheodojins the 
Emperor. 

Among the other pious places,is the great Hofpital of Milan,praif- 
able, feated in an Hland, and invironed with Columns, and Por¬ 
ches, tis 6 c< 5 . rods about, 150. of a fide* Tis divided into four 
moft capacious appartments, having underneath many little Shops 
made on purpofe for the workers, employed for the ufe ofthe 
Hofpitals: In the middle walk are 112. Beds for lick perfons, all 
hung withCurtains, equally diftant one from another, and accom¬ 
modated in fuch manner, that at the faying of Mafsall may hear. 

Its revenue is 50000. Crowns, fomtimes exceeds 90000. Crowns 
per. Ann. It maintains 400c. Souls, and for its nobleStrufture m a y 
;be fit for the greateft Priace.Five miles out ot Milan on th- Road of 
I cor,:a y is the Lazuretto of Saint George, (for the inferred of tftePiague) i 
which edfice is four-fquared, ideo yardsin circuit, roundiiruns 
>a Channel * and within it are infinite beds with fufficient provifion 
jof allnecelTaries. 

j In this City aremany Noble, Lordly, and magnificent Families, 
[among others the Ancient houfe of the Fujiurlej , \ht LurrianU who 
[came from Valle SajJjuo, and fometimegoverned here, from this Fa¬ 
mily came Matteolurriano , who being Captain for Conradus the fe- 
cond Emperour, in Arabia againft the Moors, was taken Prifoner, 
and Martyrd for the Faith of Chrift. Th eVifeonti, as fome fay,were 
defeended from the Trojans , who built Angiera , near the Lake Mag- 
giore, which City they long poflefled, when being the moft potent 
Family in Lombardy, MatteoVifconte was conftituted imperial Vicar 
of Milan, and all Lombardy, and permitted to carry the Eagle in his 
enfignes. Oihersfay this Family had its original from the Kings of 
the Longobards , Be it as twill, twelve Princes of the Vijconti held the 
dominion of Milan 170. years Under DukeJA Galleazzojt comman¬ 
ded 29. Cities befides Lumbardy, among others Genoua, Bologna,Pifa, 
Belluno , and Trento. From the illuftrious Family of Sforzaes have 
Dukes of Milan, Cardinals, Queens, and one Emprefs. 
And befides the aforenamed, the Families of the TrivultiU Biraghi> 
Medici, Rnfchi , Mezenti, Bezzozzi, and others are of Milan. % 
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It produced 4. Popes, Vrban the third, Celejtine thefourth, Pius 
the fourth, and Gregory the 14th. Two Emperors, Didius 'Julianas, 
and Maximinianus Herculcus^ who built the Hercolean hot Baths,anti 
here in Ahlan depofed and quit the Emperial Diademm ^ as alio *» r 
gwius Rujus, thrice Conful, with many Cardinals, Bilhops, Saints, 
with eminent Scholars in all ages, as SalvioGiuliano, Giandfire to 
Giuliano the Emperor, Paulo Eleazarno , Groan Lignano, Giajonedcl 
Maino , Filippo Dcno, Andrea Alciaio, Marco Majjtmo the Hiftoiian,ancl 
A Hrologer/ ectlio the Comic kJPoet, the Cardinal Paulo Emtho sfronda. 
to Nephew of Pope Gregory the 4 4. a perfori worthy ot much praife, 
for his goodnefsand integrity of life. 

TheAtch Bilhopof Milan hath the Title of Prince, and hatha 
long time enjoyed the primacy thereof: Its Jurisdiction extended it 
j felt heretofore to Gcnoua , Bologno , and fome parts of 61 aha , and pro- 
j ceeded from its riches aud pride, to that rafhnefs,that for 200. years 
i it withdrew it felf from the Roman Bilhops, but Carlo Borromeo hath 
taken off much H that obliquy, by the fplendour he hath given 
to that Arch'Bilhoprickby his holy converfation, whom Cardinal 
\ t cderkk^ his Nephew fucceecied, a worthy imitator of his Uncle. 

I Before a Palace near the Porta Lodivica , is an Altar of Marble 
Stones , where on one fide isearved DianaLuci fera( as Cicero calls 
htr)with a burning Torch, as Lnculus writes in his Satyfs.

For this Godefs was in this manner adored in the 1 Hand 5 Lipari , and 
at its Feet is a Blood-hound with the eyes towards the Goddefs, on 
the other fide is Apollo Medico, leaning on a Tripode, with a Bow 
in his right hand , and a quiver of arrows hanging at his (houlder, 
near his feet a Scepter, and the Serpent Pitone , who is therefore 
called by the Poets Titio, &citaredeo, before the faid Altar may be 
read this infcription.

C qrno is a City famous for thegenteelnefs of her Citizensandttou- 
ritbing Mufe of Paolo Giovo , is feated in a Plain environed with 
Mountains, and near the Lake Lario or Como, within which and op- 
pofite to Como isa fmall Town built as it tweie in a Pcninfula and 
at the lower end thereof Hands a Palace, where theabovenatned 
Paolo, had embellifhed a Library with a noble collection of Books’ 
and thepourtraysofthe moH illuftrious perfons, as is exprefTed in 
his bocks called^//. Elogii, but at prefent there remains nothing off N 
it more than certain pictures upon the Walls, The Images Books 1 ' 
Robes of Fretc Jauni King of Ethiopia , the Bowes and other Arms of 
the Antipode, with many other cunofitiesnot eifewhere to be found 
and of good valew, are removed thence to <the Palace of the Giovii\ 
within Como in the Dome or Cathedral Church on the left hand is e- 
retted the fumptuons Touibe of Benedetto Giovo the famous writer in 
the City likewife may be read many epitaphs and writings, tefti- 
fying their antiquity and conftant fidelity to the Rousan Common¬ 
wealth. 

The Lake Como, is 36. miles long, and fomewhat more than three j 
miles broad, upon which (when calm) the Citizens in their boats re¬ 
create themfelvei, near the end Hands the Fountain of Plim and 
Belacio, a Palace of the Signori Spondati % invironed with fpatious Bel 
Gardens, which are adorned with fair Arbours, and the Walls clo¬ 
thed with Gefiamines, Rofes, Rofemary,and other fweets together 
with fome Woods of JuneperTrees,which harbour all forts of Birds.! 

Ten Miles diHant from Milan, and between it and Como , Hands I 
the Hately CaHle Monza , which is wafhed by the River Lambro M 
It was amplified by Lhedorh\ firfl King of the Goths , and leodolk \ 
na the Queen,there erefted a magnificentTemple dedicated to Saint 
John the BaptiH, endowing it with great riches, among others with 
aSaphyr of meflimable price, a Brood Hen and Chickens of Gold, 
and many other veHels of Gold, therein alfo are preferved many 
reuques m Veflels, given to it by San Gregory . 

Then appears Somafca. upon the Mountains, a Town often named Sc> 
tor the Original of the Religious order of the regular Priefts of So- 
majea ? aitftlc mare forward , you fee (near the Banks of the Lake 
-—-- Q 2 __ Como 
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Come the impregnable Caftle Leaco , whence you pafleby water to 
Como, and then advancing a little farther, the Traveller cometh to 
the Country of th eGrizons, through which funs the River Adda. 

On the left hand of Monza, rife the Mountains of Bianza , which 
afford meft excellent Wines, and three miles diftant from Monza, on j 
the right hand liesa well-manured Campagna, wherein Francejco Se- j 
cundo Sforza, defeated the French Army, commanded by Lotrecco > ; 
where alter the death of many thoufand Souldiers, on both (ides, he 
obtained a glorious vidory. On this fide alfof before the arrival ar 
the River Varo, the boundary of Italy, appears the fmall River Mar- 
tefana , an Arm of the Adda, which runs under the Gorgongiola, over 
which ftands a Bridge, whence they defeend to Milan, and thus we 
have deferi'oed the places on the Eaftern Part. 

Ifluingoutof theGateol Milan, Vercd'a , towards the Weft, you 
meet the compleatTown Ro, near by which, palleth an Arm oi the 
‘iejino to Milan, on the other fide of which Rivolet, is Enfalaro with 
many other Caftles, whence taking the right-hand way, you arrive 
at the Lago Maggiore , at the very fource ot the River Tejino , which 
goes to Pavia , near which ftands Angiera whence the Signori d‘ Angie- 
raj now Vifcounts, take their rife. Then at 17. miles diftancefrom 
Milan upon a Mountain, (being as twere one of the Boundaries to 
theLakeJappears the devoutTemple diSantaMaria dclMonte, whither 
refort great concourfe of People, to obtain their requefts from God 
at the intercefiion of the blefied Virgin Mary . Then paffing the Tef- 
Jino , you find Viglebia, a new fmallCity but fair, where Hands the 
magnificent Palace called the sjorzefca , fo named from Lodovico 
sforza,Duke of Alilan, who built and gave it to the Religious Order 
of the Dominican Fryers, who to this day pofi’efs it. 

- From whence on the right hand way, lies Novarra, and the Coun. 
try Lemellina, and on the left hand, the Caftle Alortarra, heretofore 
called the fayr Wood, but afterwards from the great Daughter of the 
Longobards , there made by Charles the great, fighting with Defiderius 
their Xing, it was named Mortara, On the fame fide alfo ft the Ca 
file Valeje, and the Town Vatalle under the Mountains, wherein 
burnt Earth iseffigiated the Sepulchre of our Saviour, with all the 
myfteries of his paffion in divers little Chapels, to which much Ap¬ 
plication is made with great reverence by the neighbouring Peoples 
near which begins the Loke Laguno , and the Country of the 
Grizons . 


The journey from M1L A N to 
I PAVIA. 

B E tween Milan and Pavia ftands the moft noble Monaftery of Cer -1 
tofa, built by Giovanno Galeazzo Vifconte , firft Duke of Milan*, 
endowed with a great Revenue, in whofe Temple himfeli lies buri¬ 
ed, in a ftately Marble Tombe, wherein is ere&ed his Statue with 
his lively effigies, and inferibed a curious Epitaphj containing his 
famous notable Deeds , which Church hath many wonderfull Sta« 

tues 
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tuet. Sculptures, and Piautest fair Chapels, with Altars enriched 
with Gold, and pretious Stones, and a Vcftry replete with Vefts, 
and Veftels of Gold, and Silver of good valew, and many Reliqus of 
Saints. ^ 

Near which Monaftery is a Park, invironed with a Wall of twen. 
ty miles fquare, wherein are plowed Lands* Meadows, and Woods 
and therein are preferved great quantity of Wilde Beafts, forth* 
Chafe, as Hares, Roe-Bucks, Stags, Fallow-Deer, with other 
Creatures, which was imparked by the fame Galeazzo, but is in feme 
places fallen to the ground. Here Francefco the firft King of France, 
encamped his Army, when he befieged Pavia , in the year of our Sal¬ 
vation 1525. at which time himfelf with the King of N4varre ( and 
many prime Barons of France, were taken Prifoners by Monfignors, of 
Lonato, arid Barbone, Captains of the Army of Charts the fifth Em- 
perour. 

PAVIA . 

P Avia according to Pliny was built by the Levi , and Marini , a Peo¬ 
ple of Liguria , not far from the Poe : But Entropius and Patdus Du 
aconus will have it to be founded by th elnjubri and Boii, after the 
Declenfion of of the Roman Empire, to whom twas for fome time 
fubjeft. It was fubjugated afterwards to Attila King of the Bunns, 
then to Odoacro, King of the Heruli , who having taken it by force 
fickedit, burntit, and levelled the Walls with the Earth: Thenit 
became under the power of the Longobardi , who there fixing the Re¬ 
gal Scat rai fed m any fumptuous Edifices, as faies Paolo Diacono , a- 
mong others, the Monaftery of Santa chiara, was built by Partarito, 
the Church of Santa Maria della Pertiche , by Theodolinda the Queen 
the Monaftery of S. Pietro in cielo Aureo, by Lutmprando the King" 
who brought thither from Sardigna, the venerable Corps of Saint 
Anguftme, there yet kept in a well-polilht Tombe of Marble with 
great reverence, with many other Structures, which for brevity 
lake aie paired over; here alio, one may f?e the Caftle built by di¬ 
van Galeazzo vifconte, and alfo that antique brafs Statue on Horfe- 
back, called Regijble, which many conjecture to be made for Antoni - 
us, from the Lineaments of the Face add Beard. 

There were 22. xingsof the Longobardi t and they reigned 202. 
yeers, whofe Nobles mueh adorned this City, making her the Reeal 
Scat, and Miftris of their Provinces* 15 

v £ ??? P roduce ^ man y illuftrious men, among other Giovan the 
XVI H. Pope, and TejoreBaccaria^Abbot of VailAmbrofoMartvied 
in Florence. It hath many noble Edifices, chiefly that Tower where- 
m thegreat Boetius quitted this mortal veil. It is feated in a well N 
tilled Vale near the Appenine Hills, and the River Tefino, over which 
^carried* ftately Bridge by the Duke Galleazzo Vifconte. 

I his City Pavia, as well in the forenamed Battel in 1525. as in 
everal others before and fidee in latter times,whcn the French un- 
Wv r fi ?n? l ? t0 J . taJ y befe^ed it, hath fetally proved the 

ol theirdefigua, and the R.uioe of 

In this City was ioftituted a famous uni verfity, not much inferi- 
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our to that of Paris , by the Emperour Charles the Great, whofe zeal 
to amplifie the Chriftian Religion, caufed him to fend thither learn¬ 
ed Theologians , to teach publiquely the true Doftrinc, as alfo other 
eminent Doctors well read in all the Sciences, who were much en¬ 
couraged to repair thither by their large Stipends and his [fignal fa¬ 
vours • Ciacone the fo much celebrated Doftor, among others, Ijpent 
many years in this Academy,alfo Baldo, having here read for Lome 
time, dyed, and lies interred in the Convent of the Fryers Francif- 
carts ,3. nd tis conceived that the ferenenefs of the Ayr, fo much (harp- 
ens ’ the Genius of the Students, that it hath thence acquired the | 
name of a glorious Univerfity. 

The Faith of Chrift wasfirft preached and taught to the Pavians 
by the bleffed Sirus of Aquleiajax the fame time that the Apoftle Saint ] 
refer taught in Romcfiom which time to this day they haveconftantl! 
profeft the fame. 

ItsCitizens coveting their own Liberty ,prefented themfelvs to Philip 
Arch'Bilhop of Ravenna Legate of the Roman Church, in theyeerof 
chrift i2 59*whereby they were long time kept under the Apoftolick 
Sea,no lefs inSpirituals thanTemporals,which the more evidently ap¬ 
pears by the Oath which the Podefta and other Magiftrates folemnly 
took at their ingreffion into their feveral Offices, precifely in this 
i form.

The Emperour Charles the great, taking a Tourney into France,leit 
for his Lieutenants in this City, the Langufchi, principal Gentlemen 
of Pavia, with the title of Vicars, which conftitution the fucceeding 
Emperoors fucceffively approved, till the time of tedrich^ Barbarop 
fa, who granted them power to cleft their own Confuls to govern 
the City, whence it was thatat the Treaty and Peace made by the 
faid Frcderickyrith the People of LumbardjAhis City there interven’d 
aslree, and not fubjeft to any others. 

The Pavians ( after the expiration of the 280. years wherein the 
Emperors enjoyed her ) elected GioGaleazzo Fijconte > for Count of 
Pavia, under which capacity the Princes Vifconte, and Sforzefchi fuc¬ 
ceffively poffefied it, as doth now the King of Spain, to whom they 
furrendred themfelves with another title and jurifdiftion, tofhew 
that this City holding themfelves not at all fubjeft to the Dutchy of! 
Milan , but Muncipal, they might be acknowlged particularly as 
Count s of the Roman Empire. 

No City in Lombardy can better extinguilh any Novelties or Up- j 
rores than this of Pavia , and its Territory, which with the enviro- j 
ning Rivers give limits to and divides the Milanefes,Novarefes and 
other People of the hilly Countries, from the Genov efes ,Tortonefes and 
xhofeaf Bobio Alexandria, and Cafal, fo thatthofe feveral People can 
neither make league nor unite at their own pleafures without the 
confent of the Citizens of Pavia, which is duly called the Fatal Gate 
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and Key of Lombardy , from its dominion over the Rivers roe , and Tef- 
jino, and from its oportune fite, being empowred to give or deny 
paflage to or from either Tides and fhores of thofe Rivers. 

Hence we may go by Boat on th eTefino to Piacenza or Cremona. But 
journying by Land, you leave on the right hand the Caftle Vichiera 
‘ Tortona , AlleJJandria , Mont ferrate, and then Piedmont . * 

The Journey from MIL ANto BOLOGNA 
by the VIA EMILIA , afterwards 
to F LOREN C E, and Laftly 
to ROME. 

TNtendiog to travel from Milan to Rome , you muft proceed out at 
ytheRoman Gate, and after fome /pace towards Lodi, you meet on 
the right hand in the Territory of Milan, the rich and famous Mo- 
naftery of Chiaravalle, to which the Abbot Manfredo Arc hits to , among 
other Farms, gave the great Vineyard Pilafirello, which was former¬ 
ly called the Vineyard of the Poor ; for that the wine there colleft- 
ed and thereof made, was ufually difpenc’d among the Poor, being 
to that end preferved in one entire Veflei, the greateft in the World, 
which contayned 600. meafures, ( each of which held about three- 
gallons ) was coajoyned with great Beams, and encom palled with 
large Hoops, which when empty, hath for its grandure, been held 
a worthy objeft to many People, and to fome Princes, Kings, and 
Emperors , among which was Charles the fifth who difdained not 
to enter therein. Somewhat further from whence in the Territory 
of Pavia lies theTown-Landiciano^and at tenn miles diftant from Lodi 
the noble and rich Caftle, Meregnana , and dole by it runneth the 
River Lambro , which brings to it delight, and all forts of provifi- 
ons, near it is the place where Francis the firftKingof France flew 
16000. Switzers, by whole deaths Majjimilian sforza happened to 
lofe his Seignory and liberty; thence fix miles ftands the Caftle s. An¬ 
gelo, wafhed by the Lambro , where every Wednefday, is keptafayr 
Market 5 thence three miles you fee the place where antiently ftood 
Lodi the Old. On the left of this fair way lies Cremona, and other 
places,whereof we have formerly treated in the voyage from Brefcia^ 
to Milam, on all fides, you behold this Country abounding with Fruit 
and manured with Vineyards.

T His City was founded by Frederick. Barbarojfa^ three miles di. 

ftant from the old Lodi , at whofe foundation laying, the 
faid Federtck. with himfelf brought all his Princes, and endowed it 
with many privileges, which (under the (hadow of the Em|>ire)pre- 
ferved it a long time in Liberty. Afterwards it chofe for its Lords 
the Veftarini, its own Citizens,and in the end fubmitted to the Dukes 
of Milan . The old Lodi was called antientiy LausPontpeia y for that 
it was reftorfed by t impetus Strabo^ 'Fatherof Potnpey the great, and 
this new Lodi was made a City by Corrado the fecond, Emperour,at 
the requeftof Erimbtrto , ArchBilhop of Milan , and though at his 
inftance yet it no way abated the envy reigning in the breads of the 
Milaneji , for they id the yeer 1158. under vjfi , foir the great hatred 
between them, deftroyed it , being not at all fatisfyed with their 
throwing down of the Walls, and driving away the Inbabitants,un 
till they had inforced the Citizens to live in villages feparateone 
from another, at fuch di fiance that they might not aftemble nor 
take Gounfel how toreftore their unhappy Country , prohibiting 
them traffick, and fale of any thing, or to joyn in allyance, under 
penalty of lofing their patrimony, and banifbmentjinto the like 
punifhment fell fach of them as went out of the place they were con¬ 
fined to, under which mifery and fervitude they continued for 49. 
yeers. But the Milaneji, were feverely chaffized for this their cru¬ 
elty , by God the juft Judge. Their City Milan being not longafter 
Tacked and burnt by Frederic 4 the Emperor. 

This City fituate in a plain, is of two miles compafs and a round 
form , having a pleafant and fertile Territory environing it, 
which produceth all Jforts of Grain , delicious Wines, ane lovely 
Frui 8: The Pafture, and Meadows,are alwaies in a flourittringgreen, 
being well preferved (from the fcorching Heatj by the overflowing 
of the Waters, which for that convehiency are conveyed in 4. or 5. 
Chanels, one above another almoft to a wonder, and fo much to 
their advantage that they mow their Meadows 4. or 5. times a yeer, 
which with their pafture affords them fo much milk as is incredible 
to fuch as have not feen it,wherewith they make abundance ofCheefe 
and fome of them weigh 500. weight, here alio they dry with fait 
thole fovory Cal ves Tongues, fo much admi red every where. 

It hath many Rivers, and they afford excellent Filb, particularly 
moft delicate Eels, The City contains 12000. Souls, and many no¬ 
ble Families,among others that of the Pejlarini who a long time Reig¬ 
ned over itr ft hath alfo given Birth to many Perfoos, no lefs emi¬ 
nent in Letremhan Arms. 

1 1 r< ceived the light of the Chriftian Faith, from the preaching of 
Saint Barnabas , at the time when Milan was therewith enlightned.f. 
BaJJano t wasBilhopof this City, to whom a Church therein is de¬ 
dicate, enriched with facerdotai habits, embroideries of Gold, and 
Jewels, Cups, Croffcs, Cenfors, and other valewable Vefiels. Tis 
walhed with the River Adda , over which there is railed a Bridge of 
Wood, fix miles off which, is the rich Abbacy of Borgbeto , and fix

PIACENZA. 

S Ome will have this City to take its name from the Pleafantnefs of 
its fite, and the beauty of its buildings, nor have we any other 
Original for Piacenza: Tis feated near the Poe* in a deligbtfuU place, 
having a flourilhing ebawpatua, and fruitful! Hills, Thefirft yiel¬ 
ding plenty of Com, and other things, for humane fattenance, the 
later incomparable Wines, delicate Fruits, andOyl: The Meadows, 

(alwaies green, by reafon of the artificial Bowing from the farroun- 
ding Rivers) are continually flocked with great herds of Cattel, 
whence they extract that cheefe which for its goodnefs is fo much 
cryed up through Enrope , that when they would commend any 
Cheefe, they call it ofriacentia 3 It affords alfo certain fprinjgsof fait 
water, (from which with fire they extraft the whiteff fait) and fome 
Mines of IroD, and Woods filled with Creatures for the Chafe. 

It was reduced into a Colony of the Romans, together with Cre- 
tnona, in the 350th. yeer after the building of Romte 9 by their ex. 
pul (ion of the French out of thatCountry,a$£rey foies, who of it 
makes an honourable mention in divers places, as well as divers o- 
ther Hiftorians, whence tis gathered, that twas very ftourifhingin 
the time of the Romans y fince when it hath differed many calamities, 
more by civil than forcin invafions; In the 170th- year after the Na¬ 
tivity of our Saviour, when VitelHus waged War againft Otbo 9 the 
Amphitheatre (landing without its Wall was burnt,which made £*• 
ho to fayGtuajffata tUcentia. hello. 

It is embeliifhed with noble ftruftures .* As the antient Fountain 
erefted by Amgnjins C<efar i the fumptuous Church of Santa Maria the 
Virgin, the Church oiSanto Antonio the Martyr, *he fair Church 
of S. Giovanni officiated by the Fryers of S . Dominick^ and that of San 
si/loy with a worthy Monaftery, but above all is refplendent the 
Temple of Sant Avguftino, attended by the canonical Regulars,which 
at firfl was companed about with a weak Wall, but afterwards fo 
well forrifyed with ftrong Walls and a Fort built of Stone, that it 
acquired a place among the ftrong holds of Italy: The City is four 
miles compafs, and the Ditches add one mile more, and is walhed 
by the Rivera »T rebia and Poe$ after it had a long time en joyed its li¬ 
berty , it became fnbjeft to the Scotti } Turriani 9 the Landi , tne Dukes 
of Milan, the Frtnch , the Romans , the holy Church, butatpre- 
fent it remains in peace under the Signori Fameji.

i Sr. Antonio ftands the Church of Saint Antonio 9 where the fix Souldiers were 
miraculoufly burnt by fire,who blafphemed his name. Then you fee 
Stradella and the Cattle of Saint Giovanni and Pickier a. On the left ly 
the Apeniae Hills, among which ttands enclofed the City Bobio thirty 
Bobio miles from Tiacentia where Teodolenda. ^ueen of the Longolardi 9 built 

a rich and fumptuous Monaftery, at therequeftof SanCo(ombano i af- 
figning it great poflefiions for fufteining the Monty who ferved God, 
from which Monaftery haveiffued thirty twoSaints. 

At Piacenza begins the Emilian Way, called Via Emilia , according 
to Liwji which was fet out by Emilias the Conful, and extends 
it felt from thence to Rimini 9 towards the South. On the right ap¬

Emperour, and Paalus 'lertins the Pope} 
more forward ttands the Burgo Saint Vonnino , fortifyed with new 
st. onnmo Forts, and created a City lately at the inftance of RanuecioFamefe, 
Duke of Parma , Having repafcdthe Foe* youarrive*at the River

T His City is rich and adorned withttately Edifices, illuftrious 
Families and many Inhabitants. It hath a delightfull and fruit- 
full Territory, yielding Corn, Fruit, Oyl, Wine, and Chcefeknown 
through the^Wotld, which hath acquired it a place among the rich 
and noble Cities of Italy. 

- Tis feated on th eViaEmilta in a plain at five miles dittance from 
the Apenines , between which and the Suburb on the Weft, pafleth 
the River Patma 9 over which is raifed a Bridge of carved Stone 
conjoyning both the Banks.* Tis not known whether this River took 
its name from the City, or the City from the River, no antient Au¬ 
thor making mention of fc, but UvyJPolibius , and Cicerd with other 
grave Writers, fpeak honourably of the City. It was made a Golo- 
ny for the Romans together withjWfcW as Livy averrsin his39tb.

was much efteemed by the Princes, and Cardinals of the Court of 
Rowe a who af ter he had long exereifed the Office of Vicar General 
for Cardinal Luiga Cornaro Bilhop of Padoua , with grear praife in th at j 
quality, deceaMJo the yeer 1592. leaving an excellent example 
to all mortals. Wfibfe Brother Urban % gave no lefs Fplendour to his 
Country, being Captain of the Militia For the Venetians. At prefen t 
lives Filippo Vrbano- their worthy Nfephew, a Canon of the Domo or 
Cathedral Church of Padoua . 

Returning to the Via Emilia you mec t the Caftle Scandiano , honou¬ 
red with the title of a Marquefate, fubje& to the Signori Tieni , no 
ble Vicentines on the left hand lies the Caftle Roldo, belonging to 
the Family*# a feudatorie of the Emperour,Saint Martino , GonZga, 
anaNuvilara. 

Between Modena and Reggio> near the River Le»z.a, ftands Cor¬ 
reggio , a well-governed and honourable Caftle, and well peopled 
it was created a City by the Empire, and appertains to the moft il¬ 
luftrious Family tirreggio, formerly great in Padova, and called G/- 
berto, from which heretofore ifiiied a Cardinal, at this time Girolamo 
Bernero, of the preaching Order gives great honour to this Country, 
who was afTum&to a cardinallhip by Sijlo&uinto, High Bilhop, ior 
his incomparable virtue and goodnefs of Lite, who continues a pru¬ 
dent lover of the virtuous,and a great Zealot for theChriftian Reli¬ 
gion. Then where the River Lecchia cuts in funder the Emilian way 
ftands the ftrong Caftle with a well-made Bulwark, enviro- 

roned withHills, whence travailing ina largeRoad, youariveat 
Modena . 

MODENA. 

T His noble City was reduced into a Colony of the Romans toge- 
ther with Parma , in the 570th. yeer after the budding of Rome, 
as Livy and other Hiftorians write, who in feveral places make there* 
of honourable mention, which teftifies that in that time it was rich 
and powerfull, and this is alfo confirmed by the many inferiptions 
and antient Marbles which are extant up and down the fame. It 
was enough illuftratcd by that notable battel which was fought 
near it,when Hirtio and Pan}a were Gonfuls of Romeyhe confequence 
whereof was the Lofs of the $ enates au thority, and the peoples liber¬ 
ty^ 0 * then Mar. Antonins besieged Brutus in this City, who by the 
afiiftance of C. oftavins c&far , obtained the viftory againft the faid 
Antonins . Afterwards it fuffered many ruines from the Barbarous, as 
Saint Ambrofs mentions, that he faw it with the other adjacent Pla¬ 
ces upon the Via Emilia , thrown down and derftoyed. 1 1 was layed 

wafteby the Goths*, and Longobards s who afterwards being driven 
out by the EmperorClwIr the great,and he having eftabliihed hisSon 
Pipin King of Italy ,the Sons of the Citizens of Modena affembledthem- 
lelves together from their fecure retirements, and took counfel how 
__ Z to 
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to rebuild this City,which in proceis of time they effected as is now 
feen, fomewhat diftant from the antient Modena , as Leandro more at 
large difcourfeth. 

TheCity isfmall,ofan orbicular form,&feated ina plain abounding 
with fruits , and delicate Wines. The Dukes of Efte, Alfonfo the fe* 
cond greatly amplified this City, and raifed fair edifices. In the do* 
mo they devoutly preferve rhe bones of S. Giminiano , its Bifhop, for 
whofe merits God delivered many pofieffcd with Devils. Tis full of 
noble and ingenuous People, whence not only many famous Gap. 
tains. Counts an^ Marquefes, have proceeded, but alfo many 
Cardinals, Bifhops, and other prelates, withmoftlearnedmen,of 
whom are Sadoleto and Stgonio, whofe works are of note to all. It 
continued a long time in liberty, as did the other Cities of Lumbar - 
dy, but is at prefent fubjefrto the Dukes of Efle, who by their con- 
ftant rdidence much ennoble and enrich it, they here Make Vizards 
and Targets, much efteemed through Italy. 

Forth of Modena towards the South under th eAppeninet ftands For- 
megtne, spezzano t and ten miles off it, Sajfulo, a noble and civil 
Cattle, with a fumptuous Palace of the Family of Pi a, wattled by 
the River Secchia , where ttands a fair Church dedicated to the blef- 
fed Virgine, whither refort infinite People to obtain Graces. Upon 
the faid Mountain are many other Villages and Hamlets, which alfo 
may be feen on that part of Modena towards the Eaft. 

Thefe Cattles heretofore fubjedf to feveral Lords,and particularly 
to them of Monte , who were then very potent in thefe Countreys, 
and poffeffed all the placs in the Graffignana , which confines with 
Bologna , and among them SeJlola 9 aed Fanano. Then going Weft- 
ward you fee the Alpes of San Pelligr/no , and the Cattle Aquario fa* 
mous for its Baths. After turning to the South, by thefe Mountains 
runs the Tyrrebene Sea$ fomewhat further near Bologna , on the Banks 
of the River Panaro, appears Cattle Vetro, and spilimberto, of the 
Signori Rangori, whence four miles you finde Vignola a Town honou 
red with a Marquifate, fubjeft to the Signori Boncompagio, which 
Town confines with the Bolognian territories. 

Towards the North is feated Correggio, at 12. miles diftance,thence 
and fomewhat further the moftnoble Cattle or rather Imperial City 
Carpi, which may very well be paralleld to many Cities, both 
for the great and ingenuous People, and the fupeifluity of all 
things neceffary. It hath the title of a Principality , and was a long 
time enjoyed by the Signori Pit , but is at prefent By the Duke of 
Modena. 

On the Eaftern part of Modena, is a Chanel upon which you may 
be conveied eight miles by Boat, unto Finale , then patting on the 
panaro , and entring the Poe, they go to Terrara, upon the River Vi- | 
naro, where the Chanel runs into it, ftand Bon Porto, and San Felice, j 
praifed for good Wines. 

Along the via Emilia , 3 miles diftant from Modena , pafTeth the 
River ranaro, near which are the confines between the Modonejs, and 
the Bologneji, in which place Glandms the Conful copeing with the j 
Enemies, took 15000. Prifoners, and 700. Liguri, moreover in the J 
fame place Kofcm King of theLongobardi ,routed the Roman Army,and I 
flew (even thoufand ofthem. j

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There alfo the Army of the Modonejt being difeomfited by the Bo- 
logneft , Enzo King of Sardegna, Son of Frderick the fecond , was ta» ! 

ken Prifoner. On the other fide of the Panaro, is NovantoU with I 

an antient and noble Monaftery founded by Anfelmo , Kmfman of Novantola j 
Aftolfo King of the Longobards , having been a worthy Captain in 
their Army, and there quitting this World, created himfelfCaptain 1 

of a thoufand Menkes, endowing the place with ftore of Goods and 
Revenues, about the yeer of our Salvation 780. h wasaftfcrwards 
reftored by the Countefs Matilda , and is inhabited by many Mohky 
who have Jurifdittion as far as Spain , wherein are kept the body of 
Saint Adrian the Pope, and fomepart of S. Stfoeftcr, with many o- 
thet Reliques, and fome antient Books, particularly the Breviary 
of the faid Matilda. 

Near the Via Emilia -, between Bologna and Kovantola, ftands S. Aga- A & ata 
ta } a Cattle built be barbarojja the Emperor, and Crevalcore formerly 
called Allogra Cmrc where twice the Armies of Bernabo Vifconte Lord 
of Milan, were overthrown* Then one comes to San Giovanni, a 
Countrey yeelding Wheat and other Grains. On the left fide of the 
Emilian Way, are feen Cajiiglione, and Cafile Franco, 15. miles from 
Bologna , in which Territory was lately raifed an inexpugnable Fort, 
by Pope *l)rban the 8th. from whofe name tis denominated Vrbano. 

Near which is the Foro de Galli, where Irtio and Panfa, the Roman 
Confuls fighting with M . Antonms, obtained a glorious Victory, 
but with it their mortal wounds whereof they both dyed in the fame 
place.* Then appear Tiumanio, Bazano , and Crepellano, pleafant Ca¬ 
ttles , feated on thofe little Hills, at the Feet of the Apenines. 

On the left fide of the Emilian Way fi ve miles diftant from Bologna 
is the River Lavino , and Ghironda, which joyningtogeherencom- 
pafs Forcelli , in a triangular form at one miles diftant frota the Via ForccUi 
Emilia, where oBavianus, Mar cm Antonins, and Marcus Lepidus , par¬ 
ted the Monarchy between them felves , which Forcelli feemsnowa 
reninful a, though it may be perceived to have been an Ifland* af¬ 
terwards thefe two Rivers throw themfelves into the Poe: About a 
mile before you arrive at Bologna , there is a very long Bridge, built 
; ofStone, which reacheth from the one fide ofthe River to the other 
whence to Bologna is an eafiy mile. ; 

BOLOGNA la Grajfa or BO LON l A the Fate. 

B ologna was antiently head of the 12. Cities which the Tufcans 
poffeffed on that fide of the Apenines , who being driven out by, 
the French , and the French byrh e Romans, it became a Colony ot 
the Romans , who fent thither 3000. men to inhabit. After the 
Romans it was fubje&ed to the Grecians , the Longobards,^nd to the 
Efarcato of Ravenna. Afterwards recovered liberty like the other Ci- ’ 
ties of Lumbar di, at which time the wicked fa&ions of the Lamber- 
tazzi, and Gereniei arofc, and reduced it to great mificry and fervb j 

tude, which their fufierings caroled them to recommend theqifelvs 
to the Roman chief Bifhop. Afterwardsto the Pepolififconti, Bentivo- 1 

£fc,aud finally it wholly put it felf under the wings of thePope, who 
now enjoys it with peace. 

It is fituated at the Foot of the Apenines in the midft of the Via EmU . 
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lid, placed according to Uolomeo in the 6th. Climate, at33. de¬ 
grees and a half, having the faid Apenines on the South, the Via Emi¬ 
lia or Roman Way, on the Eaft, and the pleafant and fertile Cam* 
pagna leading to Ferrara, and Venetia on the North; At its beginning 
twas formed a fmall City , according to the accuftomed manner of 
the Ancients, with two only Gates, the one towards Rome, theo- 
ther towards Lnmbardi. Afterwards in the time of Gratian the Empe- 
rour, they ad joyned two other Gates, and at the reftauration, which 

S a** petronio made (after the deftrudion by 1 beodofius') they made 9. 
Gates, as fomefay,i3. as others, where now are extant certain lit¬ 
tle Turrets called lnrrofetti: Atlaft enlarged as at this day, the faid 
Gates were made twelve f and was fo much encreafed, that certain 
yeerspaft being meafured within theWalls,Itscircuit was found to be 
5. miles in length two miles want a quarter, and inbredthonemile, 
f rom the Port S. Mammola , to the Port Galliera. 

It is formed in the fimilitude of a Ship, more long tbaiebroad, at 
one fide fhewing the figure of a Prow,and at the other that of a Poop 
having in the midft the moft high Tower Afinelli , which reprefents 
the main Maft, the Tower Gari/enna xheScale, and the other fmall 
Towers, the Shrouds to the eye of the beholder. Within it is no 
manner of fortification, the Citizens havingcaftdownthofethat 
were, who confiding in their own valour and prudence, content 
themfelves with a (ingle Brick-Wall, which encompaffes it 5 near 
it runs the River Savona-, and through it the Reno> which ferves for 
tranfportationof Merchandiz from Ferrara. 

That Bologna abounds with all things is known to all,whereby they 
give it the ftile of Fatt: Its Fields are fair and large, producing all 
forts of Corn , and Wines of the beft forts in Italy , with all kinds of 
Fruits, particularly Olives , fo bigg and fweet * that they give not 
place to them of Spain-, it hath alfo Woods for Foul, and Beads of 
Chafe, and notwitnftanding there be few Lakes, yet tis plentifully 
ferved with fifh from comacchio and Argent a. 

Here ( to maintain their Epithite of Bologna U grajfa) they make 
thofe famous Salfages,which for their excellency are efteemed a coft- 
lydifh through the World, as alfo a Conferve of Quince and Sugar 
called gelo or gelly, fit for the Table of a Prince. They here alfo 
work with great Art, Sheaths for Knives of boyled Leather, and 
fair Harqucbufes, and Flacks or Bottels. They have great numbers 
of Silk-Worms, from whofe labour they extradquantity of Silk, 
whereof they make Sarcenet, Velvet, and other Silks, in fuch plen¬ 
ty, as that they not only fupply nil Italy therewith, but England and 
the Low Countreys. 

Its Territory affords many Quarries of white Stones, and great 
ftore of Hemp and Flax, fome minerals of All urn, with medicinal 
Fountains both hot and cold. 

It hath but one Piazza , which yet for its largenefs, may be faid 
to be three con joyned, in the midft whereof ftandsa fumptuous 
marble Fountain, whereon ftands a Brazen Neptune , made by 6/0- 
vanni Bologna, a Flemifh Sculptor, in very much excellency, whence 
gufhetha moft clear ftream of Water, It hatha general uniformity 
of building, having ftraight and fpatious Streets, and on each fide 
of them before the Houfes Arches, of the fame Strudure, where the

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Citizens recreate them fel ves without fear of the Icorching Sun the - 

drippingRains.There is one fpatiousGarden of the roetijL another of 

the Pafelli. Near the Church of S. Giacomo, where.no w appear a good i 

fpace of old rinesu, was formerly a regal Palace of the Bentivoeli 

(while they were Lords of Bolonia Jwhofe Mayefty and Magni licence i 1 I 

is treated on by Beroaldo, , I 

Tis adorned with fuperb and fpatious Edifices, afwellfor divine ' j 

worlhip as private ufe; Among others the Popes Palace,over the I 
gate whereof is theStatucof a Pope in Brafs,and that ofthcCampeg 1 
gi, (where in the time of Ginlio Terzo, the Council of the Pepoliand 
Malvezzi met ) are of fuch grandufh, that any Prince may be recei¬ 
ved there. The Palace which fronts the Church San Petronio, was 
built by the Bolonianr, for a prifon for Enzo King of Sardegna, where 
he lived,and at the coft of the publick was royally entertained for 
twenty yeers,t ill his death. 

Furthermore the CitizensHoufes are beautified with Vefts^and 
other things, to the pride of any others of Italy, and their Sellars fo 
deep under ground that they apprehend no Earth-quske;The Tow* 
er Ajmelli, fo named from the founders, and Gan fend a fo called 
from its pendency downwards, difcover the great ingenuity of the 
Architedor. 

Its principal Temples are, that of San rietro the feat o? theBifhop, 
where ly many Cardinals, Bilhops, and other learned Dodors, with 
many Reliques of Saints, Pidures, Sculptures, and Ornaments of gold 
and Silver of high valew. The D&mo which (lands on the Piazza,dc * 
dicate to San Petronio, Bifliop and Protedor of the City,is fo great and 
magnificent, that few Churches are equal to its here Cbarls the 5th. 
received from Pope clement the 7 th. the Crown of the Empire: The 
Church of Saint Francis is well built, where Pope Alexander the 5th; a 
Bolotiian lies buried, and Odojfredo and Accurjio, two great Lights of 
theCivil Law 5 then the magnificent Monaffery of San Salv/dore, and 
the noble and rich Nunnery del CorpodiChrifti, where lies enterred 
the blefled Catharine, who was a Nun therein, whofe nails upon 
the hands and feet grow as if fhe were living: The Churchof San 
GiacomoiWith its Chapel built by Giovanni fecundo Bentivoglio, was a 
work only for a King, wherein lies the faid Bentivoglio, with many 
of his defendants, fomeof the Malvezzi , and other illuftrious per¬ 
form, with many Reliques of Saints, guarded in a rich andftately 
Altar by Cardinal Poggio. 

The Church of S. Martin, where repofe the bones of Beroaldo and 
Alexandro Achellini the Philofopher. The Church of San Giovanni, 
entombes an image of Cecilia the Virgin Martyr, painted by.the di- 
vine Rafael of Urban, the afhesof the blefled Elena, and Carlo Raino 
a famous Dodor of Laws, four of thefe Churches Canons have been 
Bifhops of Bologna. 

The Church of Saint Stephen the Proto* Martyr, is fumptuous built 
byS.

dlefticks, Lamps, Centers, and other Ornaments. 1 his Church hath 
a noble Convent, with many (Hoyflers, and Dormitories for the 
Fryers, and a large Refeftory efcellently painted, and one of the 
larged Cellars of Italy $ therein is like wife a Gtmetory wherein to 
bury the Fryers. And an excellent Library, fcarce any cqtialytione 
better to be found, kept and encreafed dayly by the Fathers with 
great diligence, and here fits the Inquifition. In this Convervt d well 
one hundred and fifty Religious, and here theykfeep the publ qne 
Studies of the Sciences, which hathoccafioned principally ihat live, 

Popes, many Cardinal?, Bifliops, and holy Fathers have pioceeded \ 
hence, among which were San Pietro the Marty r,8<<» K aninnao & Egi- . 
dir Fqfcararmmfhop of Modena,vtho behaved himfelfprudently and 
learnedly at the Council of Trent. 

The firft Bifhop of Bologna was S*»Z<*«w,who in the ayothyeer after 
Ghriftfirft preached the Faith hete,Dionifius being then Pope,whoni 
71 .have fuccceded of good Doftrine and holy con verfation,of whom 

nine are Canonized,and two held for Saints. •' r 

Moreover from this excellent Country have Ifiued 6. Martyrs; 13. 
Confefibrs, i4.MenSaints, and7. Women. It hath 179- Churches, 
that is 23. far the Company of Laickj\ 3. Abbacies 3 2. Prepofiton, 

9* for the Regular Priefts, 24. for the Fryers, 33. Monafienes for 
Nuns, 10, Hofpitals, 5. Priorates, 2. Collegiate Churches, and 
the Domo, which is confecrate to Saint Feter,and giveth the title or j 
Prince to its Biftiop, with a great Revenew,with many other Chur¬ 
ches which are either Parochial* or Oratories. 

The Univerfity was placed in Bologna , by iheedofins theEmperor, 
intheyeer of our Lord 425. and much amplified afterwards by 
charier the great, and Lotario the Emperor, the firft Reader of the 
Civil Laws here was lrnerio‘induced thither by the faid Lotario , fince 
when many wife and well-read men in all fciences have proceeded 
hence, in the time ot Giovan Andrea the Splendour of the Canon Law 
and A&otm the Fountain of the civil Law, we read there were ten 
thoufand Students in this City. Azone fates Legalixm jbtdiorrtrrtftm- 
perMo**rcbiam temntBononia 3 hence m that Gregory the 9 th. dsrc&ed 
his decretals to thellniverfity of Bolonia and Bom face the 8 th. Si/?# y 
and Giovamti the 24th.theBook of th eClementines. > 

The Fabrick of the Univerfity is very proud, with a large Hall and 
fpatiousCouits.ln the City are many Colkgesfor feveralNations,and j 
tofpeak its pratfes in one word,tis a moft happy Univerfity,and me- | 
rits that Changer which all men give it, viz,. 

Bononia docet,& Bononia mater Studiornm. j 

The City contains 80000. Souls, among them many noble Fanfi- j 
lies,with many titled, as Dukes,Marquefes, Counts,Captain® of War,; 
befides infinite Scholars.____l£fj 
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Its Riches are great and equally divided among the Citizens, 
whence tis that they alwaies preferved a good reputation; It fought 
with Federico Barbarojfa , ana took his Son Etr&o Prifoner, maintain 
ing him fplendidlyfor 22. yeers. It fubjugated more than once, 
Eorli,imola, Faenza, cefena, Cervia, and other places. Itglorioufly 
maintained a War againft the Venetians 3 for 3. yeers together, with 
an Army of forty thoufand men, and had fome Families very potent, 
as may a ppear by that of the Lambertazzi, who being baniflied with 
all its followers, out of Bologna, , in the ycer 1274,. they fay that what 
with Men, Women, and Servants, they who by that decree went 
out,amounted to the number of fifteen thoufand perfons. 

The Burroughs and Suburbs of BO LONIA. 

F Orth of Bolonia, towards the Weft,at the Foot of the Mountains, 
is the Church of S an GiofeJJo , and the Monaftery of the Certomfi. 
Upon the top of the Mountain Guardia , is reverenced an Image of 
the bleffed Virgin drawn by tho hand of S. Lufo Out of the Gate 
towards the Emilian Way, there is a noble Monaftery of the Crut- 
ched Fryers, and towards the South the Church Mi J ericordia y where 
refide the reverend Fryers of Saint Augujltne. Out of the Gate San 
Mammolo , is a Monaftery of the Jefuites, and upon the hill is the 
miraculous Madonna del Monte 9 a Church of the Benedi&ine Fryars, 
where are the natural effigies of Bajfarione and Nicholo Perotto . 

Towards the Eaft is the Church of San Vittore, placed among the 
Hills, where Bartolo the moft learned Doftor, refided 3. yeers as it 
were unknown, near which are (lately Palaces. Without the city 
alfo (lands S an Michelle in bofeo, upon a hill, with a rich and proud 
Monaftery. The Church is garniflied with fair Colums, Statues, and 
Sculptures of Marble, andfumptuous Altars with rare pi&ures, the 
guire with excellent Land skips,there is a (lately Library,&refe&o- 
ry with excellentPi&ures drawn by Vafari among, them the effigies 
of clementt he 7th. in theCloyfter lies buried Antonio diButrio , a 
Do&or of Laws, and Kamazzotto, avalourous Captain in the Wars. 
Its apportments are excellent Archite&ure, and its gardens moft de- 
litious, from which Monaftery , befides the City and Territory of 
; [iopnia, you have a full profped of the plcafant Country of Lombardy 
' fo much commended by Bobbins, in the fecond book of his hiftories, 
as alfo of thofeSnowy hills the Alps,which appear like Clouds,the A« 
driaticSea,and the mouth of thep^which runs into the Sea by many 
branches, and like wife of Mantoua^errara, Imola 9 Mbrandola , ando- 
thcr furrounding places, which feem as fo many fair Rofes and flow¬ 
ers difperfed over thofe Fields. 

The Teritory of B 0 L 0 G N A. 

/Hp'Ra vailing out of Bologna, South-Weft, you meet with the 
Jl mod antieat Monaftery or Priorate of Santa Maria del Reno, 
whence have proceeded 2 Popes, with many Cardinals, Bilhops, 
Saints, and other Religious. Then turning on the left hand towards 
the Apenines, and keeping the River Reno, on the right, you arrive 
I at the Bridge cMeechio, a little farther you fee the Chief a, which is a 
1 Aa 2 Wall 
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Wall traverfing the Reno from fide to fide , to force the Water down 
a Chanel, cut artificially to Bologna, for *he driving certain Engines 
and Mils for grindidg Corn, for making Veffels of Copper,and ^rms 
for War, for beating of Spices, and Galnuts, for twitting of 
Silks, for burntthing of Arms, and for edging of divers Inftruments, 
'orm king of Paper, jawing of Planks, and divers other Myfteries, 
and in the end to convey the Barks to Malelbergo , and thence on the 
roe, to Ferrara. Then you enter the Vale Reno, between the River 
and the Hills, which is moft produ&ive of all Grains and Fruits, in 
which Valley ftands the magnificent Palace of theR ojji, a Palace for 
its c>pacioufnef$ apd delights fit to lodge an Emperor, ontheHill 
near it is theTown ColoJfznj,w c ^- before you can alcend you enutt pafs 
under a Rock by a way cut thorow with Iron, on the left hand be¬ 
holding a prodigious hollow, through which the Hertz pafferh. Then 
you find Panico, a Town a long time pofltiled by the Family or Pam. 
co J w hich at this day is wholly extindt. More forward one dilcoyers 
a fair Plain called Mijano , and in it certain foot'ftepsof Edifices, 
and other Antiquities, purfuing which way you arrive at the Town 
Vergata, the feat of the Captain who hath Jurisdiction over the Inha¬ 
bitants of ihe adjacent Villages, andisdiiranr 15. miles from Holoni* 
a. Whence travailing on the right hand, (hew themfelves Cejio , Barg* 
hi, and Cajtlighone , Cattles of the 'iignori Pepoli , near whereto are 
riie confines of the Florentine Territories, but on the right h>nda- 
long the Banks of the Reno, are the Baths of rorretta , wherefrom 
Rocks guihout hot Waters very medicinal, whofe virtue istnani- 
fetted to all by the Proverb which faies Chi beve Vacqna della Barrett a, 
'ochelo Jazza, 0 chc lo netia, thence taking the right-h2ndway, you 
enter the Grajjignana, treated of diffufely before. 

Taking the Way through the Gate Galliera , towards Ferrara, you 
meet CoriuelU , then puffing the Bridge over the Reno you fee S an 
Georgio a Cattle ten miles off Bologna, where leaving the Cattles Cen- 
to and Fieve, on the left, appears Toggio, appertaining to the noble 
Family! amb intending then for t errarayou mutt: keepthe dired: 
Road. 

On the right hand of which Way near the Canale, lies Bentivoglio, 
a iumptuous Palace with a Tower in the midftof aftrongFort, 
whence faylingdown theCanale\n Boats, called Sandoli, one pafieth 
by Alalalbergo , an Inn infamousby name and Deeds, Eottijredi a Ta* 
vtrn, Alincrbo a T own, and Bntrio a CaftIe,whofe Countrey affords 
plenty of Hemp, which for its length and ftrength is much etteem- 
edat Venice, and by them ufed for Cordage for their VeflTels. Near 
the Fmilian way. towards the Eatt, ftand MohntUa a Palace, Zto/fl/z/rf- 
li Faiti-, a Village, M edteina a Cattle,and Ricardina a Town, between 
which was fought that fliarp battailby theArmy cf sartlomcoCogliono 
agaiuft that of Galeazzo sforzaScm of the Duke Francejco, wherein the 
h\dP>artolomcoji:iTid\ned Conqueror,and near hereto, lies the Valley 
Argcnta, and the CdttleGuelfo, where' begin theTerritories of Imola. 

On the P/a Emilia towards Romagna' five miles off Bologna cn the 

right hand lie molt pleafant Hills, beautified with Palaces, Gardens 
and Fruit Trees, and fome Woods of Juneper the harbour of much 
Foul, which Hills afford the fweeteft and largett Olives of italy, not 
j at all inferiour to them ofsprf/w.Near w c h- lies the Way leading to Flo* 
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rence . Near the Emtlian Way alfo runs the River Savena, over which 
is built a Bridge of Brick, not far from which are difeovered the ru- 
ines of another ftately Bridge , which was raifed at the coft of the 
Cohntefs Matilda . On the right hand appear the feet of the Apeniues , 
with fome Hills embellifhed with Towns and Villages. On the left 
is a good and fertile Plain, and the Road to Ferrara , and on one fide 
of the Emilian Way, are the Ruinesof the Antient City guaterna, Usatema 
which was deftroyed by the Bolonians , in theyeer 385. after a long 
Battail, and on the other fide is the Caftle Butrio, ten miles off which 
you finde the River Seleroyyvei which is a Bridge of ftone;near which 
(lands the Caftle San Pietro , built by the Bolonians , whofe Fields af¬ 
ford plenty of Grain, Flax, and Fruit, and the Ferry no lefsgain; SanPietr9 
on the right hand of Selero, (lands Dozza, a C aftle endowed with the Do^« 
title of a Count, belonging to the Family Campeggi in Bolonia, and 
Paradedo a Convent of the Fryers of the third order of San Francejco , 
called Minimi , built with wonderfull coft and Artifice by Pop eGiu . 
liusthe fecond, tis thence to Imolo a mile 

Having perufed all the Territory of Bologna , nothing remains but 
the number of People,which what in the Territories with the Cities 
and Burroughs amount to 207797. Souls. 

ThcGeftsorJournies from BOLOGNA 
toFLORENCE, SIENNA, 
and ROME 

T O go to Florence , you mud travail South Eaft, out of the Gate 
S. steffano, through a pleafant, and fertile Country, wherein 
rife fome Hills, and having gone ten miles, you arrive at Pianora, a 
Town filled with Hofteries, then at Loiano , among the (harp Hills, p iama 
fomewhat farther lies Scar a, a place much honoured by its Country- 
man Romafciato ,a famous Souldier ,Petra Mala,& Fiorenzuola , a new 
Caftle built by the Florentines: Thence after paffing the River, you 
mud gain the top of the Apenines through a rough and laborious way 
having no repole in all that Straight three miles paffage, till the ari- 
val at a little Hoftery at the very top, on the left hand of which paf¬ 
fage lies a profound Vally, fo deep and fo horrid, that it many times 
turns the brain of the Traveller to behold it,8c hath occafioned fome 
thofe in daggering whitnfes, to fall down to their inevitable ruine. 
Defcending from whence you attain Scarperia , (b called from its fite, 
on the flopenefs of the Apenines, whence the eye may behold the Scarpena 
lovely places of Tufcany : Finally having travailed fifty miles from 
Bologna you reach Florence .

. * n inconfiderable time before theTriumvirate,8c divers are the o- 
pinionsabout its building,fome will have it built by theFieJolani,who 
confidering the difficulty 8c fbar pnefs of the afeent, 8c defeent of the 
Mountain whereon Fiefole was built, by little and little abandoned 
Fiefole, and built their habitations in the plain nedr the Banks of Ar* 
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wTOthersfey by the Ffevtimiwho here dweltT^sto its n*««, it wa* 
called fA™**, either from its fo great felicity, ro the fuddaronef* 
ofitsiqcwafe, like a Flower to its beauty ,o?k>r that it was 

made a Colony to Rom?* the Flower of theWorld. Tiskatedma 
plain,and is cut through in two pam by the Kiw^m- Tiscom* 
palled on the Eaft and Northpaits,inthe hkenefs of a half Theatre by 
plcafant Hills, and on the Weft it hath a glorious Plain, extending 
it fclf forty miles broad, placed bet ween Atezze^pifa, and is fe^ 
cured from the force of the Enemy by the Apminesi ti$ five miles in 
compafs, and rather of a long than circular Form. Heretoforeit had 
4, principal Gates, and 4 Polternes, whenalfo it had 62. Towers the 
habitations of Gentlemen. Afterwards it was in great part deftrpy- 
ed by AttiU King of the Goths, who flew fome of the Citizen*. After 
which the Walls were caft down by the Fiejofani , and the barbarous, 
which moleftations, enforced theCltwens to quit it and retreat to 
adjacent Caftles, and fq it remained wholy deprived of inhabitants 
till the year of the Incarnation of our Lord 80a, When CW the 
great from his Grownation as Emperor at &>me 3 returning for France, 
Rayed there fome daies, and the place being agreable to him he gave 
beginning to the Walls, and therein erefted 150 Towers, one hun¬ 
dred braces or Yards intheheighth, andenjoynedallthedifperled 
citizens to re-inhabiMt $ from that time it augmented daily, and 
was governed in Liberty , being (for all that) many times infinitely 
perplexed with the wicked Fa&ions of the Ner/.and Biancht, the GueU 
ft , and Gibellinu . _ 

Antiently their Government was thus. They created two Con • 
(uls for one year, giving them a Senate of or\e hundred Fathers wife 
men, afterwards this Order changed, and ten Citizens elected cal¬ 
ling them Antiani 9 which order wa* alfo fcveral times changed, 
through the differences between the Gentlemen and Citizens, and 
the Citizens and common people. , , 

The Citizens by their Ingenuity heaped up much Riches, and that 
made their pride fo gi*at, that the one would not give place to the 
other. It fubdued many Ciities of Tu/eanp and Rotnag/ta, particularly 
pija a potent Rcpubiick is at prefent under one foie Prince with it. 

Thefcrencfs and goodnefs of the Ayr generates many good Wit# 
there, and their Ingenuity procures great Riches. It u divided ( as 
aforefaid) by the Arno, over which are built four magnificent Brid¬ 
ges. It hath plenty of all things, from the environing Hills, Plains, 
and the navigable River. It (lands as it were in the heart of itsty, 
is the coaftant refidence of its Princ^and its people ate fo foduftrious 
that there is fcarce a MtrchandizingCity in tfieWorld without fome 
Florentine Merchants, which gaveoccafion to Pope Boniface the XI. 
to fay that the Florentines were the 5th. Element $ no City in Europe 
(except Rami) produced more Archite&PJrs, and Sculptors 

than this, whence tis that it abounds with admirable Palaces,Tcm- 
ples, Piftures, andStatuea, upononeof the Bridges is the Gold* 
SmithsStreet?upon another of (lately ftro&urc the fcafons of the year, 
in Marble. Oppofite toithisftandsaGolumnafan immenfe bignefs, 
and upon the top thereof a'Statue of Juftice in Porphirc, which &J* 
mHi the firft great Duke raifed as a Troph* in that place,' for that 
walking for paftime,thc newes throe firft reached him ofthe^reat 
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Victory which the Marquef# Mgrignaue, obtayned oyer Pietro Stroz- 
Zi, in the yeer 15 s 5 and with it Sienna, near it is the Palazzo de 
Strozzi, no lefs to be admired for the immenfity of its Fabricks,tban 
fpr its rude Architect ure. Here on the right lies the Merchants vault 
Supported with %r Pillars, and before it a Brafen $ore,cafting forth 
Waterjftrait on is the Piazza Maggiore , or great place, in the midft 
whereof is the Statue of Cofmns the great Duke on Horfe back in 
ftrafs with this infeription on each fide of the Bafis.

The Porch in the fame Piazza is remarkeable for its Aceh and Sta¬ 
tues, one whereof is of Judith in Brafs r and in another, ilone are 
pourtrayed three perfonsdn (everal pofforcs, cut all out of; the fame 
(lone representing the Rape of the Sabines. marr. 

i,r Oppofite unto the Piazza (lands the Royal Palace of the Duke, at 
the entrance Into which,(land$ a Coloffus of David , made by Micha¬ 
el Angelo, and another of Hercules treading on Gacur, within is a (late¬ 
ly Coutt fet about with Pillars of Corinthian Work, and over them 
painted the famous deeds of Cofmus the great Duke and all the pla¬ 
ces fubjeft unto that Dutch) 9 above them is a fpatious Hall with di¬ 
vers Statues, among them one of Pope Leo the tenth, another of 
Pope Glemmt the feventh, both of the Family of the Medicies, from 
whence the Dukes Gallery invites a view, in the lower (lory where¬ 
of fit the Courts of Juftice, with an Arcade to walke in, on each fide 
above are the (hops of the Dukes Artijan*, In the uppermoft pdtt are 
preferved as many wonders as things, fome to be admired for their 
richnefs, rarity, and Art, others for their antiquity > On each fide of 
the Gallery are placed above 80. Statues, among them that of the 
Idol brought from the Temple of ApfiUo at Delphos with this verfe on 
thePideftaL 

Vtpotui hue vent Delptf & fratre reli&o, 

Aqd that of Sdpie Africanus , holding up his Gown under his Arm 
are mod admirable , oyer the Statues hang the Piftures of the moft 
famous Scholars and Souldiers of the modern times. 

At the right handof this Gallery are (everal Stanzaes of Curiofities 
which none can behold without aftoniQunentat the richnefs and va« 
fifty of obfcrveable things. B b 2 __In 
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Id the firft Room , ftands the Tabernacle or Altar deftined forSt 
Lawrence Chapel, all of choice Marble, compared with Jewelsand 
pretious ftones of an ineftimable valew. 

In the fecond is a Table with flowers and Birds in their natural 
Colours of pretious Stones, with a Cabinet of 200000. Crowns in 
valew within which is the paffion of ourSaviour with the twelveApo- 
ftles all carved in Amber. 

In the third is a Cabinet wi$h Calcidon Pillars filled with antient 
Medals of Gold* and round about infinite other natural and artifici¬ 
al curiofities, amongft them the Nayl turned half into Gold by Ai- 
chimy, and the Emperors head cut on a Turquoife, as big as a Wal¬ 
nut 3 next is the Armory, and therein the habits and divers forts of 
Arms of feveral Ages and People, amongft them the King of Chimes 
habit, tiannibals Head-piece, and charlemains Sword. And like wife 
a Magoij^t which attrads& fu pports fourfcore pound weight of Iron. 

Incite laft, is the curious Turnery of Ivory, and a Pillar of Orient 
tal Alablafter, and in the Gardrobe are 12„ Cubbards of Silver Plate 
and a fervice of Maffie Gold, and a Saddle embroidered all over 
with Pearls and Diamonds, which with many other ineftimable cu¬ 
riofities ( a theme copious enough for a volume) declare the Wealth 
of this Prince equal with any Kings in Chriftendom 

From the laid Gallery is a Corridor or private paflage (wherein is 
an admirable brafs Statue of Perfeus) to the proud Palace Pitti. on 
the other fide of the River, where the Duke keeps his Court. Its 
Front is very Majeftique, towards the bafisof Doric\ work, in the 
midft Iohftk., in the uppermoft Corinthian . In the Court is a Grot 
with Statues, and a Magnet of a prodigious greatnefs, and over ifjL 
I ts Gardens are moft fpatious, embellished with Groves, 
Walk*, Labirynths, Fountains, wherein are Swans, Oftriches,Dee¥ 
Hares, and all other recreative Creatures. Italfo hatha Seraglio * 
wherein his Highnefs maintains all forts of Savage Creatures in their 
feveral Stanzaes, as Lyons, Bears, Wolves, Tygres, &c. which 
according to their feveral fpecies there breed, and are placed in fuch 
order that all refoiting beholders are aftonifht at it. 

The Streets are large, long; ,and ftrait ; paved with Flint, and on 
each fide of them are many ftately Palaces, bedecked with rare fta> 
tues, Fountains, by which with its other fingularities hath the 

City acquired the Surname of Florence the fayr. 

The Chnrches are fo much beautifyed, with tbedefignof Archi- 
teftmre^culpturejPifture^nd other Curiofities,that who fhould dc- 
Icnbe them particularly muft write a volume, yet the wonderful! 
Temple Santa Maria del Fiore. muft not be palled infilence, where 
Filino and Giotto , two excellent men in Limning and Archite&ure 
ly buried. Thereinarethe twelve Apoftles cut in Marble by the moft 
excellent Sculptors of that Age. The ftupendious Cupola ( adorned 
with the pieces of Vafari and Zucharo. famous painters) ere&ed by 
trancefco Brunelefco at that heighth is fo large that the brafs Globe at 
top will contain 16. perfons, the Steeple is all built with incompa- 
rable Marble ftones and gamUhed with Statues, wrought by thofe 
lamous Statuaries in emulation one of another. Before which ftands 
Babtifiery built in an OSogon , antiently the Temple of Mars. 
herein ftands that EgregiousVeffel orFont of pretious^tones wherein 
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they baptize their Infants, whole tour Gates of Brafsareefteemed 
without their equal. Herein BaldeJJarGoJfa once Pope of fttWdepo- 
fed from the Papacy. at the Council of Coftanza ) lies buried in an ar¬ 
tificial Sepulcher of Brafs made by Donatello. with his effigies and 
thefe Letters. Balthafar CoJJa. olim Joannes vigejimus tertius. 

The noble Temple Santa Mari a Novella. for its marvellous Stru- 
fture may be compared to any other of Italy , which Michael Angelo 
.was wont to call his Venus. 

Among its other notable things appears the Sepulchre of the Patri¬ 
archs of Conftantinople who fubferibed to the Council celebrated un- j 
der Eugenius the fourth, near to which Church adjoyns the fumptu- j 
ous Monaftery for the Fryers, wherein were celebrated certain feffi- ! 
onsof A general Council, in the prefence of the Latin and Greek I 
Church,the Pope the Emperor and four Patriarkes. I 

TheMirrourof Art and wonder of this Age 5-amt Laurence Chapel I 
isfo glonous,that who enters muft imagine himfelf in fome place a- 
boveterreftrial. wfiichis overlayed with fine poliflu Stones, of all 
colours upon Earth dugg up within the Dukes Territories twas 
built by Cofmo Medici , and in the midft of this Church ftands his Se¬ 
pulchre with this Epitaph, Decreto.publico, Pairs TatrLe. with many j \ 
other fumptuous tombs, therein alfo is a Library (not defpicable) 
founded by Pope Clement the 7 th- the Church Santa Croce hath a moft \ 
ftately Pulpit, in it is the fumptuous Sepulchre of Leonardo Aretino ~ 
and the Temple of Michael Angelo Bonorota. made by his own hand! ' 
Over his Urn ftand thofe three Arts he was fo renowned for: bewai¬ 
ling the lofs of their Patron. Herein alfo is a fayr Organ, let up at 
the charge of Cofnms the great Duke, the very manufacture whereof 
coft 4000. Crowns. The Church Santo Spirito. is built with the 
ftrid rules of Architure,and fupported by vaft lorigGoluinns of Stone, 
and hath a fair Cloyfter for the Jacobins , which was painted by the 
Greeks, , before the Italians knew that Art. The graceful Fabrick of 
the Monaftery of Saint Mark., hath a gracefull Chapel for the Signori 
Salviati , wherein is theTombe of Saint Antonio Arch-Bifhopof Flo¬ 
rence. and there one may read this Epitaph of riots Mirandola an e- 
J minent Scholar. ^

The Anrmnciade. is a place of great Devotion, whithereveryfea- 
fon refort infinite people to a Madenna. drawn by the hand of Saint 
Luke, tis a magnificent Temple filled with ornaments of Gold and 
Silver Statues, gemmes and other rich gifts, it hath a fumptuous 
Monaftery, and in it a fair Library and Stndy. There are many fayr 
Churches which for brevity fake are omitted. It hath 37.HofpitaIs> 

44* Parifti Churches, i2Priorates, 54. Monafteries of Nunns, 24 
of Fryers, with other Confraternities of Children in great number, 
whence as alfo from the infinite number of Fryers ofallOrders in this 
Cny, we may colled 5 that the Florentines are more enclined to Re¬ 
ligion, than other People of Italy. 

This renowned Country hath been the Birth-place of many excel¬ 
lent Ingenuities, who have not onely been a glory to it, but to all

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Halt, Some whereof follow Saint Antonio, Arch-bilhop of Ilo- 
renceSt.Gionan Gualbartofit.Andrea Carmelitano,St Filippo de Servi^vmh 
others, who have either inftituted new Religious Orders, or refor¬ 
med the old. Four Popes > Leon the 10th. clement the 7th. £<?<?« the 
nth. of the Family of the Medici, andc/e«/£#*the8th. ofthehoufe 
of Aldobrandini , with many other Cardinals, Bilhops and other 
Prelates of the Court of Rome, many excellent Captaius in War, a- 
mong them Pietro Strozzi , grand Marlhal of France* And infinite^ 
Perfons excelling in Letters, as Dante, Petrarca, Bocaccci to, Cavalcante , 
Beniviedi , Politiano, Crinito, Ficino, Paimerio, Paj]avanti,Cmo del Car- 
bo, a Phyfician, Macchiavel Accucjfr, GloJJatari, Donato Acciaivolo. And 
for Painters,Sculptors,and Archite&ors, it hath produced fo many , 
that we may fay thofe Arts are to them proper and connatural. It 
hath two Accademies, one for Painting , the other for the vulgar 
Tongue, whereof the Florentines are heads and Mailers. We mult 
not omit one good Argument of their (late Abilities, which was that 
atoneinftant in thetimeof Popethe 9th. there reltded 13. 
Florentines , as Embaffadors from divers Princes at Lome. It hath 
feveral noble Families, whereof fome are gone into Prance, where 
theydwell with Titlesand Principalities, others to Venice*^! others 
to Rome,who all live in honour.The City contains 8 5-thoufand Souls. 

For eight miles round about the City, there fee ms another f lorence 
fo full are the Fields fpeckled with Country Seats, fome for publtck 
ufe,as the fumptuous Monaftery called the Abbacy of Fiefole•, founded 
by Cofmo Medici, the Monaftery of Saint Domewck* which yet retains 
theEpifcopal Seat, one walk ofPyne Trees twomiielong, andano- 
ther ofCiprefcs leading to Pioggio ,with many more. And others tor 
private as Pratolino , much fpoken of,which Francefco the great Duke 
built) adorningit with Palaces, Statues, Pictures, and Fountains, 
fo well contrived and difpofed that tis worthily efteemed one or the 
pleafant places of Italy, 

Two miles forth of Florences the Foot of the Apenmes, appears 
fome Footfteps of the ancient City Fiefole , where formerly the South, 
fayers, and fortune-tellers inhabited. It wasantiently of that pow¬ 
er) that it gave afliftance to Stilicone , the Roman Captain, for the de- 
ftru&ion of the Goths, whereof were then {lain above one hundred 
thoufand. The premifes confidered, we may conclude there is no 
Province in Italy more furnifht with delightfull and well-peopled 
Cities, than that of the Great Duke, whofe Anceftors by uniting the 
States of three Republicks together, to wit, Pifa, Florence, and S icna, 
doth now entirely poflefs all Tufcany , the nobler part of Italy , his 
Revenue exceeds 100000. pound fieri, per. Annum. 

SCARPER1A . 

O N the way which leads to Bologna ftands Scarperia, being 16 miles 
from Florence , noted for Knives, Cizers , and other fuch like 
things, there made. And among thofe Mountains lies the molt fruit- 
full Mugello , Whofe Inhabitants, are called Mugellini. Here Cofmus 
retreated for his delight, when he was folemnly ftyled Duke of Flo • 
uence, commanding a Fort and Palace to be built and environedthem 
within a fpatious Wall, wherein he kept wildebeafts for theCmle. 
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More forwards lies the Way to Faenza , a nd Romagna, near it begins 
the Crefentino , contained between the Ronta and Arno , reaching to 
Arezzo , well peopled and very fertile. And from the higeft Moun¬ 
tains, you may look down into the Vally Ombrofe where Giovanni 
Gualberto a Florentine, gave beginning to the Order named Religtone 
di Valle Ambrofa , in the yeer of our Lord 1070. and alfo into Vm 
bria. 

On the North-Eaft part lies the Palace Foggio, of the great Dukes, 
a houfe fwarming with Statues, and rarities, and a Park for Beads of 
Chafe, where is alfo a Fortezza. And oppofite to it lies the noble Ca- 
ftle Prato accounted one of the firft four of Italy, here they make bread 
white as Snow, and here they keep with great devotion the Garter 
of the Virgin Mary, a little more near the Apenines, is Monte Mario, 
much fpoken of for the taking thofe Florentines, which fled out of 
Florence , and there embodied, by Alejfandro Vjtelli, Captain for Cof, 
mns the Duke, which fecured his Principality.

A Fterwhich, entring a lovely Plain, you meet the city Pijloia, 
twenty miles oft Florence, which though little, is neatly com¬ 
pact and rich, and would have been better, had it not much groned 
under the fattions of its own Citizens. T wenty miles of Pijloia ftands 
Lucca, which governs it fell in Liberty, and by the ftrength of its' 
Wall, the Richnefs of Trade, and the Induftry of its own citizens, j 
maintains it felf well with all things neceflary,tisan antient City,and \ 
was made a Colony of the Romans. Dejtderius the King built its ftrong j 
Walls which with its fite enabled it to endure a fix moneths liege by I 
Narfetes 5 towards the Sea, Hand yet the footfteps of the Temple of I \ 
Hercules, theRi ver Serc^runs clofe by Lucca, whence the famous baths 
of Italy are ten miles d iftant. Lucca 

Out of Florence towards the Weft in that fpatious Plain, ftands the 
Caftles Empoli, and Fucecchio , there is alfo aLake of that name, as alfo 
San Miniato al Todefcofo called for that twas built by certain Germans 
under Dejiderius their King, 

PISA . 

C Oafting the River Arno , you attain Pija, an antient City built 
long before Rome by the Grecians , and was one of the 12 Cities 
of Jnfcany , it was powerful! at Sea, and obtained many victories a- 
gainft the Genove/t , it fubdued Cartagine , conquered thelflandof 
Sardegna, and delivered its King Prifoner to the Pope. It recovered 
Paler mo in Sicilia out of the hands of theSarazens who had long enjoy- I 
ed it,it flew thes^z^wKing c f Majorca,\t fent 40 Galleys in afliftance 
to Almerico , King of Jerttfalem , againft the Sarazens , who poflefled | 
Alexandria. It greatly aflifted the Popes in their adverfity. It was fo 
potent, happy, and rich, that Saint Thoma fo treating of the four! 
things, reckons it among the fourmoft potent Cities of Italy. But 
from that time that at the inftance and cequeft of Frederick, Barbarojfa , 
it captivated fo many Prelates ofthcRomi(?} Church,& twoCardinais 
which came from France to the Lateranian Council, it only decayed 
__ Cc 2 from' 
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from bad to worfe, till it loft Liberty and Power, yet in procefsof 
time by the refidence of the Knights of S. Stefano^ and the Univerfity, 
it recovered andftill preferves the Countenance of an honourable 
City, rlato will have it well fituated, being four miles then (now 
eight)from the Sea, fo that tis not placed upon the Sea (hore,but near 
it, not upon the Mountains but near them, in a Plain juft fo divi¬ 
ded from the royal River Arno y as rlato fancies his City. Tis endow¬ 
ed with four things which create wonder, the Church of Saint John, 
th c Domo 9 the Steeple,and tiampo Santo 9 which was raifed with that 
very holy Earth, which they brought home in their Galleys , when 
50 of them were fent to afiift the Emperor in the recovery of the ho¬ 
ly Land. On one fide of it lies Lucca , on the other Livorgeo^ox 
Ligorne. T was deftroyed by the Florentines > in the yeer 1509. 

Intending from Florence to Siena , you inu'ft go out at the Tort a Ro¬ 
man a , through which Charles thefifth entred after his Vittory in A - 
fricl^ and fo paffing by the Monaftery CertoJtni > attain Caffaro,!aver, 
nelli, and Staggia , by a direft way, having pleafant hills and fruit- 
full Valleys, on each fide. In the way appears the Caftle Certaldo y the 
Birth- place of Giovani Boccaccio , the Prince of Tujcan Poets, who dy¬ 
ed in the 62. yeer of his Age in the yeer of our Lord 137 5.and was in. 
terred in a Marble Tombe in the Domo of Certaldo with this Epi¬ 
taph.

Weft ward bom which lies the antique City Vol* 
terra , which was founded loo. yeers before the firing of Troy 3 and 
500. before the building of Rome, tis built on a hill, theafcentto 
whofe top is ^mile^its Walls are of fquared (tones, 6 foot long,layed 
Sc cemented withoutMortar,It hath five gates & before each a Foun¬ 
tain of clear water & within them two other ftately Fountains with 
many antiet ftatues & on the old Epitaphs, it hath a richTerritory,is 
fubjeft tothe greatDuke,it producedPer/?<? the poet,and divers other 
wits, beyond it lies the Sea. On its left hand lies Ancifathc Country 
of St. Franristhe Patriark, Fighme and other good places.

cels of time it recovered liberty, and therewith its former emulation 
with Florence , againft whom it fought and obtained agloriousvi* 
dory, after which it became fubjeftto the Petrarci , its own Citi¬ 
zens, whomedifcarding it continued a free State till the yeer 1555. 
when the great Duke recovered ir. Its ayr is very good and whole* 
fome. Its Inhabitants very courteous, who profefs and (peak the pu¬ 
rity of the Italian Language, without the Porta Romana , the City ap¬ 
pears with a great dealoF Majefty, being beautifyedby the many 
Towers raifed in honour of fuch perfons as performed fome eminent 
fervice for the GommomWealth, among thefe Towers (which yet 
retein the memory of its former freedome) that of Mangio , furpaf- 
fethfor heighth,which though founded in the bottom of the Piazza 
out tops all the City, and fervds for a Clock-houfe 5 from its top is 
an incomparable profpe& to the confine* of Tnfcany 5 at the foot of 
this hideous ftrufture is a Marble Chapel to which adjoyns the Se¬ 
nate houfe built by the Goths s atone end whereof (lands a column 
bearing Remus and Romulus fucking a Wolfe in Brafs, the Arms of this 
City:Its Piazza lies in the heart of the City, fo formed, that who foe* 
ver paffeth over it mud be feen by all - Inthemidft of it is a Mar¬ 
ble Fountain whence i 0 ttes fweet Water out of the Wolves mouth: 
The whole City is paved with Brick: The houfesare for the mod

Among its Churches the Domo dedicated to the Virgin Mary is 
worth noting, for though in companion of others in Italy it be but 
(mall, yet for the pains and charges which it muft have coft, tis in- 
feriour to none, being both without and within of black and white 
Marble.

ment for feveral daics, wherein is remarkeable the diligence of the 
Attendants* in fatisfying the Appetites & neceffities of the poor and 
infirm; in theChapel lies the Founder B, Snforius, as yet uncorrupted 
though ninehundred yeers fince he dyed. 

The Walls of Siena, are of an exceeding compafsyet but (light (loc¬ 
ked with caper Trees, that Fruit growing beft in Morter. 

The City was reduced to the Faith of Chrift by s. Anfano a Roman 
Citizen, who was afterwards beheaded; It particularly hath a great 
devotion to Santa Maria the Mother of God,as appears by the Motto 
round their Common Seal.

rible Wood, through which none durft pafs, no more than the Ca - 
lidonian or Hercinian Wood, but at prefent the Trees are cut and a 
way comodioufly layed out. At the Foot of this Mountain towards 
the Southw is the Lake Vico, in Latin called taens Cyminus, near it 
ftands the Village Fir*, and the Caftle Soriano, where there was an 
inexpugnable Fort,whcnce for 6o, yeers the Brittons Souldiers could 
not be expelled. 

Purfuing the way towards Rome, you finde Ronciglione , which 
hath a lovely Fountain, and Gaprimca, inhabited by $00. Families; 
beyond which lies sutri anantient City, built ( as is believed ) by 
the Pelafgi a Grecian people, before S atnmm came into Italy. The 
Romans taking the advantage of this City, affaulted the Tufcans and 
overcame an Army of do* thofand Tufians Spoletines and&mbrt: Its 
ill ayr renders it near uninhabited. Beyond RonciglioneWes Capraroh$ 
a Caftle of the Farn\Jses , where whatever can be defired for Recrea¬ 
tion is competently pro vided for, by cardinal Alexandra Farnefe. 

Not fardiftanr from it is Civets a City now of final importance^ 
though antiently becaufe they would not afiift the Romans (then af- 
fli&ea by Hannibal ) we find them by the Romans condemned al 
Doppio. 

Patting on the Vi a Regia , one meets RofoUku Bourg adjacent to a 
Lake of immenfe profundity,&two miles beyond it Campagnana^and 
npon the fine way a (landing Pool, where was Cremera a Caftle built 
by the Fabii and deftroyed hy the Vefenti, here wefieflain in one day 
____

by the faid Vefenti, 500. Servants, and 300. perfons of that Fami- 
ly,for having privatly complotted an infurre&ionfor their Country 
Rome againft them, one Ghilde flee ping in a'Cradle e Leaped and be¬ 
came the reftorer of the Fabii in Rome . More forward ftands the 
Town Baccano, and the Wood called Bofco di Baccano,which was late¬ 
ly a harbour for Ajfaffinates and other people difpofed to ilh whence 
it grew into a proverb when wc would advife any one to ftand up • 
pon his, guard to fay. Perche fiamonelRofcodc Baccano ,but through 
the vigilance and care of the late Popes, tis aimoft a fecured 
pafiage. 

On the right-hand ftands Anguillara a Town of much Fame, whofe 
Lords having behaved themfelves gallantly have acquired to them- 
felvesand Country eternal honour. The Signori Orjini poffefleit, 
and Eracciano, which is entitled a Dutchy. From the aforenamed 
Lake runs the River Arone , whence the Romans convey by pipes 
the water they called Sabatina, from the Lakes name Sabatina. To¬ 
wards the Sea lies the Monastery santo sever a, made now a Fort, 
and Ceri a Caftle upon the ftiore. On the left hand of the Via Regia, 
lies the Via FlatHinea , and fix miles beyond Beccano Ijola, then Storta , 
two Towns, and thence tis feaven miles to Rome. One may alfo 
travail from Bologna to Rome, on the Via Emilia , and fo pafs Imola, 

Faenza, Forli , Cejena, and Rimini. 

IUOLA. 

I Mola called in Latinc Forum Cornelii, enjoyes a good AyM fruitful 
Territory, a commodious fituation for all things, Narfetes in the 
yeer of Chrift, 550. deftroyed it , but Dafone feconef King of the 
Longobardi, reftoredit, and called it Imsla, Galeazzo Sfirza, Son of 
Francis Duke of Milan poflefied it, and gave it in Dowry to Giro la* 
mo Riario Savonefefin Anno 1473. fome time after twas taken forcibly 
by Cefar Borgia , Son of Pope Alexander the 6th. finally (after feveral 
other Lordsjit became under the power of tbeGhurch, who yet keep 
it In peace. Martial the famous Poet, refided here for fomc time,as 
may be drawn from his verfes j and many Illuftrious perfons were 
born here. 

COtlGNOL A. 

B Etween Imola and Faenza , ftands Cotignola, a Caftle fmall, but 
ftrong, near the River Senio, eAcom patted with thick Walls, 
and profound Dikes; the Caftle was built by the Forleveji, and Faen* 
tini 9 but the Walls and Ditches by Giovanni Aguto, Captain and 
Standard-bearer to the Roman Church, to whom twas given by Pope 
Gregory the 11 th. It was the Birth-place oisforzst, Attendolo , the firft 
of the sforzeftan Family, who wrought himfelf at a Pickax, and yet 
in lefs than one hundred yeers his line and Family, hath yeelded one 
Emprefs, many Queens, Marquefes, Dukes, Counts, Captains, 

Bifhops, Arch-Bifhops, Cardinals, and other! eminent perfons. 


Ee FAEHZA. 
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FAENZA. 

F Aenza is divided by the River Lamone , which pafleth between 
the Bourg and the City, where there is a ftrong bridge of Stone, 
which conjoyns the City with the Bourg, andth iVia Emilia. Tis 
ancient, and the firft Founders are unknown 5 it enjoys aferene 
healthfull Ayr, a fertile Territory, and a people good-natured and 
I lovers of their Country. Here they make the peft and fineft Vefiels 
of Earth of all Italy. It hath produced men eminent in all theScien* 
ces. It was feveral times deftroyed by Tot i la King of the Goths, Fre* 
derickBarbaroJJa, and by a Captain of the Brittones, but Frederick the 
fecond Nephew of the firft, built that Fort, caft down and levelled 
the Walls in rhe yeer 1240. which now are feen , for that by their 
fidelity to the Church, they gave him great difficulty to take it: The 
Manfredi then got it, and rebuilt the Walls, from them the Bolomans 
tookit, from them MainardoV agano , its Citizen,a great Captairymd 
from him the Venetians, from whom after the rout, they received at 
Giarad* Adda by Lewis the 1 2th. King of France , it returned again to 
the devotion of the Church , under whome it hath ever fince con¬ 
tinued. 


BR1S1GELLA. 

T His Town is feated in part on a Plain, and in part on the fide 
of a hill’, it hath two Forts, the one on the Eaft called 
the Tower, where with the touch of a Bell they givenotice how 
many Horfes enter, the other on the Weft, both fet at tfie outmoft 
part of the Town. It hath two Fountains, the Water of the onefo 
fweet and light, that none is accounted better, the other fo grofs 
and heavy, that they give it not to their Beads, but account it only 
fit for cooling their Wine, and cleanilng and dying their fiJks 3 which 
Ihine more here than elfewhere, and that is attributed to the crudity 
of this water. Its Territory is called la Valle d* Amone from the Ri¬ 
ver fo named, which having itsfourie fromthetopof the of 
Florencc(y/\th little water in a Ihort courfedriving Millsjruns thorow 
the Valley to Faenza. 

This Valley and Territory contains 48. Villages,"every one ha¬ 
ving its own Parifh, and a fufficient allowance for its Paftors. The 
Farmers are rich and civil, they mufter 800. Men, who arewell ex- ! 
ercifed youth, and thebeft armed of any in the Ecclefiaftick State. 
Which Villages are all contained under the name Brejigiella. 

Thefaid Valley is fo fertile in Wine, Oyl,Com and other necef. 
faries, that though there be 18000. Souls, yet one yeers crop af¬ 
fords fuftenance edough for all them for twoycers, were it not ex¬ 
ported into other Countreys. 

It hath one noble Palace belonging to the 'Signori Spadi , which 
hath all the coumodities of Church, Fifnponds, Fountains, Gardens, 
Vineyards, Wood for Foul, Conservatories for Snow, with all forts 
of trees of exquifite fruit. Citrons, Lemons, Oranges, Pynes, and 
other delights that may be required, & this is alwaies fo well accom¬ 
modated with all necefiaries for the Kitchin, houfhold-ftufl^ and 

Plate 
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Plate, that whenever any Prince or Embafladoi arrives, they need 
not tranfport thither the leaft thing, there is oneOake which five 
men cannot brace. 

This Town hath one eminent Collegiate for the Prelates* every 
Wcdnefday they keep here a Market, fo great for all things, that it 
attra&s infinite People, for which they pay do. toll. It 
flouriftied in Anns two Ages paft, through the nobility, generofity, 
and Valour of the Family of Naldi , the flatties of Vicenj'o and Dioni - 
fio Naldi, are in Venice ere&ed. And in Religion and Learning, by 
many famous Men. 


The Voyage or Journey from MIL AN to 
CREMONA , to MANlOVA, 
to FERRARA , andto 
RIMINI. 

I F you would fee the places, diftant from the Via Emilia, when you 
are arrived at Lodi, you muft go towards the Adda Eaft ward, and 
at twelve miles diftance meet Cafiiglone , and fee Caftle Novo , and 
Pizzichotone, a famed Place, for that Francis the firft King of France^ 
being taken Prifoner, by the Imperialifts,under Pavia, was reteined 
there, till by Order of the Emperor Charts the fifth, they embarked 
him at Genouaiot Spain , hence tis but 15. mile to Cremona > all good 
and dirett even way. 

CREMONA theFaithfull. 

C Remonais built on the banksof the Poe, in the 7th. Climat,on 
the Weft parts of Itafo tis eight miles in circuit, environed with 
Walls Baftions,and Ditches, ana hath one Cittadel on the Eaftpart, 
the moft ftupendious, ftrong and formidable woik in all ft^.Its firft 
Founders are not known, but their judgements approved for its 
good Ayr. It was a good Colony of the Romans, and alwaies main¬ 
tained fuch fidelity to its .Princes, that among the Cities of Maly it 
merited the furname of faithfull. In the time of the Triumvirate 
oiAugnflHs, Antony,^ Lepidus , it fuffered much mifery,its Territo¬ 
ries being divided alfo among the Souldiers, whefe neighbourhood 
to Mantoua, made it participate in mifery, and caufed Virgil to la¬ 
ment in his 9 th. Ecloge, Mantoua vel mijere mmmm vicina Cremonf. 

Cornellns Tacitus relates its then wofuli fufferings. Afterwards in 
Anno 6$Q. it wa6 all caft down by the Gothes , Longobards and Slaves 
j and 600. yeers, after that deftroyed by Frederick Barbarofa and 
depopulated. But afterwards it was reftored and amplified, and 
governed in liberty, till through civil difeords Vberto Palevicino got 
the dominion, who driven out,certain leffer Lords kept it in fcrvi- 
tude, as now Cavadabo. now the ponzoni, now the Fonduliy now the 1 
I Ee 2 Vifionti \ 
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I Vifconti, whoever of them was conqueror got it , and with the con¬ 
quered italwaies fuffered. Alfo the Venetians , French , and Sforzef 
chi had it by Arms, but now the King of Spain reigns in it, and main¬ 
tains in great tranquillity. • 

S igifmond the Emperor to gratifie Gabrino Fond alio , granted ltli- 
cenfe forapublique Univerfity, with all fuch privileges, immuni¬ 
ties and exemptions^ thofeot Paris or Bologna, enjoyed. 

The ordinary buildings are fo great, that they may be termed Pa¬ 
laces, reared with great expenfe and excellent Archite&uie. fr hath 
broad ftreets,with Orchards. Gardens, and Mills as well within as 
without the City, a Chanel for driving them being brought from the 
River thorow the City. 

It hath one Tower fo high that it is reckoned among the wonders 
of Europe , which was built in the yeer 1284. Upon it at one inftant 
were, Pope John the 22th. Sigifmond the Emperor,with Gabrino Fon - 
d*lio 3 Lord of the City,who afterwards was fad at the heart, that he 
had not precipitated the Emperour and Pope to eternalize his me¬ 
mory, as did Herofirato, who only to commemorate his name gave fire 
to and burnt that ftupendnous Temple of Diana , built in Ephefus at 
the common charge of all the Potentates of Afta, in two hundred 
yeers. It hath a Cathedral with a good Revenue, and many other 
ftatcly Churches, wherein are kept many Reliques of Saints, and 
much riches, feveral Hofpitalsaijd other pious places. 

The Families of Cremona , are for the moft part defeended from 
the Romans, who there made a Colony, others from the veterane 
£Ouldiers,who for reward of their Labours had houfes & Lands there 
affigned them, and others from the Goths, Longobardi , French , Ger¬ 
mans, and other people of Italy * it hath given birth to many emi¬ 
nent Eccleftaftickj, Lawyers, Phyficians,Souldiers, and Poets. The 
people are of an induftnous and accute wit, and have invented feve¬ 
ral forts of Stuffs, Silks and Clothes, and make excellent Swords. 

Without the Gate Pulefelia , (lands the Church San Guglielmo, where 
is a large Pond which did formerly contain troubled and (linking 
water, hnt San DomemcfandFrancis , who dwelt there, making the 
fign of theCrofs over it^they were thereby miraculoufly converted in¬ 
to clear and fweet waters. ■' ■ . 

Ncar the Porta San Michaele , flood a Temple dedicate to the God- 
def* Februa, whereof nought appears now. Glofe by the Walls runs 
the noble River oglio. On its Weft part lies nhe Territory of Lodi, 
on the North Bergamo and Brefcia , on the.Eaft Mantona , and on the 
South Piacenza . ‘ . , 

Between Towns and Hamlets this City poffeffeth 41 - places, and 
all its Country round about is a plain planted with trees in excellent 
order with Vines clinging to them, and moft produ&ive of all grains 
herbage and other nece^Iaries. 

From Cremona to Mamtona, leads a dire& even road, and upon or 
near it lye Piadena, the Country of Bartolomeo Platina,cHoCeby which 
paffeth the Oglio , Canefdo , where the Oglio fpcqds it (elfin the Poe, 
the Gaftles Afola,and Acqnsnegria , Bozzob a Town, and son Martino 
where Scipion Gon%aga the Splendor of the College of Cardinals lies 
buried. Then the River patted which crofleth the Road, you leave 
the Bourg Marcberia, and Gaznolo, where there is a (iimptuous and 

royal 
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royal Palace of the Gonzagbi , whofe alfo are the 3 Caftles,from Gazu* 
olo ,to Mantona twelve miles. 

But the way from Cremona to Mantona, on the left fide of the Foe lies 
thus, firft to the Town San Giovanni, and Ricardo, then to Ponzono* 
GuJhola,andCafalMaggiore,and then to S abioneda, an imperial City * 
very fair and (lately, a draught whereof was taken by order of the 
Duke Vejpajtano* Beyond which lies i/sadona, and Pomponefco, where 
lies the pafie over the Poe, whence tis eight mile to Mantona , in the 
way are Montecchio , amannor of tb ePalavicini, Color no under the 
Parmeftins, the Caftle Brefegello of the Dokes of Efte, formerly a City, 
bnt deftroyed by the Lougobardi , whofe King Alboino there, flew To- 
tila King of the Gothes, and by that viftory made himfelf Lord of Ita - 
ly> Gonzaga , where the Duke of Mantona hath a noble Palace, Reggio 
Huolara, Luzzara, and Guaftallo entitled with a Principality, thence 
to Bor go Fort e,tmd fo to Mantona . 

M ANtOVA 

F Or its antiquity gives place to no City of Italy, being founded 
n ot only before Rome, but before the deftru&ion of Troy, (which 
happened according to Enfebins, Saint Jerome and others^o. yeers 
before the building of Rome) Leandro Alberti, (hewes that Mantona 
was built 1183. yeers before the coming of our Lord into the fle(h. 
And as it was more antient than the reft, fo was its Original more 
noble, being founded by Ocno Bianoro ,the moft antient King of Tufca- 
ny , who was Son of Fiberino King of Tn/cany , and Man to Tebena his 
Queen, and focailed it Mantona from the name of his MotherJt was 
firft inhabited by three noble people,the Tebani , Veneti, and Fofiani, 
as Virgil the Prince of Poets celebrating the noblenefs of this his 
Country teftifies in his 10. book of his ^neades.

Tis (bated among the Marifhes created by the River Mencio, is 
ftrong by nature and art, large and well built, adorned withfump 
ituous Palaces and fair Churches, noble Piazzaes, fpatious recrea¬ 
tive places, and direft ftreets, Tis a merchandizing City, and co¬ 
pious ol all trading through the conveniency ol the waterfl 
The people are of an acute genius, and not lefs difpofed to Learn- 
ing, Arms, and all Sciences, than toTraffick and Merchandizing. 

In the Church of the reverend Fathers of Saint Domenick ,, is the 
T omb of Giovanni de Medici , Father of Cofmus great Duke of T»fcatty, 
where may be read this Epitaph.

In the Duonto ( where the Ingenuity of Giulio Romanoa famous Ar« 
chitefror hath expatiated it felt) lies the entire body oi San Anjelmo 
Bithop of Lucca .

Mantoua hath eight Gates, is in com pats four miles, hath in it 50. 
thoufand Souls , and the afoiefaid Lake or Maiifh, lies 20. miles 
round it, near it is the Royal Palace of Te, built by Giulio 

R Vive miles off Mantoua Weft-ward, ftands a Temple dedicate to 
the Virgine Mary y filled with prefcnts, and vows, wherein lies the 
body of Baldaffar Cafiiglione in a fayr Tomb. 

} T welve miles diftant from it South-ward, is the magnificent and 
fumptuous Monaftery of Saint Be»ed/#,feated in a Plain near the Toe , 
which was built by Boniface^ Marquefs of Mantoua 5 Count of Conoffa 9 
and Uncle of Matilda , in the yeer of our Saviour 984. which for 
its Magnificenfe,Riche?, and fumptuoufneft of building, and what 
mote imports, tor ks obfervance in Religion, antecedes all the other 
Monafteries of Italy The Fryers BenediSines have poffeffed it for 
200 yeers, from whom have iffiied many Religious, filled with 
fan&ity, good dodfriae, and grave cuftoms. Its poffeffions travcrfe 
a great fpace of ground, and from the privileges of Pope rafquale the 
fecond, we may collet they had dominion in fpirituals and tempo, 
rals, over the Towns Guernelo and g>uiftello , with 38. parifh Chur¬ 
ches in the Oiocefs of Mantoua , Luca 3 Bologna 3 Eerrara > Parma-, Mala- 
mocco , <& Chioza , ThemoftilluftriousCountefs Matilda , (whom 
none comes near for her fignal benefits conferred on the Roman 
Church)being 69. yeers old here finifht her days, in the yeer nft. 
and was layed in a Marble Sepulchre in the Chapel of the bleffed 
Virgin, which being opened 320. yeers after, her body was found 
unperifht and untouched,her Effigies upon a Mare (likeunto a man) 
ftands upon her Tombe, in a long red Gown, and a Pomgranade in 
her hand, where among her other Epitaphs, this old one may be I 
read. I 
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Stirpe, opib»s 3 forma 3 geftis 3 & nomine quondam 
inclyta Mathildas , hie jacet ajira tenens. 

In that part of the Monaftery where now is the common Kitchin ! 
'below, and Graneries above, was the Palace of Matilda * It hath as, 
much Land as 38 2. yoke of Oxen can till. It hath a Rampart goes 
round a great part of its Lands about, 7 miles long, which coffin 1 
raifingabove 27000. Crowns , which in Anno 1560. wasmadeina 
few moneths to ftop the inundations of the Toe. 

Two miles beyond Mantoua at the mouth of the River Mincio-, 
which iiluesfrom the Lake,and goes to Ferrara, ftands theBourge 
Ande now called Pietole 3 where Virgil was born, beyond that Hojiia , 
and Koveredo 3 and then Lago Scuro 3 where you imbark for Venice 5 
hence alter three miles travail you arrive at Ferrara. 


FERRARA . 

T His City is feated ontheBanks of the m, which wafheth it 
on the E aft & South parts;tisgarnifhed with ftately and fump 
tuous flrudfurcs,and fpatious and noble Piazzaes which was firft pa¬ 
ved with brick, by the Marquefs Lionello, filled with noble Families 
and rich Citizens, and tismoreover famous for the Univerfity here 
eftablifhed by the Emperor Frederick^ the fecond, in dei'pightof 
the Bolonians. And although this City cannot boaft its antiquity 
from the Trojam 9 Grecians or Romans^ being not a thoufand yeers fince 
twas walled by order oftheEmperor Mauritius') yet through the dili¬ 
gence and love of its Princes,tis fo increafed m Edifices and Riches, 

1 that it hath deferved a place amongft the chief Cities of Italy 3 which 
increafe happened under the Illuftriou s Family of Efie , Giulio Gejar 
della Scala a famous Poet commends Ferrara thus.

And this (hall fuffice touching Ferraras antiquity, which in the 
yeer 1598. came into the power and patrimony of S.PetreJby the in- 
duftry and pains of Pope Clement the eighth. 

In the Duomo lies Pope TJrban the 8th. in a fumptuous Marble mo¬ 
nument,near which one may read of the learned Man Gregorio GeraU 
do , what enfues,tff£.

T\Arting from Ferrara five milesupon thePoe, Hands Franco lino 
Jfwhtre embarking, and paffingby the Several Towns Ronigo 9 Ta\ 
poza 3 Corbola 3 and Arriano, you embark on the Sea, near the Porte Co¬ 
ro, whence coaHing the Land North-ward, you (hall arrive at C&- 
oza a City which hath a good Port, The people confift for the mofti 
part of Mariners Fifhermcn, and good Gardiners, chioza is famous for * 
the deeds of Arms performed there between the Genovefi , and the! 
Venetians and was much increafed by the people of Ffte and Monfilice , J 
who fled thither to to fave themftlves at the inroade of the Bunns In j 
the time of OrdelafoFaliero , Duke of Venice , the Bifhoprickof the 
City Malimacco , ("overflowed by the Sea3 was transferred thither, and 
for that caufe twas created a City. On the Eafl part of Chioza in the 
Sea lies a Ridge of Sand in the Sea in the nature of a Rampart 
pofe to oppofe the fury of the Adriatic h. Sea, 30 miles long from 
South to North. Tisalmofl incredible what vaH quantities of Co* 
modifies 'are extra&ed from it t q Venice , which are there produced 
by the ingenuity of the Gardiners, the fertility of the Soy 1 , and the 
natural Orchards full of greens whereof and of gardens it mofl con- 
fifls, which are ordered exaftly well- From Chioza fayling Southward 
you fe Ancona, Fcjaro , Rimini 9 Cefinna , and Ravenna , but going by 
Land, difeover many Ports, as Goro 9 Btbe 9 Volano 9 Magnavacca 9 Pri- 
mano 9 and Brondoh: 

F rom chioza to Venice are 20. miles, in which fpace Hands Malo- 
mocco 9 an Ifland heretofore enobled by the Duke of Venice his Refi- 
dcnce, there is the Porto Malomocco* which through its profundity 
is rendered dangerous. And alfo P^^M,nowan uninhabited Ifland, 
but at the fad Venetians planting, well* peopled , in it Hill remains | 
a miraculous Crucifix, together with many other fmall tflands, Mo- ! 
naHeries, Hofpitals, Orchards, and Gardens, between which lies the I 
moH noble City Vtnice 9 who fcarce finds a Parallel. j 

The Journy from FERRARA to R AVENNA, 
and to RIMINI. 

T N the Suburbs of Ferrara towards Oftro the Poe being paH by a 
certain long Bridge of Wood, Hands the Church of S. Gregorio 9 
1 ___Gg_wherein 
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wherein the Body of Maurelio firft Bifhop of Ferrara , is carefully 
iayed up' Here the Toe parts with a great Arm,which having bathed 
the gi eat Level, runs by JUejaro, JUejarino^nd other places into the 
Adriatick Sea} But the greater Chanel runs Southward, and at 8. 
miles diftance hath on its Banks the Bourg Argenta , fo named from 
from the quantity of Sylver which every fo many yeers,it payed to 
the Church of Ravenna , on its right hand are many deep Trenches! 
filled with good fifb. ' . 

T h ree miles bey on d Argenta (food Baftia , a Fort (now deni ol ifhe d _) j 
where the Armies of Pope Ginlius the lecond,and Alphonfo firft Duke 
of Ferrara , fought a fharp Battail. Ten miles beyond it lies Lugo a 
noble Town , Bagnacavollo , a Bourg, and Cotignana the native Coun¬ 
try of the sforzejehan Princes, Babiano,Mazol'mo, 1 mola, arAFamza 
with others. 

On the left fide of theTae, are fertile Fields, and a Palace of the 
Princeof Ejic, fo large and well furnifhed, that itmay give arccep^ 
tion to a great King- In th is neighbourhood were antiently twelve 
large Towns : whofe inhabitants by one unanimous confent built 
Ferrara. 

Purfuing the Toe for twenty miles, lye many fayr and pleafant 
Towns , as Longaftino and Filo, fo called for that there the Tjoe , runs 
for fix miles as ftrait as a thred or line. San Alberto, and Triniaro where 
the Poe runs into the Sea, firom Sant Alberto looking Northward you 
may fee C omacchio, near the Sea fbore, with a Lake or ftanding Pool 
round it, wherein they take vaft quantities of Mullets, and Eeles, 
fome weighing 30. pound, Comacchio was antiently a famous City, 
but now tis near deftroyed by the. waters, hereabouts alfo lies the 
Abbacy of rompofa. On the left of Saint Albergo, are Fenny Fields, 
wherein to this day may be fecn th&FojJa Mejfanitia^ made by our 
Ancejiors , but now tis a narrow Ghanel to navigate to Ravenua , in 
final 1 Barks, it formerly run 50. miles navigable, and was called 
Tadufa . 

RAVENNA . 

T HisCity is more memorable for its antiquity than fair building 
being firft built by the Thejfklonianr, who being perplexed and 
molefted by the Ombrians, and Sabines, voluntarily gave it them up, 
and returned into Greece , but the Ontbrians were thence driven by 
the French, and they by the Romans , under whom it remained till 
they with the Heruli took the Country Odomcre , but then they were 
driven out by the Ojlrogoths. under Tbeodorick their King who made 
it his Regal Seat, under whom it remained 70. yeers, and then 
they were beaten out by Narfete, Prsefed of J uflinian the Emperor, j 
under theTitle of Exarchs > after whom 17. more Exarcbi governed! 
it 170. yeers , who were all that time held in continual skirmifhes 
with the Longobardi , who were called into Italy by Narfete , againft j 
the faid Emperour of Conjiantinople. For Narfete being accufed to 
Giujlino , Succeffor to ‘juftinian , for fome crime,whereat Giuftino was 
offended .which backed with the inftigation of the Emperours wife, 
caufed the Emperour to fend another to be Exarche in his Room, 
who being exafperated, againft the Emperour for it, invited in the 

LongoA 
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Longobardi againft the Empire, by whofe hands the Exarcaic of Italy 
vvasextind. This Exarche was in the nature of a King, having ple¬ 
nary Jurifdittion in all things without appeal.* Afiolfo fome time af¬ 
ter being overcome by Pipino King of the French , gave up Ravenna to i 
the C: hurch of Rome, but Dcjiderius fucceffor to Ajtclfo , not regarding ! 
his Faith after the retreat of Tipin with tb ^French Army, poffefled | 
himfelf again of Ravenna and other Towns,but the Emperour Charles ' 
the Great returning into Italy with the French Army, overcame and j 
took him Prifoner, when the Longobardi were forced to quit Italy j 
altogether, fo that it hath fuffered many difgraces, and was after-j 
wards facked by the French^nd deftroyed by civil difeord. 

Strabo i, aies that in his time Ravenna flood upon certain Piles dri¬ 
ven into the Fenner, and that the water pafled under it, fo that no 
coming was to it but by Bridges or Boats, and when the waters were 
high, then the people were forced to get up into the upper Rooms, 
yet for all that twas healthfull, as Alexandria in &gypt, but now the 
Waters sre fo dryed up that th eFenns are become Excellent Mea¬ 
dows, Paftuies,and Corn Grouuds, many Hiftorians agree that 
twas much beautified by Auguftus C<efar , accommodating it with a 
great Bridge, and erefting the high Tower called Faro , where he en¬ 
camped an Army for defence of theGulf s and lodged the Souldiers in 
themidltof the City, in a form like a Caftle, which afterwards was 
called the Fortczza of Ravenna , it had another Fort called Cefarca, 
with Walls and Baftions, which ftrongly fortifyed the Port of Ra¬ 
venna, but at prefent neither the Ports nor Forts appear, only fome 
certain old Churches and Monafterics of little moment. On th e porta 
Speriofa , for its ftrutture, and good Marble called Auret , is this 
Title.

Whence tis fuppofed that the Emperour Claudius fortifyed Raven¬ 
na with Walls and a new Port, Biondo affirms, that Ravenna was am- , 
plified by placidaGalla - fitter of Arcadio , and Honorius the Emperours^ 
and by her Sons valent ini ano^ and Tiberio 5 alfo lhcodrick_ King of the 
Goths , beautified it with ftately edifices, and enriched it with the 
fpoil of the other Provinces,as appears by thofeChurches,Palaces,& 
other ftru&ures raifed by him and his fucceflors, and yet extant. 

In Ravenna near the Piazza Santa Maria ftands a great Convent# nd 
in it the magnificent Tombe of Dante Algiers, ere&ed to him by Bert 
nardo Bembo the Venetian Podejla in Ravenna^ with this Infcription by \ 
the faid Bcntbo.

Thebiggeft Church of Ravenna, is the Arch-Bifliops , uponwhofe 
high Altar was formerly fuftained a maffy Silver heaven or canopy 
on four Pillars, which was worth 30000. Crowns, with excellent 
ornaments wrought with Gold, all which were taken away by the 
lacriligious people of Lewis the 12th. King of France , when with¬ 
out any difference he facked this City, for which they afterwards re¬ 
ceived from the moft high condigne punifhment, being moft of them 
cut in pieces, or forced to leap into the Poe, or Tefino, where they 
drowned themfelves. In a Semicircular Chapel, are Limned thole 
firft Arch-Bifhops of Ravenna (defied by the (hewing of a Dove) in 
Mofaick work, a fair piece, whofe elefiion was after this manner. 

Sant Apollinare (believed one of the 72 Difcipies of Chriff,then 
amended into Heaven Jdeparting from Antiochia, with Saint Veter togo 
to> JZa*f,had in his paffage taught the Chriftian Faith at Ravenna, , and 
afterwards ffayed there to govern it,whom none of the Difcipies by 
him left judged themfelves fit to fucceedto govern thatChurch where 
tore allot them together withdrew themfelves into a Temple to 
praytoGod to demonftrate to wch of them itwould pleafe hisDivine 
Ma jefty to commit that care,whereat the holy Spirit in the form of a 
Dove defeended upon the head of one, who was underftood by it 
\°u b y Godto that Di g n «y, after which manner eleaven 

Arch-Bifhops were fuccelfively chofen. And the Cafement,whereat 
the Doveentred is yet apparent though half (hut, over the Arch of 
the high Altar in the Church of Spirito Santo in this City, in which 
Church on the left hand is a heap of Bricks, near which in a C01- 
ner (food Sevens a mean perfon and a (imple Man, upon whofe head 
the holy Spirit defeended vifible to all, he being the laft of the 
eleaven. 

Tis worth ones pains to view the Church of Saint Apollinare, , called 
the golden heaven , built moft fumptuouflp by iheodorkk . King of 
«Wo ranks of moft noble greatColumns,brought 
hither by that King from Conjlantinople, and is garnitoed with many 
pretious Marbles, extrafied from Rome, and other places of Italy, 
and alfo fome other Churches. J 

In Ravenna are many antiquities. Epitaphs, andantient Memori- ‘ 
whole Letters and words require a Univerfity of Interpreters:

5igns, diftinftly figured, butthis difference is not of any great mo¬ 
ment, nearly weighing the Signification of the thing for the know, 
lege of the hour arofe from the obfervation of the Celeftial motion 
and tis the Sun diftinguifties the hour, who by his annual courfevi-* 
fites the whole Cirk of the Firmament, which hath caufedfometo 
conjefiure, that Hercules fignifies the Sun, and that the 12 labours 
counted as of a Mans, is the Ingrefsof the Sun through the twelve 
Signs in the circuit of the skies, whereby the Sun of it (elfcaftsf jrth 
ns beams, perfuing which Opinion, mifterioufly though with fome- 
what accultfenfe they apply to the fun all the other Fables of Her. 
cules , which are two tedious here to be applyed, let it fuffice to have 
fpoken fo much to the purpofe,of that ftatue, to roufe up our youth 
intoa more near Scrutiny of the fenfeof theFablesof theantients 
from the knowlege wherein may be extrafied many natural fecrets ’ 
hid under thofe their fayings and Fables. 3 

Before Ravenna ftands a moft antient round Church of the bleffed 
Virgin, being fo fair and large,that the inward circle is 25. footio 
diametre: The walls are finely wrought, and all the pavement is 
layed with fmall ftones of various colours, difpofed into divers plea- 
fing figures after the Mofaick work, the Roofis of one fquared en¬ 
tire hard ftone. hollowed, in the m'.dft whereof is the Cupola where¬ 
by the light penetrates, tis fcarce imaginable how or by what Art fo 
great a ftone could be mounted fo high, nor where had the Edge or 
Plate on the Walls at top as near as can be guefled arc about 3 5 foot 
in circuit, above the faid Edge on the top four fair Collumns in for¬ 
mer times fufteyned the noble Sepulchre of Theodoric\ King of the 
Ojlrogotbes , of Porphire, fpecled with white, being one entire ftone 
eight foot long, and four foot high , with a cover of Brafs figured 
and wrought to admiration with gold and othergamifhments,which 
Tombe tis fuppofed Amalefunta his Daughter erefied, but in the time 
of the French war, the wicked Souldiers of Lewis the 12th. King of 
France, with hopes of fome great booty within, drew it down and 
broke it, whereof fome Reliques yet remain. 

Three miles forth the Gityin the way to Forli, runs the River 
Ronco, on the Back whereof ftands a Crofs of ftone, in teftimony 
that in the year 1512. Gajionede Fois Captain of the French Army* 
there obtained a vifiory with the lofs of his own life, for that being 
too fiercly bent againft his enemies. he advanced two forward with 
very few in full fpeed of his Horfe, and of afuddenwas dead , in 
which battail dyed that day eighteen thoufand Souldiers, between 
French, Spaniards, Italians, Germans and Switzers. 
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N Ear Ravenna lies that notable Wood called Pigneda, from the 
infinite number of Pyne trees there growing, whole Frun lup- 
olv all Italy* Some miles beyond which ftands Cervia, a City, but ill 
peopled by rcafon of the malignant ayr , all whofe Inhabitants are 
fuch as get a lively hood by making Salt, with Saltwater dryed in the 
Sun , whereof they make fuch quantity, that white Salt lies in 
Mountains. In it is nought worth noting, unlefs the model ot io 
old a City, built meerly for neceffity. The Cathedral Church, al¬ 
though it hath a good revenue, feemesbut a Church of a Villa near 
it lies a Tomb of Marble, inform of aPyramide, with two lovely 
Children carved at the loot of it. After it had been under ft veral 
Lords in Annoi 5 27.it became a part of the Church Patrimony and 10 

1 C °W hence you muft paffe the River Savio inwhofePort CafarOfta- 
vianus prepared a great Armada, , and then to the River Piftatello for¬ 
merly c ailed Rubicone , famous not only for that the Romans made it 
r he bound of two Provinces, calling the one towards .Rome, Italia, 
and the other towards the Alpes , Gallia Cifalpina , and commande 
that no Commander of what quality foever, fhould prelume to pafs

Travailing from Ravenna to Rimini, on one hand lies the Sea, and 
on the other fertile and pleafant Fields, the Via Flaminia^nd Alpes , at 
whole Feet ftands the ftately City Forli. 

FORLI 

X Is believed, that (after Ajdrubal was (lain by the Roman Caniul 
Livio Salinatore then united with Claudius Nero) certain old 
Souldiers built a Caftle and called it Livio , in honour of the faid La~ 
vius the Conful, a mile and halfe's diftance from where Fork now 
ftands, botbccaufe in the Via Maeftrajhm was a fair Town wherein 
they made their Mart for Merchandize, and Seat of Judicature ,toi 
that caufe called Foro 9 they fay that the Inhabitants of Lipio, t&c 
fome time coufidering that twas more comodiousto inhabite the 
faid Town than their Caftle Livio , agreed with the Townesunen to 
cohabite together , and accordingly by Common confent, wit 
leave of Augujlas , which was eafily obtained through the mediation 
dl Livia his confort, and Cornelio Gallo a Liviefe, they conjoyne 
thofe two names, Foro and Livio, and for brevity called the place 

\Forli , which in Latine by the name clearly appears being cmea forum 
l Livii 9 ! 
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Livii, which union was made in the time that our Lord Ghriftwas 
being on the Earth, an d 208. jeers after, the firft foundation of the 
Caftle Livio , Forli is placed between the Rivers Ronco and Montone , 
enjoyes a delicate ayr with a moft fertile Country, in Wines, Oyls, 
Corn,and Fruit together with Coriander, feed, Annifeed, Cumin- 
feed, and Woad in great abundance. 

The men of Forli are for the moft part gallant beyond meafure,and 
retains the martial difpofition of their firft Founders. It was a long 
time fub jeft to the Romans , after them to the Bolonians x and becaufc 
four Bolonians banifhed out of Bolonia, were courteoufly entertained 
in Forli , the Bolonians raifed a great Army againft them, but in a 
Battail received fuch an overthrow by the Forlefi 9 that they never 
could raife their heads after it, whereby the Bolonians power being 
abated - the Forleji yielded .themfelves up to the Romany Church, 
from whome afterwards revolting Martin the 4th. difmamled it,and 
threw down the Walls, configning it to the Family Monfredi, from 
whom it pafled to the Ordelaji 3 who again Walled it round, but 
Siftus the 41 h. gave it to Giorlamo Biario Savonefe , whom Cafar Bor - 
gut Son oi Alexander the 6th. expelled and and took it by force of 
Arms, butatlafi in the time of Giulius the fecond, it again retur¬ 
ned to the Church under whom to this day, it condones in peace 
and fidelity, it hath yielded many learned and brave men,as Guidon 
Bonato 9 Rainiero 9 Biondi 9 and others. 

BRlTtONOKO. 

A Bove Forli ftands Britt onoro 3 called in Latine Forum Trijarinorum , 
this City is built upon a bill, and above it hath a ftrong Fort fa - 
tal to Frederick^ the fecond, it was a Town, but created a City At 
the inftance of Egidius CarriUa a Spanijh Cardinal,and Legate of Italy , 
who having deftroyed F orlimpopoli, transferred thence his Epifcopal 
Seat, t QBrittonoro, in Anno 137 . it participates a moft happy Ayr, 
and rich Country, in Olives, Figgs, Vynes, Fruitful Trees, and 
good Waters. 11 hath one place ere&ed intent tonally for a profpeft, 
where you have a full view of the Adriatick Sea, of Dalmatia firoa- 
tia , Venetia 9 and all Romagna , at one inftant 3 Barbarojfa the Emperor, 
at the inftance of Pope Alexander the third, being reconciled to the 
Venetians 9 for this beautiful profpe&s fake requefted Brit ton or a 3 of 
the Pope for his habitation, but the Pope perpending theconftant ' 
fidelity of this People to the Sea of Rome , prevayled with the Empe¬ 
ror by fair words,not to take from the Churches government, a place 
that in all occafions had demonftiated fo fincere a Faith to it, and fo 
it continued under it till Alexander the 6th. configned it to Cafar 
his Son,after whom the civil difeords had almoft deftroyed it, 
its Inhabitants being fo prone to Arms that they know not 
how to live in Peace, Finally Clement the feaventh, configned it 
I to the f amily Pi/, who yet enjoy it.

F0R1MP0F0LL 

A Mile and halfe from Brittonoro , on the Via Emilia Hand Forlimpo - 
poli 9 called in Latine Forum Fopilii, which is one of the four Fori 
recordea in Pliny 9 on the Via Emilia.T was a City, but in the year 
700. Vitaliano being Pope, Griomddo King of the Longobardi 9 fecret- 
ly entred it on the Sabbath day, when all the People with the Bi- 
ihop were at Divine Service, and Dew ail the Males and Females, 
which done he Tacked the City , and levelled it with the ground. It 
was afterwards renewed by the F orlirteji, and again deftroyed by 
Egiddio Car ilia the Popes Legate dwelling in Avignone , who in the 
yeer 1370. plowed it and Towed it with fait for its utter extirpation, 
transferring theEpifcopal Seat to BrittonoroAS afore'aid,twenty yeers 
after which Sinibaldo Ordelafo Lord of For//, repaired it, and built the 
formidable Caftlc now there. Itenjoyes a good ayr, fertile Fields, 
and a great Ferry affording ample profit. Bojello a mod holy man of 
of'ftupeuduous miracles, was its Bifhop, in the Catalogue of Saints, 
whofe holy bones now lye in the Church called Santa Lucia^Antonel 
lo Armuzzo with his Sons Meleagro 9 and Brunoro 9 much honoured this 
Country, who by his Genius and ftrength from a mean perfonac- 
quired the dignity of being Captain, of the Popes Cavalry. 

SAKS IN A. 

N Ear Ferlumpopoli is feated the City S arftno , at the foot of the 
Appenines 9 whofe Citizens furnidled 20000. Armed Souldiers in 
Tupply to the Romans againft the French 5 when they made a moft fu¬ 
rious eruption over the Atpes into Italy , Its ayr is healthfull, and 
Territory abounds with Olivs 5 Vines and other fruitful Trees. It 
continued a long time under Malatejli, but when Rimini became fub- 
jeft to the Church Sarfinayeelded with it afterwards,lea the 10th. 
bellowed it on thehoufe of Pii 9 this City gave birth to Vicino Bifhop 
of L^wwamoft holy man,and famous for working miracles, which 
property his bodyflying in the Cathedral Church) yet retains, in o- 
peration over Tuch perfous as were opprefied with evil fpirits lye ex¬ 
pelling them. As alfo to Plautus that antient and famous ComickX a- 
tin Poet, who (tis commonly held for truth) wrought here at the 
Bake-houfe,as a Baker for a lively-hood, ind when he had any fpare 
time, he compofed hisComedies, and fold them, the better to Tup* 
ply his neceifities. Which Opinion Eufebius alfo confirms. 

CESENA. 

C Efena lies at the foot of a Hill near the River Savio, which fo 
rapidly runs by it down from the Apenines that it overflows and 
infefts, many grounds, before it runs into the Sea. This City hath 
a ftrong Cittadel upon the hill ad joyning to the heart of the City by 
means of a Pyle, built by Frederic^ the fecond Emperor now near 
ruined. Tis worth ones pains to fee the Church, whereon the roof 
hangs a piece of a poudered Hog 3 nay led to it in remembrance of a 
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Miracle wrought thus. San Pietro the Martyr, caufed the Convent 
of Saint Domenick,to be built, in the time of whofe ftrn&ure, craving 
Aimes for the Love of God, it happened that this piece of the Pou- 
dred Hoggs flelh was bellowed on him, whereof he gave and fed the j 
Workemen and Labourers till the faid Convent was finilhed, and 
Hill there remained that which now hangs up there, for that what! 
ever the Saint cut ofF,grew&increafed day by day in the fame manner j 
and quantity,as in its firft llate,as if it had not been at all touched or 
diminilhed.lt abounds with excellent wines and all other neceffaries! I 
Its original is not known, yet twas ever and is Hill well peopled. It 
was under the Emperors, the Church, th eBolonians, the OrdolaJi 9 
Mighardo di Sujjennapnd the Malatejii , the lafl of whom Mala tejlo No 
vello, collected a llately Library,not now fo defpicable alfo to be paf* 
fed without a view, in the Monallery of Saint Frauds , who furren* 
dred the City to the Church from whom twas wrelled by Cafar Bor - 
gio called Duke Valentino Son of Alexander the 6th. and from him it 
once more returned in obedtence to the Church, and fo continued 
in quiet ever fincej on the Mount near it is a Church called Maria del 
Monte Cefena , where the Bene divines fer ve. 

RIMINI 

T He number of Antiquities through this City (hew it very anti¬ 
ent: Twas beautifyed divers times by Augujius c<efar 9 and the 
fucceeding Emperors,with fumptuous Fa bricks, whereof the reliques 
yet remaining give afulficient tellimony many Hillorians relate, that 
twas made a Colony of the Romans before the firll Punic k, War, toge¬ 
ther with Benevento 9 Publius Sempronius Sofo^nd Appius Claudius , Son 
of the Blind, being Confuls, which was 48 5 yeers after the foundati¬ 
on of Rome. After which twas held and inhabited by the Romans 5 
as a Fortevza in thofeConfines againft the French , and there moft of 
the Roman Commanders(defigned with Armies to forein Countries) 
were wont to make their Rendezvous, fignifying to their People, 
what day they (hould there render themfelves, as Livy more plain- 
ly fets down. Twas called Rimini from the River Rimini which 
walhes it. The Picenti firll juftly held it, but they were over¬ 
come by Appius Claudius who triumphed for it, and dilated the Em¬ 
pire from FJiho 2 or Fiumefino to the River Pijfatello. Tis feated in a 
moft fertile Plain, having on the Eaft and Weft parts of it excellent 
plow- Landsjon the South great plenty of Gardens,Orchards, Olive- 
Woods, and Vineyards upon the hills of the Apenine Mountains, 
and on the North the Adriatick^Sc a, all which as t were in emulation 
ftrive which (hall exceed the other in alffording of neceffaries and de* 
licacies of all forts to its Inhabitants. 

Tis a comodious and fair City,replenilhed with ftru&ures alia Mo 
derna , in the Piazza is a glorious fountain fprouting fweet and clear 
waters through feveral pipes.Towards theSea are Tome Reliques of a 
ftatcly Theatre^over the River Arimino Hands a Bridge built with 
large fquare Marble Hones by Augujius ) which conjoins the Via Flami - 
nia s to the Via Emilia 9 and the City to the Suburb ,which is 200,foot 
long in 5. Arches,and 15. broad, whofe fides are wrought in DorickS 
ftru&ure - 9 upon one of which is inferibed the Titles of Auguftus c<e- | 
fir, and on another thofe of Tiberius Gafir , whence we compute 
] ;_ Ii ___ this 
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thisBrid^ was fmiflied 778. yeers after the foundation of Rome] 

C. Cth’iJWa and Gn. L&ttulus than Confuls , being begun by Augp- 
ftnsC who much laboured to beautify andjaccomodate the ViaFlatmma 
fparioe no coftj and finiflwd in the daies of Tiberius. Some part of the 
old Port appears yet but fo inconfiderable, that it can onely receive 
fmall boats. But how great and ma^uficent this hath been , may 
be coUefted from that proud and ftupendious ftruaure^the Church 
S un Frtncefcp , which wasbuilt by Sigifmnd Maltefta, Prince of this 

City, with the Marble Stones haled out of the old Port. 

At the Tort a Orientate , leading to Pefaro 9 is a fair Marble Arch, e- 
redted there in honour of AHguftusCafar 9 when having been leaven 
times Conful, he was! elefted for the eighth, he having fortified and 
adorned ( by commiffion of the Sena tc,and Will-of the People of 
Rome) the five chief Roads of Italy, as may be gueffed, from thole 
few legible fragments of carved Letters yet remaining;, whereby it 
appears that the Via Flaminia , was of great confideration , Angujt us 
having affumed tohimfelfthecare of accommodating that Road 
from Rome to as Suetonicus recounts) and given the charge or 

accommodating the reft to certain illuftrious Men, with order to dll 
pofe what ever fpoiles they took from the Enemies,to that purpofe* 

For a memorial of which publique benefit,are yetextant certain mo¬ 
neys or medals of Gold then ftamped with the Effigies of Jufftfius 9 
with his titles on the one fide > and on the other an Arch with two 
Doors elevated over a Way, on the top whereof fits V iftory driving 
a triumphal Chariot,with thefe words, guod vi£ mnnite fint > which 
words declare the occafionof that great honour done to Cafar was for 
his care and coft in amending the high Waips & publick Roads. Or 
which Arch now wholly deftroyed,many Reliques ly on the Via Fla- 
mini a even toRome. . 

But the ftiprteft way to Romcy is to go over the Hills which ly 
South- ward fromRiming where ftands theCaftle Fiore , to pafs the 
River lfattro, thirty miles whence is VrbinOy and eight miles more 
is AcqHMdgna , there to enter the ViaFlamtma % and travail to Vmbria . 

Iq th^V/a Flam ini a 3 on the right hand upon a Hill is Verncchio, the 
firft habitationpf the Malatefia , to whom .it was given] by Of/tf the 
Emperor, and higher in the Mountains is theBourg s.Martinojn 
in Latine Acer Monty a noble rich and well- peopled Place.which bath 
ever preferved it felf in full Liberty, nor was it ever conquered, 
which at a diftaqceloqks like a confuted heap of Mountains,without 
way or means to afeend tq. On the fame way 15. miles off R mini 
begins the Plain, which reaches without obftacle of hill to the Alps 
Cottky which divide Italy (vouttFrancey this Plain is very fpatious and 
fertile in all things, filled with Towns and Villages on all fides. In 
view whereof lies Poggto s Imperial 9 at whole foundatian Frederic k, 
the third Emperor lay ed the firft ftone, where the Pi&ures of all the 
line of Aufteriay are excellently delineated.

I / “T“SHis City was built by the Romans ii9. yeers before the coming 
I JL pf Chrift.near the River ifaurus , whence with little alteration 
\it took its name. Its Walls and Bulwarks were begun by F rancefio 
[ _ Maria 
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Maria del Rover ejk fiaifhed by GuicU Baldo s his Son,tis beautifyed with 
ftately ftrufturcs for dLvine,publick and private life, worth a view. 
Without theCity is built thePrincesPalace.ln Pejaro they hold certain 
Fairs whither refort Merchantsfrom farr Countries,but in regard the 
Port is flopped £0 thatnone but fmall Boats may enter, they carry 
their Merchandize on Affes and Mules. T was made a Colony of the 
Romans 56y. yeers after the foundation of RomeyClaudius rulchrns 
and Lucius portions Licinus being then Confuls, and among the reft 
fent thither to inhabit was L. Actus the excellent Tragick Poet, born 
of Father and Mother that were Libertines . pint ark, (in the life of 
Antonins) records this City to have received much damage by aGleft 
or falling in of the Earth , after that M. Antony had a i'econdtime 
conduced Romans to inhabite there, which was a fhort time before 
that Warr^awherein himfelf with Cleopatra werp|overcome by Augu- 
fius . At the Palace of the Governour is a Magazine fumiftied with 
excellent and various Arms. 

From Pejaro you muft go to FanOy and along the (bore to Senigalia. 
Near the Porta of Riminii s a Bridge over the RiverF4g//*,which is the 
Confines of the Provinces of Marcad’Ancona and Romagna . On the 
way appears Novellara MonteAbate 3 Monte Baructo&nd 15«other Towns 
Pejaro yeelds fuch ftore of the beft Figgs that they are there dryed to 
transport over Italy, and are accounted better than thofe from scla- 
vonia. 

FANO. 

His City was fo denominated from the Temple of Fortune here 
X ere&ed, which in Latine is called Fanum . It ftands on the Via Fla - 
minidy in a good Soy 1 , which yeelds all forts of Corn , Wine, and 
Oyl* in great plenty. Many fay Augttfius Cafar made it a Colony,con • 
during thither Roman People to inhabit, at that time when he(as 
Suetonius writes) drew out of Rome 28. Colonies, and Pompomus Mela 
£de$,that from the name of Julia CUfare, twas called Giuho Faneftre 9 as 
may be alfo colleded from certain old inscriptions there extantFrom 
the Reliques of the old Walls, and from the Arch placed over the 
Gate by which you enter coming from Rome on the Via FUmintajmy 
be drawn , that twas begirt with Walls by AugufiuSy and reftored 
afterwards by Coftantio , and Cojlanto, Sonnsof the great Conftan- 
tine. 

The faid Arch remained entire till the time of Pope Pins the le- 
cond, and was made with great Art, carved with figures and Let¬ 
ters, but wasdeftroyed by the Artillery in the War againft the Far 
nejty though for its remembrance a draught of it was take n and car¬ 
ved on the Walls of the Church S. Michiehy at their common 
charge,whereofjoor of any thing elfe of antiquity does ought entire 
appear. 

In its neighbourhood beyond the River Metauro , are fome places 
famons for theDeeds of Arms there performed. FotM.LivinSySalinato 
McCloud. Nerone Confuls overcame and flew Afdrubal Brother of Hanni¬ 
bal the Carthaginian , on the Banks of the River, which made Han* 
nibal dcfpair of maintaining Carthage againft the Romans , feeing the 
bead of his Brother carried at the head of the Roman Army for his

tain whereon Nocera Hands, is the Valley Trinta , fo named from the 
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RiverTr/»i<i,wherof 5 r/zKx fpeak6thu9 3 Tr*>rz* que inglorioushttmo^ calling 
it unworthy among Rivers, lor not being navigable. The way tho¬ 
row which Valley is very dangerous, beacufe of the neceffity to 
wade feveral times through the River, where fometimes the poor 
Travellers are bemired/by reafon that m the bottom ther^is a 
mod (tiff mudd, whereby theyareoft drowned through their Igno¬ 
rance of certain Whirl-pools, covered with mudd, not eafily to be 
avoided but by fuch as are well skilled in the paflage.The faid vale is 
1 2 miles long 5 and in it is FoUgno.

ANCONA. 

T Is a famous noble rich City, and hath the rnoft eminent Port in 
all Italy : whence the Merchants out of Sctavomafireeee, Dalxta- 
tia . and all Europe frequent it. All Writers agree it had its founda¬ 
tion from the siraettjany, flying from theTyrany of Diomfim Tis 
likely it became aColonyof theRa*4»r ; 485 . yeers after Hornes 
building, when xheMarchiani were overcome by Tubltw Sempronnts, 
theConful, and the Confines of /M/v enlarged- Fo ' t ^?" aSn '' 
ceffarv to place R oman People on thofe boundaries. It took its name 
from Ancon in Greek which fignifies an Elbow, in which form is its 
Port andHarbour a fecureStation for Ships. Many Wnters^worthy 
belief)fay, that in therimeof the R oman Empiretwas a renowned 
City aed well Inhabited for the conveniency of the Harbour,and no¬ 
blyreftored by Trajan the Emperor with incredible expence, where¬ 
of fome Reliques remain. ? 

It hath fair Fabricks, rich Merchandize,bufinefs, and People in 
good number. ‘Tis environed with Walls and Bui works, theree- ^ 
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rettcd at tfec charge of the Popes to enable it withrefiftancc agaiaft 
mvafions a good part of the Wall* arc yet of Marble, amkntly twas 
all of Marble, the Port hath ftrong Pillars tofaften (hipping to,and 
convenient defeents to theWater< fcsalfri ftrong Cranes for removing 
Goods into, and out of the Veflcls.Some Medals are yet extant (lam¬ 
ped in honour ofTtajant with the form oftbatPortjSca jNir/tfwrtCrow- 
ned in water before the Mouth of tbePofte ^ hiththe Rudder of a 
fhip in his right'hand , and a Dolphin near.* It hath twb ; chains 
wherewith they (hut up the entrance, therein are at all times Ships 
and Galleys of all forts. There is an Arch moft (lately ,raifed in ho* 
pour of Trajane , in gratefull acknowledgment of that publick bene¬ 
fit , his reftoring the Porte,by the Senate and People of R<w»e,which 
Arch although difpoiled ofthofe Ornaments, it formerly had, yet 
(like tbePimtre of a fair Woman Jit attraffs the eyes of the beholders 
railing wonder in them, moving the Fancy to confidcr the Art. beau¬ 
ty and proportion of that Piece, ferofo the great fquares of Marble 
and degrees yet tobefeen) on all tides (hewing a moft proportio¬ 
nate and beautifull appearance. 

’Tis of no faiall conlideration : That all the Statues and other 
Ornaments, are carved into,or inlaid in thofe great fquarc ftones,and 
not fixed outwardly, which Squares too are fo clofe connexcd that 
tis impoffiblc to put in the point of a Knife between them, but looks 
as if t were one entire Rock, which Ihewes the sjt ill and Art of the 
Artificer* On it is inferibed as follows.

Tis not ill fpent time neither toafeend the Mount Ancona^zndbc. 
hold its Rarities, which is the promontory Cumro, where firft is the 
antient Cathedral Church Saint Ciriaro* of admirable ArcMte&uf*, 
and enrious Marbles, in its Veftiy are infinite Reliques of Sahitis^nd 
|offi rings of gjvcat valew prefentedfor devotion.Onc may gather from

At aUb many near Cities, Caftks, and Burges, as 
Sirolo celebrious for the good Wine called Anconilam* by ?liny*Orbiuo 7 
ojemo* and others. 

Upon a Mount near the River Muf<tne> ftand s Cingela a Caftle built 
by Titus Ldienus* out of the In any robafics committed by him,while 
he was EmbafiadOr ofC.C<^*r and ptoconjul in Gallia in tha t long War. 
The (hape of which Caftle we finde engraven upon certain pieces of 
filver and gold with his Titles, of whole fo great Riches, Cicero Silt- 
us Valerius, Max. and Dion, fpeake fcornfully inventively, and bitter¬ 
ly, but now to our Voyage.

Juno Caprana now tis alTown but yet envroned withWalls, Ditches, 
Fortre(fes,and Arms in readiaefs, to defend it (elf from the violence 
and (hares Of the Corfnri , baniftit Perfons, Robers and other wick¬ 
ed Men, whereby the Inhabitants live fecurely and are well provb 
in all things for the receit of ftrangers. Tis a moft (lately Church, 
built with fquared Stones of excellent Marble of great coft, in the 
mid ft whereof the Pilgrims vifite that moft holy Ghamber of the Vir 
gin Maty with a great devotion, which is compaffed in with a fur- 
rounding fqnare of Marbles engraven and wrought with figures of 
admirable artifice,but fo placed that it toucheth not theWalls there* 
Ofin any part,and tis credibly held, that thofe Walls within which 
the Queen of Heaven was bom and brought up,ought not to be more 

hither from Vdeft ins by Angetts* and*Tte is pronounced an Infidel 
that doubts thereof, having fo many grave Authors and dayly Mi¬ 
racles to prove it. 

The great quantity of Tablets, Offerings, and Prefents,hung up¬ 
on the Walls, Pillars, and CorniChes of the Church, at the firft en¬ 
trance Will raife a certain pronefs to honour the place in the moft ob. 
durat heart.There it clearly appears how gteat and infpeakable figns 
the moft gteat God (hewes ot his Power for the Salvation of human . 
kind,by granting all the prayers of fuch as with a devout and finccrc 
heart fe«k him,6cc. . 

The infiniteMiracles wrought there,(hew that God will be fought

a Lthough no day paffeth wherein theCel of ihe holyVirgin isnot 

/\ vifitedbymany Atangets > 2i^eUpoles i $paniar4s i Germas»s,PortHgats 9 

& other Oltramontaneous and Oltr amarine Nations as Italians ) yet there 
are two feafons in they eer, when there is Exceeding concourfeto 
wit,Spring and Autumn. In the Spring begins the Solemnity, the 
day of the Conception of our Lord, and in Autumn the day or the 
birth of our Lady, and each folemnity continues for g. Moneths, 
wherein each day the houfe of Loreto is repaired to by great multi¬ 
tudes of people,the greater part whereof go in companies with their 
Enfignes, having carryed before them a Crucifix with the Images o* 
Saints. Every Com pany bath its own governors & Pnefts who ung, 
& the Donatives offered follow, which are of more or leue valew ac¬ 
cording to theqnality of the Perfons and their Devotions, which 
method of going&fingiog praiers& praifes toGod,excites great piety 
in the Pilgrims,and people who follow (though not in order) in infi¬ 
nite multitudes. When at a diftance the Gompamestiegm to fee

1 to meet thefe Companies, introducing them into the Church,With 
folemn mufick, Trumpets,and Bells, when they approach the core 
the Companies again fall flat on the ground faluting the Virgin from 
the bottome of their hearts, with fuch zeal, that the beholders are 
moved to tears. _ ,__”1^ 
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Arrived at thTchamberof the Virgin, which (bines moft clear by 
the many lights brought in their hands, they contemplate the Effi¬ 
gies of the Madonna, with fuch Piety, Tears, Sighs, and humility, 
as is wonder full, and many affix them felvesfo much to confider the 
place and Aftions which the Mother of Chrift there performed, that 
were they not driven out by other com panies who overtake them, 
they would never remove thence, but fuch as come from far Coun - 
treys > not being able to.preferve the order of Companies, refort 
thither in the beft manner they can, the moft part if not all commu¬ 
nicate there, and leave their offerings at the Altar, but the moft pre¬ 
cious offerings are ccnfigned to the deputies, whofe charge is to fet 
them and the givers names down in a Book, for perpetual remem¬ 
brance. The Altar erefted by the Apoftles, and the effigies of the 
Virgin Mary , arealwaics clothed from time to time with fumptuous 
garments, aud ornaments of great valew both in Gold and 
Jem ms. 

The Church is alwaies full with wax lights and Lamps burning, 
refounding with mulickandOrgans,but what more imports tis filled 
with the Spirit ofGod,which terrifies ihebadjejoices thegood,heals 
the infirm, and works ftupendious miracles. The number of the 
Pilgrimsat F^rufethtobeiaoob.andatthe Penticojl andnativity 
of the Virgin not much inferiourU not more,there hath been the day 
of the faid Nativity in our times, knd the day following above two 
hundred thoufand Perfons which hath neceffitared the intendents, 
to make a rail round about the Cel whereby to exclude and admit 
whom they think fit, that they may not beoppreft by Multitude. 
Moreover becaufe in all times the Companies of Souldiers inten¬ 
ding for the Wars refort thither firft to confefs and communicate,the 
Road is fo well accommodated with Inns and houfes of Reception, 
that any Perfon though delicate and weak, may make the journey 
on foot, befides that the continual concourfe of frefh companies to 
and fro, renders the way lefs heavy $ this convenience invited M. 
Antonio Colonna(not to fpeak of others) a famous, rich, and great 
Commander, to take that Journey on foot. Thefe Companies ha¬ 
ving feen the countenance of theVirgim rejoyce fpiritually,and com¬ 
monly acknowlege they have gathered great benefit from the Pilgri¬ 
mage though difficult. Were it not too long & difficult twere worth 
ones pains to recount the vowes there made, and rendred to God, 
how many there efcape out of the mire of Sin, how many are there 
loofed from the intricate tyes of carnal and forbidden pleafures,how 
many there lay down their hatred and old envy, how many men al- 
moft defperate to do more good, and bound already to the Gates of 
hell by compatt between them and theDivel,yet there deliver them¬ 
felves from the Enemy, and recover a ftate 01 Salvation, finally>as 
the Soul is more pretious than the Body, fo the Miracles of the blef- 
fed Virgin of Loreto wrought for the Soul, are more than thofe that 
! are for the Body, fo that to difeourf#; more at large the things tou¬ 
ched here,were a defire to meafure and confine the divine power by 
humane frailty. Which to avoid, tis better to let it alone, than un¬ 
dertaking it to reft unfatisfied, and although for the moft part Fame 
furpaffeth the thing fpoken ot$ yet whoever hath feen Loreto^ muft 
confefs Fame could not fpeak fo much of it and its glory as he there 
faw and c ontemplated. _ LI _ The

| ving(of its own accord ) Galilea, firft went into Dolmatia 
and there (topped in a Wood of Mar chi am* y whence it went into a 
Mountain belonging to two Brothers who were at difeord, but to 
remain there for a time. Cod having determinated that it (hould (lay 
where now it (lands, and we hope will ever continue if fome fins 
of the adjeent People make not the place unworthy and tis prefu¬ 
med that fioce it came from Galilee and the mount becaufe the fins of 
the People there made it unworthy, fo the knowlcge the Virgin had 
of thequalityof this People made her tranfinit her habitation hither 
and the often mutations of the places makes it evident to all, that 
this is the true Stanza or Cell of the bleffed Virgin departed from 
Galilea,

T He L ottgobardi f haviog*feftroyed Foro Flaminio , the Inhabitants 
out of its Ruinej built Foligno. The City is rich in Merchandize, 
fmall but pleafent, it hath a goodly port*, whence the Citizens 
repelled the affaults of the Longobardi 9 the Cities fetugia and Ajjijia- 
are Weftward t wenty miles from Fohgno . 

All along the Flaminian Way, ly Draft flourifhing Fields, planted 
with all forts of Fruits, Vines, Gardens, Olive-Trees,8c Almonds, 
praifed to the skies, by Propertius Virgil , and other Poets. 

On the right hand lies AJevania* the Countrey of Propertius 
and its Territory, which produceth large Bulls and Oxen, on the 
left was the Anticnt Temple of Metufca, near it is the Source of the 
River Clitunmus^ ifTuing wirhaclearand plentiful! head of Water, 
enough to water the Fields of Bertagna, which at its fecond ftage,had 
the name of a God given it by the blind Gentiles, to whom tis be¬ 
lieved the neighbouring Temple of Marble ('now antique yet noble) 
was dedicate in old time. Tis made in that form ( which Vitmvim 
writing of theorderof Temples, teaches that thofe of Fountains, 
Nimphcsj'enus, Flora , and projtrpitea. ought to have, to wit to have 
fome fimilitude with their Gods ) and hath in the Ornaments of the 
outfide leaves of Bears-foot, and Holm tree, which dexnanftrate 
the frmtfulnefs of ibtwnems 9 which the Antients obferved, fo fat- 
ned the adjacent Paddies, that thereby the Herds of Cartel gtew ve¬ 
ry great, and (rl*»y, Lucatt, and Strums the Commentator of Virgil ) 
averr that thofe Cartel drinking of the water of clitnmnm became 
white. 

Out of thefc Herds the Eoenate Conquerors ufod to fek& the moft 
fair, and in their triumphs to facrificc them for a happy Augury to 
the vi&orybrought with them. The famealfo were led by the Em¬ 
perors, (which triumphed) with their boms guilt, and bathed with 
the water of this River, wato the C*mpubglio 9 and there facrificed 
to Jrasand other Gods^ which made the Spoktimto honour elitmp* 
I**/as a God, and to it were dedicated by tho antients,'Temples and 
j Groves, as may be coik&cd from Propertius in tbefe words.

The Triumphs in the Campidoglio fet forth that the Nequinati were

1 tis one ot themoftanuentof J/eflr, and they that fpeak of its 
latciiOriginal attributept to Lucchio Lucnmone Laerte of Tujcatty, who 
reigned 46. ycers after the foundation of Rome, from whom fome 
fay it took its name but fome others averrtwas built long be- 

fo re that time, even by the Grecians before the deftru&ionof Troy. 
It alwaics was for its ftrength and power of much conflderation: 
and that made C. Cempromus after the overthrow he received from 
Hannibal at Trebbia^ and the lefle fortunate day fought before Piacenza 
to recover Lucca , with the remnant ©f his Army as to a place that 
yedded afecure retreat and the valorous Narfete , who for the Etn- 
perour JuJtfnian , freed Italy of the Goths 9 could not have gained it 
with hi* j Moneths tedious and moft rigorous fiege, had he not by a 
certain wile and cunning perfwaded or rather in treated theCitizens 
to deliver their City of their own accord and with their own terms. 
ItsSeignors or Lords have fo well added to its former ftrength, that 
no Qity in Italy comes near it, for it hath eleaven ftrong Bui works m 
lefletbang. miles circuit, and a yaft wall, with works within,upon 
which the Trefcl planted, the pleafant and fertile hills furroun- 
ding |t, and the ftately Palaces inthe heart of it renders it a moft de- 
lightfoil City* : 

Strabo reports the Romans often raifed there many foot Souldiers 
and fome Horfe, and Gafper Sardo writes that at the Naval fight be* 
tht Chriftians arm Stratum fo anno 1179 .Lucca had leaven Galleys 9 un-

part of it. Its ayr is good , though fomewhat encltneing to hot 
and dry tis built in part upon hills and in part upon a Plain or Letel. 
On the Maritine pirtWeftward, It hath a Port may well merit the 
name of the moft importent of Italy. Itcnjoyes theTreafureof 
Liberty, and is governed in form of a Republique, all its ftate being 
content with that foreknowing that to the obedient Life Honour 
and Goods,under thfit government are in no hazard; It ftands be¬ 
tween two Rivers the one on the Eaft 70. miles long, the other on 
the Weft a 100. In the River on the Levant about 6. miles from the 
City is the comely Town of .fl/ers/i,which plentifully ftores it with 
Fruits andFlowers all thcWinter.Tis Miftrefsand foie Governefs of 
the Iftand of Corjica, whence in time of [need they can advance a good 
quantity of Souldiers notinferiourin Arms or Valour to any other 
Nation. The People of Corfu moft willingly yeelding them Obe¬ 
dience, for their proteftion^nd that cofts them but a quarter of a 
Crown annually for each fire, and fome other incenfible tax. Every 
two ycers the Republique fends thither a Governour and the other 
Lawgivers and Judges, who haviug finifhcd their Offices,are arraign¬ 
ed by twoGentlemen impowred thither to that effed,who without 
any trouble to the fubjcd, do them juftice againft any Governour 
or Judge at their own doors,who hath done them wrong.-Which rule 
they alfo obferve through all other parts of their ftate- On allpart 
of the City are infinite pleafant Gardens and Pallaces beautified with 
all that Art can add to them or Riches procure their St ru&ures being 
alia Modern* though fomewhat high in moft parts by reafon that the 
City is but finall, fo that they are necefhtated to make the beft ufe 
of their Room which renders the ftreets in moft places narrow and 
in fome a littleobfcure. Though one ftreet may be well termed the 
Miftrefs of the World called Struck Nova, being fpati<fci$, long,even, 
and on each|(idc embellifhed with moft ftately Maible Pallaces, the 
faireft whereof belongs to the Duke of Orta. It hath a moft fpatious 
Port in form of a Theatre compared in with noble Stru&ures, which 
though defended by a moft magnificent Mole (judged thegreateft 
in Ghriftendome) yet is when the South and Southweft Winds blow 
very tetapeftubus. Oppofite toit 1 s t Pharos bearing a Lanthern ( for 
light to fnips in the night time)of an extraoadinary bignefs. Darjina 
is a haven to it alfo > which is a fure retreat for Galleys and Chipping 
at all feafons: The Galleys being there layed up in their feveral claf- 
fis. For publickEdifiqes it hath the Merchants Hall. The publick 
Granaries the Dukes P allace with the Armory of 30000. Mien. And 
their Churches which though(in refpeft of others of Italy)ihey have 
not fo much Beauty, that once feen they yeeld a Gujlo to a lecond 
view, yet for their polifht Marble and inward Ornaments,were they 
\placed any where but in Italy might well merit a larger Account. In

Saint Lorenzo theCathedralChurch is (hewed to Perfons of quality an 
Emerald of inedible price: as alfo the fumptuous Chapel of San Gio 
Battifia.y/herem they adore his Alhes. . 

Who delights to fee Piftures of greatMaiftcrs muft repair to thePa- 
lace of Prince D'ora , reaching from the bottom of the mor e to the 
top of the Mountains,divided into three Gardens. In the hi ft where* 
of theTerrafes andPorticues bore up one above another with Marble 
Pillars, the Fountain of Eagles,and the Family of Neptune are very 
magnificent. On one fide of which is that famous Cage of Ironwork 
of fo vaft extent, that it enclofeth a wood of Cypres and other 
Trees: The other two are filled withGrotts Orange Trees,and other 
delights. And who is curious to fee Statues and Pi&ures, may repair 
with fredome to the Pallaces of the Signori Giuftiniano ., Pallayiano , 
Horatio Cbiavari , and Giovan 3 Caclo Doria, who have colleiftions of 
fuch Rarities of fo great valew,as is fcarce to be believed a Treafure 
for a private Man. Two Stautes which Ginftiniano hath for their in. 
comparable and Price defeive particuler mention, to wit,an antient 
Cupid of Marble fleeping,and an antique head with a body to it, 

efteemed moft rare antiquities. 

Religion fo flourifhes in Gemma , that they may ( with thanks to 
God)fay that tis therein the higih of Glory. 

It contains about a hundred thoufand Souls more orlefs.* out of 
which in all Ages have proceeded Eminent Sholars and Souldiers. 

Which (hall end the relation here with this fhort Addition, that 
whofoever for delight fees Genoua.mMft repair thither in the begining 
of Summer, who for profit or Merchandize may take their own con- 
veniency. To take a perfeft view,and a full profpeft of the City, in 
a c alm and ferene day you muft embark in a fmall Boat, and eloign 
on the Sea the diftance of an ordinary Sight, where theCityfeems 
fo to be united with the Burroughs,and both fo conjoyned afford fo 
fair an Obje&,as muft be confeft to be a moft beautifull and noble

the Steeple of the Church of S. Benigno, , and the Pharos where the 
Lanthorn ftand 9 . . , _ 

In the GhurcfffltfSaint John the Baptifl among its other Reliques, 
they pretend to mire the heads of Saint Lavrence ,and Saint Sebafiian 
the Martyr, the Arms of Saint Matthew and Saint ‘lbeudore the Martyr 
and the right hand of Saint James the lefs,together with a certain vef 
feiof Calcidonian ftonc, beftowed on this Church by Pope Innocent 
the 8th. which they fay to be the fame difh wherein the Daughter 
of Herodias brought in the head of Saint John Baptift to her Mother.

Tis worth 
Qonfideringthe Paralell between her and a Ghilde: Whoinitsfirft 
lii.— _ p ___Infancy 
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[nfaucy creeps, when (he began to be built aod peopled : then it ac¬ 
quires vigour &, ftiengtb,for Adolefcential Exercifes,fo (he thenwar- 
red only with her neighbours,but when arrived to more full ftrength 
is employed in Manly difputes;So (he when arived to be 300. yeers 
old, and increafed both in vigour and People, began to pafs Moun* 
tains and Seas, purfuingWarr into the fartheft Gountreys, where 
(he obtained and brought home innumerable Victories and Tri¬ 
umphs from the Barbarous and wilde Nations: In the end,having 
made infinite noble Attempts, and acquired whatever upon Earth 
through Valour was to be obtained(as twere arrived to mature Age) 
(he begun to acquiefce, whereby the better to enjoy thofegood Be¬ 
nefits and Advantages, which (he had then provided for: Comit« 
ting the Troubles of Government to the Emperors f as to her Natu¬ 
ral Children)for her better and more pleafing repofe: At which time 
although the People participated of that publique Eafe and Profit, 
and the Souldiery moved not for her further advancement; yet fuch 
was the Care of her Greatnefs; that the Roman Majefty was no lefs 
Reverenced than feared.

R ome the Glorious is repleniftit with ftupendious Stru* 
ftures, as well publique, appertaining to the Popes, as pri¬ 
vate belonging to Cardinals and Princes, who at this time frequent 
that*City. The Gardens behind the Vatican called Belvedere^ from 
their beauty and pleafantnefs, are no lefs eftimable: In which Pope 
Sifttts quartus, erefted a noble Palace without regard to his ex pence , 
foe it might be excellently carved, painted, guilt, and embellifh’t 
with rare figures,thereby to make it a Kingly Receptacle for enter¬ 
tainment of fuch eminent Princes and Lords, as fhould repair to 
Rome : Before the Front of that Pallace where the Pope refides, is a 
moft (lately Porticue compofed in the form of a Theater , railed 
fomefteps above the Earth, and garnHhed with many marble Sta. 
tuesand on the weftero part is another Porticue which (lands be¬ 
tween the one and the other Palace, ( Belveder being near the 
Popes Palace) and will be when finifh’t according to the defign, a 
moftflately Piece and of great value. 

But of greater wonder are thofe footfteps and marks or old Rome 
which feem rather the works of Gyants than of ordinary men: al- 
Oo a though 
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judicious Men, by its prodigious Strufture. Who admires not the 
Pantheon^ or the Circalean, Dioclejian, and Confitntiman Baths, which 
Fabricks are built with rare art, and. fo great that they feem Ca¬ 
ttles and Towns: Or the vaft number of Arches, Triumphals,Col* 
lumns,Sculptures of whole Armies figured to the Life." Pyramids,and 
Obelisks, of fo vaft bignefs, that who would tranfport one of them 
muft build a ffaip large and ftrong enough to float and (ail laden with 
a Mountain. What (hall we fay of the great entire Statues, of the 
Cajlori on Horfeback? of the great bodies of Rivers proftrateon the 
ground? cf fo many brafs Statues and Vefiels capacious to bath in? 
orof thole Marble Tabletsand Pillars with hundreds of otherex- 
ce llencics. Each of which are worthy of , and would fill up a parti¬ 
cular volume if worthily defcribed. 

The Gardens of Belvedere , contain fome Statues of white Marble 
far bigger than the body of a Man, as of si polio, of Hercules, of Ve¬ 
nus, ot Mercury, of the Genius of the Prince , thought by fome to 
be of Anthony , of Adrian the Emperor, of a Nymph leaning near a 
River,judged by fome to be cleopatraysnd of Laoeoon the Trojan with 
his two Sons,enveloped in the twiftingsof the Serpents,a piecemuch 
applauded by Pliny , cut out of one entire Stone,which that it might 
receive as excelling fhapes, and forms as could be carved by induftry 
or Art, Agefandro, polidoro, and Afenodoro , three rare Rodian Scui p- 
tors applyed their joynt Induftry,ftudy,8c pains.- This curious Sculp- 
ture,was preferved by miracle ofFortune,at thedeftruftion of thePa- 
I lace oi'litusvcfpajian theEmperour,as alfo of the River Tevere,or fyber 
with the Wolte giving fuck to Romulus and Remus carved out of one 
tire Stone, and likewife the great Nilus leaning on a Sphinx , on 
theheigth whereof (land fixteen Children, denoting thefixteen Cu¬ 
bits of theincreafeof that River, oblerved by the Egyptians , and 
every one of thole Children is in fuch manner figured, that it ex¬ 
cellently defcribes the effett, which at that rife and increafeit 
wrought on the Land of JEgypt sa, for example, the fixteenth Child 
is placed upon a fhoulder of the River, with a basket of flowers 
and fruits upon its head, and this Child fignifies that theincreale of 
the River, to the fixteenth Cubit, enriches the, Earth to the 
produ&ion ofgreat plenty of Fruit and brings gladnefs to it. The 
15th, fignifies that all is fecure and well, and the 14th. btingsjoy- 
fulnefs, but all the other increaJes under 14. are unhappy and mife- 
rable as r liny obferves in the ninth Chapter of his fifth Book of Na- 
tural Hiftories; and moreover fome Creatures which are only pro 
per to that Coun trey with its plants, called Calamo a Cane,Colo Cajfia 
Egyptian Bean,and Papiro called Papir Reed,whereof they were wont 



Crocodiles.* Crocodrili 9 Sea Crocodiles, which can only move the 
upper Jaw or Chaps. Andalfo the pourtraits of the Terrojiti 3 a 
generation o( Pigmies or dwarfs inceflant Men, perpetual Enemies 
of the Crocodiles, whereof Pliny in the 2 5 th. Chapter of his eighth 
Book of Natural Histories treats at large, together with many o | 
ther lingular Statues in the faid gardens of Belvedere , which when 
feen, thorowly examined, and underftood by intelligent Perfons, 
yeeld them great delight and fatisfa&ion. 

In the B.-.th of Pope Pius the 4th. is a work of great efteem, be¬ 
ing an Ocean cut out of the faireft Marble. The Antients thought 
the Ocean to be Prince of the Waters, and Father of all things, 
a Friend to Prometheus 5 And that by means of the humidity and li¬ 
quid riels of the Waters, all things feetn to generate from Seeds with 
tneafliftanceof theHeavens.* therefore they believed that every 
thing received Life from Water, with the favourablefriendlhip of 
the temperatGxw#/ of the CaHeftial Bodies. This figure hath the 
Body covered with a thin vail, whereby they would fignifie, that 
theSealhrouds the Heavens with Clouds of its own vapours, mea¬ 
ning by the Sea, the whole generation of waters, and they denote 
the Earths being covered with plants by theHairs beard and ordina¬ 
ry skinns beingall figured by the leaves of divers tender Plants. It 
hath two horns placed upon the Forehead. Firft becaufe the Sea 
provoked by the w : t»ds roars like a Bull 5 and fecondly becaufe the 
Sea is governed by the Moons motion, which they called Cornuta , 
thirdly, becaufe the Se a is called Father of Fountains and Rivers, 
which they figured Cormti or horned. In its right hand is put the 
Rudder of a Ship, in token that the Waters (by means of the Ships 
being guided by thefe Rudders ) are furrowed asbeft likes the Pi¬ 
lot, of which Contodity they feigned Prometheus to be the Inven¬ 
tor, they have placed it upon a Maritime Monfter 9 to demonftrate that 
the Sea is generator of many wonderfull Monfters .* One of which 
to the purpofe is feen in Rome in the Antique marble fphere of Atlas 
placed among the celeftial fignes, upon this very occafion .* Tis 
laid that Andromada contending for beauty with the Nymphs of the 
Sea, being overcome, was by them given to this Monfter, which 
devoured her, out of whofe bodyf flam on the fhore of Perfeus who 
would ha v e faved that Virgin) there iifued fo much blood, that it 
dyed the Sea red, whence that Sea was afterwards called Citreo or 
the Red Sea, for all which the Citreo is not that gulfe, which is 
I vulgarly called the red Sea, but is that part of the Ocean affianced 
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^~SantaferonicayMi the effigies of Ghrift, - ^Speer ot Longinus 
wherewith he was run into the Bread. One of thole Nayls,whcre- 
with our Lord was nayled to the Grofs. One of thole thirty pence , 
which as the price of Treafon were given to "judas the Traitor by the 
wicked Jews, all which you are obliged particularly to fearch out 
j as exceeding lingularities not elfewhere to be found. 
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Of ROME the Old, and ROME the New, 
and of its admirable Excellencies.

R OME formerly the Emprefs of the World cannot be enough 
praifed : Her power was fo great, her Riches foimmenfe, her 
fubje&s fo innumerable, her Territories and Dominions fo yalt : 
That well m ight Saint Hierome (Jn his three wilhes for intermixing 
that concerning her withfo divine thingsjbe pardonable, which 
three wilhes were , To haveleen our Saviour in the nelh, to have 
heard Saint Taul preach, and to have feen Rome in her Glory: which 
had fo fpread her felf over the whole Earth that a perted idea of her 
cannot be comprehended, and mud needs have been the happielt 
fight that mortal eye could attain to. But when confidered what the 
was, and how fince devoured by fire by the invariable Nero, and how 
pillaged facked and thousands of mifehiefs done her by the Barba¬ 
rous, at the decay of the Roman Empire* One may well wonder how 
the new Rome , lhonld be even emulous to exceed the Old: Being 
at this day the Queen of Cities, the Flower of Italy, and as one may 
lay an Epitome of the whole Earth. She is the Lodging for all Natl- 
ons.The theatre of the bed Ingenuities of the World,the Habitation 
of vertue, of Empire,of dignity, of Fortune, The Native Countrey 
of the Laws, and of all People derivatively, theFountain of In- 
druttion , the Head of Religion, the Rule of Judice, and finally 
the Original of infinite blelfings, although the Hereticks,Enemies 
of the truth, will not confefsit, as this Author is pleafed to term 
thofeofthe Reformed Religion. 

A Better nor more concife defeription of the glory and deftructi- 
on of Rome tht Old cannot be given than is in thefe two Verfes out of 
an elegant Poet an Englilh Man.

The fame Poet likewife with noe lefs elegancy deferibes the

In the Popes Palace called the Vatican are the Libraries: The one 
contains fele&ed choice books ahvaies (hut U p. .The other twotfil- 
led with Latin and Greek Books, written by the Pen in parchment 
are as much open: and free to any Hudents for two hours in the-day’ 
which were fumiihed by Pope Nicholas the 5th. And now there™ a 
new one colleded by Pope Sips the 5th. The lnfcriptionSjPia-ures 
and Verfes of which were made pufilique by the judicious Pen of 
Angelo Rocca,E>\(hop oi Tagafta. 

Some other Libraries in Romeate worthy notice, to wit that-of 
Santa Maria del Popob.

The reiiding Palace of the Pope Hands contiguous with theGhurch 
of Saint Pietro, wherein are contained many ftupendious things, as 
the Chapel of Pope St/?#/, the Vaulina y repleniftit with the excellent 
pfturcsof Michael Angelo , Bonarota a Florentine, fo com pleat perfeft 
( and exafi, that twere the glory of this age to find a modern Pain¬ 
ter could approach then in art or Similitude. Befides which his, 
Holinefs hath Retreats for the Summer as one near, san Marco , ano¬ 
ther near Santa Maria Maggiore , a third near the Fontana de 7 reni,but 
the moft favoured and therefore moft ordinary retirement is Monte 
GaValle, heretofore called guirmale. 

The Palaces of the Cardinals are difpcrft up and down the City 
as aforefiukl- The houfes of the Citizens are not dcfpicable, either 
iaStrudurevAntiquities^Piftmres and other noble Houfhouldftuff,or 
Fountains. T he Gaftle Saint Angelo jot Molest Adrianoj\s a fair 8cftrong 
Cittadel, alwaics furnifhed with all warlike provifions. Herein they 
foktnmize great Feafts and Holy dayes three times in the yeer: with 
the difeharging of all the great Guns,and Fireworks: To wit on the 
Fefthral day of San Pietro & Paolo , the feeondis celebrated annu-. 
ally on the day whereon the immediate Pope is fele&ed to the Pon. 
tifical Chair, the third on the day the faid immediat Pope is crow- 
aed: The Guard of which Caftle is committed to fomePerfonof 
Quality.* who isunderftood to have compleated his Charge add 
Government at 7 yeers end / and is then com only rewarded with a 
Cardinals Cap,or fomc thoufands of Crowns.

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The Aquedu&s of the old Romans with their conferves for waters 
were many: but that of Acqua Claudia, was compofed with fo much 
Art, and at fo vaft expence, that but only to repairand reftore it to 
its antient form toft five hundred and fixty Talents befides which 
there was, Vacqua Martia , Alefs andrina, Giulia, Augufta^abbatina.Ap- 
r ™ ian< \* Teptda , Alfietina, diMercurio, della, Virgine, del'Aniene 
the old,and Antoniane the new, and others .* together with infinite 
Baths, as leAnliane$ leVariane , leTitiane, leGordiane, leNovatiane 
le Agrippineje AlexandrineJte Manliane y leDioclefiane, le Deciane, & thofe 
Bathes appropriate to Tra)an,vhilip Adrian, Nero, Severus, Conflantine 
Farms , Domitian and Probns with many others. * 

The Piazzaes alfo in thofe days were divers,a Sla Romana. that of 
the Tiftory. of Ctfir , of Nerva, of Trajan , of Auguflus, of Salufius, 
qi Die defiant of Enobarbus. and the Efquilina, wijh thofe particular¬ 
ly ufed for Herbs, Beafts,Fifh, Sheep, Hoggs,Bakers,forthe Coun¬ 
trey market people s and the Tranfitoria. 

The Triumphal Arches which are moft famous follow, of 
Romulus, of Claudius , of Titus Vefpafian y of Confiantine , of Lucius 
Settimius Sevens, of Domitian of Trajan, of Fabianur, of Gordianus of 
Galienus, of Tiberius, 1 heodefius and Camillus . 3 

The Amphitheatres named were thefe, that of Stafilius Taurus, of 
Claudius, and that of Vefpafian, which was capacious, enough 

for one hundred and fifty thoufand perfons. The Theatres thefe 
that of Scaur us, rompejus, Marcellus, Balbus, and Caligula. * 

The Circi or Show places in Rome were llMaflimo, VAgonio, ll Fla. 
minio , that of Nero-, and that of Alexandre. 

The memorable Porticues or open Galleries Denomminations*

The Images of the illuftrious Pet' 
fons were taken from theMarble figures and printed by Achtlle statio 9 
a rortuguefe 9 and TheodoreGalleojyy whom alfo were fet forth the live¬ 
ly Vifages of the modern illuftrious Italians^ as alfo of the nine lear¬ 
ned Greeks, who being taken at Conftantinople 9 firft brought the 
Greek letters into Italy and afterwards conveyed the fame into Gallia 
aud thofe parts beyond the Alpes. 

The old Infcriptions on Marble and other ftones in Rome and 
elfewhere, were divulged by Pietro Appiano , Maritino Smetio 9 Fulvio 
Orjino and divers others. The Epitaphs onChriftians Tombs are 
collefred by LorenzoScradero a Saxon , and by Chitresss in his Book of 
delight in travails.

T HE Moddel of the Temples of Rome vary according to-the 
different times and humours of Wen , lometimes building 
them Round, without Collumnes, without traverfing, and with¬ 
out Cafements , leaving in the Coveringan open hole or Cupola for 
the light to enter in at. Of this fort is the Rotonda of JLome,& Church 
worthy confideration for the Architecture. Which fome times our 
AnccftcHrsmadeinan Orbicular forme > but with rowes of Pillars 
diverfly placed, as is San Stefanojn JMonte celio 9 heretofore the Tem¬ 
ple of>«>, and that oicojfanza or Conftantinam the Via nomcnUnoy 
without the Porta Viminalc, which tis- thought was antiently tshe 
Temple of Bacchus . Sometimes they ufed to*build their Temples 
Square, with one or t wo Bankes or Pillars, as now appear S.Giovan¬ 
ni Later anenfem Monte Celiu , San Paolo in the Via oftienfe 9 Sant Agnefe 
without the Walls. And other times they formed them by entremng 
or joyning the Pillars together at Top, near to which juft under the 
Roof they fixed their litdeCafements,wch.wene moreor lets accord* 
ing to theproportion of the Structure: of which Sort axe many in 
Rasssjwith (lately Frontif^iecessfome of them being adorned with 
Co lumns of pretious and divers coloured Marble, and many others 
whofe Pavement are wrought m figures with little pieces of Marble 
alia Moifdca,

T His Church (lands in the via Appia, built with plain work in a 
long form, the pavement Marble, contiguous with a fair Mo- 
naftery now deferted. Herein were at firft repofed the Bodies of St. 
Peter, and St .Paul. The High Altar is fuftained with four Marble 
Pillars, and is raifed with Stone, as are mod Altars in Rome. Under 
an Iron grate, lyes the Body of St. Stephen tht Pope a Martyr, and of 
46. other bleffed Popes, with the Reliques of above 74 thoufand 
Martyrs And for that this Church is fo far diftant. The Pope grants 
that inftcad of vifiting it in theextream hot weather, The People 
(hould repair to Santa Maria del Popolo for their Indulgences. Of this 
Church more will be faid in the voyage of the fecond day to the Via 
Appta. And of Santa Maria del Popolo, in the Catalogue of Chur¬ 
ches.

T His may be called the Chief amongft the feaven principal 
Churches, having been formerly the Abode of the Popes in 
MonteCelio, and Sixtus the 5th. though in vain,reedified that Ponti¬ 
fical Palace even from the very foundations, wherein was frequent* 
ly celebrated the famous fynod called Synodo Lateranenze in Rome. 
The Roman Emperours ufed to receive the golden Crown in this 
Church. Its pavement is wrought wish lovely Marble, and Its 
Roof richly carved and guilt. It hath many Reliques of Saints, as 
theheadsofSt. Peter and St. Pond, the Veft of St. Stephen bloudy and 
tornfcby thole Stones caft at him, and divers other things worthy 
veneration : Of which the Bulls of Pope Sixtus quartos,and of Pope 
Gregory cutt in Marble,affirm the Veritie. This Church was repai¬ 
red m many placesby Nicholas the 4th. in the yeer 1291, the tefti- 
mony whereof yet remains in the Front. Tis reported i That its 
Collumnes were tranfported by Vefpatian from Jerufalem to Rome. 
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This is one of the five Patriarchal Churches. 

The Baptijiary is conjoined to the (aid Church, wherein Confian - 
tine the Emperour was baptized by the Pope St. Sylvejler . Into one 
of the Chappels whereof dedicated to St. John Baptijl 9 no Woman is 
permitted to enter under pain of Excomunication,in memorial that 
One Woman was caufe of the death of St. John Baptijl , who firft 
publifhed Baptifm. The Collumnes of Porphyr therein ftanding,be- 
ing rubbed with ones hand, fmell as fweet as any Violet, they were 
brought from Pilate* Houfe, together with one of its Gates, and the 
Collumne whereon the Cock ftood, who by his thrice crowing put 
St. Peter in mind of the words of our Saviour. In Saint John they 
preferved the Ark of the old Teftament,the Rod of Aaron , the Lad¬ 
der brought from the Palace of Pilate , whereto Chrift was bound 
whenwhipt with rods, the drops of whole blood yet appear on it. 
The ftone whereon the Jews caftlots, with other notable things, 
particularly treated on by the Authors aforenamed. Thefe things 
are pnblicklv (hewed to Pilgrims, the Epitaphs of Pope Sylvejler the 
fecond, ana of Antonio Car din alt Port hogefe 9 are legible in verfe, as 
alfo of Lorenzo Valle 9 a Canon of this Church who dcceafcd 50 yeers 
old in Anno . 1465. Inwhofe commendation this Elogy Was fett 
up*

Here is the Porta Santa 9 which at the beginning of the yeer of Ju¬ 
bilee the Popes ufe to fet open.

r | % His large Church is fuftaioed by 3 6 Marble Pillars, and con- 
I nexed with it is the Monaftery of the Canon Regulars of St. 
Aujlin , which is called diJanSalvad ore. Here is one of thofe places 
under ground f asSt. Sebajtiano) wherein are layed many of the bones 
of Martyrs brought from the Cemeterio Ciriaco , and here are the Re* 
liques of San Lorenzo , among which is the ftone, whereon that blef- 
fed St. being taken off the Gridiron was placed,and expired, which 
ftone is covered with anlron Grate. On the left fide of the high Al¬ 
tar, (lands the Tombe of Eujlachius Nephew of Pope Innocent the 4th 
whereon are carved fome fair ftatues, as *twere actually endeavou¬ 
ring to bring a Lambe to the Sacrifice. This was one of the five Pa¬ 
triarchal Churches, and will be farther fpoken of in the Voyage of 
the fecond day;

In it isonc Altar of 
Porphyr,and a Tombof Porphyr.wherein lies Giovanni Patricio », who 
built this Church. In a Vault under ground is kepr the Crib or Man¬ 
ger wherein our Saviour was layed at his Birth, often vifited, with 
Malles and Prayers, (or which end Sixtus quin t us , therebuilra 
glorious Chappel, deputing to it Clerkes, wno ought there conti¬ 
nually to attend for divine Worth ip. 

Here are engraven the works of Pope Pius the 5th. for the fl-rvio*

ted by Saint Luke. Here alfo is the Sepulchre of San GiroUme. And 
herely buried Alberto, and Giovanni Normando. Pi at in a who wrote 
com plea tly the lives of the Popes. LuccoGaurico a famous Mathe¬ 
matician and Bifhop of Civita. Francefco Toledo a Jefuit: Zjorjejchi da 
Santa Flora and i Cejis 9 three Cardinals. Upon the Pillars are fome 
antient Pi&ures of fuch as undertook the Argument for the Catho- 
lick Faith againft the Hereticks (who condemned images)when that 
point was difputed in the Councel. Before this Church Sixtus gytin- 
tus reared an Obelisk, which is the lea ft of the four in Rome 9 and is 
without HieroglypbicknotGS^s that before Saint Giovanni Laterano 
hath.. On the back part of this Church isere&ed a Marble Col- 
lumn, not fo great as neat,in memory of the Abfolution which Hen¬ 
ry fourth King of France and Navarre , obtayned from Clement the 
eighth in Ann. 1593. This was one of the five Patriarchall 
Churches, and will be further treated of in the third dayes Jour¬ 
ney.

was one of the five Patriarchal Churches. In it are the Sepultures of 
Game Popes, as of Giovanni who dyed in anno 147a. and Pietro Leone 
and the memorials of ydiusthc third Gregory the 15th. and Clement 
the 8th. who opened the Porta Santa , in theycerof Jubilc. This 
Church isatprefent governed by the Fryers of the Order of St. Be 
nedi&Mett is the Chappel of St. Tad in good part reftored by Alex, 
andro Farnefe, a Cardinal in anno 158a.

was by him fnatched out of the fired Temple.

queathed a large Revenue for manage Portions for Virgins, which 
are folemnized yeerlyinthe Popes prefence on the Feftival of the 
Anunciation } In it alfo are the afhes of Egidio F ofcari , Bifhop of Mo* 
dena , who in the Councel of Trent was flyled the Greater Light; Of 
Sylvejier Aldobrandino^ Father of Clement the 8th. of Giovanni An- 
nio % the Hiftorian and of many other eminent Fathers.* As alfothe 
body of Santa Catarina of Siena , and the Epitaph of GuglielmoDu - 
ran Jo, Bifhop of Numata , who com po fed a Book entitled ^Rationale 
Divinorum efficiorutn , with other volumes of the Law. 

In the faid Temple was ere&ed the firft Fryery of the fa n&o facra- 
mento by TbomaJ'o Stella a Preacher .* and Michael Angelo Buonarota was 
the inventor of the Tabernacle for keeping the confecrated Eucha- 
rifl. Before the Door of the Church (land the Tombes of Tomafo di 
ViOj and Giovanni Badia Cardinals and of Paulo Manutio the Elegant, 
who for all his Fame, ran the fame Fate with Pompey the Great, 
who living filled the world with his glory, and dead no Epitaph nor ; 
memorial remains of him,but we find there this Epitaph of Raphael 
S tantio a Painter of Vrbinjhough much lefs renowned than the pre¬ 
ceding.

are fan&imonioufly preferved,as alfo the Bodies of the Maccabei and* 
a part of the Crofs of Sant Andrea, whofe head is kept in San Pietro 
in the Vatican , being fent by an Emperour of Confiantinople to the 
Pope, and the reft of his Body is in the Kingdom of Naples: This 
Church hath one ftupendious Altar.* andbrafen Doors, wherein 
the pafiions of Saint Peter are excellently reprefented .* Under the 
Sepulchre of Pope Giulio the fecond lies a moft fair ftatue of Moyfes 
the Captain of the Hebrews, the workmanftiip of Michael Angelo, of 
Florence.

T He Obelisks reftored erefted and transferred by Pope Sixtus 
the 5th. of glorious memory wifih incredible expence, by the 
workmanftiip of the Inginier Domenico Fontana> and confeciated to ■ 
the meft holy Ciofs are thefe. ! 

The Obelisk of Tiberius Cafar {tending now in the Piazza ot St.' 
Peter in Vaticano: in the fecond yeer of lys inauguration, anno Dorn. 
158 6 . 

That of Auguftm Cafar brought from JEgypt^nd tranflated from San 
Rocco to Santa Marta Maggiore is not engrayen nor carved at all. 

.___ Yy_ That 
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"That which was confecrate to the Sun transferred from Circo'Mafi 
fimo 3 (where it lay on the ground) to San Giovanni in Lateranojs car¬ 
ved with JEgyptian characters, and was reared the third year of his 
Papacy, Augujtns took it from its place in JEgypt 6t conveyed it vpon 
the Nilo into^/extfWr/ajwhereimbarquingit, he fept it by fea fora- 
dornment of Rome, which he fought to imbellifh in all things poffi- 
ble.* which his endeavour and coft caufed him once to vaunt,that he 
found Rome all of Brick, but left it of Marble 
That dedicated to the Sun by Augujius in circo Maximo^bemg drawn 
out of theRuines among which twas buried* was tranllated with 
infinite expence to the porta Flaminia and railed before the Church 
S Maria del Popolo 

Befides the abovenamed, divers other Obelisks and Pyramides 
are yet extant in Rome 9 but all of fmall value , except that which 
was.newly erected in the Piazza Novana by Innocent the X which 
is admirable. 

We gather from the writers of Antiquity that formerly there were 
many more Obelisks in Rome then at prefent appear. P liny the 
time of Vefpajian names many of them . Ammianus Marcelhnus the 
contemporary with Julian the Emperour fets down more, but p. Vi - 
Bor commemorates to the number of 42. treating of thelefs. Andrea 
FulviHsJPietrus 7 Angelas^Burgeus rigafetta^ndMichael Mercatojn the la- 
tine and vulgar tongue give thereof moft ample accounts. 

Augujlus C&far tranfmitted twoObelisks from JEgypt to Rome y at the 
time he overcame Marc Anthony and Cleopatra , and Publius ViBor , re- 
ckonsfeaven more con veighed thither afterwards. One whereof 
was placed in the Gardens of Salujlius , which took up all the fpace 
and the vale from the Church Santa sufanna to the Porta Collina:Th\s 
(they fay) was confecrated to the Moon, and carved with Egyptian 
Charafters,What vaft Veflels were built for conveighing thefe Pliny 
and Ammianus difeourfe at large, and one they fay had 300 mariners 
1 1 in her. Now Jet us fpeak of thofe Obelisks that are marked with 
Egyptian Charafters .* That of Saint Peter and Santa Maria maggiore 
being without fuch. 

The Obelisk before Saint Giovanni Laterano , all over engraved 
with Hieroglyphicks was brought as aforefaid by conjiantine the 
great out of JEgypt into Alexandria and erefted in Conjlantinople^nd 
thence by Confiantius his fon in an immenfcGalley wherein were 300 
Rowers at the Oar,to Rome and by him placed in the Circo Maximo : 
which Sixtus the 5th. anno 1588 with incredible expence removed 
to Saint Giovanni Laterano where the Popes ufed formed y to inhabit. 

A fecond he removed from the Circo Majjimo to Santa Maria Maggi¬ 
ore formerly Con fecrated to the Sun.- 

The third in the Vineyard of the great Duke of Tuj'cany , filled 
with Hyerogliphicks: tis but fmall but tis thought ftoOd in th eCampo 
A/artio, inthe time of Tarquine the proud. 

The fourth lefs than the former was transferred from the Campi - 
doglio^ by Ciriaco Mattei,3nd ftands in the Vineyard ofthe Matt<ei vvh o 
had it of the gift of the Senat and people o(Rome:th\s hath fome fmall j 
Images on the top only ? the others all over. j 

There is another lying in the Via Appia , near the Sepulchre of Ce- ! 
cilia Metella broke in 3 leveral pieces .* which (tis much admired) 
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that Pope Sixtus the 5th. did not ereft as well as the left.- nor is it 
to be believed but that he would have done it, had not death inter¬ 
rupted this and his other defignes.One other limiler Obelisk ftands 
near the Jefuits Colledge. 

Tisadmirabie that upon all thofe Hierogk&Obclhks the iign of the 
Crofs is figured: which might happen, either for that the J. Egyptians 
throughfome miftery honoured theCrofs,or for that they might have 
had fome relation touching it from their Anceftors, and yet without 
knowing the fignification. At the time when by the Emperour The* 
odojius his command all the Idols of ASgypt were defhoyed, On the 
Breaft of S erapis was found the fign of the Crofs, whereof the 
fignification being enquired into, the Priefts skilled in the facred 
mifteries of the Egyptians declared, that they underftood by it the 
Life to come after death here: which could nor portend orher, than 
the eternal beatitude whereto ourSaviour by his death on the Crofs 
opened the way. Thus Socrates the writer of the Ecclefiaftick Hifto- 
ries in his 5th. Book 27th. Chap, recounts, as alfodo Rujjino , Georgio 
Cedreno 9 and Suida 9 in their writings. Wc muft obferve that the pu. 
nifiiment by theGrofs in thofe dayes common to Malefaftoi s was ta¬ 
ken away by Conjiantine the Emperour a true Chriftian, through his 
Reverence of our Saviours death: who in lieu thereof conftiiuted 
theGallows, as divers Authors relate.- Which Emperour alfo pro¬ 
hibited by a fevere Law, the conculcating any Crofs upon the Earth 
Let thus much'ferve touching the Obelisks of Rome , it the Reader 
be curious to fearch into thofe in Conjlantinople and other placesfthe 
difeourfe whereof is not to our purpofe) let him perufe the treati- J 
fesof Michael Mercaio ■> Pietro Bellonio % and Pietro Gillio 9 upon this! 
lubj eft. 

In Rome alfo are 3 famous ColIumnes:oneCalled/?0/?r<*fa in tbcCam. 
pidogliot refted by C. Duilio , after the Carthaginians were overcome 
inthe Punich. War. Another of Tra)an 9 which Sixtus the fifth de* j 
dicated to St, Peter: and that of Anthony which the fame Pope 
confecrated to Saint Paid in anno 1580. 


TheACLUEDUCTS. 

T ‘IB E RIV S Cajar conveighed the Acqua Virgin into the City 
but the works falling to decay Pope Nicholas % the 5. in the yeer 
of Chrift 1554. and the feaventh of his Papacy reftored it to its firft 
beauty as by the Infcription at the Fontana di Trevi appears, 

Sixtus the 5th. brought the Acqua Felice into the City,calling it Fe¬ 
lice from his own name before he was advanced to the Pontifical 
Chair.* Other Popes have likewife layed and reftored other waters 
for theCitizens convcniency and delight.

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A Guide or Dtre&ton for the moft con- 
i venient view of the Antiquities of 

ROME. 

W E will begin from the Vatican, chiefly in favour of thofe who 
come from 'lufcany to Rome, entring by the Porta Vaticata 3 ntat 
the Caftle Saint Angelo. Here ly the Meadowes and fields of guinti- 
us or as others fay of Pincius at this day called Prata a lovely and 
plcafant place, whither the youth ufually refort for Recrea* 

T he Porta Elia , called vulgarly di Cajlello leads to Adrians Mole, A 
vaftpile which he railed for the burying place for himfelf and the 
Antonini, being large and ftrong; but at prefent better accomodated 
than in his time, for that the Popes have made it a Fortrefs for their 
own retreat and fecurity, in time of imminent danger of Enemies, 
to which a long Gallery underGround leads from thePa'aceof St. 
Peter , for their more convenient and fafe paflage. Heretofore One 
Crefentinus made himfelf Lord of it by force of Armsandof theCi* 
ty alfo: but at prefent the Popes poflefs it, and cal it CaftelSt. An - 
gelo, from the Marble ftatue of an Angel with a fword in his hand 
fettonthe top of it, which Alexander the 7th. augmented and 
fortified in ample manner as by the Infcription on the Bridge may be 
underftood. In it are kept the three millions of Gold, which may 
not be imployed on anyufe but defence of the Apoftolick ftate in 
point of Arms. The Marbles, Collumnes, and Statues formerly 
there, were conveighed to the Vatican , and placed in the Church of 
Saint ’refer , and the Papal Palace, and nothing of Antiquity left 
behind but the Ihufture, and two heads, theoneof^/^the Em- 
perourarmed, the other of Pallas , with fome inferiptionson the 
walls, which notwithftanding, tis yet moft worthy obfervation. 
Here ftands the Ponte or Bridge Elio 3 fo called for that Elms Adriamts 
the Emperour built it for his Sepulchre.- but at prefent tis called 
Ponte di Cajlello , on either fide of it ftand the ftatues of theApo- 
ftlcs Saint Veter and Saint Paul, wrought withexceiling Workman’ 
(hip under*Pope Clement the 7th. at the time that the Tyber grown 
beyond its ufual limits, overflowed to the great devaluation o( the 
C ity and this Bridge in anno 1530. Being upon this Bridge you may 
fee oppofite to you the Hofpital of Santo spirito , and the Ruines of 
the triumphal Bridge, which was fo denominated, for that over it 
were lead the Pompes of Triumphs as the way to the Campido- 
glio. 

All that part of the Vatican hill between the Bridge and the Pa-’ 
lace is now called Borgo , but was formerly named laJelva becaufe be¬ 
fore the time of Pope Alexander the fecond the Vatican Grove grew 
there,wherein was erefted a Pyramide for the Sepulchre of Scipio Af~ 
fricanusy whereof fome reliques may yetbefeen in that part of the 

Tem- 
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Temple called Paradijo 5 as the great Pyne Apple, andPeacok of j 
Brafs guilt. ! 

In the Borgo , altnoft all the Edifices are (lately and noble, and in } 
particular thefe following .* The Palace of the Cardinal of Cejis at j 
the gate of Saint Onofrio, whofc firft Court is full of Sratues and in-' 1 
feriptions, the particulars whereof are printed and publilhed.' in it 
is an Effigies of the Amazon Hippolito infinitely applauded,being the 
workmanship of Michael Angelo, the Prince of Sculptors, another 
of Apollo 3 athirdof a Sabyn Woman , no whit inferiour to that of 
the Amazon , had it Arms proportionable. 

In the garden ftands a ftatue of bacchm upon a Pediftol: A Vef. 
fel cf Brafs with a Fannus , a Neptune , aud an Apollo , holding a Harp 
in his hand: An Image of Agrippa, the Daughter of Marcus Agrippa 
Another of Julia the Daughter of Augnjius Ceefar, a Pallas armed , 
and Herma defloured. On the right hand appears a fountain with 
22 Circles about it of Marble ftone, on which ftand the ftatues of 
A faunas,Jupiter Ham mon, Pompey the Great, Demojlhenes , Spenjippns 
the Philofopher, who was thought to be the Son of a Sifter otrU- 
to . In profpeftive from the Gate may be feen Rome trium phing for 
the overcoming of Dacia , fitting on a Throne with a Murrion on 
her head and a Branch of Laurel in her hand, with Dacia placed near 
it, in a mourning pofture and Habit^round it are Trophees, asArms 
of the Barbarous, two conquered Kings in Numidian Marble, 
bigger than ordinary men , two ftatues of two of the Parcee : and 
two Sphinxes of the fame Marble. 

Contiguous with it ftands a round Fabrick called the Antiquario, 
from the many Antiquities contained in it.* On the Front is fixed a 
Vifage of Jupiter , in porphyr ftone, and an effigies of Poppeia the 
wife of otho the Emperour .* above which ftand five ftatues, That is 
of Pallas, Ceres, Viboria, Copia , and Diana. Within are feen the 
Statue of Somnus , or of Sguies, or as others will haveitof Ji/cw- 
lapius with Poppy in his hands , and an I mage of a Sabine Lady. In 
the gate on the left hand appears a Vifage of Jove, as bigg as a Gy- 
ants, on the right another of Hercules , and in the midftathird of 
Pallas, And under that of Hercules , a Satyre , who blows a Shepheards 
pipe of feaven Reeds .• a neater piece of work then which is fcarfe 
to be feen, which is attributed to Scopa . Under that of Jove,z head 
of Pyrrhus King of the Epirotes with a Leda and a Cupid. The Sa¬ 
tyr, and the Leda are moft compleat fta tues. I n it are the heads alfo 
of Portia , Cato , Jupiter , Gammed , Diana , Neptune , with a moft an- 
tient Egyptian Image called the head of Ajirate Mother of Ofarides , 
or as others will of Ope , or Cibele the Mother of the Gods. 

Near the gate ftand two ftatues,one on the left hand of Aries Fif- 
fus of moft white Marble,with thefe words on the Bafis, Secttra sim- 
plicitas. The other on the right hand of Leone, with thefe words ups 
on the bafis, Innoxia Fortitudo. Near which ftands the Emperour, 
Heliogabulus , clothed at his full length, with certain antique Cere¬ 
monies in the facrifices engraven on the Bafis: Upon another Image 
of an Emperour triumphing drawn by four horfes, ftands a S jmia an 
Ape cut in JEthiopickMzxbfe in the form the Egyptians u fed to wor* 
(hip it. In the Hall is a head of Bacchus of red ftone, with a Neptune 
over it,drawn in a Chariot by four horfes , and two ftatues of the 
Goddefs Pomona. Z z The A 
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The ftudy of the Cardinal ha^h its pavement wrought in figure with 
(mail Bones: and in it are many heads of illuBrious Romans , as of 
Scipio j Africanus , Marcus Cato , M Antonins the triumvir, jf«- 
//«/, Cajar 3 SeptimiusSeverus y L Sylla , CNero , Julia Mammea*-, M. 
Antonins Caracalla^ Adrianus^Macrinus , Cleopatra, Fauftina , and £<*- 
As alfo a Library furnilhed no lefs with Books of Antientthan 
modern Authors, In the withdrawing Chambers are Gems and pre- 
tious Bones,fo well wrought that they beft (peak themfelves,there, 
in alfoare Scipio Najtca, Brutus , Adrianus Inspirator , a fleeping 
Cupid , and a Child, with divers other vaine things fo rare and curi¬ 
ous, and rich, that did Rome afford no other Palace than this, you 
will (ay when (een,you could not better difpole ycur time and tra¬ 
vel then to behold it* And that it alone deferve the pains of a Jour- 
ney thither. 

! The Popes Pallace. 


O N the Top of the Vatican Hill Bands that proud Pallace of the 
Popes, which like a large City is capable of three Kings and all 
j their followers.* here the Popes (induced thereto from the beauty of 
the feite, and temperature of the Ayr) for the moB part make their 
dwelling 3 having deferted their former on the Laterano . The firft 
thing here to be viewed is the Chapel of Sixtus , which for its gran¬ 
deur and beauty ma y be paralleld to any other great and noble 
Church: in it the Card iaals affemblc themfelves for ele&ion of the 
Pope, and call themfelves the Conclave, upon the high Altar 
whereof is that noble PiBure repreienting the Univerfal Judgment, 
painted by Michael Angelo , a Piece fo generally a pplaudcd, that it’s 
held invaluable, for its exellency, and unimitable by all fucceding 
ArtiBs, though divers and thofe the beB attempt it dayly .* Near it 
is the capella Paolina , painted by the fame hand:whence the way lies 
into the Gardens called Belvedere , The fair fight both for their infi¬ 
nite beauty and the profpeft of the moB part of Romejn it are many 
foreign rare plants. Herein Bands the Batue of the Ty her foxes con- 
nexed with a wolf which gave fuck to Remus and Romulus ; The Nyle 
upon a Sphinx with 17 .Children denoting the increafes of that River 
with its effefts upon ^OT^with feveral monBers 8c flrong creatures 
proper only to that River: which Batue was heretofore found near 
Saint stc pbens Church, and being thence conveighed into thofe gar¬ 
den s, is there prefented to publique view for that general approba¬ 
tion of excellency which is meritorioufly given it. 

On the walls of the faid Belvedere are moreover 12 feveral defor¬ 
med Creatures fet up, which are carved out of the politeB Marble •* 
And in certain Corners and Nooks Bands a fhape of Antinoo, cut in 
the whiteB Marble of fingular Artifice and in this form by the com¬ 
mand of Adrian the Emperour, who deputed divine facerdotal ho¬ 
nours with Tern pics,whole memory alfothat he might perpetuate,he 
built a City in A'gypt calling it from his name Antinopoli i On the right 
hand is th e River Arno in the (hape of a Man lying along, diffufing 
Water from his Tomb,with Cleopatra on his left hand leaning on her 
1 light 
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right hand. In the fecond Armory Bands Venus Ericina prepared to 
come out of a Bath. In the third is the fame Venus playing with cu. 
pid and this Infcription. j

Veneri Ftelici Sacrum Salujiia Helpis D.D. 

Near it is a Bacchus armelefs, and that Trunk of Hercules pronounced 
j by Michael Angelo^ to be the moB compleat Batue of Rome^ the name 
of Apollo as fculptor is in Bribed on it, as alfo two other Caraffes 
the one of a Lady the other of Mercury , and an Arch of Marble ! 
wherein is figured the Chafe of Meleager found in the Vatican Vine¬ 
yard , appertaining to his San&ity. 

In the fourth Armory in the Cants Bands a Batue of the Empe. 
ror Gommodus in the habit and (hape of Hercules , holding a Child 
on his Arm, whofe humour was to be fo figured and called*as hiBo- 
rians report. In the (ifth Apollo Pitheo , with a Serpent at his feet,and 
a Car cafe having a piece of Cloth upon one Arm, a Bow and Arrows 
in his hand, and all over naked. In thefixth hLaocoon with his two 
Sons enveloped by two Dragons as Virgil writes the Bory, all of one 
Marble Bone: This Piece was efteemed by Michael Angelo the Mira¬ 
cle of Sculpture: and before his time by Pliny who faies that twas 
wrought by Agefanero Poliodoro, and Athenodoro the principal Sculp¬ 
tors of their times, and preferved in the Palace of Titus Vefpajianus 
and found in his feaven Halls. Some fpace from which lies Cleopatra 
ready to give up the GhoB,of fo exaft workmanlhip and polite Mar- , 
ble, that underneath the Marble Garments which feem to lie over ' 
the whole body, the Limbs and fhape of the perfon, doperfe&Iy 
appear. In the fame Palace and Gardens which are five , fome in 
Terrace, others low,befide the aforenamed nota few nor mean Vef- 
fels and Batues prefent themfelves as grateful] Objefts to the Vifi- 
tants thereof: As to pafs by others a Fountain made after a ruBick 
manner, round which Band feigned Gods and Sea MonBers, very 
well reprefented: Together with the Images of Pope Paths the 2 
and the Emperor Charls the 5th. drawn by the hand of Michael An - 
gelo^ and a Batue of one of the Curiatii,which is a fair one,and Bands 
where the Switzers keep their Guard.

The Naumacbia 9 was a place purpofely fet apatt for the preparing 
all things neceflary for Naval fights. Tnis place i§ at prefent called a 
Ripa 9 in Rome* where the VefTds are fleered, by Qftia into the City 4 
befides in antient time in the N^«/«^/^,they plten prefented certain 
Warlike and Naval fpprtslo^ the Solape of thei Princes and xmilti- 
tude.

In the midft of the Nanmachia rife thereliques of the Ponte Subftrio, 
upon which Horatius alone in the War agamft the Tufcant fuftained 
the aflaults of the Enemies till fuch time as the Romans could break 
down the laid Bridge near the Gate, by which ineaG s the Enemies 
were obftruded in their hoped for entrance into the City. /Emilias 
Lepidus caufed it afterwards to be built of (lone.* From a top this 
Bridge theEmperourHe/z^aWwj the Monfter of Nature and Mankind 
having a done hung abont his Neck, was call down into the 'ly* 
her. 

Near hereunto ly the Fields Mntii , given to Mutius sc&vola, by the 
publick,for the noble Act he performed in the prefence of Vorjenna 
King of the Tnfeans. 

At the Port of Ripa^Leon the4th. built two Toweis to hinder the 
inroads of the Sarazens , who often by ofiia run up the Tyler. Then 
Bor go was cal ledCitta Leomna^Alexander the 4th. named it Borgia, and 
added to it good increafe of all things. 

VifolaTiberina, is believed to have rife and beginning in the time 
of Tatqnin the proud,tis not verjj b* oad bu t a quarter ot a mile long 
and was con fc era ted to JEJcnlaptus: In it is at this day a Church de¬ 
dicated to San Bartolomeo , At the point of the ftland you may fee the 
form of that Ship, wherein the Serpent Fpidaunts was conveighed 
into the City, which form was fometime fiuce expofed to view by 
the inundation of the Tyber. 

In the gardens of Cardinal Fameze', beyond the Tyber are di¬ 
vers Vctnifes of the whited Marble, and feveral Pyles, on which 
are figured Men, Lyons, Women, the nine Mufes, Satyrs and other 
things, and a broken pillar with a Greek inscription very memora¬ 
ble which was brought from Tivoli. 

The Bridge Cejcio or Ffquilino conjoines the part beyond the Tyber 
to the Ifland; twas built by Valentianus and Patent Emperors, and is 
now called Ponte Saint Bartolomeo from that Church which (lands in 
the Ifland contiguous with it. In the fame Ifland Hands the Church 
of San Giovanni Battifla , which formerly was t he Temple of Jupiter , 
andinthe uppermoft part of it yet appear the mines of aTem* 
pie of Faunas , which was reduced to that fad condition by the In¬ 
undation of the River. ! 

The Bridge Fabricio , called alfo Tarpeio , connexeth the I (land with 
the City, palling through the midft of Marcellas his Theatre, tis at 
this time called Ponte dat quatro capi > from certainftatucs theie rea- 
red,eacb of which hath four faces and heads. 

The Theatre of Marcellusw&s built by Augujhts C<efar, at the Bridge 
Fabricio , in honour of Marcellas the Son of his Sifter O&avia,) capa¬ 
cious for eighty thoufand perfons)to which ftru&ure that (he might 
add the more luftreas in remembrance of her faid Son Marcellus ,the j 
faid O&avia com plea ted a moil admirable & well furnifiied Library 
of Books of all forts and fciences. This Theatre the Houfe of Sa - 
velli at prefent poflefs.- The faid Augufius raifed alfo the Banqueting 
houfe called O&avio in honour of his laid Sifter O&avia , part where- j 
of yet is on foot, in the midft of the faid Theatre, where arc fome j 
(hops of Goldfmiths now, but was formerly much more beautified!

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PraJiteUe 9 the nine Mufes of Timar chide, and the Image of 7 »» 7 nn^ f 
placed in the Manfion of Julius the third in the Via Flaminia • r*r

The Houfe of SavelU>Qn the Theatre of Marcelhu.') poffefs a mo ft 
rare piece, being a Lyon cut in Marble, with three Men Armed 
and prepared to fight him, together with many other Marble Ta- 
blets.* And a garden very delicious,wherein are feveral Pyles where 
on the Labours of Hercules are engraven, and divers StatucsW Men 
and pieces of Mercury. “ 

San Nicolo in Carcereformeily was thePrifon for the common peo¬ 
ple, but for that a Daughter exprefifed fo much Piety to her Father 
there bound in chains as tonourilh him many dayes with the milk 
from her own breads, Attilia Gabrionejailed there a Temple dedica 
ting it to Piety. * 

Santo Andrea in Mentnzza , was in old times a Temple confecra 
ted to Juno Matura by Cornelius the Conful , under the Campido'. ^ 

You may fee the broken Bridge of Santa JUariaTranfteverina or 
Mgittiaca^ fo named from the Neighbouring Church ; which was for¬ 
merly called Ponte Senatorio and Palatino , for that the Senators paf- 
fed over that Bridge in religious manner to the Janicolo, toconfult 

the Books of -the Sy bills , and thence returned to the Court of the 

Emperours. 

The Houfe of Pilat placed near the Ponte Senatorio fabuloufly by the 
Vu fe^ L lf 'y 2 make a narrower infpe&ion > and contemplate the 
molt high ruine there appearing, muft needs have been the Sudato¬ 
ria Laconica, or hot Baths.

At this Pr^cipice^ were the Fnrae Gem»i* , to which Malefaflors 
were dragged with Iron hooks, and there mhumanelyflain , hither 
the Emperour ViteHrus , with an Iron hook fixed under his Chin, and 
his Cloths torn of to his Buttocfks was dragged, and (lain by the 
command of Vejpaftan , for having put to death Sabinus,Vejpaftans 
Brother. 

The porta Trigemina though very antient, remains yet alaioft en¬ 
tire at the Foot of the Aventino near the Tyber In theVibeyard, to 
which the Baths of Trajan are annexed. 

This Gate was called Trigemina , from the three twin Brothers, 
called Horatii , who marched out at that Gate, when they went to 
fi ght for the Liberty of their Countrey, againft the three Brothers 
Curatii Atbani , which Albani being (lain with two df the twin Bro¬ 
thers Horatri, the third returned triumphant. 

The Dioclejian Granaries of the Roman people were repaired and 
augmented by Dioclejian the Emperor, from whom they took their 
name* They ftood between the Tyber and the Monte Tqtaceo, they 
confided of 150 feveral apartments, and their ruines appear like a 
Fortrefsin the Vineyard of Jttfh Cefarino a Roman* _ 

Monte Teftaceo ftands near them 3 which was railed by the pieces 
of Potters Veflels,there caft by the Potters whttfe ftreefts were there, 
which place was affigned for that ufe that they might not throw 
them into the Tyberfor fear of flopping the current and diverting the 
ftream to their greater damage, nor call them into the Fields to 
obftruft the fertility thereof. Whence it grew to theheigth of. 
1 160 foot 
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160 foot and two miles in compafeSome,(but foo!i(hly,)cailit Monte 
diogni Terra, ridiculoufly fabling their con jeftures, that this Mount 
was raifed by the Veflels of feveral’Nations wherein they brought 
their Tributes to Rome , which Veflels they fay they were eomman 
dedtocaft in that place in perpetual remembrance of that their 
fubje&ion. In old time the Circus olimpicut comprehended all that 
fpace which the Monte Teftaceo, takes up no w 

The Pyramid of C. Ceftius Septemvirs or the (eve nth of the Epi. 
cures or gluttons, remains yet entire nearc the Porta oftienje, within 
the City Walls,being built with white M*fbte,ia great fquare ft ones 
and although the Infeription names only c. ceftius 3 yet tis believed 
to havebeen the common burying place of all the Septemviri Eptdoni 
whofe charge was to fee that the Feafts , : the Banquets, the (oleoini- 
ties, and facrificesof the Gods were ftri&lymbferved. 

LaPortaOftienfe , (now named diSan Paulo ) was built by Anew 
Martins , and called oftienfe , becaufe through it lies the way to Oft It. 
Without which gate ftands the Church dedicated to San&o Paulo a 
moft fplendid Church, one of the feaven principal of Rome , and 
much frequented by the people* Therein (land four rankes of vaft 
Marble Collumnes which fupport it. They arc excellently wrought 
in Dorickjomick^ Aitick* and Corinthian works s nor is there any Church 
in Rome Repleniftit with fo many Pillars, nor garnifhed with fo po¬ 
lite and exquifite Marble (tones, which were tranflated from the 
two Porta's oftieufes The one of Nero , the other of Antoninus. Some¬ 
what beyond which ftands another Church, called the Ft e Font an e , 
An antient Temple before whofe portal rife manypretious Pillars* 
of Porpbyr ftone 0 which (hine whh various Colours: within are 
(hewed three fburces of Fountains 5 whofe waters are efteemed holy 
and (albtiferous for many infirmities, they believe, thefe Fountains 
to fpriflg miraculoufly at and ever fince the time that&uncpa*// 
head was cut off by the command of Nero the Emperour'in that 
place. 

The Vifitation of the aforenamed particulars, being exa<ftly per¬ 
formed will be fuffieient for the firft day.

Alla Pact in the houfe of LaneeiloHo iJcdcdte&fi, a Gentleman, are 
many rare antiquities. ,, B bb » ___ At 
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Attheend of thcParione are the ample houlcsArianAjia whole Aogle 
is feated That Statue of Pafqwn, theinoftfemous of all that City 
vea of all the World. This fome fuppofc to be made for He reties , 
others for Alexander the great: but there is no certainty of either, 
though it appear the workemankip of fome rare Artitt.. . 

In former times they were wont to load thts Image with Libelsa- 
aeainft the Princes,Cardinals and famous Men, and noble Matrons, 
and fometimes againft the Pope.- but now left off becaufe of the fc- 
vere prohibitions, fince when though they dare not fix them to the 
Pafqnino, yet ftill they vent their reproofs and fcandals under fome 
other fpecious pretence, publithing them fomeotherwayby the 
name of Pajama at*. Antonio Tibaldeo a Ferrarja/r.beingnoJefs learned 
than Venerable, reports this ftory of this ftatue: Thattherewasui 
Home a certain Taylour well known inJus trade andgood nehtsoz- 
cupation , called Pafqumo , whofe (hop flood 10 facet - 
this man was well euflomed by Prelates,courtezans and other people, 
who referred to him for their Rayments, This Taylor employed 
great number ofjoutneymen.who like vile perfons fpent all the day 
their tongues freely fpeaking ill of this & that perfon not fparrng a- 
ny,taking occafion from what they oblerved in thofe perfon# which 
referred to their (hop 5 the conftant cuftome of flandertnginthat 
(hop made it become ridiculous even to the perfons offended ,e- 

ftecming thoferafcals unworthy of any credit, and fo no other re¬ 
gard was had to it. Whence it came to pafs afterwards, thw if any 

perfon would defame another he did it under covert of Matter Paf- 

Lnoi faying he had heard fay fo in his (hop, which relation caufed 
all thd Intereffed perfons in thatreproach,not to makeany more ac¬ 
count of it. This reverent gentleman PafquinoteiDg 4 ead.it hap¬ 
pened that in paving the ftreet . this ftatue was found half huned 
andbroken near his mop, which becaufe twas lncomodious for the 
palfage to leave it there, they ereded juft at the (hop of Mailer F*f- 
a»/»a‘ whence the back-biters (taking a good occaGon ) reported 
that Mafter p*fquino 9 was returned again and pot having courage 
nough to ownthe abufes they put upon others, they ufed to fcften 
their Scrolls to that ftatue* prefuming, that as twas lawfull 
co pafitnino to fpeak any thing, fo by means of this ftatue they might 
fcandajire others withfuch things, as in the ight and bare faced 
they durftnot own. This Cuftome continued long till at laft twas

Travertini, in a fquareform with the (tones tranflated from the Am¬ 
phitheater of Titm Vejtafiamu , which was caUedCshfoww , which 

Theatre the Popes would not permit to be wholly de ® ro J*l» 

left fome part in its firftLuftre,that by it might appear the fplendoud 

of the whole,as a teftimony of the magnificence 
- Init ftands one great,Image of Bacchus, wrought by 

Bonarota , at his firft arrival at :Bs>nse , when hf fought to depr^ the 
Fame of Raphael SqnBins of Vrhin , which he brought mferiour 
to his own reputation by his Art and policy. Two other gr a * 
tues one ot Ceres, and the other of Opes as is believed. And on the 

upperpart are fixed certain heads ,^sq( Antonins Pins,SeptttmusSeve- 

Z, Titus, Dosnitionus Angnjhts, mid Geta theEmperours.ofa^ 
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Woman, of Pyrrhus l&AngoiihcEpirots of Cupid and a Sword Play¬ 
er. 

Thence not far diftant ftands the Piazza delDuca, s wherein is the 
faireft Pallace in Rome, built with exceffive coft by Pope P^/the 3d 
a Farnezian, It abounds with fo many antiquities that to (peak di- 
ftinftly of them, would fill up a volume : we will therefore pafs 
briefly over them, as now they remain, many things having been 
changed in later times. 

For theArchite&ure tis enough to fay Michael Angelo Eonarota^h. ad 
a chief part therein, and for the Materials, better could not be had 
then were employed init, which were brought from the Amphithe¬ 
atre: Astotheftatues, 

Two of Hercules ftand in the Court, famous for their workman- 
(hip and antiquity, the lefler whereof is moft commended} One of 
Jupiter Tonante, with two immenfe fword players, theone having 
the Scabbard of his fword hanging at his (houlder,and with his right 
foot kicks the Target> the murrion 5 and the ground, the other holds 
behind him a boy dead in his hand .* But that which furpafleth all 
ftatues is theTauro Farnrfe , a Bull with five perfons bigger than the 
natural, cut to wonder, outof one ftoneby Apollonius and Taurifcus 
of Rhodes^ whence twas conveighedand placed in Antoninus his Bath 
where about one hundred years fince twas dugg up as entire as if 
made but yefterday, and now ftands in this Pallace aftonifhing all 
that behold it. 

In the afeent on the ftayers, you fee one ftatue of the Tjber s ano¬ 
ther of Oceanus % and at the top of two barbarous prifoners in their old 
habits. 

In the Rooms above, who delights in Piftures and Sculpture will 
meet enough to occupy his whole fancy. As the Pictures of Francejco 
Salviati t and Tadeo Zucchero^both which are much applauded 9 drawn 
as if they were taking the frelhayr.* And iu a Gallery which is as 
noble as well painted by the Brothers carazzi Bolonia , painters of 
great Fame, you will find many antient heads fignal perfons as of 
Lyjia i Euripidess Solon, Socrates^ Diogenes* Cenone^ PoJJidonio , and v 
neca, with the noble ftatues of Ganimede , Antinoo , of Bacchus : Come 
fairVefleIs,and the ftatues of Meleager , which deferves a name by it 
felf for its great price,being efteemed worth fiye thousand Crowns 
then which no ftatue in Rome is more entire. No People under the 
Sun give fo great prices for ftatues as the Romans: all which are fo 
ftudious of thofe kind of Ornaments, that in acquiring them,they 
emuloufly ftrive which (hall exceed in coft or curiofity.In oneCham. 
ber they fhew the Duke Alexander of glorious memory, having un - 
der his feet the River Scalda or Scelda , with Flanders kneeling before 
him, and behind Vi&ory crowning him, all which ftatues are cut out 
of one Marble ftone, bigger than the Life. There alfo are three dogg9 
caftrarely in Brafs. The Bibliothequc of this Pallace,the Meddals and 
carved Toyes, are moft famous things, butthePi&uresof Raphael , 
and Titian are incomparable, nor are the Limningslefteadmira. 
ble; 

| Oppofite to the Farneji live the heirs of Monfignior d'Acquigno , in 
I whole houfeare divers infcriptions,an Adonis^zVenus of four thoufand I 
Crowns price, a Diana begirt with a Quiver of Arrowes a Bow in | 

Ccc her \ 
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her A*nu like a huntrefs , and a ftatue of Bon Evento holding a look- ( 
ing glalie m the right hand,and in the left a Garland of Ears of G orn j 
anabfolutePicce,wrought by Praxitelis. 

Ad jacent to the Campo di Fiore , ftands the Palace of the Cardinal I 
Capo di Ferro, much lefs than the farnejran Pallace, but in fptendor j 
and Archite&ure no whit inferiour. In the Frontispiece is painted 
the Spring time: The Prefident of the fpringis Venus, ( which was 
drawn to the (imilitude of the Body of Livia Columnar mod beautiful 
Princefs)& whatever is there reprefented is amorous:TheComplex- 
ion of the men is Sanguine, and all are marked with the Element of 
Ayr. So in the other fronts, are expreffed the complexions Choi- 
ler, Melancholy, andPhlegme, the Elements Fire, Water,and 
Earth, the SeafonsSummer, Autumne, and Winter, andthePra> 
j fidingGods, Mars , Saturn , and jf anus, which are moft absolutely 
performed, and were the work ot Michael Angelo , with whom this 
Cardinal contracted a moft intimate Friendfhip} and being no lefs 
liberal than Jngenious obtained of him, what ever fo rare an Artift 
could poflibly invent, among the reft a Secret conclave wherein ma¬ 
ny things are expreft with the higheft Art and perfection. 

The houfe of th eOrJini, mtheCampodiFiorc, which was raifed 
out of the ruines of the Pompeyan Theatre, is embcllilht with many 
good ftatucsin the Courts. 

The Temple of Saint Angelo in Pefcaria , was formerly of Juno Re¬ 
gina, which being burnt,was reftored by Septimius Severn and Mar¬ 
cus Aurelius the Emperors, as the old Title there to be read verifies: 
near which are fome of the Pillars taken from the Portico of Septimius 
Severn dedicated to Mercury . 

At the Tower Citrangole, ftands the houfe of the heirs of Gentile 
De J fino, which Gentleman had more mcddals than anyotherPerfonin 
Rome, and hisGarden filled with infcriptions.dn them ftands a Statue 
of Canopo placed the form of a Water Pott, before whofe breaft 
l they have prepofedaTablet filled vt\thHierogliphicJ(letters,by which 
tis believed the fecret Myfteries of the Sacrifices are delivered : In 
rarione at the houfe of the Maxim may be Seen a CohJJus , which vul¬ 
garly is thought to be the ftatue of PyrrhusFdng of the Epirots armed, 
bought a long timefince by the Maxim of Angelo for two thoufand 
Crowns as alfo a Marble head of Julius cajar^ with many other things 
worthy confideration. 

In the houfe of the Lent alia Cidmbella,are many noble ftatues late¬ 
ly brought thither from the Porta J di S . Bajliano , to wit an Adonis , a 
Venus, a Satyr, and many excellent heads , where in an old Pile was 
found an entire purple Garment with fome rings and other notable 
things. Near which ftands the houfe of Cardinal Paravicino, a Sig¬ 
nor of ncble Qualities, who much delights in Pictures, whereof and 
thofe good too he ha th not a fcw.Contiguous with which ftands the 
hou fe of the Vallei, wherein was ereCted a fquare Marble ftonc, with ! 
a Solar Horofcope, and the Zodiac kStgttes^htte thedayes and howers of i 
every Moneth were denoted, and whatever the Antients were wont j 
toobferveas well in the Sacrifices of the Gods, as in the Countrey < 
affairs, as fully as our Calenders now exprefsthem; but this with 
jdivers other Rarities, by the inftability of its Patrons, wereamo-; 
.ved, and fuch as they left rcmaining(fbr what reafon we guefs not) j 
lobfeured. On ! 


Part II. ROME. - 

On the Afcent of the Campidoglio d wels il Signor Lelio Pafqualino a 
Canon of Santa Maria Maggiore , a Gentleman of polite learning a*nd 
exquifite manners, where the ftudious of Antiquities are freely’ ad 
mitted to glutt themfelves with the moft curious things in Rome as 
feleCfc Meddals, rare carved works, Implements, and Habiliments of 
Antiquity in great number. In fumm in his houfe are a Treafure of 
thofe things, and he hath obfervedin this kind more than a man 
can poffibly behold in one day .* if he be refolved to publilh his ob- 
fervadons for the pnblick good of the lngeniojs , tis certain that a 
pure and naked index of the Antiquities which he hath colle&ed, 
would alone advance the ftudious of good Letters no lefs in (acred 
then Profane Learning. 

On the left hand of the Campidoglio,™ ifes it felfa Temple and the 
Monaftery of the Francifcans called Araceli 9 to which they afeend 
by 124 marble fteps diftinguiflied into five degrees; The Temple is 
fupported by two ranks ot Marble Pillar s on both fides,then which 
the world affords not a more fumptuot s,the Vatican fe t apart .* This 
Temple in old time was dedicated to Jovi Feretrio by Romulus after 
the Sabyn warr, becaufe in that place Jupiter gave afiiftance to the 
Ring then opprefled with the violence of his Enemies. On the left 
hand upon the third Pillar is engraven thefe words A Cubiculo Au- 
gufiorwn, and in other places of the Church, are two ftatues of 
confiantine and Maximinian, and at the two horfes of Caftori fet at 
the top of the fteps, is reprefented a fair profpe&ive from the en¬ 
trance to the inward part. 

In the Piazza of the Campidoglio ,ftands a great ftatue of Marcus Au¬ 
relius Antoninus, or as others think of Lucius Veras, of Septimius , of 
Metellus on horfeback,twas transferred hither from San Gio L at era- 
no, by order of Pope Paul the third a Famejian . 

Near the Pallace rife great ftatues of Rivers, to witofthehye, 
with a Sphinx under it, of the Tygre, with a Tyger near, both having 
their heads bedecked with flowers brought from the River«,and a- 
nother great ftatue,by fome thought to reprefent the Rhene a River 
of Germany, by others to be an Image of Jupiter Panarius ,becaufe the , 
Romans freed themfelves from the fiege of the French by calling 
bread into their Tents; This Statue is called Marforio , and by 
means of it they ufe to anfwer to the (launders of Pafqui - 
no. 

Upon a collateral ftayer-Cafe ftands a Colutnne called Millinria 
upon which are engraven two inferiptions the one of Vefpajtan the o- 
ther of Nero Emperours. 

In the Pallazzo dticonfervatori are many things worth a view, among 
others alyonholdnig a horfe with his teeth,whofe miraculous work* 
manfhip Mic . Angelo was wont to cry up to the skies. Near it appears 
a moft an dent Tombe at the afcent upon the fteps,and a Pillar poin* 
ted with Iron with its in feription, (according to the manner of thofe 
antient times) of C. Duilio, in honour of whom ( having overthrown 
the Carthaginians ) this was ere&cd .* Hereof many Authors make 
mention. Beyond which are certain tablets engraven, with the Tri- | 
umph of Aurtltus, and a facrifice made by him, and at the entrance j 
of the Gate are carved in Marble the Meafures or fcaonings of the I 
Greek and Romm Foot; by which you behold an old ftatue belie- j 
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vedfklflv oiMariwin agown.Inthe hall of the Conjervatonbmto 
VuendZsin brafs guilt. withhisClub mtheright hand and one 
oOhe H efperian apflea in the left,this was found m the Foro Boar" m 
the tuines of the/fra Maxima, ASatyrof Marble 
Goat bound to a Tree :aStatue of Brafs upon a Marble Pillar of jam> 
fittmg Picking a thorn out of her foot. With another figure ofbral. of 
awo§e!gi vine fuck to Romulus and Remus. This was formerly kept 
in the Cornicio, near the Ruminale, whence 

Giovanni Laterano, and thence to the C *”P'* 0 & l ‘°: f Oth thefeF ‘* 

tv feat-ffo famous through the world)of the Magiftrates and the ilo- 
mL Triumphs.- Thefe were tranflated hither from the Court 
where thev were found by Gommiffion of Paul the^d.thtt 
they migta/ae viwed and confiderediUpon the fubjeft of thokfeats 
now fomewhat decayed and broken through Age,Cardinal Miebete 
Silvio compofed certain fmooth verfes there to be read. Where atfo 
you find anhonourable memorial in marble of the deeds of ‘hemoft 
Tlluftrious Alexander Farnefe 9 Son of Ottavio Duke of Parma , whofe 
ftatue ftands in the fame placets alfo that of M ytntomoColonna, who 
together with Giovanni efAuftrU, obtained a glorious viftory on 
thf Sea againft the Turks in the Cttrfolari: Together with feme great 
flatues of Popes, in a fitting pofture as t were giving Benediaion to 
the People as P of Leo the 10th. Gregory the 13th. Stxtus the 5th. aU 
well de^rvers of the Chriftian Republique; and other things giv- 

'^n the paffcge from the Compidoglio, to the Rupe Tarpeia in view of 
thi riaZZZZaZa, flood the Temple of Jovis optimi Mycrm, , 
which was the largeftTemple of Rome, built by Tarqmnms 
adomed&inticheo by TarqrnniHsSnperbui, with the expence of forty 
thoufandpound of Silver.

F Rom the Campidoglio or Capitol, you go down into .the ’oro tom*. 

no which is the fpace of ground from the Arch of Septimus 
to the Church of SantaMariaNuova. At the foot of the Campidoghe, 
youfind the Triumphal Arch of L.Septimms Severn entire, ftvmg 

led Junoie Moneta , becaufe it praemonilhed, and advifed *’*’^1 
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with an intelligible voice , that the Galli Scnones, were coming upon 
them. Thofe eight Collumnes there now being, on whofe Capitols 
areinfcribed thefe words Senatus ropulusque Romanus iucendio con - 
Jumptnm t refiituit 5 are the Keliquesot the (aid Temple of Con cor- ... 
dia , wherein the Senate frequently allembled, and made their orai* 
fons. 

On the left part of the defcent from the campidoglio, lies the place 
called San&o Pietro in Carcerc,con(eQiazed by his holmefs San silvejiro 
to San Pietro, becaufe he was there taken bound and imprHoned, 
where a Feaft was wont heretofore to be foiemnized thefirftj 
day of Auguji in remembrance of the Chains wherewith Saint 
Peter was bound which was tranflated afterwards to San Pietro in Vin¬ 
cula, in Monte Ejquilie , the Prifons were fir ft built there by Ancus 
Martins , to which Servius Tullius annexed the Vaults or Sellers un¬ 
der ground called Tulliani Car ceres, wherein (as Saluji writes) thofe 
were ftrangled who had given in their names to Catalines confpi 
racy. 

The Church of Santa Martina (in whofe angle the Colofjus of Mar* 
forii lies) was formerly confecrate to Mars Vltor the Revenger. An* 
gujius built and dedicated it after the rhilippenjian Warrin rharfa- 
/wfome fay,That in this Church was the fecret place where theA&s 
of the Senate were kept.In it is a Title made in the times of Theodofi- 
us and Honorins the Emperors. 

Next unto it is the Church of Santo Adriano, antiently the Tern- «. 

5 1 e of Saturn , built or rather reftored by Manutio vlanco, bein g firft 
edicated by Mimtio & Sempronio the Confuls.*This was the Exche¬ 
quer of Home, wherein the publiqueTreafury was preferved as we 
read that in the time of S cipio Emlianus it had in it eleaven thou find 
pound weight of pure gold,and ninety twothoufand pound weight 
of filver,be£de an infinite quantity ofcoyned money?. Here alfo ihe 
Tabula Elephantine werelayed up, wherein the numbers of the 35 
tribes of Rome , were recorded : as^alfo the Military Enfignes, the 
Decrees of the Senate, the publick Atts, with the fpoils of the Pro- 
vinccs and conquered Nations.. 

*Tis fuppofed that Santa Maria Liberatrice , was a Temple dedica- 
ted to Venus Gemratrix , It ftands at the Foot of the Palatine , thofe \ 
three hollow Pillars fome believe to be thole before the foot of the 
Ponte aureo of which was fupported by 80 Pillars,made with 

incredible coft, over which they palled from the Pallace to the Ca¬ 
pital!. Li 

The Pillar at Santa Maria Liberatrice , is one of thofe upon which 
was placed the golden Statue by Domitian, near which ftood the Sta- 
tue of the River Rhene , now^alled Marforio and is in the camfido - \ 
glio, Ereftcd by Domitian for that that Em peror triumphed over the 
Germans . _ - 

Near it was the Temple of Concord, with that of Julius C afar on \ 
its right hand,and that pf Paulus JEmilius on its left hand,whofe ftru- ^ 
cture coft nine hundred thoufand Crowns. N 

Thofe high wals which are beheld at the Foot of the Palatine are 
part of the Rojlri Nuovi, which were fo called for that there 
they fetled th cRoflra or ftemm of their Galleys.- here now is the 
Vineyard of Cardinal E arne/e . There Cicero frequently made his O- • 
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rations, there the Fathers afiembled and made Laws, and there the 
head and hand of Cicero (which wrote his PhilippickOrations)werc 
fixed to a Spear by command of Antonins the Triumvir, whole 
dishonourable deeds are therein declaimed againft. The Rofiri v tc . 
cbie, were in the Corte Hoflilia, near the place of the Council which 
touched the Church Santa MariaNuova, which place is called Comi. 
tia as much as to fay a place to retire themfelvcs together in; for 
here the fenate and People of Rome afiembled to treat of the affairs 
of the the Common-Wealth .* and there is built now the holy houfe 
of San&a Maria de inferno. ; A 

The Temple of San Lorenzo in Miranda, Hands in the mines of the 
Temple of Faufiina and of Antonio, where we find this Infcription 
Dvoo Antonino, & Dive Faufiina S. C. As alfo twelve lair Pilkrs,near 
which Hood the Arch of Fabim^nd the covering of the Palace* which 
was called Libotte. 

The Piazza of Julius Cafar , extended from the Temple Fauflhta 
to that of Santa Maria but at the Piazza of Augufius the Church of 
Santo Adriano, in Trefori, is con joy ned with it, And in that of Am. 
gufius , were certain Porticues and in them Ha:tues of illuHrious Men 
fet up by Augufius who lived in the houfe of Lima, in the Via Sacra. 
The Temple of santi Cofmo and Damiano, was antiently dedicated 
to Cajior and Pollux which fome alledge without foundation to be 
the Temple of Romulus and Remus. 

The Temple of Peace* begunby Claudius and fin idled by Vefpsfi- 
an 9 was moft magnificent and (lately, of wbofe mod high firu* 
dure fome reliques yet remain not for from the Church of Santa Msu 
ria Nova, and one Pillar yet entirc,thc higheft andbiggeft of alliiaaar . 
In the gardens of Santa Maria Nova,* ppcar yet two high round coor- 
fesof two antient Temples of the Sun and Moon , which fome will 
have to bcof Ifis 8 c Serapis.There Tatius built a Temple to Vukan^nd 
in that quarter Mfculapius alfo had a Temple, and Concordia , built 
by Fuhims in anno 303. after the ere&ingot the Capitol / Outof 
which Temple of Concordia , da thought Vefpafan afterwards 
raifedthat of Peace, mediating to it moreover many ornaments 
from the Temple of Solomon , after he had defiroyed Jerufa- 
km. 

Not fardiHantfrom the Via ftcra , Hands the Marble Arch of Titus 
Vefpafian , wherein are carved the pomp of the Triumph, and the 
fpoyls brought from Jerufalem at the overthrow of the Jewes, as the 
Ark of theGovenant the CandleHick for the feaven Lights, The 
Table whereon they fet the bread of the Propofition or (hewbread 
The Tableof the ten Commandements delivered by God to Mejcs, 
and the (acred Vefiels all of puregoW, ufed in the facrifices by the 
Hebrews, bcfidcs which the Triumphal Chariot of the Emperor is 
carved thereon with this Infcription.

Which to revenue v* 
gj/(Who ftmlied theMagkk ArOefiected that the Fire in the whole 
City was extingmlhcd, and all the people forced to give fire to their 
Gandlesand Lights at'theflames which wereraifed for ftamine of 
theSfmmpet^This faWte is painted every where but without an Au- 
xhvr. Nbr is it likely any fuch thing could happen to that great Vir 
g* 9 m1mtcrhKcemtin^cywa*catkdPartbemus. If any thing in 
this Fable be true Ifhppofe twas writ of fome other Virgil aMagician 
by whom theNeapelitanes fpeak alfo many things to have been per- 
formed/ among others that by the Magicfe Art he hollowed the 
Mountain PtfyHpumnoA made it penetrable,the Sepulchre of Virgil is 
erected near this famous Cavern. 

Near the Temple of Peace is that of the Santi cofmo and Damiano 
which was the Court of Romulus , where the Senate congregated 
when they had any important affair to confult about: It was whol¬ 
ly burnt, when they burned the body of Publius Claudius flain by T 
AmtioncMilon^ with the Bqfilica Portia near it 5 which Marco Vortio 
Cat one the Gtnfor reared a topof thehoufe of Jtievio. There was alfo 
another Court in footitecelx> 9 vrhetc now (lands the Church confecra- 
ted to Sants Gregors.

T His Hill was inhabited many yeers before the building of Rome 
and there when at itsgreatcHfplendour, did the Emperors 
and othM-, great Perfonages for a long time refide, but now tis over- 
whelmed with Rumcs , and fo great a Devaluation,that tis the moH 
uninhabitedPlaceof Rome: bcfidcs itsDefert uncouthnefs and 
Thornt,affording nothing ofgood more than a little Church of Saint 
Nkbrfo, fome Cottage$,and a Vineyard of Cardinal Famefe .

S Fall the Ornaments off he Citco Maximo fcarce any thing is to 
be leen , more than the entire circumfcrTption of the place 
*by its amplitude is difeerhed: It lies between the palatmo^ and 
the Aventino. and is about half a mile long and three Acres broad 
which fomefay was capable of 26b thou fa nd men, others reftraia 
it to one Bundled and fifty thoufand. Here Romulus firft fct forth 
the Coftjaulian Games to the God Confo, after therapeof the Sabyn 
Womcm Tarquittius Prifeus defigned and Tarquimns Super bus built the 
place, for the celebration of the Circenjian game?, and other Sola¬ 
ces for the People, which Augujius adorned. Gains ampiified, Trajan 
repaired and augmented thetabrick, and Helipgabaltts paved it,At 
prefent tis all about in Gardens, but fome fteps and roofs of little 
cels remain, which are fuppofed to have been the Offices of the A- 
ctors in the Games, or of fuch as uttered beer and other neceffaries, 
to the People reforting to the fhews.

On the righthandof the Church Saint sebaftiatto^ Hands ao en¬ 
tire Temple but difpoiled of its ornaments, formerly dedicated to 
Apollo % into which the Shepherds to preserve their Flocks , from 
the heats of the day, and incomodittes of the nights do,often drive 
them. 

About forty paces farther in the adjacent Odds, among# thorns 
and brambles 9 in an obfeuxe place, is a fvbteNanean Cavern. whole 
entrance through the heapsof Hones is difficultly found) but when 
cntred,you behold Vaults built with good Art,on each fide of which; 
are long repofitories, wherein the bodies of deceafed Chriitians, 
whom twas not lawful! to bury folcmnly or -openly were repofed.. 
Inthefc Cavernes were the primitive Cbriftiaos wont to conceal; 
themfelves, to fly the Emperors raging pcrfecucion s, now called 
Stance dtCbriftwti, 

In the Temple of Saint Scbaftiow 9 they defccnd by certain!! eps 
into the Caves under ground, which are called C atecombe. Where¬ 
in in old time the ChrUlians for fear of Tyrants ufually lay hid: in j 
thefe tis reported that forty Popes fuffered Martyrdome, and with i 
them one hundred feventy four themfand Chrjftians, as by the In- j 
feription over the ingrefs dearly appears. The place is adored with 
the higheft devotion , and its profundity and Dtfknefs creates no 
fmall fear. Tis not poffihle to had the way in without Torches and 
Light^norfafe to go too& fro in the feveraldivifioBs(whicb are like• 
a Labyrinth)* ithout a good guide, Tis called C amitemjli Califio , 
Among the Reliqucs in this Church they (hew the Prints or Foot* 
Heps of the Feet of Chriftuponaftonc, which they fay were there 
left by Chrift at his afcenfion into Heaven in the prefence of hki 
Difcipks.Many other things are writ hereof by Oxt>jri*sjnd others. ' 

On ehe fide of this Church is found a vaft round Temple fuppor- 
ted by one hundred Marble Pillars confecrated to A/m Gradivus by 
SftU while he was Aidile^ in k Audience was given to the Embafi*- 


dors of Enemies, by the Senate, to prevent their ingiwfe into the 
City 9 leak they (hould make advantages of their adiniffion as £/>z- 
they report thegreater part of this Temple at the prayers of the 
PopcSaint Stephen, to have fallen down, when by tbecomraandof 
Galienus, he was there compelled to facrifke to Mars; Near hereto 
they preserved the Stone Manale, which when the Romans would 
obtain Rain they folemnly brought in procefiion into the Citty 
Beycod tbat upon the ViaAppia, rifes the Walls of a (qaar-e Caftle 
very entire.* which fome believe to have been sinvejfa, others Pa- 
meHa i but the raoft to be credited averr it to be the surnz a or abi¬ 
ding place of the Praetorian Souldiers, wkhk* thefe walk k a fpatious 
Concave. 

Here on aU fides ly huge Sepulchres, foroe bnik in alquare,others 
in a rouad,a third fort m a Pynamtd form^ either with brick or Mar- 
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blc whole inferiptions demondrate. that they were ere&ed for the 
MeUlli , Amoog which a great ftrudure ina round form'feems the 
mod confpicuouK , being raifed with fquared white marble (tones 
to the bignefs of a Tower, hollow within and open at top, fo that 
(landing below one may fee the skies .* Its walls are about 24. foot 
thick, in whofeciicuit are interwoven the heads of Bulls andOxen 
cleared of the skin and Be(h, as in their facrifices they ufed them, 
between the garlands of Leaves and Flowers. The heads amount to 
the number of 300. Sacrificedto the God CapodeBoi, and the An* 
/ tiquaries will have, that at the famous Sepulchre of Cecilia MetelU 
a double Htcatombe was performed. Afthe Footof theneighbou- 
ringHill, if you pronounce a whole heroick ver(e, an admirable 
\ Eccho returns it whole, and articulately for the moll parr, and con- 
fofed other whiles eight times anfwered •• In no place is heardTo rare 
an Eccho, which is faid to be excited by artifice, that at the Fu¬ 
neral of this C a cilia Metella , the ejaculations of the weepers and 
the funeral holdings might immenfely be mnltiplyed, while that 
double Hecatombe was celebrating, and the Funeft duties perfor¬ 
med in honour of that Matron. 

In the next deprefied place, ly the mighty ruines of the Circe 
Hipodromo , The ftrufiure hereof is attributed to Eajfiano Caracalla 
raifed in the Place where Tiberius the Emperor, built the Scabies for 
the Pratorian bands.* here the Souldiers excrcifed thcmfelves in run- 
ning, riding,and driving Chariots. 

In the midft of the Area, lie certain fignes of the places whence 
the horfes rufhed out to their courfes, as alfo of Bafes , Statues, Al« 
tars, and meets or bounds for the Courfes5 round it are many 
pi&ures, in the midft lies an Obelisk of fpccklcd (lone called Cra- 
nito 9 flat upon the ground broken in three pieces, carved all over 
with Hieroglyphickj , branches with Leaves and animals. Tis fuppo- 
fcd that S ixtm the 5th. would have reared this as he did others had 
not death (hortned his days. 

Above the Circ rifeth an entire Temple four fquared, with Pil¬ 
lars, and Corridores before it: Which as is fuppofed was^^dedica¬ 
ted to the DioRidicolo, uppon this occafion : Hannibal haying (lain 
40 thoufand Romans at the battail of Canme, marched with his vi¬ 
ctorious Army to the liege of Rome , and pitched his Camp in that 
very place: where a diffufed Laughter being heard over his Camp 
it cauled a prodigious fear, and that made him rails the Siege ana 
retreat to the Terra di Lavoro : which had he obftinatly continued 
fome time longer, (having created fuch a conftcrnation in the Citi- 
zens)he had undoubtedly taken Rome with fmall difficulty: but as 
Livy faies an African told Hannibal , He knew how to obtain but not 
how to make ufe of Viftory. Thus was Rome delivered from Han»i~ 
bal: and the Romans in commemoration of fo great a benefit received 
/ from the God of Laughter, confecrared that Temple to the Dio 
/ Ridicolofo. 

Hence you mull return by three miles journey back to Rome , and 
arrived at the walls enter by the Port a Latina 9 near whereto is the 
Church s. Giovanni where tis faid the fame Saint was call into boy- 
ling oy 1 by the command of Domitian, for which a feaft is al waies fo- 
lemnizcdtn May 9 thence follow the ftreet to the Porta Gabiofa , 10

L eaving theWall on the right hand of thePortaGabiofajou afeend 
MonteCelio ? wch runs along by the wall to the Porta Maggiore. This 
Hill was antiently called guerquetulano from the multitude of Oaks 
growing thereon, before the iujeans inhabited it: to whom licence 
was given to dwell in the KourgToJco, becaufe they marched under 
their Captain Cloche Vibetma i to the affiftance of the Romans againft 
their Enemics.On this Hill at this day reds no Antique thing of mo¬ 
ment, more than the infinite ruines of Fabricks.One part of icisna 
med Celiolo 9 where dands a Church of Santo Giovanni Evangelifta, cal¬ 
led ante Portam Latinam , which was antiently a Temple facred to 
Diana. On the top.of the Celio 9 is a round G hurch dedicated to s. 
Stefano 9 by Pop eSimplicio 9 from being a Temple vfFaunus, whofe 
antiquity threading dedruftion, Nicholas the fifth repaired it 
and Gregory the thirteenth beautifyed it withPifturesof Martyrs 
and Saints. 1 

Curia Hoftiliaftood where now is Santi Giovanni and Paulo towards 
the settizonio of Severn, built by Tullius Hofiilius 5 different from that 
in the Foro Rosnano , Here the Senate affembled for date af¬ 
fairs. 

The Church of S. Afaria in Domenica is (eated towards the Aven- 
tino 9 and was redored by £e<?the 10th. here antiently dood the 
Dwellings of th e Albania and near them the Aquedu& for the^- 
qua Claudia , in the Arch whereof are engraven thefe words P.Corn 
K. F. Dolabella , Cof. c. Junius C . P. Silanus Flamen Martial . Ex S. G. Fa- 
ciundum cnravermtAdemque Probaverunt. 

By the fame Aqueduft dands a great Fabrick as a confervatory of 
the Waters. 

The Caftra P mgr ina dood in old time where the Church of Santi 
quatro Coronati , was built by Pope Honoring and redored by Pafihal 
thefecond. In thofe Cadies they ufed to rendezvouz andaccom* 
modatc the People for Sea affairs, which Auguftusufed to keep in 
the ordinary Fleet at Nifeno. Between the Porta Gabiuja, and Celt- 
Montana abound great ruines of the Palace of C onftantine the great 
(called pow S . Giovanni ) by which may be comprehended the mag- 
nificent (late and fplendorof that Emperor. 

San Giovanni in Laterano keeps its antient name built by Confian- 
tine the Great at the indance of Pope Sylvejler formerly the Seat of 
the Roman Pontiftces at fird called Rom& Epifcopi Bifhops ofR<?we,but 
afterwards (induced thereunto by thepleafantnefsofthe Vatican 
HillsJthey tranilated their habitation thither, building a renowned 
Palace near St. Peters Church. 

Near the (aid Church dands ll Battifterio die onftantine: of an orbicu¬ 
lar form fudained by 8. porphyr Pillars: Report faith that Conftan- 
tine the Great labouring under a Leaprofic, at the perfwafionsof 
____ F ff his 
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Hz phkicians refolved to bath himfelf m the blood ot Infeats, 
md for that intent ere&ed this fumptuous ftrudure: bu t beiogad- 
nonifhed in a dream to bath himfelf in holy water in the name of 
efus Chrift the true Cod, whom Helena his Mother worftripped,the 
smperor obeyed the Celeftial admonition, and was baptized in that 
norphyr Font now in the faid Temple.- For the truth hereof the 
deader is defired to confult his ownthought:It not being likely ,that 
ro magnificent a ftrufture (hould be built and intended lor perpetra¬ 
ting that notorious crime, vrkfcd 1 (hould rather be kept dole and 
acitely concealed,thin publifhed with fuch, vain often tatioo ^bolides 
that Hiftorians (ay he was baptized by the LUchomedian Bi(hop,when 
tie arrived in Afia 9 Bsifardo thinks that the faid Battiftmo was rather 
the Bath to the LaHra* Pallacc and the Form of theFabrickindu- 
ecthhim and others to the feme belief .But however it was tie moft 
certain xhaxQonfiantim the great, having profeft the ChrifHan Re¬ 
ligion, was baptized in tins Church and the fame Babtiftary tit (hew¬ 
ed to this day, and all converts to the Chriftian Religion, are there 
ft ill baptized. Gn the right hand ofit arec ertainholy chappel s, and 
therein prefeived many pretious Marbles and fome Pillars convey¬ 
ed hither from Jerufalem. 

At the entrance of the Church Sam Giovanni Later otto, ftand many 
fumptuous Tombs of Popes, and Altars wrought excellently With 
Marble 3 upon the high Altar is the laft fupper of Chrift ingraven in 
fil ver of great value, fet up by Clement the feaventh, who alfo rai- 
fed 5 thegreatrich Organ, and that (lately Vcftry fortheufe of 
the Church. 

Before the Chorus were four hollow brafen Pillars of Corinthian 
work, whichtisfaid were brought from Jerufalem full of the holy 
Earth where our Saviour was enterred, others fay thatS/ftt fetched 
them from Athens , and others that Augujlus caufed them to be call 
in Rome of the Beaks of tbeGallcys taken in tbe Actiack. battail and in 
memorial applyed to the Temple of Jupiter CapitoHno . Furthermore 
others fay that Vefpajian tranflated them with the other fpoils from 
Jerufalem. Of late, Clement ihc 8 th. caufed them to be guilt over, 
and placed them on the high Altar, with a brafs Scutcheon guilt 
and affixed to them,whcrein his Arms are engraven. 

Before Sixtut the 5th. reedified from the foundations the Later a- 
man Palace, there was a great hall, where the Pope with the Eccle- 
Jigjlicdl Synod of Cardinals and Arch-bilhops rendred themfelvcs 
when they were to manage any fubftantia! bufinefs. Thofe three 
err eat m arble Collumnes were (hipped from the Palace in Jerufalem , 
here theLataraneuJial counfels were folcmniZed with the alUftaneeof

In it is kept a part of the Lords Grofs, 2nd the title of the Croft 
wntm three languages, one of the thirty pence, which Judas the 
Traitor revived forbetraying Chrift, a Thorn of the Crown, with 
otner lama tveliques. * 

Here under the Earth Helena the mother ofConflantine built aChap- 

pel, wherein Women are permitted entrance only upon the 20th 

of March Jlo the Monaftery of this Temple is ad joy ned an Am phi* 
theatre, fomewhat iefs but more antient than the Colifeo which 
was edincated by Statilius Taurus 9 in the reign of Auguftus; buttwas 
for the moft part deftroyedby Pope Paul the 3d. for reparation of 
the Monaftery; On one fide of Santa Croce appear yet fome mines of 
the BaJUica Sejfariana 9 near the Walls. 

The Arches which enter the City by Porta Nevia 9 and pafs over the 
top of the celiofo the Aventino, were the Arches for the Aqueduftofj 
the Claudian waterrand were the higheft and longeft of Rome 9 Claudius 
conveighed this water from forty miles off inro the City 5 Some of 
this water run into the Palace, fome into the Campidoglio, butthe 
greateft part to the Aventino : The faid Porta Kevia, wasalfo called 
Neuia 9 and Santa Croce and was built in an Arch Triumphal, which 
demonftrdtes the Majefty and grandeur of the work. 

Nfar the Aqueduct for the AquaClaudia towards Monte Celio , (lands 
the Hofpital S. Giovamn being both wealthy and coin odious for re¬ 
ceipt of infirm and fick Perfons, abounding ioaU fortsof Phifical 
ingredients, Phyficians.

Towaid^NiieiWi* is:the Church-of S. ApoUinare formerly the Tcm. 
pie of Apall<\ and behiad it the Church of Saint Augufiine^ where the 
Tombe of S ant a Monica his Mother is file wed with her Aeliques. 

That fpatious Court before the Palace of the Dutchefs of Part* a, 
corruptly called PiaznaNavona, was formerly the Circa Agonale^wher^ 
he they exhibited the Agonalianfights and games kiftituted by Nunta 
Vompitius in honour of Janus. Nero augmented this €ifc> and (o did 
Alexandp the Son of Manca, who ert&ed alfo near it a Palace and 
the famous Alexandrian Hot baths. Hereabouts alfo Nero and Adrh 
4* bad their Baths, butthe continued edifices there have loft the ve#> 
ry foundations of the ©Id ftrufrures. 

In the houfeof theBifhopsof Sautajs ft ewed the Head of M.7»/ 
Uus Cicero^ ha that of Alexander Ruffino z thefmage of Johns c<efar Ar¬ 
med, like a ColoJJus -> with his thighs neatly haroefled after the old* 
fa Orion, and opofitc toit 3 another of the fame height h, and verts of 
Octavius C&ftr. Then which ftatues, Rome fcarce affords any thing of 
better workmaaOripi 

Thofe round and high Arches which rife in that pi tee called the 
CiantbellA, are reliques of the Bathes of M. Agrippa: near which Ate. 
ro built others, whofe Fragments fee w them fefves behind S. EuJ}*« 
chio . 

M. Agrippa Built the Pantheon near his Bathesm honour of all the 
Gods,a Temple to be admired for the Archite^kt re and weahh^the 
moft antient, entire, and fplendid of any at this day extant in Rome 
He built it orbicular, that Preeminence of Place might create 
no quarrels among the Gods. Others fay hededicatcd it to Operand 
C ihele, as mother of tbeGods,and Miftrefs of the Earth. Afterwards 
the Popes confcciated it to the Ble lied Virgin and all theSaintr. It 
hath no windowes, being in lieu thereof fepplyed with light from a 
great Open (pace aetojythe rain water driving therethrough is re a 
ceived into a large brnfs Vefiel at the bottom, which in old time was 
covered with plates of 61 ver but Cc*/2antiue the Nephew of HeracH « 
us took away that with the other ornaments of the City } antienthy 
twas afeended to by 7 fteps,but now who enters it mnft defeend »8. 1 
fteps, whereby appears how vaft are the heaps of ruines.An infer ip* , 
tion of very Jonghetters teftifie that Severny and M. Antonins repai* 
red the Pantheon 1 then threaming a mine. Herein lies Raphaelof 
Vtbim 9 the Prince of Painters 1 And before it ftandsa large Veffel 
of Porphyr admirable for the grandeur and curiofity of work* 
manftnp, one Hke to which is extant in Santa Maria Maggiore \ 
under die Crucifix. 

Ncarit Santa Marrade U aj Mm enra 9 fo called from its firft dedica- 
tkmtoJMrefrewprefentsltfolfv wberc th&Dominrcm Fryers inha¬ 
bits which hath nothing of antiquity more than the Walls and 
feme old hifotipeions. Here ties the Cardinals , Pietro Bembo , 
and Tomafo Gaetano^ learned men of their time.* and Santa caterina of 
Siena . 

A great arch now old, rude, and diverted of all its ornaments, 
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Hood near it, called Camiliana , r which they think to be built by 
Camillas % butfalfly, for thofe kind of works.were firft fet a foot 
in the reigns of the Emperors : fometime iince,this Arch was by li. 
cence of Pope Clement the 8th. pulled down by Cardinal Salviano 9 
who with thofe Hones amplified his own adjacent Palace, near this 
Arch lay a foot of a Colojjus very great, which is fuppofed to be trans¬ 
ferred to the Campidoglio , where tis now obvious. 

Inthehoufc oi Panins de Caftro 9 is feen the head of &Kr4ter,with 
his whole bread, and many other things which will recreate the 
fpedator .* In the Palace of S. Marca in the Via Lata , there:,is (uch 
another Vedel of Marble as is at San Salvatore delLauro 9 taken out 
of the Baths of Agrippa and a ftatueof Fauna ‘or as others fay of the 
good Goddefs. 

All thofe things wherewith of old the Court of Nerva was garni- 
(bed, are either by age decayed, ortranflated to fome other place 
tis called alfo Forolranjitorio , becaufe over it they walked to go to 
the Foro Augufio and Romano 5 for which rcafon that Church is cal¬ 
led £. Adriano in trefori. here Hood likewife the Palace of the laid 
Emperor, whofe ruineswere removed elfewhcre. 

Here alfo lies the Foro Tra)ano, between the Campidoglio, the gut- 
rinale 9 and the Foro Augufio , this was environed with a magnificent 
gallery fudained with noble pillars, whereof Apolliodorus wasAr- 
chitedor and adorned with dames, Images, and a triumphal Mar¬ 
ble Arch,of all which nought remains, except two of the Pillars at 
Santa Maria di Loreto . And one Collumne fpread over within with 
Cockle (hells, which demondrates the fplendorand Majefty of the 
Emperors 5 tis 128 foot high befides the bafes, which is a a. foot 
more .* tis raifed by 24 Hones only, but they fo vaft,that it appears 
the. work of Gy an t s, every one of thofe Hones hath eight Hayers 

1 by which they get up in wardly to the top, which are enlightned by 
44Cafements. Round it are carved the noble Ads of C#far Tra¬ 
jan* in the Dacian Warr. No part of the world can boaft a work 
more admirable, or more magnificent. T was ereded in honour of 
that good Emperor, who was not fo fortunate as to fee it finHhed, 
for being detained in the fartbick warr, upon his return a flux of 
blood feized him in the City of Soria, in Selencia , - whereof he dyed 
his body was brought to ita»e,and his bone&inclofed in a Pile, pla¬ 
ced on the topof the Columnc. . 

In this Foro di Trajano , Hand the Churches ofSaint Sil*eficr 9 S. Bn 
afio 9 Sant Martino, placed there by S. Marco the firft Pope. Boniface 
the 8th, ereded there $ Towers , called now, Le Militie 9 chiefly 
that in the midft , where Trajan ufed to quarter his Souldi-

1 Above it lies the the Vineyard of Cardinal Pietro Aldobrandino , 
meriting a vie w, wherein befides the Fountains and Sources of wa¬ 
ters which*form many dreams, you may fee fome old noble Marbles 
among others Harpoorate aChild, wrought by an exquifite hand 3 and 
an old painted picture, found fome yeers fince retaining the beauty 
of ies colours : a wonder to believe, fince it is foantient , and fo 
long lay hid in a grotto near S. Maria Maggiore.

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A T the Fotodi Nerva begins the Suburb, which extended to the 
TibuTtina dividing the EfqHilie--, the Vale between the FjquiUc, 
and the Viminale they name Vico Patricio, becaufe many Patritii that 
Is to (ay Nobles dwelt in that part. 

L*Ejquilie % was (b called becaufe in the time of Romulus the Sentinels 
were placed there,this hill is fevered from thtCelio^by th zViaLavicana 
from the Viminale by the Vico Patritio . The Via Tiburtirta^s abo vefaid 
( crofleth it in themidd which way afcends from the Suburb to the 
Porta Nevia 9 but before it comes to the trophees of Marius tis cut in 
two s the right hand way leads towards San G iovanni Later ano 9 coajoy- 
nmg with the Lavicana 9 the left goes to XhtPorta di San Lorenzo by the 
name of P renefiina. 

In the Via Tiburtina, is the Arch of Galienus the Emperor called 
San Vito from the neighbouring Temple. Here was the Maceilo La* 
nieno , the Market for all eating things. 

The Temple of Jjis, now of Santa Maria Maggiore , confiftsof 
exqumte dructure, adorned with gold and rare Marbles and fudai» 
ned by lonic^ Pillars. Here Santo Hieronimo , lies enrerred and here 
they (hew an Image of the Virgin, painted (as is credited} by St. , 
Luke the E.vangeliitj Near it (lands the Church of S. Lucia^nd that j ' 
ofS.P udentiana here of old (food a wood (acred to Juno reverenced ( 
with great but blind zeal. 

In the:Ghurch of S. Praffede 9 are many inferiptions, and the Pil¬ 
lar (to which our Lord being bound) was whipped, this they fay 
was brought from JeruJalem . In S an Pietro in Vincula are many admi 
rable things, among others the Tombcs of ‘Julius the fecond where* 
on Mofis is engraven by Buonorota, a work excelling moft of the An- 
tient, ofCardinal $adolet 0 y and Cardinal di Tucino, * , 

Thence you go to theChurch de quaranta Martiri , from whence by 
the Via Labicanc to S. Clement the Efquilie extended it felf.and was 
there called Carine. 

Near Saint Pietro in Vincula , are foine Jubterranean edifices, the re¬ 
mains of Vefpajians Baths, called the SetteSale 9 being defignedfor 
keeping the waters requifiteto the Baths,in them was found that fta 
tue of Lao coon now tranQated to the Vatican , which gives fuch admi* 
ration to all afpicients. The Church of S. Marta ne Monti jnzs built 
by Pope SymacUs , in the decayes of Adrians ftaths: the place being 
thence denominated at this day Adrianello. 

At the Church d’Santi Ginliano and Eufebio. , elates it felf a huge 
Fabrick of brick work, wherein were the receptacles of th cAqua Mar- 
| iia * on the upper part whereof are figured the Trophees of Mari- 
[ us that is a heap of (poils and Arms bound to the body of a Tree 
placed there in honour of Marins for his expedition againft the dm- 
brians which things being afterwards torn down by Sylla in the ci- 
vil war, were reHored again by C 9 c<efar to their former luftre, and 
yet remain in the Campidoglio . Behind the Trophees in thatVineyard 
appear great mines of the Emperor Gordianus his Baths near which 
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- the faid Emperor raifed a ftupendious Palace which had two hun¬ 
dred Pillars in a double Rank. But hereof no mote but high walls 
appear. AlliitsOrnawentaandPiUart,, being thence tranflated for 

b From f thefe'Baths'theway on the right hand called L abicaaa goes to 
part* Magtiartfit Sant*Cmce, antieotly New*.

Near it was the Palace of Liri«>,wherenow S. Sabin* ttand*,taere 
placed by Pope Simplex , contiguous with which Palkce wax the 
place caUed Orfi Pdeato, from a Bears figure there. 

^ Bv the gate Efqmlmafia* Lorenzo or Tibmtiu*> by all which names 
tis frequently called: ftands the Church 8<wt Lorenz*^ boil tby con- 
tontine the great in honour of that Martyr repleoUbed with antt- 
1 auities but efpccially the inftruments ufed in the ucnfices are 
carved’ on inemboffed work, by this Gate *Mo enters the Aque¬ 
duct by which the Aqua. Martia is con veighfid mtothe City, fir ft 
raifed by gL Martins, afterwards confirmed by Age rettored byAf. 

^Thi*s water was brought from 3 3- wiles off the City, and w^into 
Diocleftans Baths, and the adjacent places, twas very hcalthfiiU^nd 
therefore chiefly accomodated for the dnnk of the Pf©P*e. 

On the other fide ofthis Gate entered the Jcqm TopoU & Jsdsat the 
one was conveighed fix miles the other eteaycnfwxn withoutthcCi- 
ty To thefe joyned the Aniene which raofromTwvM mtlcsdt- 
ftance. Overthe^mw (lands tb^Ponto Mamme *, fo named from 
Mamma the Mother of AkxaudaSeoerus the Emperor , by whom 
twas rejaitredjfrom thisGatc the Vi* Prtmfiin* reached to Prompt y 
and the Labicana to Labi. 

That part of the Efqmlie near San Lorenzo mFoute, was named ttrv 
boClivio , which was the Grove Fugatale where Senvim Tuflra* dwelt 
and there lies the Vico Ciprio , called alio Scderato* for that Tullius 
was there (lain by his Sonin Law, over whofe dead body his own 
Daughter commanded her Coachman to drive her Chariofc This 
Ww, or Town extended to Bufi* Gallica 9 where the GaUi$9*<mi 
or theFrench were flain.burnt and buried by CamiUnsin aw this pto« 
s denominated Porto Galb , where the Church Saint Andrea s H built 
On the top ofthis VicoScelerato Coffins had his Palace afterwards de- 
dicated totthe Goddefs Tellur** owto Saint Panuktm. acatSmto 
Agna at the foot of the Viminale flood a Temple cf Silvan*) whole de¬ 
cays yet appear.

T He hill Viminale is next to the Ffquilino, and runs along by the 
Walls: twas fo named from a famous Temple dedicated 
to Jupiter Viminale: whence alfo the contiguous Gate tookthe name 
Viminale and Nomentana, from the way leading to NomentOy which is 
now called^. Agnefehom the Church of that name near it, which 
was formerly dedicated to Bacchus , therein is an old porphyr Arch 
the greateft now extant in Rome, whereon are engraven Boyes ga¬ 
thering Grapes: which fome call the Sepulchre of Bacchus y but 
erroneoufly. 

In the Via Nomentana a little farther is the Ponte Nomentano built by 
Narfetes the Eunuch under JuJlintan the Emperor, asthe infeription 
teftifies. Nero the Emperour,bet ween the F ort a Suburb ana , and Sala- 
ri* , had Subnrbano a Angular edifice, which he gave to a Freed Man 
whofearinga publique puniihment by a poynard thruft into hisbreft 
and the help of Sporo another freed Man flew himlelfcfome mines ot 
this Fabrick yet remain. 

Port ag^terquetufana is now aChurch near which appear fquare wals 
the Remains of the Caftle deputed for the Souldiers ftations apoin- 
ted for the Emperors guards. 

On the Viminale, are feen the Baths of Dioclefian , of an admired 
Vaftncfs and fumptuofity, which though much decayed, are yet the 
moft entire in Rome , Tis faid that forty thoufand Chriftians were in 
a fervile manner turmoyled for fourteen yeers in the ftrufture here¬ 
of. EtiocUJian and Maxi mini an began them, but Conjlantine and 
Mqffiminian, com pleated them now called Alle Ter me, where ap¬ 
pears a certain place made for receit ofihe waters employed in thofe 
Baths, called Kacco cii termer Dioclejtan adjoined a Palace to them, 
whofe mines manifeflly (hew themfelves. And here was thatce- 
lebrious Library called Z)lpa 9 where the Elephantine books were dif* 
pofed. j 

On the right hand of thefe Baths, are the Gardens formerly ap¬ 
pertaining to Cardinal Belfay, but now to the Monks of the order of 
Saint Bernard , to whofe induftry the ingenious owe the Invention 
and defignes made by wind. And on their left hand, (lands the 
Church of Santa Sujanna, in old time the Temple of guirinns. In 
this place they believe Romulus (being pra?afcended into Heaven ) 
appeared to Froculus Julius then returning from Alba, for which caufc 
the Senate confecrated a Temple and attributed to him divine ho¬ 
nours. Here alfofitf aiunt) Romulus frequently descended and com¬ 
municated divers things to Alba. 

The foundations of the olympiade Bathsyet con tinue near S . Lo¬ 
renzo in Pane & Perna, vulgarly named Pamiperna where Decius the 
Emperors Pallace flood. 

The Church S . Prudentia 3 was built by Pius the fourth, at the re- 
queft of Santa Prafcede his Sifter, where likewife appear the walls of 
the Baths Novati. And the ruines of the Baths of Agrippina the Mo¬ 
ther of Ner0,are yet extant by theChurch S V it alts. 
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■ In San Lorenzo in Proferp/n* (hewesic felf a great Marble Stone te- 
verenced with great adoration and religion,whereon ( ut aiunt ) the 
roafted body ot Sm iaraazo.wal repo'ed alter bis death •• here lies 
buried Cardinal Cirkfto the delight of the Learned ot our 

t,< Beyond the Church S. S»fa»n* hy the mgvirinaU lay heretofore 
the gardens of Rodolfo, Cardinal Carpeittt, theu whicb.no part of l»<t 
l y n a y Naples it felt (where are themoft cxcelUng>afforded morede- 
licious. lnit were 134 ftatues engraven with divers artificial figures 
and other admirable curiofities fo well difpofed, that no f arcy 
could reach that Paradife, not ocular view fcarce apprehend its glo- 
ry to fay no more this garden was an Emblenae ot that Cardinal 
its* Patron the fon of Alberto Pio Prince of Carpi s for as that excee¬ 
ded moft, Co his knowledge in antiquities and Learning was admi¬ 
red by all, he wrote learnedly againlt Eraftnus .

T His hill was fo demonftrated from the Name g*iri or Curi, aFa* 
mUyof the Sabines v/ho inarching among others under Statins 
tneir Captain, to refidcat Rome , inhabited this hill, now called 
Monte c avails ,from the artificial horfes there yet vifible.Tis di vided 
from the Viminak by that way which condufts to the Torta S. Agnefe. 
Upon Monte Cavallo where were the Vineyaids of the Cardinal of 
Efle now ftands a Palace of the Popes admirable for the Grottoes, 
walks Arbors, and artificial Fountains. The chief was the work or 
Pope Clement the 8th. whereon is wrote the hiftory of Mofes in Mo- 
Caique work. Here ftand fome old ftatues of the Mules, and here you 
may hear one of thofeOrganes,calIed of old Hjdraulici^becnuCethcy 
founded by force of the Waters. You afeend this Fountain by 
fomefteps, upon theballoftres whereof ftand certain Veficls which 
fpout out water very high, which in their fall prefent divers figures 
before it lies ample fifli ponds with a Circle of Plain trees wch.aftord 
a thick and lovely (bade, in fine fuch isthe the Variety of Marbles, 
the excellency and fair nefs of the ftatuesthe diverfity of the Infcrip- 
t ions,the beauty of the walks, the pleafantnefs of the Fountains , 
and the (hade of the Groves in thefe pontifical Vineyards, 
That the ftudious may find here fit obje&s for their Observations 
The Curious for their admiration, and the Lovers of Solitude for 
their deportment and retreats. Hence a little diftant lies the Vine¬ 
yard of Odavio Cardinal EandinifNeW kept and worthy a view. And 
at the four fountains the Palace of the Matte /, which hath fomt fair 
ftatues as well antient as modem. 

Round about which lye feveral other Vineyards and Gardens,as 1 
\of the Teat ini. of the Colotmas and of Patriate* Biondo , near which 
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is the Church Sain t Andrea , repaired by the Jefitites , where the IS. 

St awflao Kojina , a Polach 3 lies buried who there acompliflled his 

days. 

Upon this Mount ftand two ColIofTusor ftatues as twere of Gy- 
ants holding two wild horfes by a Bridle cut in Marble, upon whofe 
pilafter we read , that they were the work o iPhidia^ and VrafiteUe , 1 
from which horfestis called Monte Cavallo.And the repoit goes that 
Tiridatcs King of the Armenians 3 prctei\ted them to Nero, who(rhat j 
he might entertain that ftranger King worthily and according tothe 
Roman fjplendor) caufed Pompeyes Theatre (where heexhibited the 
Games for that Kings Solace and recreation)in three days to be lay ed 
all over with filverPlates; Which magnificence the King did not fb 
much admire (knowing well that in Rome were heaped up the riches 
of the world J as the diligence and ingenuity of the workmen,that in 
fo (hort a time could perfect fo noble ingenious a work,which in him 
created aftonifhment. 

Here the Benedictine Fiyers had a comodious habitation : which 
fome time fince they furrendred to the Apoftolick Chamber, oppo* 
fite whereto is a Pontifical Palace, buiit by sixtut the 5th. lor their 
cool retreat in hot weather } whence fomcwhar,in the Vigna of the 
Colonneft , raifeth it felf the Frontijpiece of Neros Pallace, vulgarly 
called Frontone di Nerone, Hence Nero beheld the Fire which was by 
his own incendiaries kindled in the City of Rome which afterwards 
he imputed to theChriftians, that by this Calumny he might draw 
them into hatred with the Senate and People of Rome i and by a pu- 
blick edi& commanded, that*as many as were apprehended,confef- 
fingChrift for God fhouldbeburntandexcarnifkdm Neros gar¬ 
dens which Perfecution continued three days. 

On the other part of the guirinale^re many Arches,Cels,& caves of 
different workmanfhip under ground,the Reliques of the Emperor 
Conftantines Baths of hot waters. And thence looking towards the 
Suburbs, you behold an old Temple in the gardens of the Bartolini , 
made ov all and wrought with divers fhapesof Fifties and other 
Ornaments which was dedicated to Neptune. \ 

Near hereto is the place vnlgarly called Bagnanapoli , that is Bagni 
diPatdo x because they were made by PaninrAtmilius: The Monaftery 
of the Nuns of Sjjint Benedid built by Pope pms the 5th. and the 
Palace of the Conti, rife out of the ruins of thofe Baths, whereof 
to this day fome ftnall fragments are extant. The Tower deCanti , 
was raifed by Innocent the 3d. and that of the Mi litre by Boniface 
the 8th. 

On this part of the Quirinalc, ftood the houfe of the Corndii, cal¬ 
led now Vico di Ccrnelit-and S. Salvatore de Cornehi , a Temple facred * 
of old to Saturn and Bacchus . 

From the C hurch S. Salvatore , to the Port a difan Agttefe , reacheth 
the Street called Alta Semita, on the right hand whereof near San Vi- ? 
tale, ftood the houfe of Tomponius Atticus , with a wood. Hereby , 
alfo was the Suburra Piana , and at the foot of the dm in ale a Temple 
of Silvanus . 

Upon the top of the <*h4irinale> ftood a Temple confecratcd to A- 
pollo , and Clara, two fmall Temple* of Jupiter and Juno^nd the old 
j Gapitol^of thefe ftmftures fcarce any reliques appear,here now is the^ 
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Monaftery of ThiTNunsof Saint and the Church of.Vaa- 

U Ne«^» S*/i~',flood the Court aud houfe of Soluft, which place 
is no w corruptly called Calloftrico : his fair gardens took up all that 
frace between the Porla[SalarimadU p»»oa»<i , in the midft 
whereof flood a (mail Obelisk carved with Hyeroglyphicks.dedica- 

ted |n°thedefcent from 'ttc guirimU ^. towards ‘he Fare of Kerva a 
hieh Tower prefents it felf, which is vulgarly called Torre Mez-,a , 
which tis believed was one part of the houfe of Macenat, adjoymng 
whereunto were his delicious Gardens, whereto Augujius Cafar fre¬ 
quently withdrew himfclf from his more weighty affairs to recreate 
Kimfeir with his Friend. and to revive his toy led Spirits. Others 
believe it to be a part of the Temple dedicated by Marcus Aurelius 
to the Sunnc.

F r om the Bourg taking the way over Ponte Elio , you up agamft 
the dreams of the Tyber meet the Church SanBtafio, at 
Ritetta which is fuppofed to have been the Temple of h.eptune> 
a amplified by Adrian the Emperor .* here fuch as had efcaped any re¬ 
markable Chip wrack , hung up Tablets containing the particulars 

of their deliverance and their vows for it to the God of the 

Se i’n the Valle Marti a, by the Church of S anRocco ftandsth eAfau- 
fab, of Augujius being a Sepulchre erefted by Octavius forhim- 
felfand she (uccefforsof the C&farian Family 9 out of the ruins and 
with the Materials of that Amphitheatre (which nc deftroy- 
ed^that Julius Cefar built there^its Circuit is yet entire divided mto 
a figure four fquarelozanged. In this Maufeolo , ftandsa Matroua 
holdinga Cornucopia with Fruit, and an JF.fcnlapius as bigg as a Gyaot 

In this Maufeolo^ were alfo heretofore two Obelisks of Granito, 4a 

f °TheCirc of jnUm Cafar, extended from this Maufeolo to the foot 
of the neighbouring Mountain .Augujius had a Palace oppohte to it, 
with a (lately Gallery , and had here confecrated aGrove to the 
/ Gods of Hell,reaching from the Church Santa Marta delPopolo toS. 

^Some fay that Marcellas his Sepulchre was contiguous with this! 
Maufeolo , and (hew its very Track • which Botfardo , believes rather to 
belong to the Maufeolo. and not a diftind Edifice* . 

Augujius alfo had made a place called Naumacbiaior Naval Diver- 
fions in the lower part of theFW/e Martin, (looking towards the 
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Hill S anU Trittita which Domitian reftored being decayed through 
antiquity,and called it after his own name, placing near it a Tem- , 
pie to the Family Flavin: where now Saint Silvcjtro (lands. 

^ The Valle Martial was fo denominated, becaufe twas the lowed 
Gate of the Catnpo Martio , and extended from the Tyber to the hill* 
Santa Trinita , and from the Piazza of Damitian in the Via Flaminia to 

the Porta Flaminia. . . . . _ r 1 1. 

The Via Elaminia took its name from Flamintus the Conlul, who 
paved it after the conqueft of the Cenoveji now tis called the Corfo: 
for that at fome time of the yeer,boy s and certain animals run here 
ftrivine who (hall arrive firft at the end of thecourfe. This way 
eo «s from the Porta Elaminia ( called heretofore Flumentana from its 
vicinity to the Tyber but at this day Porta delpopolo )to Pefaro, and to 
Rimini* Near this way lye many gardens filled with infcriptions 
chiefly thofe of Cardinal Lovifto , Jujiiniatio , Gallo> Altemps and o- 

^By this Way Pope Julius the third accomodated a Vineyard with 
fuch ornaments, as for cod and magnificence furpaffed all others in 
RoMe and as an Inscription attefts,condufted to the publik way a 

Fountain for the benefit of all perfons, wherein tis fcarcc to be jud¬ 
ged which ought mod to be applauded, the ingenuity of iheAm- 
tificers, or the fumptuoufhefs and fplendour of the Roman Chief Ri- 

^Bcyond this lies pmteMolli.vjhm theTyrant Maxentius was over¬ 
come by Confiantine the Great .* which Tyrant that he might not be 
carried alive in the Triumphs of Conjiantine caft himfelf headlong 
off the Bridge into the Tyber. Afterwards in honour oi Covjtantwe 
was erefted the Triumphal Arch between the Colifeo and the Setti- 

^RenuneTinto the City by the Porta Flaminia you find the Arch 
of Donation, called di Vortogalb ,becaufe in that quarter the Embaf- 
fador of Portugall reft ded.Tis alfo called? ripoli,z rude and incompad 
drufture, having nothing of moment in it more than the Ita tueot 
Dmitian , which fome too will not have to be his,but the ftatue and 

Arch of Claudius the Emperor. . ru 

The Chmch of Saint Lorenzo , in Luctna, was faen d to Juno Lu , 
d „ a , and yet retains its old name, here of old,breeding women and 
fuch as lay in Childbed, after the birth ufed to pay their vows, 
becaufe by the good will of the Goddefs,noc only themfelyes were 
preferved in that great peril, but the Life of their tender In- 

^Tntheftreet deCondotti, in the houfe of the Bofii, (ome notable 
and old infcriptions are extant. In thePalaceoftheSpamfhEmbaf- 
fador a fairand Copious Fountain. In that of Dtontgto OZavtanoSa- 
da. (who translated the old Dialogues of D. 

Italian a good number of rare things in thiskmd. Inthatofl 
the R^elai, a Gallery filled with old ftaiues of rare artifice and in 
the Court a very large brazen horfe. And in that of the Cardin 
De/4, now building, we affure our felves of rare Archuefture and! 
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youthexcrciTcd thcmfelves inMilitary difcipline,and here they hold 
their Council for creating of Magiftrates. 

Between Santa Maria del Popolo , and the Porta Flaming is feen an O- 
belisk, filled with Hieroglyphicks, and Mgiptian Letters : which 
Pliny writes, to be one hundred and ten foot long, and to contain on 
it the interpretation of the s.Egyptian Philofophy. Augujius c<efar cau- 
fed it to be transferred from Hieropoli to Rome , with two others, 
which he placed in the Circus Maximus. On the Pedeftal is this In- 
feription. Ctefar. Divi. F. Ang. Pont. Max. Imp. X. J- Cos. XU Jrib. 

pot. XIV. AEgjpto in Potefiatem. P. R. redaQa Soli Donum de- 
dit. 

Thehoufeof Antonino Paleozo ^ affords an excellent fiat ue of a 
horfe and fome heads, as of Vrufus^ of Julia the Daughter of Augu - 
fins, of Goleria , of Faufiina Giovene s the wife of Marcus Aurelius, of 
Adrian , of Brutus s Vomit tan , Galba i Sabina , Hercules , Bacchus , Sylvanus , 
and Mercury : And likewife the Triumph of Tiberius cafar^ cut live¬ 
ly in one Marble ftone. And that of Giacomo Giacovazzo^ not a 
few excellent ftatues in Marble and Brafs, and other Curiofi- 
ties. 

Antoninus P ius % in that part of the Campo Martio , called P/azza di 
S ciarra, ereded a hollow Columne with winding ftairs,and 56.Cafe. 
ments to give Light within to them : being 175 foot high, fome fay 
it is raifea with 28 ftones only,but in this tis not fo clearly difeerna- 
ble as in that of Trajano 9 for that the flayers being broke tis not a- 
fcendable. On the fupeificies of it are wrought the Ads of Antoninus 
with excellent fculpture of figures, from this,that place is deno¬ 
minated Piazza Colonn a . 

Thofe eleaven high Pillars, which are feen ereded at the Church 
of SaintS tephano } in Truglio, are the reliques of that open Gallery 
which AntoninusPius built conjoyned,to hisPalacein his Court.as 
far diftant from this Church as the Rotonda. 

Between theCollumne of Antoninus and the Fountain of Acque 
Virgine, were theSe^fd of the CampoMartio^ fo called for that they were 
enclofed with fcveral thick Plancks, in which the Roman People 
affembled when they gave their fuffrages for Elcdion of the Magi- 
ftrates.They werealfo called Ovili for their fimilitude to a Sheepfold 
hererhe Roman Tribes affembled in Council. 

That Hilljbetween San Lorenzoin colonna , and theabovenamed 
Column, called Monte Acitorio: took its name from the Latine words 
Mans Citatorum, where every Tribe S e*paratim y rendred themfelvs 
after they had given their fuffrages in the Septa . On t he fame Hill 
flood a publique Palace, for receipt of EmbafTadors from Enemies 
who were not licenced to enter the City nordwellin Gr^cojiaji, 
which lay between the Counfel and the Rojiri , in the Piazza Roma - 
na 9 Cardinal Santa Severina fo much fpoken of by the Hercticks, a 
man ofgreat prudence, and an example for poflerity 3 ereded his Pa¬ 
lace on this Hill. 

Not far from hence is the Fountain of AqueVirgine, conyeighed 
by a loud depreffed Aquedud over the Porta Collina , the Hill S ant a 
Irinitajand through the Campo Martio now called Fontana di Trevi^we 
read in the inscription that Nieolo t he 5th* reflored it.And this alone 
of all the waters (which with fo great coils, and fuch fumptuous 
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Aqueduds, the antient Princes brought into K^wcjremains Handing 
for the publique Benefit. ' " 

From the Serraglio, or Septa of the Roman people began the Stra- 
da coper t a, wherein flood heretofore a Temple of Neptune 'and the Am¬ 
phitheatre of Claudius now wholly deflroyed. 

At the Acque Virgine was a Temple dedicated to Giuturna Sifter of 
TurnoKmg of the Rutoli, accounted one of th cNapee or Nimphes keep- 
in gamong flowers, and thejCountrey goddefs ,who as the Heathens 
believed affifted to the fertility of the Earth. 

In the houfe of Angelio Colorio da GieJijiovt appertaining to the Ru* 
fab , are feen many flatues, and inferiptions, and one Arch of the 
ftone Tivoli^ joyning to the Acque Virgine , having this Infcription. 
r. Claudius Drus . F. Cafar Augujius. In the Fountain under the flatue 
of a Nymph now removed are found thefe verfes.

The Church Santa Trinita, now occupied by the Minirae Fryars 
was built by Lends the Xlth. King of France , wherein arefomfc 
Tombes of Cardinals, as of Antonio Moreto , and Cardinal di 
Carpi. 

At the Porta Collin 1 near Santa Sufanna,SaluJiius( as aforefaid) had 
moftpleafant gardens, andafplendid dwelling, whoferuinesyet 
appear m the Vale leading to S alar a: Here flood an Obelisk fnow 
tranflated elfewhere) facred to the Moon, engraven with Egyptian 
Hy^roglyphicks. The place is yet vulgarly called S aloftrico.

Many other Palaces andhoufesof theCardinals, Nobles, and 
wealthy Citizens of Rowe, are plentifully fraught with other Anti - 
quitiesand excellent Colleftions of Gold, Silver, and Brafs coynes 
embofled works in divers Metals of ingenious Artifts.O/rye^^, Cor - 
neelsjix SardonianCzmmtS s Cornelians^ Amethijis , Topazes , bcrryls , 

Carbuncles , Jacinths 5 Saphirs , and chrifials ingra ven and cut with the 
heads of Gods, Emperors, illuftrious and noble Men, divers Crea¬ 
tures, Hearbs, and Trees, containing alfo divers emblemes,which 
were heretofore commonly expofed to the view of ftrangers by 
their Patrones .- butof later yeers the malignity of this depraved 
Age hath fo ill gratified thofe perfons for their Kindnefs, by many 
injuries received from fuch their free admifiion , that now nnlefs re-* 
commended by fonle frfend to fome particular perfon in Rome , or 
. contracting a Friendfhip through long familiarity: tis not eafie for 
a ftranger to obtain an infpe&ion of thofe pretious Curiofi- 
ties. • 

Of the Coemiteriea and of the Burying places of 
RO M E y colle&ed out of HONOFRIO 
F A NV I N 0. 

T H E cemeterio oftriano , three miles without the City in the Via 
Salaria, is thought to be the mod antient of Rome, for that Saint 
Peter the Apoftle in that place adminiftredthe Sacrament of Bap- 
tifin. 

The Protonotariooi the Roman Church in his third Chapter of the 
Afrs of Pope LiberroJ peaks of it in this manner. A little diftant from 
the CemetriodiNovella, three miles without the City lay in the£/a 
Salaria , the Cemitcrio Ojlriano^whcie the Apoftle Saint refer Bapti¬ 
zed. 

The Cemiterio Vaticano was placed on the ViaTrionfaleneai the 
Temple of Apollo, and the Circ of Nero , in the Gardens of Nero where 
now the Church of Saint Peter ftands: which befidesThe Tombs of 
Chriftians had in it alfo a Font for holy Baptifine,which for the moft 
part was not in others.i 

Sea ven miles diftant from Rome was the Cemiterio called adNim- 
pbas , in Sevents his pofleffion on the Via Nomentana , where the 
holy Marty res bodies were enterred. As Pope Alexanders * &c. 

Two miles without the City was the Cemeterio vecchio, amplified 
by the B. Califius the Pope Jrorn whom alfo it took a name. Herein 
were certain fubterranean places called Catacombe , and in them 
a deep Pit, wherein the bodies of the Apoftles refer and Paul were 
layed. 
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Near to th eCemiterio, di Stf» Caljjto, was that of Sa» 3oU*o,* ad l m 
the fame quarter lay that of San Zefermo the Pope contiguous with 
thc<?Jf^*d , eandthat of San Calijio. . , 

The C emeterio of Calepodio Pretty was two miles forth the PoriaGi- 
anicolefe in the Via Aurelia, near SanPancratio. 

That of Pretefiato Prete in the Via Appia, where Pope Vrbanwasbu « 
ried. 

That of Santo Partiano Papa neat to S anti Abdon and Semen. 

That of Cjriaco in the poOeffion of Veriani near the Church Srf* l o. 
renzo without the Wall. 

That of Lucina in the Via Aurelia , forth the Gate Saw Pancra¬ 
tia. 

That of Aproniano in the Via Latina not far from the City, where 
Santa Eugenia was buried. 

That of San Felice the Pope,a mile without Rome on the Via Aure¬ 
lia, adjoined to that of Calepodio. 

That of P rifeilla, called alfo Marcello, from the Pope Marcellus in 
the Via Vtcchia , three miles forth the City, was dedicated by the faid 
Pope Marcellas. 

That of San limoteo in the Via ofiienfe is comprehended now in the 
Church of San Paulo. 

That of Novella three miles off Rome in the ViaSalaria. 

That of Balbina be tween the Via Appia , and Ardent in a , near the 
Church of San Marco the Pope, was named alfo San Marco from the 
faid Popes name. 

That of San Giulio the Pope in the Via Flammianczr the Church 
San Valentino without the Cities \^ll* Tbjs alfo may be feen in 
the Vineyard of the Her emitanes^ St. Augujlinb. 

That of San Giulio the Pope in the Via Aurelia -

But we muft obferve, that Ajiolfo King of the Longobardi tearing U p l 
out of the earth about Rome the bodies of many faints , deft r0 yed 
alfo their Cemeterii or burying places, and that the Popes P a 0 l 0 and 
P afebale, repofed within theCity, in the Churches of s Ste- 
fano, S. silvejlro , ands, Prafcede , many bodies of faints then lying 
in thofe Cemeterii which were ruinated and layed waft. And that the 
Chriftians were buried in the Cemeterii within Tombes and Sepul* 
chres of Marble,or of brick,and of thofe Sepulchres fome were here¬ 
ditary, others beftowed in gift, and that at laft places were affigned 
particularly for the Sepulture of Chriftians to wit Church¬ 
yards, 8cc.

T He Vatican Library of the Pope is every day frequented by lear¬ 
ned Men, and meritorioufly for that it is filled with the moft 
antient books in all the Profefiions, as well Greek, La tine, and He¬ 
brew as other Languages writtten with the pen in Parchment 
And tis certainly to be admired, that thofe Popes under fo many 
difgraces, negociations, Foreign and civil Wars andfackings of 
Rome, (bould ffill apply their chiefeft ftudy and pain in heaping to¬ 
gether Books, and preferving thofe collections. 

Sixtus the 5th in our time beautified and aggrandized it wonder¬ 
fully adjoining to it a noble Fabrick, and canting moft excellent pi¬ 
ctures to be drawn about it.- Which Cuglielmo Bianco a French Man . 
praifeth in a lingular Poem: and Fryer Angelo Rocca by way of Hifto- 
rytreatesof it diffusely. Asalfo onofrio Panuino of the fame Or¬ 
der. 

Many great Scholars have only delired favour from the Pope as 
to publifhan Index of the Greek and Latine Books extant in that 
Library, that by this means recourfc might be had to Rome from all 
parts both for the enlightning and correcting Authors, who have 
been altogether unfeen, or are els printed full of errors. This the 
noble City Augufia permitted, and by that publique Index fet forth 
invited alltogo thither for comparing the uncorreCted for their a- 
mendment. How many bookes have Francis the firft and Hen • 
ry the fecond Kings of France Cent forth to light. How many benefits 
have the Republique of Scholars had from the Grand Duke of Tufca- 
nies Bibliotheque .* and how much more advantage would all the 
world receive from fuch an Index of the Pontifical Library, which is 
of fplendidly royal. 

Other Libraries there are alfo in Rome , as that of the Capitol.That 
which appertained to the Cardinal Sirleto now to Cardinal Colonna % 
valeued at 20000. Crownes: That of the Family of Sforza,and that 
of the Farnejr, abounding with Greek Authors. 

We pafs by many Libraries of private perfonsno lefs replenifhed 
with rare Books as tha t of Fnlvio Orjtno. That of Aldo Alanutio (who ^ 
pa fled to a better life at green yeersjeon lifting of 8o*thoufandBooks. 
We muft obferve though, that Fulvio Orjtno in the yeer 16oo.added 
his to the Library of the Pope. And that Afcanio Colonna (never e-

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praifed)boughtthatoi UrUto «ori4thoufandCrownes 
deputing to it intelligentKeeperswith honeft ftipends,that it may ra. 

ther dayly increafe, thenatalldiminifh. 

The ereat Duke of Florence his noble Library is known to have 
good numbers of Greek Books, and that of Vrbino 3 of Mathemati¬ 
cal Writers. That of the Malatejliism Cefenam the Mmontes Con¬ 
vent. In Bologna that of the preaching Fathers. In Venice that or the 
Republique. In P adoua is that of Gio Vicenza Pincllo famous enough: 
but lets return to the Libraria Vat leans. , , . 

Tis certainly concluded that the Gentiles ufuaHy prelerved their 
Booksin the publiqueLibraries as well as private,&tis no lefs evident 
that the Catholick Church from Chrifts time to ours had alwaies in 
divers places facred Libraries toadvantage ftudents .* wherefore St: 
Augufiinem the Narration which he makes, Deperfecutione Arrianorum 
inEcclefia Alexandrine faies 3 that in the Chriftian Churches there were 
Libraries,and that with the greateft care they prefer vedtheirBooks* 
and accufcth the impiety ol the A rrians aoiongft other things for their 
taking away and burning the Books 6f the Church.Saint Jerome 1 ike- 
wife makes mention of the fame Libraries, when writing to ram a- 
chiut by his Books againft Jovinianus he faiesthat he kept in the Chur* 
chesLibraries Eufebius alfo in his 119 Book at the 11 Chapter writeth, 
that the Church had holy Booksin the Oratories, and that in Dio. 
cleftant d?yes,( to the end the name of Chriftian might be wholly ex- 
tin^uifhed) the Oratories were overthrowen , and the books burnt 
no^dees there want con jedures hereof from the holy Scripture for 
that Saint Paul writing to Timothy, commands him to tranfport with 
himfelf his Books to Rome, chiefly thofe in parchment.* and m the 
firft to the Corinthians,he teftifies that in th eCorinthian Chnrches,they 
ufed to read the Prophetick books .Enfebius in his 5 book of the Ec- 
clefiaftical hiftory at the 10th. Chapter faies, that the Apoftle Saint 
Bartholomew going to prea ch the goipel to the Indians , left there the 
Gofpei of Saint Matthew writ by his own hand: Which very copy, 
Crigcne afterwards found in the Indies 5 and from thence carryed it 
(as Saint Jerome averts ) to Alexandria , when he alfo brought from 
the Eaft the Canonical books of the oldTcftament. Laftly the He- 
brews diligently conferred their facred books* and on every Sab¬ 
bath read the Books of Mofes in their Synagogues wherefore tis reafo- 
nable enough to believe , that the Chriftians have alwaies obferved 
their rule,ofdiligentlycopying and preferving the prophetick books 
thofe of the Apoftles and thofe of the Evangelifts i But the places 
where thefe books were layed up, were not alwaies called by the 
fame name, but fometimes Archivium a Treafury of Ralls,fcrinium 
a Coffer where evidences were kept, Bibliotheca or Libraria a Biblio* 
theque or Library as in fe veral Authors appears. 

Then indubitably they ufed to lay up in places deputed to that 
purpofe the Memorials of greateft importance , the Books of the Bi¬ 
ble of the old and new Teftament,attd the Books of the holy Fathers* 5 
many whereof written by their ownAuthors throughthismeanshave \ 
reached onr times,and will continue to future Ages if Godfoplcafe, ; 

And becaufc the colle&ing and confervirig thofe books, required ; 
a great expence as well in writers, as Inquifitors, and conferva- 
torsjthcrctore the richeft Chriftians comonly contribnted every one 

fome

fome proportion and part, as a common ftock for theChurchtobave 
the fame effected. 

And in particular we have great obligation to the Emperor Con- 
ftantine the Great, who (as Enjebmt recounts in his third Book of his 
life) without regard to the vaft expence, made it his bufmefs to col¬ 
led and fecure the facred Books, which in the times of the perfec¬ 
tions the Gentiles had wholy difperfed. 

After which the gathering,keeping,and choofiog Books, was par¬ 
ticularly the chaige of the Bifhops and Priefts, tor which end they 
were wont to maintain Notaries,Stationers, and Women cxercifed 
and skilled in writing, as may be gathered from the life of Ambrofi- 
us and of Origene. Among all other Colledors of Books Pantenius the 
Mafter ot the Alexandrian School is efteemed the moft diligentdike- 
wife Pamfilo the Fricft and Martyr (as Eufebius relates)inftituted and 
governed with great induftry a fairLibrary, placing there the Books 
of Origene and fuch other good Books as he could get written by the 
hand :ofwhich Ctefarean Library St.Jerom againft Rufinas takes notice. 
Furthermore Alexander the Biftiop of Jerufalem got together a good 
quantity of Books, as of BetiUns^Hippolitus^CaiHs and other Eccleliafth 
cal writers,and with them compofed a worthy Library, as Eufebius 
teftifies, who alfo confeffethhimfelf to have been affifted by the faid 
Alexander i n his own Ecclefiaftical Hiftory. 

And not to omit the diligence of fome of later times in the like 
work, lets remember, that Pope Clement the firft, fuccefforto St 
Peter , who wrote many Epiftles profitable to theRomanQhorch de¬ 
puted feaven Scrivene r s in the feaven pracin&s of Rome, who were 
maintained out of theChurches Revenue for no other thing then di¬ 
ligently to fearch out and write the Afts of the martyrs. And Ani- 
cetus the Pope made it his bufinefs to find out a fecure place for the 
laying up the lives of the Martyrs wrote by thofe Scriveners. Pope 
Fabianus ordained feaven Deacons, for fupervifors to thofe Nota- 
ries,to take the better care in executing the charge ofcollefting and 
true recital of the Martirs lives: Of which Scriveners the^&ions 
of the Roman Councel under silvefler , give good teftimony Pope Ju- 
lius fucceffor toMarcus who followed ^//.determined that the faid No¬ 
taries abovenamedfhould diligently gather together, whatever ap¬ 
pertained to the amplifying, and fortifiingof the holy Catholick 
Faitb,& that all the things by them writ (hould be revifed by thePri- 
micerio,or chief,created to that purpofe,who afterwards was to place 
and keep in the Church what he had approved. 

Pope Hilary was the firft (known ) that built a Library,who ere&- 
ed two near, the Founts of the Laterano , wherein (for that in thofe 
times there were but few Books, and they at great price becaufe 
wholly written by the hand) he caufed the writings of the Roman 
Church, the decretal Epiftles of Popes,the A&ions of theCounfels, 
the recantations and opinions of the Hereticks,and the Books of the 
holyFatherSj to be layed up andpreferved for the publiqueufeof 
the Chriftians. 

But to return to our purpofe of the Vatican Library: we muft know 
that befide the abovenamed Libraries, the Popes ufed fo great dili¬ 
gence in colleding books, as they put together one greater than the 
two former in the Popes Palace on the Laterano , which remained! 
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^hereiiboutonethou&ndyeers, till *i’aDna t *96 *J» e 

Aportolick Sea into France, with it carrytd the fatd Library m the 

latcrano to Avignon in t rance , which continued there about 120 

veers .till the difference was appeafed between the Cathohcks-Pope 
\{artin the 5 th. caufed the faid Library to be reconveyed to 
placing it in the Vatican , where his S. had then chofen and fetltd his 
aeSce : where they were difpofed confufedly without any 
order and a good part loft. Whereto Sixtus the 4 th. haying regard 
& it appearing to him infupportable.that fo great a quantity of books 
(hould go to rainethroughUl government, he built a place on pur. 
pofe fo 8 r them adorning it by aU poflible means, plac.ng .hem me. 
thodically,and adding fuch other Books as he could come bjymd or¬ 
dered the Officers deputed to that end, to govern them with dili¬ 
gence, endowing it with a hundred Crowns a yeer in perpetuity 

being the donative which the Colledgeof writers of the Pontifical 
Letters was ufed to make the Popes yeeriy,and this was beftowed on 
the Library Keepers for their diligence and pains. This then is the 
Vatican Library, filled with the moll choife Books that could be had 
a great part written in parchment with the pen: others printed: and 

their number exceeds fix thoufand books. 

Antiently the Prefidentof this Library was called L tbrano then 
CanceUario f whofe office was to coiled with diligence not only the 
Books,but alfo to copy the Bulls,the Popes decrees,the Ads andCon- 
ftitutions of the Synods, and to keep every thing exafcly, becaufe 
it appeared convenient,that the CanceUario or as he is now called the 
Secretary of the Pope, (hould have the managing and 
the Books,the Library being in thofe dayes as twere the Office of the 
Secretary or Chancery.* but in our times the Offices of the Chancery 
and of the Library are divided. 

They ufed to tied Men of the greateft knowledge and of good 
life for Prefidenis of the Library as Anaftaftus in the Lite of Pope Gre- 
Qorj the fecond relates,whichGre W he faies was firft Prelident there 
who being fent to Conjiantinoplcby Pope c.onftantwe cotheEmpej* 
ror luftinian the fecond, and being queftioned by him he anfwered 
learnedly: and the Bibliothecary in the life of the fold Gregory xhc 
fecond faies that he was from a boy brought up in the Lateranian pa¬ 
lace, and being made Deacon by Pope took upon him the 

charge of the Library, at laft Sixtus the 4th. on the 1 o day of July 
,475. being the fixth of his Papacy , created a perpetual Keeper to 
the Vatican Library inverting him in that Office by his Bull. 

Bartolomeo Natina of Cremona the Apoftolick writer, and familiar 
of Sixtus the fourth was the firft prelident to the Vatican Library, tor 
which fervice he had 1 o Crowns per Month for his maintenance, be- 
fides provifion for his own Table with 3 fervants and one horfe,and 
the ordinary Vails,which the popes ufually allowed to their Famili- 
ants, as Wood, Salt, Oyl, Vinegar, Candles, Brooms, and other 
the like things. „ , ' , . 

Bartolomeo Jllanfreclo a Bo Ionian Do&or of the Canons was by Stx- 
tus the ^th.annno. 1481. intheiithofhisPopedomeelettedtothat 
Charge in lieu of the deceafcd Platimi. This Afanfredo was a Fami¬ 
liar acquaintance of the Popes,and wonderfully learned. And to add 
fplendor to this Office the Pope ordasned that the Prefidents^of thej 
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Library fpr the future (hould be the firft Squires oftheRoman Popes i 
for ever, and (houldreceive the accuftomed honors and profits.* firft I 
giving fecurity to the Apoftolick Chamber of ten thoufandDuckat?, 
and taking anOathto keep faithfully and diligently the Library. Af¬ 
ter Manfredo thefe following were fucceffively created.

The 
wniih were Giovanni Caldelli a Clerk of Lyons, and Pietro De - 
metrio of Luca , who was Reader in the Popes common Hall, created 
the 1 oth yeer of Sixtus his papacyjthe firft the 29th. of, April the fe¬

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“ ii KthoTiith in the eighthyeer of his pontificacy created Lorenzo Par - 
menio prieft of the Chambe r. This pope the 23d of A »g*ft in the firft 
jeer of of hisPopedome granted a Load of Charcoals weekly to the 
faid Keepers, but now tor the whole yeer is allowed but a 4 Load 
only.- In the yeer 1535. Faujio Sabeo a Brefcian Poet and Nicolo Jllagio- 
ratiotiidronteno fucceeded thefe, the latter of whom being created Bi- 
(hop of Mancpoli him fucceeded GuelielmoSirkto , and him his Bro¬ 
ther Girolamo Sirleto } federigo Ronaldo Valneaje being created pro- 
thonotary followed Sabeo, and Mann Ronaldo Brother of the faid fe¬ 
derigo fucceeded toGirolamo Sirleto. 

Furthermore the fame Sixtus (that nothing might be wanting to 
the compleating the fplendor of the pontifical Library ) created 
three with the denominati on of exquifite writers, the one in Greek 
afecond in Latin, a third in Hebrew, with their Dyet, and four 
crowns a moneth, but Patdus the fourth doubled the greek Salary 
and added two other Greek writers, and one Latin, to the one of 

which Greek writers and to the Latin he affigned five Crowns by 
the Moneth,and two Sportule, which is a certain Fee payed to the 
Pope or Saint Peter, by every perfon that got the better in any fuite 
in Law , but to the other Greek he affigned two Sportule and four 
Crowns only. He likewife ordained one Binder with provifion of 

f °LalUy °MarcelIoCorvmo. Prefident of the Library inftitutedtwo 
Correftors and Reviforsof the Latin Book*,between whom he divi- 
ded the benefits accruing tothePrefidents denying to retain them to 
himfelf as afore told, and gave two fportule to each , being the four 
due to himfelf as prefident,affigning aSalary of fiveCrowns to the one 
and four to the other and the tenth Crown which remained to him of 
the ten crowne by the Moneth affigned to the prefidents he deputed 
that for him whom Paul the 4th had inftituted fo*fwceper, to whom 
the regalies were not granted. The firft Latin Correctors were Ga¬ 
briel Faemo of Cremona Nicolo Maggiorauojo whom rim ihe 4 th. ad¬ 
ded a Greek Correftor,giving to each of them ten Crowns of gold 
by the Moneth.

lifts in the difpofition of the parts of that body which wears it. Then 
the Roman Bilhops* who rconcile and make Peace by way of their 
Letters and Minifters to all Nations to the great aftonifhment of all, 
have obtained and purfued the one and the other of the aforenamed 
parts* that is to fay Neatnefs and Ornament. 

Furthermore thefign of the Crofs is made on the forehead and 
Breafts of the faithful!, to the end that as Augujline faith upon the 
30th Ffalm 9 they may not fear to confefs the faith*and having over¬ 
come the Devil* they may carry the Banner of their Viftory in their 
forehead, therefore alfo is the fsmeiigne wcjrne upon the feet of the 
Pope *tbat he by that fign may be direfted fothat good way through 
which he is to lead all the People of God,thereby to (he w unto the 
Pope, that to him was given this holy priviledge to be our guide by 
means of the Crofs: wherein(faith Saint Anflin in the i oth Sermon 
de San&k Tom i o) are contained all the Myfteries and all the Sacra- 
ments* he fortifies (as we may fay ) his feet with the Crofs * to the 
end that he (hewing the way and we walking iait*none may wander 
from good thoughts. It may alfo be faid that the Pope bears a Crofs 
upon his feet* that in all perfections and dangers all his people may 
recur fecurely to his Feet . where remedy may be had to overcome 
the difficulties* and doftrine to opprefTe herelies if need require* as 
tis written in Deutronomj, at the 33 d. Chapter, gui appropinquatpe> 
dibus accept de doQrina ejus . Weighing all which confiderations* with 
their foundation in the paffton of Chrift* very rationally have the 
Popes,placed this figne upon their feet,to evidence thefe myfteiious 
fignifications. Which is fo antient and firm * t hat in the old Ima¬ 
ges we fee no Pope drawn or carved who hath not alfo the crofs up. 
on bis Feet: from which confiderations it appears manifeftly, that 
theperverfe and wicked Hereticks of our times are in a great error * 
for cxprfffing their diflike of the Popes wearing a Crofs upon his 
feet* laying that tis an undervaluation and want of due reverence 
payed to the Crofs. I 

Tor anfwer whcicuntorby their favour.* Is it not true (thatas 
Cirillus in 3* Tomo cfmtra Juliattum faies ) the old ufage was to paint 
Crofleson the entrances into houfes, and that (as Nazianzemtsin his

Nor was this the cuftom of the Barbarous Nations only, but even of ^ 
the Romans themfelves who having chofenanyOne for their Em¬ 
peror, lifted him on high, and carryed- him upon their Shoulders : 
fo faics Ammianus AtarceUisius in his 22 book fpeaking of ^ulianur 
made Emperor by the Souldiers of France $ fo fets forth Cornelius 
Tacitus in his 20 book and the fame like wife fpeaks Cajjiodonts oftne 
Goths in his 20th Book Variacum Epift. 31. This cuftom Adm of Vi¬ 
enna manifefh in the Tons of Clotbarus ^‘Julianus Capitohnu* fpeaktng 
of the Giordani : and Herodian in his feventh book treating of 
the fame. In which time, they did not only exalt th c Roman 
Princes as aforefaid, and Princes of other Ntftions, but likewife 
the praefe&s of the City whom to honour the^more they ufually 
drew up and down the (beets in a Caroach with Sn officer going be¬ 
fore, who proclaimed, that the praefeft came 5 and this is clearly de- 
atonftratedby Siniachus in his firft bqok 8c Cajfiodmss in his 6th. from 
24. But the Roman Bifhopswho from God have chief authority over 
the eternal way, fordemonftrationof theit dignity, were wont to 
be conveighed through the City in a certain Chariot^ honefHy, or 
meanly clothed, as Ammianus MarcelUmss, in his 27 th book avers in 
his eonceipt of Damafcus and Vrcifinus to this point in that time 
when Pteteftatus put on the Pretefta (which was aRobethecntei 
Magiftrate ai Rome wore when they fate in Mafefty ) being then de- 
fi^nedConfql: he preppfod the Bifhoptkkof the Chriftiansto the 
ConfuKhifi of the Roman people^nd was wont to fay to SanDamaf- 
cw/thePope fas SanGirolamus alfo relates in his Epiftle to Pamrniic -1 
r v chiusx 
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cf»»/)make®e Bifhop of Rome, and I will foon make tny fdfa Chri- 
ftian, from which words we may comprehend, that even in thofe 
daies the Pontifical dignity moved the minds of the principal and ] 
greateft perfons being that the Gonfulacywas a dignity to which all! 
others gave place, as in mow Epiftlcs Cajfiodorut Ihews in the i oth. \ 
book and Proteftatu* fo he might have been high Bifhop of the Chri- 
ftians would not only have de ferted his old falfe Religion, but alfo 
Confullhip. 

That it was the manner of the antient Priefts to pafs in Coaches 
for greater reputation, Tacitus m his 1 ath book clearly proves, 
who fpeaking of Agrippina, faies. That (bee (to agrandize her repu 
tation this way ) was drawn to the Campidoglio in a Caroach a thing 
then only permitted to the Priefts and holy Druidesfor their digni¬ 
ty* This cuftom was likewife ufed by the Virgins ( as may be cob 
lc&ed ftbm the firft book of Artimedorus , his Pofitions ) and chiefly 
of the Veftals, who were carryed in Litters, attended by many fer- 
vants with great Pomp, as Saint Ambrofe relates in his firft Epiftle to 
Valentinian. 

But the Romon Bifhops, befides the Chariot and Coach wherein 
they publiquely pafled through theCity,had alfo a fupportableChair 
wherein being fate it was carryed upon the fhoulders of Men depu¬ 
ted to that fervice, and who Ifred upon that profeffion which is ma- 
nifeft enough, not only from that place of Duoaio , where he faies, 
that in the fifth Synod, was place d the Chair or Throne of the Apo- 
ftolkk confcffion, but alfo more dearly from the moft antient Ro¬ 
man Order written before Gelajius the Popes time, wherein we finde 
expreflions to this fence vm. j 

When the Popeis entred into the Church, he does not inftantly 
advance to the Altar, but firft goes into the Veftry fuftained by Dea- 
cons,whoreccived 8c affifted him,while he defeended from his Chair 
and to that effeft the laid Order feveral times relates the Ceremony 
of placing the Pope in the Chair, when he was to take any Journey 
and to fuftain him by the Arms in defeent from the Chair, being ar¬ 
rived at the place where he refolved to ftay. 

In which words is alfo to be obferved,' hat the faid Order calls this 
Pontifical Chair in Latin Sellare, which properly figoifies a Maje- 
ftick Throne made for dignity , it being a Chair wrought with Art 
and proportionable thereto. 

As to the Popes being bom up by hands, tis cafily manifefted, 
that he was fo fupported not only at his defeent from the Chair, but 
alfo upon feveral other occafions when not at all in the Chair, which 
is proved by the examples of many Popes: As Stephen the (econd 
(faies Palatine, and Francefco Giovanetto in the 90th* Chapter was car¬ 
ried upon fhoulders in the Church of ConJiemti»e 9 and then in the La* 
terano and Adrian thefeoond was fb born up in the Laterano 
by the Clergy and by the chief of the Nobility theComooalty then 
contending with the Clergy and Nobility for that honourable 
Office, as appears in the descriptions the 63d. Chapter, which be¬ 
gins. Cum Adrianus S ecundus, &c. And Gregory the ninth was 
fo fuftained in the Laterano , laded with Gemmes and Gold. 

At which cuftome none ought to wonder, fince fa long before 
prophefied by Efaiah in the 49th Chapter be thefe words. Et <?/-

And Valeri** Pater cuius t faies that this Crown of Gold, was of the 
colour of a Rain-bow, to demonftrate the figne of a certain Divi- 
nityjpeaking of Augufius Catfar 03avius inhisfecond Book. As al¬ 
io ofiftie fame make clear mention, calling it Radiante , and Lucid*, 
suetoninus , in the life of Augujhts the 44th Chapter, rimy in his 
Panegyric the unknown Author in the Panegyric dedicated to 
Maximilianus and Latinos Teccatus in Panegyric^ , whole words 
would take up too much room to fet down here. 

Moreover Ammianus Marcellinus in the 17th. book treating of the 
fharp pointed Pyramids, faies that they were wont to place Crowns 
on the head8 of ftatues: which he again confirms in the 24th Book, 
from which tefti monies Laczdus collects in his 9th Book of Commen¬ 
taries of the Roman Republique, that our Predeceflors derived the 
cuftomc of placing cn the heads of the Images of Saints in theChur- 
ches. Crowns figured in the form of theraiesof the Sun, chiefly 
for that thofe images being adorned with fuch Crownes, feemed to 
have, I know not what kind of fplendourand Divinity: which rea¬ 
fon, though it be not, altogether from the purpofe, yet tis not al¬ 
together to be, maintained.* for that we rather think, that this u- 
fage and cuftome had its original from that fplendonr which hath 
been often feen miraculoufly, to fhine on the heads cf the Saints: 
Being that(as Abdiasm the 5th. Book, and Eufebius in the fecond of 
his Hiftories relate ) the Apoftles were often overfhadowed with 
fuch a Light, as human eye could not behold them, as of old fell 
out to MoJeSy whofe Face ( when he had had that near conference 
with God)did (hine fo bright, that Aaron and the children of Ifrael, 
were afraid to come near him, as is recorded in the 34th Chapter of 
, Exodus. 

To return then to our fubjeft. The Perjian Kings had a Crown 
to be worn on their heads which Z onaTd fets down in greek 
by its proper name, which can neither be cotnmodioufly ex. 
prefled cither in Latin or vulgar tongue: and it Was a capital of. 
fence among the Persons for any one to put the Kings Crown upon 
his head as Dion chryfefiomHs denotes in his firft oration De libertate& 
fervitute . Likewise the ptiefts of the Gentiles wore a crown upon 
their heads,for demonftration of that repute which appertained to 
the fplendidnefs and maintenance of their Sacerdotal office: whence 
the Ancients were ftupified, at a fuddainview of the grea t Prieft 
of the Comani , to whom (as Strabo writes)was granted the firft ho- 
nour next the King, and to wear a Royal Crown. Befides in Emefa 
a City of Phoenicia^ the Priefts went clad with a long robe, having 
a Crown of pretious ftones of various colours in token of Ma jefty 
upon their heads. Which Ornament Antoninus being made Etn pe- 
ror of the Romans Joy the multitude, the Souldiery and the Priefts of 
the Sun,would not part with again,as H erodiamj in libro quint 0 clear¬ 
ly proves : and fo afterwards the Emperors of Conftantinople trium¬ 
phing,eleded this ornament, which was called by a proper name as 
we read in the life of bajilius rorfirogenitus.Trivmphnw duxit tiara te&a‘, 
quam illi tupbum appellant , although fome modem Authors call it 
Calipora , as faies Niceforus Gregorius in libro fexto.

This particular required fo much explanation, for that Theodoras 
Balfamones, confounding the fignification ofphrygium, by joining it 
with the fubfequent Lorum ., which imports a p«fo different thing 
hath caufed many toerre in beleeving that Phrygians au&Lorum put 
together do denote PaUium , the Cope which Arch- Bifliops wear by 
the conceGion of the higheft Bifbop. But tis not convenient for us to 
dwell longer upon the difpute.let the intelligent read the latin Itine¬ 
rary in this place^berethey’] meet an ample difeourfe upon the fig- 
niftcationsof thefe words. 

Other authors will have , that this Crown came not from Con- 
ftantine but from Gkdoveo , as they labour to draw from Segeberto un¬ 
der the yeer of our Lord 550. who. fpeaks to this fence, clodweus 
the King received from Axajlafias the Emperor, the Codicils of the 
Confulacy, a Crown of Gold with Jewels, and the red garment,and 
on that day he was called Gonful and King, but the fame King fent 
to Saint Peter at $ome the Crown of Gold with the Jewels,the Roy* 
al Enfigne, which is called Regttum. 

Armonius alfo confirms in his firft book the 24th. Chapter, that 
from tlodoveus the Pope had the Crown: and Anafiafins the Library 
Keeper under Pope Hormfda , teftifies that Saint Peter received 
many gifts t In whom l have read, that in the yeer 7 76 that phiHp 
thefirft Pope and Conftantine the fecond Pope were both confecra- 
ted in San Peters Church ( but we muft obferve that the antient Au- 
tho r$ under the word confecration underftand alfo the ceremony of 
coronation) for that when they fay, that Charles the great was con¬ 
cerned Emperor, they alfo by it underftand he was Crowned, 
whence we may draw, that the Cpronation of the Pope, had its 
rife in long (ince raft times, fince that in t{ie yeer 683. uqder Aga- 
tbene the firft, ana BenediB the fecond,was raifed the cuftome of gi¬ 
ving moneys at the coronation of the Pope, and of expe&ing the 
authority [of the Emperor.

Ours, we publilh on 
Afcention day in the yeer preceding the twenty fifth yeer, upon two 
pulpits in the Church San Pietro 9 reading the Popes Bull in Latin and 
the vulgar. 

We begin our Jubile, on the Vigil of the birth day of our Lord in 

i the evening,when the Pope with great folemnity opens the door of 
theChurchS*»P*«fw,which at all other times ftands continually wal¬ 
led up: and he caufeth the Lords Cardinals at the fame time in the 
fame manner,to open t he doors of the other deputed Churches , all 
which doors (the yeer ended) are again (hot up. 

In the holy yeer, that is to fay the Jubile, refort fo great con- 
courfe of People from all Countreys to Rome, that hiftorians write, 
that at the time of the Jubile of PoptiBoniface , Rome wasfo full 
Of people, that one could hardly pals in the City, thongh fo great: 
and in the yeer 1505. the feet of Gregory the thirteenth, in one mor¬ 
ning were tiffed by thirteen thoufand perfons. Clement the 8 th. in 
4*001600. would needs wafts the feet of divers Prelate#, and other 
poor ft rangers come to the Jubile/ and the moft illuftriotts Cardinals 
among which were Mont alto and Fmnefi eipreffed great charity and 
humility to poor pilgrims. . 

That tis convenient to celebrate the Jubfte in Rome, rathe# then 
any other City is maintained by pregnant reafons: Rome is the moft 
i worthy and noble of all other Cities and we therefore noderftand 
when we name Citta or City, without any other appellation,that it 
muft be Rome. She hath had the Empire,is the head, the MfUris,*nd 
a compendium of the World. She is foil of Riches : hath beafcty 
in her Scite, her Country,fertility of foy!,great comodioufoefefrOm 
the Navigation of the Tyber 5 and the proximity of the Sea.* She is 
the common Countrey of all, and in her are of all Nation#, and eve¬ 
ry people may there find a proper Church for their ownNation,asin 
deed moft Countreys have* There Religion flourifoetfr more than 
elfe where as appears by the infinite Pricfts and Fryers, Which there 
at leaft wife in their diuine doties,if not continually prafife the Lord 
| and pray for all. There the Churches are much vifited , the Poor 
releivcd,the virgins married , and many other pious works perfbr-, 
med worthy of perpetual memory- She « a City of fingular fan&i- 
ty and in her are placed the moft noted things appertaining to our? 
Religion as theManger wherein owrLcrfd waslayed at hrsbirth, the 
fwadling clothes, the Cradle, the garment, the Coronation Robe, | 
the Crown of thorns, the Nailes, the Iron of the Laiinee^theerofsJ 
and the Title of Chrift. In it are bodies of Apofttes,of Martyrs,

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of Gonfeflors , oFVirgins , and infinite ^cliques of Saints. She is] 
the feat of the Pope, who is Prince of the Church, Vicar of God, 
Paftor of all, who when abroad, is beheld, admired and adored by i 
all, every one feeking to kifs his Feet, wondring at the grander* of 
the Cardinals, the gravity of the Bilhopsand the multitude of the 
Pricfts. A treafury of Indulgences in Rome lye continually expofed 
to whom foe ver needs them, wherein former times the Chriftians 
were perfecuted and more cruelly intreated then in any other 
place. And finally the Faith of the Romans was and is fuch, that e- 
ven in the Apoftles times, it was preached through the world,that 
is to fay in that part only then ftyled Roman before twas Cbriftianiz d 
Rome, thenfwhich in greek imports ftrength, in hebrew Greatnefs) 
being the moft worthy place of the whole world, with good reafon 
in her and not elfewhere, ought the Jubile to be celebra¬ 
ted.

* CHAP. XIII. 

T H E ita»4»Bi{hop ufeth to beftow great honour on Prince?, 
which for all that doth feldom happen, from the rarity of 
theoccafions for which they are fought. This cuftom was 
molt antient, begun with the foundation of the holy feripturein 
the hiftory of the Maccabees ( part of o\xx Apocrypha) as we read in the 
15 th. Chapter of the fecond book of Maccabees: -That Judas the 
Captain of the Ifraelite Army before he came to battail againft Nica - 
nor , faw in a Vifion Onias the high Prieft, holding up his hands 
towards Hcavcn,and praying for the whole people of the Jews.* and 
Jeremias the Prophet, giving unto him the faid Judas a (word of gold 
exhorting him to give battail in thefe words: Take this holy fword 
a gift from God, wherewith thou (halt wound thy adverfaries, 
wherewith Judas being comforted, drew to battail on the fabbath 
againft the Enemies, and behaved himfelf fo well, that he flew 
not lefs then thirty five thoufand Men, with Hicanor their Captain 
and fa remained victorious. Hence then proceeds the cuftome,that 
the Roman high Prieft every yeer, the night before t he Nativity,be- 
fore he begins the Duties, bleflethand confecfatcth a fwoid, with 
the fcabbard,the belt,and the pummel of gold., and a hat placed on 
the top of it, not made after the common fort,of Felt, but of the 
fineft blew filk, with the (whiteft Ermine skinns round about it, 
and a Crown of gold enterwovenall over and fet out with Jewels of 
good value.This is a noble donative wch. the Pope provides onlyof 
that night,to beftow it upon fome Chriftian Prince, who either hath 
done or is to undertake fome notable imprefs for the Chriftian Reli- 
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gion ; norjs this without myfteriesjbut hath many, the which eve- ■ 
ry Chriftian Prince ought to know, and confider. 

The Hyman Rivals teacheth us, that the fword fo confecr&ted, 
tipificsthe infinite power of God, which is in the eternal word, 
wherewith God hath created all things : Which word on that night 
put on human flefb, and to whch the Father Eternal gave all Power,; 
as himfelf declared about the time of his Afcention into heaven,and , 
thenconfigned it toSaint Peter, and to his fucceiiors, whofe duty ■ 
tisto govern that holy Church then newly by him inftituted , and 
confecrated with his own blood, againft which hell ftiould not pre- ’ 
vail.* Commanding that they (hould teach ailthofe things which 
were learned from him, and to invite and imreat, all Nations; 
(through Baptifm and the Gofpel) to enter this new City, out of 
which there is no fclvation , ard in which they muft obey the Laws ‘ 
of the divine Empire. Whoisnotfurprized withconfideration of 
the difpenfations of God, inti e divine Majeftieseletfion of thisCi- 
ty Rome , for the head andbulwarkof theChrifthn Republ que, 
which was upon the point at that time Head and Lady of the whole 
world. Whence Saint Peter the Goveinourof thr fiift Church was' 
detonated to this Province,and twas commanded to him , that the j 
Crofs (houldTriumphin theC ampidoglio, to the end that thereby and ' 
thence the light of eternal truth might with the more facility be 
difperfed into all parts. 

By the fword then thus confecrated is denoted thit Empire, and I 
that fupreme power of government upon Earth, which Chrift left 
to Saint Peter his Vicar, and to his fucceffors $ and that the Roman ! 
Bifiiop ought to be acknowledged for the head of Chriftianity, 1 
whom, ail thofe that tender their own Salvation, ought to obey and ! 
ferve in fpirituals for the love of Chrift. I 

Furthermore that fword fignifies, what prudence, andjuftice,e-] 
very Prince ought to obferve, and becaufe the (harp point wounds 
where tisthruftonby the hand, therefore the handle of this fword 
is adorned with goldj a metal which amongft the Antients impor¬ 
ted Wifdom,whereby the Prince ought to learn. that near his hands 
wifdomemuft have her feate, that fo he may not tranfato any thing 
rafhly,nor without dLeconfideiation.Gold hath been taken for the 
Symbol of Wifdome, from her limilitude in Excellency, for as the 
one furpafieth and maftereth all metals in goodndsand value, fo 
Prudence or Wifdome, as we may fay, furpalfeih and ovtrcometh 
all other things. And this caufed Solomon in his proverbs to make 
his exhortation faying. My Son pc fiefs thou Wifdome, which is 
better than Gold, and get thou Prudence? for this is more precious 
than Silver, Saint John in the Apocalyps calleth wifdome enflamed - 
Gold, which penetjates the breaft with the ardour of the holy Spi¬ 
rit. The Magi offeredGold to Chrift then an Infant* and the Egyp- 
tians were defpoyled of their Gold by the Ifraeliies , the one and the 
other thereby fignifying, Wifdome in a miftical fence* and twas fo 
in truth fpoken literally as our hiftories relate Plato (whofe do&rine 
did not much difagree from the Chriftian) often compares Wifdoow? 
and the Beauty of the mind to puregold. Finally the Aunt and 
Gryphen ot India figaified no other thing wch. Animals^ as antiquity 
fcigned)got together as much gold as pofiibly they could and after-

Thence alfo will your eyes meet the fituation of the houfe ofeirce 
theSorcerefs, celebrated in the fi&ions of Poets, of old an Kland, 1 
now a moft high Promontory , placed upon certain Rocks over the 
Sea conjoyned to the Terra firma,hy the Plafties of water, and Fen- 
nijh hills , full of woods and Trees, where Fame faies t hat Circe the 
moft beautifull Daughter of the Sun traniformed her guefts into 
beafts and Cattel by her Magick Art (which if not credible) lets 
belecve (he did it by her whorifh Art. " 

Strabo faies, that in the time of Augujius here was apparent a Tem 
pie of Circe, an Altar of Minerva, and that Goblet which Vlyjjes ■ 
made ufe of, when his companions were metamorphofed into beafl s 
as Homer in his verfes declares. They affert commonly that in truth 
the mountain abounds with various plants of occult vertue and 
with infinite rare heibes, and that thence this Fable had its Original. 

Fortherelatersof Natural caufes averr, that Circe, k^**, in Greek, 
fignifies the revolving of the Sun, through whofe heat, and the 
reflex of the Summer Raies, the plants and animated things receive 
vigour, and mutation. Thencethen departing, youmuftpafle 
through the humid and large Pontine Campagna, : which is divided 
in the midft by the Strada Appia Regina t,( the Queen of ftreets as we 
may call it,) from the Maujeoli, the Sepulchres, Temples, Villages, 
and Palaces , wherewith twas once proudly adorned on both fides, 
now only miferable reliques of its former luftre lying dejeftedly and 
difpcrfedly in the wafers.

W A S an antient Colony of the Romans , and firft of the Volfci, 
twas firft called Anxur, or Anfure, as moft fuppofein the 
greek Language, from a certain place (acred to Jupiter cal led Anfure 
the moft famous and moft antient 5 which they fay the Spartans 
built in that very place, in the fame form, as is that of the Dea F« 
ronia, in the P<?»fz'»eFields,built by the Sircei^nd Rutil^who through ! 
the rigidnefs of Lycurgus his Laws deferted their Countrey, and af- S 
ter long voyages fixed their abode in the maritime confines of Italy, j 
as Dionyjius HalicarmJJens in his fecond book of Antiquities lets forth: I 
Virgil alfo makes mention of fuch a name in the eighth of his Mneides | 
(landing on the Circean Mountain in thefe verfes.

Upon which Scrvms in his Comentary gives the derivation of Anxur • 
in thefe words.

By thefe w y 
it feemed good to the antients to propagae the majcity , ana -u 
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thority of the Roman Empire through the world, and to caufe 
by thofe vaft Labours and coft their greatnefs and power to be fea¬ 
red by Forraign Chiefs and Embafladors repairing from be- 
I yond the Seas and t! e Alpcs to Korney that they might be Afronifot 
| with thsOrnaments of Italy and Rome . All which things reprefent 
i to the prefer.t age the vaftnefs of the Fabricks in part times,though 
now appearing little lelsthan deformed. ”

F ON D l\$ but a (mail Caftle, but placed in an admirable feite, 
in the plain of the strada Appia , and is as we may fay > rifen out 
of the ruines of theantienc pcrfe&ion of Towns, whch borethe 
fame name, whereof fome Fragments yet appear in the adjacent 
lem near the Lake Fondano. To (peak of it with authority take 
ihefe verfes of a certain German Poet.

In our times this Caftle received a foul difgrace from the hands of 
Hariadeno Barbarofa Captain of the Turkifh Armada , who by a fud- 
dain inroad took it, leading away all the Souldiers and Inhabitants 
fackirg the Caftle, prophaning the Churches, and arrived at his 
Gallies clapt all his prifonersinto Chains. 

The Strada Appi* is the largeft,and was thefamoufeft among the o- 
ther twenty eight ftreets or ways of note, which took beginning at 
Rcme^ and was called the Queen of ftree ts: becaufe that by it paffed 
to Rome fuch as came triumphing from the Eatt^Appin claudio made it 
as far as Capua^nd Cali gala caufed it to be paved with fquare ftones, 
and laftly frajane renewed and reftored it to Brandtz&o, beautify¬ 
ing it on each lide with a green hedge of LaurelSjBayesjPomgranats, 
and Maftick trees: purfuing this way before arrival at Fondi you 
meet thc/l ionsc*i ttbus, noted amongft the antients for the good wine 
it bore as Martial ikirh.

And leaving Fondi for Gaeta, in the way you fee the Villa Formia- 
na famous for Ciceros (laughter, and the Caftle Itri, feituate among 
certain hills, moft fruitful! in Figs, Olives, and other fruit. Alola 
of old called Forma Forntoja from the gardens, lies thirty (fades 
thence 5 a (fade being 125 paces, eight whereof make an Englith 
mile. Thence three miles taking the right hand you arrive at Gae- 
i ta 9 which Country, although all along it be but a bank, is fo well^ 

1 cultivated, and fo lovely adorned , that it may not only fafeinate

q a ETA cnioyeth a Port and a Fort, which heretofore Ferdi- 
nando Kins of the Arragonians founded inaGornerof th promonto¬ 
ry towards the Ead,having then driven the French out of the King- 
dome of Naples: within our memory the Emperor ChxrU the 5th. 
added to it the neighbouring rock,con joyning it by a bndge,which 
may be drawn up at pleafure, to the rock that is highed, and 10 re¬ 
doubled the buildings,augmenting its drength, with Towers and 
ramparts, and enclofing the whole mountain joyned it to the City 
by Ditches and Walls: from which Towers ( fuch is their contri¬ 
vance ) the Port and thefcity though lying much lower receive 
a perfeft defence and proteftion.* being alwaies guarded with a 
goodgarifon of Spamjh Souldicrs.- nor is any perlon permitted to 
enter, neither ftranger Townesman or Couotry man. 

TheGity therefore may be well efteemed (ecure, fincefowell 
provided for by art, with all thofe Forts bulwarks , &c. and by 

I nature, by its own feituation, having contiguous with it, that Pra- 

5 montory as t were hanging over it, and almoft round it the waters 

1 of the Sea, beingastwerein aPeninfula, having but a narrowJ/rd- 
mm to come to it by Land, excellently defended by a bridge ,aGate, 
a Fort, and the Sea waters on each fide. 

The Promontory (hews it felf with two Heads * on that fide regar¬ 
ding the Mediterranean , lies the City on the plained and levelled 
part, on the other Cliffs,aocks,and Precipices which extend into 
the Sea j tis open from top to bottom, occafioned by a great earth¬ 
quake , and that a long time fince, fuch many times happening in 
thefe parts of Italy. The old Poets and Prophets fometimes cal¬ 
led Neptune , EnnoJigaoj&nd Sifittone , for that as they feigned he tur¬ 
ned upfide down the foundations of the mountains with his Trident, 
The Inhabitants and neighbouring people in boats with great de¬ 
votion row into that wide fpace, and religioufly reverence the 
place: ior that they certainly believe that mountain was 
in funder by an earthquake,at the time our Redeemer JefusChrlit 
fuffered upon the Grofs for the falvation of mankind:as in the ho¬ 
ly Gofpel we find it written , that at that time the Mountains,and 
dones were rent in funder, in the midft of the opening of this moun¬ 
tain, (lands a Church and a very rich Monaftery dedicated to the 
mod facred and great Trinity, built with the alms ofdevout fouls, j 
you may there fee a vaft ftone,fo fallen from the top of the mountain | 
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that it may be faid to be fuftained by a miracle between the broken 
walls of the opening, where it begins to narrow. There Ferdinand 
• King of Arragonia, ere&ed a fair Chappel, dedicating it to the£. S. 

1 Trinita , which appears as in the Sea, and they go to it from the mo- 
\ nadery by a way made with hands in the rupture of the Mountain: 

! the broken dones on one fide, and the hollowed places whence 
they fell on the other, when tom out by the earthquake,afford an 
enticing objeft. 

Among other things there worth a vie w,is a (hrine made bye harts 
of Bourbon , a famous though wicked Captain of later times,who 
in the bloody afi'ault and fack of Rome dyed of a wound from a gun- 
(hot .* The bones of this bad man, are enclofed in a ched or coffin 
of wood covered with black silk, and are obvious at the fird en¬ 
trance of the Cadle in an eminent place.* under it may be read this 
Epitaph.

B Ht to finely brevity , lhave deliberated to run ever thofe 
things only , which may afford fome fruit in reading and 
learning to the Ingenious. 

TN the upper part of the Temple or great Church they (hew all 
I the pretious gifts and ornaments of that magnificent houfe, 
wherein theEpifcopal feat was at fird placed, after the burning and 
deftru&ion of the neighbouring F0rww,bedowed on i t by the cruel 
hands of the Saracens . Out of whofemines was drawn that huge 
Bacchical Crater or Boul, which holds many of thofe meafuresof 
wine which are called Crati or runnelets tis made of the whited mar¬ 
ble and is now applycd to the ufe of a Font for holy Baptifm. Corona 
pighio reports, not to have fecn a Veffel (of that fort) more fair nor 
perfe&rin it are mod artificial greek Carvings ,fo well wrought that 
the fculptor (to (hew his own fatisfa&ion)engraved his proper 
name .* the greek letters engraven (hew Salpion an Athenian to be the j 
Author: as appears by this.

ther .• they teign,that this Dionyftus or Bacchus , was begotten by 
piter on Semele, who being ambitious of equal honour with Juno, 
requefte d of Jupiter to accompany her m his divine Majefty, wherc- 
tore Jove attended by his lightning and thunder came to he£ but 
(he not able to endure his prefence,tell forth with in travail . & was 
delivered of this Son before full maturity, and dyed j andfomeas 
foolifhly feign,that Jupiter cut a hole m his thigh, and put the child 
in ther/till the full time of his birth, 

her Matuta or Nyfa (the more antient poets Jno) who they fay gave 
thefirft fuck to Bacchus a boy, who grown tomoiebignefs, was de¬

Here then may (be be feen in the habit of a Matron fitting upon 
a rock, receiving the boy brought her by Mercury, into her.arms, 
fwathing him,and hiding him in her breafts,the Satyrs and Hobgob¬ 
lins dancing round in the mean time to the found of a Tabour and 
pipe. Of which fable who would relate aUthemyftenes, (hould 
have enough to do* wherefore we will rtferve it with many other 
things to be met with in this voyage to a more opportune place, all 
which the diligent Inquifitorof antiquity corona Pigbio, hath com¬ 
municated to us. , 

At Caeta twill quit the pains of climmg up the top of this bjgh 
Promontory, tube enabled to fee and meafure the Maufeolum of L. 
Manutius rUncus the Orator a Pupil of Ciceroes , 

From which aChronologer may collect^ isof nearefixteen hun¬ 
dred yeers ftandmg, and built in the time of Augufius Cafar: which 
for its enrirenefle on every fide of the fea feems a miracle, the people 
now call it Torre Orlandinaythe reward of the iufticknefs ofpottenty ,1 
who little regarding the antiquity of hiftory, originate the works 
and famous deeds of their anceftors, at their own time, and attri¬ 
bute them to whom they pleafe. ThisFabrickisof anorbicu ar ; 
form , and feems tobe made ofthe fame architcd as is that ot Me-' 
tellus the Son of guintus Creticus in the Strada Appia : being compo -1 
fed of two rounds or circles of folid wall,the outmoft whereof ui t 

with great fquare ftones contains in the diameter 28. paces oro 4 00 ^ 

whencemay be deduced the great largeneffe of the Sepulchre, by . 
reducing theLine of theDiatnetre into a Circle-'nor does the heig t 
feem lefle, for as mu ch as theeye can judge of meafure : being v.^ 
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fed by 27 ft ones placed one above another, of a foot and half in “ 
thickpef|ejon the top cf which is layed a Crown figured out ofthe 
raies or b^ttlemems of the walls,pompoufly adorned with the ene« 
miesarmes andfpoiles. 

At the entrance of the gate is a fpace of feven foot wide, made 
opt ofthe inward Circle, all fmall manufa&ure of bricks, and con¬ 
joined with the wails without with a high Arch;and thatinclofed 
by other high Arches reprefents in themiddleof the Maufeolum the 
fproa of a round Temple,which hath foure large receptacles for pre- 
ferving of ftatues. The inward walls feem to be pargetted moft 
neatly like marble^giving a luftre fo fhining and white that it feems 
hk e fel a f$, and tia fuppofed that the reflexion of the (how which 
is beaten in, redoubles the light; there being no other entrance 
for any then at thedoor,whichofit felfcannot fufficiently enlight¬ 
en the place over the door may be plainly read the title of Lucius 
rlancus the Orator , with an elogic of hisenterprifes, as fairely en¬ 
graven as if writ pa a Tablet; whereof take the exaft copy drawn 
out by Corona pighio , t he beft corrected of any other.

From whence with certainty we colleft the age of xh\*MauJeolum 9 
for froni the Offices and Magjftracies adminiftred by L.Planctts nomi¬ 
nated in this writing,we conclude it muft be built fifteen or fixteen 
veers before the birth of our Lord Chrift 5 and from our Annals of 
Magiftrates it appears, that he was laft of all Cenfor 25 yeers after 
his .Confulacy and that he dyed in that dignity the yeer of Romes 
Rife fea ven hundred & thirty one. And therefore may weafliiredly 
believe that the Tide making mention of his Cenfor (hip this Fa 
brick was finifhed a 1 jttle af ter his death and this infeription fet up 
in honour of him, fora memorial of his high dignity and other no¬ 
ble imprefles. Thus much (hall fuffice touching the Maufeolum of 
rlancus. Strabo writes that the Lacedemonians who came in old time 
to jnhabite there* called this Promontory Gaeta from its Obliquity , 
by which term all other things of a crooked nature, were called in 
the spartan tongue, to wit and this gave denomina¬ 

tion to the Caftle; to the like purpofe like wife we read that the an- 
tien fs termed any Dike or wh irlepoole, occafioncd by earthquake 
caiasba • Some fay that the Trojan Armada burnt it felf in the port of 
Gaeta, and that twas therefore called Apo ton caiein which fignifies to 
burn/ but be it as twill, the better part of antient writers believe 
with Virgil the Prince of Poets, who fings, that Mneas returned 
from hell named the place Gaeta and was there buried, from 
whence by opinion of theantients twas everefteemed a moft an¬ 
tique place.

Taking the Strada Appia between Mola and Suejf a 3 you will meet 
fome grand ftruftures of Sepulchres of the antients, but laid waft , 
and among other that which is fhewed for the fcpulchte of Marcus 
. minus Cicero , be.ng fuppofed to be the fame by Giovanni Pontano 9 m 
whofetimethey fay, a piece of Ciceroes Epitaph was there found. 
Yet Corona pighio will not believe, that Sepulchre can be foanti- 
ent: tis built orbicular, covered at top by bricks, which arc fuj)- 
ported by a pillar ftanding in the midft: on the right hand of it 
lies the port, whence certain ftone fteps conduftup to the Room 
above, which are filled with thorns and buflies .* it takes name from 
the Dukes Palace ftanding oppofite to it.

der their dominions,as may be eafily comprehended from CzVm>, who 
magnifies beyond meafureth t Strada Herculatea , calling it a way of 
great delights and Riches* contiguous lies the Monte Csecubo, famous 
for being the producer of fogenerous wine, and for having fuch 
celebrious Fens near* which very much pleafed Fhmwwhen he 
praifedthe^t//t^ viftory of Augujius in thefe verfes.

Plain or Cbampain , are haughty minded and proud of thegoodnefs 
of their Fields, the quantity of fruits,the wholefome air and beau¬ 
ty of their City* From which abundance fprung that foolifh requeft 
which the Campani made, to wit that one oJ the Confuls might be, 
chofen out of CapHa$ whofe delights were fuch, that they overcame!

Capua was the Metropolis of eleven famous Cities in Campagna a 
which as alfo Carthage , and Corinth , Cicero efteemed fo potent 
and rich, as that he thought,cither able to fuftain the greatnefie of 
the Rpman Empire : Hannibal writing of her to the Carthaginians faies 
that after Rome (he had the fecond place in Italy . 

AVERSA 

T He Road to Averfa lies through the Campagna St ellat a , and 
thence by the Leborina, Pandolfus Colletiutio the writer of the 
Neapolitan hiftory affirms that twas at firft called Adverfa for thisrea- 
fon, becaufe the Normanni , hav ng planted and fortified their quar¬ 
ters in the mines of old Attella againft Capua and Naples , founded in 
the midftof the way the beginning of this City, totheendthat 
from fo convenient a place they might abate the force of two fuch 
potent Cities. 

Having palied the River Liris, you go through Campania > the 
which as well in its abundance of Fi uit Corn wine and oyl,as in the 
firequenzy pleafantnefle and largenefs of the champain, far furpaf- 
feth all the other provinces of Italy : ris a Land which voluntari¬ 
ly receives the Iron, and permits not it felf to be broke up in vain , 
but feems ftudioufly willing to afford the Labourer the greateft ufu- 
ry5 tis named Terra diLavoro, and La campagna , and all the way 
from capua to Averfa, with good reafon was called by Pliny,Leborma 
quaji Laborina > a Field in Campania, where the ftubblc of the Corn 
is lo great, that the People do burn it inftead of wood,as we have it 
in Coopers Dictionary. It hath had alfo the attribute of happy too, 
which was never given to any other province of the world except 
to Arabia in the Orient: Tis therefore no wonder, that the Cumani , 
the Opici, the Tofcani, the Samniti, and laftly t he Romans , could 
not ddpife fo great riches and plenty of all things. In particular 
the Pianura stellaU , is^ fo fat and fertile „ that with good reafon it 
holds the chief place in Italy for abundance of all forts of fruits* 
which the inhabitants call Campagna St eUata , from that propitiouf- 
nefs of the ftats it en joyes: Cicero in his orations, (Hies it the moft 
beautifuil Champain of the whole world. Hence they fetch their 
Victuals for the Roman armies, and this, C<efar (who then prepa¬ 
red his way to the Empire by gifts) divided amongft twenty thou- 
fand Roman Citizens. Here theS<«**z 7 i to the number, of three hun¬ 
dred and fixteen thoufmd were cut in pieces by Lucius Vetturius and j 
Appius Claudius Roman Captains: Here they make Mackerom in ex 
cellency, a fort of eating, com pofed of pieces of pa ft boiled in wa¬ 
ter and put into a di(h with butter, fpice, and grated cheefe upon j 
them. 1 and here properly grows the Vino Ajprino y which is drunk !

AttELLA DE CLlOSCh 

T *Hc old Attella was a Caftle built by the mod: antient people of 
Ofci tis a famous Caftle 9 and celebrated by all for the Saty rick , 
ialcivious, ridiculous and (harp ftories there rehearfed and thence 
ftiled Attellane: which afterwards with their facetioufnelTe acqui¬ 
red fuch authority, that from the mumming place of thatGaltle, 
they mounted even the Roman Theatres .* at prefent both the Land 
and Towns can boaft of nought lave fome Gentlemens and Lords 
Palaces there lately ere£ted,more of of it will be fpoken under fome 
Mediterranean places. 


NAPOLI. NAPLES. 

A Ffter eight miles travailing from Attella , you arrive at Naples , 
where in every corner as well within as without the City you 
behold as well beautifull places , as proud Palaces, made with 
great art and infinite expence. ThisCityis maritimateontheitfe. 
diteranean (here, and fpreadeth it felf into a large circuit: fcituate 
among moft pleafant hills lying on the north and eaft parts^and on 
the fouth and weft pans the Sea.'from whofe port,without the lealt 
impediment, in a ferene feafon , maybe clearly feen the two pro* 
montories Mijeno and Minerva : as alfo the Iflands Capreas ^the<de¬ 
light of Tiberiusjfchia , and Prochyte , of old fo much celebrated^ y 
Srabo Virgil and other Authors, who unannnoufly agree that the 
neighbouring people the enmani built it .* and that twas called Par- 
thenope from one of the Syrens there interred . They wnte,thatai e - 
wards (he was tranfplanted by the faid founders,for that feeming to 
them to flourilh too much , and to increafe from the fecundity ot 
the foyl, theyfeared (hemightone daygetthepoffeffionand into 
the room of their adjacent Mother cuma 3 for which fad they relate 
that the Cuntani groaing under a moft heavy peftilence,were adver¬ 
tized by thcOracle that the means to pacific that great affiithon and 
difgrace, was for them toreedifie the City, and annually to ho¬ 
nour with facrifices the Sepulchre of the Godd effcParthenope 1 
wherefore (he was reftored and rebuilt and thence tis inferred nee 
was called Napoli , by a greek word: there are alfo others and di¬ 
vers opinions about this matter: as Licofrone Caljctdefe , who in his 
Alexandria calls Napoli mano di Valero^ and Ifaac lzetze adjoineshis 
interpretation, that Falerus the Tyrant of Sictlta built Naples in t- 
ly ■ and that becaufe he cruelly tormented and (lew its ftrangersot 
what fort foever, thence the ftory grew, that the s y ren ? a ' the *°/ r l 
dyed there, and that to her was erededa Tombe , 
reverenced and annually adored with facrifices nnder the Title ot a 
Goddeffein form of a Bird. And we certainly know, that there¬ 
fore the syrem were adored as Goddeffes among the tutelary Gods 
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thcpUctby the Campami over all that trad of Magna Grecia. and this p 
in the flower of the Raman Empire: I remember furtheAnore that 
(many yeers (jnce J I law in Naples the Syren carved together with 
£kon* and Sebeto , tutelary Gods of the Neapolitans upon a round 
marble Altar, which is now placed in the receptacle of the foun¬ 
tain water, lying on the extremity of the Mole in the port of Naples 5 
befides which faid opinions, there are of thofc (as Diodorus Siculus 
and Oppianus') who bold that Naples was built by Hercules: and Oppi* 
amsm particular alluding to the name of the City in hispoemeof 
hunting, call* Naples the new Camp of Hercules. In fine all writers 
concur in this, that (he is a moft antient City, and was famous be¬ 
fore H**u$oun(hing among the moft illuftrious greek Cities of Italy 
for the Pythagorean philofophy.Afterwards the Roman Empire fprea. 
ding U felf over Italy , becaufe (he moft forwardly fubmitred her 
felf to it, whilft they were in agitation to fubjed Campania the Ro¬ 
mans received her among the other free and confederate Cities: and 
Livy affirms as well as many other Authors, that fhe from that time 
conftantly continued her Friendfoip,and obferved that Faith which 
at the firft (he had given to the Romans: Furthermore theaffkiresof 
tb« Republique being reduced to a bad ftate in the fixth yeer of the 
Carthaginian war, (be not only refolvcd not to withdraw it felf from 
the »^nans f m defpight of the near lying Capua and the other rebel- 
liouaCitieSjbut alfo as the faid Livy relates,fentEmbafladors to Rosne % 
and by them would have prefenred as an Ad of Liberality and No- 
btencue,to the Senate then in Court,forty Goblets of Gold of great 
weight,and therewith offered force, riches,and in fum all whatever 
their Anceftors had left them inlaid affiftance and defence of the 
Empire and City of Rome: To which Embaffadors then with all 
demonftration of courtcfy were returned great thanks, and only 
one of thofe Goblets retained, and that alfo weighed the leaft of 
them; wherefore for her great and couftant fidelity was 
(be ever adeemed, held and honoured among the free and 
Confederate Cities of Italy , as wellin the times of theConfulsas 
under the Emperors, (h e'Capua being oppreft/ubdued and redu¬ 
ced to the Servitude ot the Pr<ef e &ura )augmented fufficiendy , and 
moft happily enjoyed for a long time the fruits of her fidelity .Hither 
** Strabo inftruttsos, the youth to in tend their ftudies, and many 
ancient men to enjoy quiet and tranquility of mind, were wont to 
retire themfelves from Rome , as to the purpofe Sitms Italian , 
and before him Horatins flacatt to the fame fung, faying 

Nunc mdles mrbi Titus , otqne bofpita Alufis 

OtiOj & exemptum cutis gravioribus auunt. 

Italy affordsnot a place enjoyifeg fo milde and benigne a heaven 
as Naples , having a double fpring yeerly in flowers, which the fur¬ 
rounding Fields produce plentifully as alfo great variety of Fruits, 
and thofe the moft prized ^participating no final 1 quantity of foun¬ 
tains , and fprings, and of healthfull and good waters .* to fay no 
more tis fcarce to be believed a natural thing but wonderfull how 
infinite is their abundance ? and therefore with good reafonmay 
.fhe be called the Paradifc of Italy 9 which particulars have chiefly 
•• __ XXX been 
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' been the inviting argument for fo many Emperours, Kings, Princes 
La ingenuous Perfons, 10 make their frequent applica.ionsand 
relidence here , and to this day tis reckoned the third C.ty of 
Italy, and the delights which nature hath allowed this place are fo . 
gtear, that meritorioufly, is (heltuft withfo many proud Pala- 
ces and (fately houfes of Princes and other Grandees, who refide m 
them the molt part of theyeer. Tis moft pt.fpicuous and known .

The Crypto. Neapolitana a perfett figneof the Roman magnificence 
is the Rocky mountain TauftUpus , cut thorough, very high fpati- 
ous and well paved, fo that for the fpace of a mile, two Coaches 
may go on front under ground. 

From the garden of San Severinus you may fee the houfe of Attius 
SincerusSatwallarius the Poet emulous of Virgil : which by his tefta- 
ment was made a Monaftery , whofe Church is called Della Beate 
Virgine , therein ftands a marble Sepulchre car ved with great indu- 
ftry: on the one fide is Orpheus or Apollo^ on the other the Sybil t or the 
Mufe wrought of white marble, and here read this Epigram of Car¬ 
dinal Pietro Bembo.

Toretura to Naples .* tis a City at this time no leffe famous for 
the nobility and magnificence of herCitizens & inhabitants^ hen for 
the vaft expence , and for the beauty of the ftru&ures of all forts: 
for thatthe Governors of theEmperor Charts the 5th and after 
them of Philip Kir g of Spain^oi later yeers Prefidents or Viceroyes, 
in the Kingdomeoi Nap’er , have wonderfully enlarged and forti 
fied her with a new wall, bulwark. Ditches, Towers, Caftles^in fo 
much that fhc is now almoft invincible. She is further mote full of 
regard for the many and magnificent Churches, Collecfges, Courts 
Palaces of Princes and other great Men, as alfo for many-old re- 
liques of antient houfes, Epitaphs, Statues, SepulchreSsCollumns, 
Altars, Marbles with moft artificial and fair engravings, and other 
things, which to recite would takeup too much Room here. 

Among the reft, any one may meet contentin the grand mines 
of the Quadrate Temple of Cafiori which though the me hathcon- 
fumed for the moft part, yet appears before it a part of a moftbeau- 
tifull porticue , with fix prime Pillars of Marble with their cornifh- 
e-s yet a foot, of Corinthian architecture, wonderfull for their 
vaftnefs, and theart'they are wrought with: they have for Capi¬ 
tols, fome CeJH, Iron Clubs ( ufcd : atnong the wfeftlers) to 

which were tyed with leather 1 ftraps or dryed Sinews i balls or 
bailees of lead, which in theit Olim pick games, they ufe to hurl 
orcaft.* which with the Foliage and revolts reprefent a becoming 
coverings and oivtheFrife , to which the Ratters are fixed, may

rich as well as maty.- and fo well placed, as pleafant flowers for 
beautifying a Garden. For example the Church of s. Chur*, ca- 
ioyinga great and fair monaftery, was very munificently built by 
SMtia the SfMtifl Queen, and wife of King Roberto, who by others 
is named Agrnjt : which the aniient Kings of the noble houfeof 
rmrazzo have made famous with their fumptuousTombes: and in 
Sa»DimH»ict, is the Sepulchre of Aljonfo thefirft, and of many o- 
ther Kings, Queens, and Princes; and what is more important . the 
image ot that Crucifix which fpake unto San 7 otnajo d Aquino^ thefe 
words: Tomafo tu baiferitto bene di metlbomas thou haft written well 
ofme* and that of Qliveto: fp alfo in other Churches, you may fee 
manv proud depofitories and memorials of the Kings ofspnm&t the 
Heroes and other Princes^with ftatues of Marble as if natural. In 
the Church of San Giovanni dalla Carboniera is the Sepulchre of : Kini 
Roberto, whofc praifes were writ by all learned men, among the reit 
by Petrareba and Boccaccio. In that of S . Maria Nova> lye interred the 
bones of Odttto Foix named Lotrecce : and of Pietro Namano* of Co#- 
/ilw vtntnio cordnefi, and in the moft religious Tabcrnaceoi 
Sm Giatunwio , are prefcrved many holy tehques of Saints. Where 
once in the yeer at leaft they fhewoneby one, aUthofe worthy

Silver with pretious ftones, with the pretious gifts bellowed by 
Kings and Princes, and other things. Among which with great re¬ 
verence, is the head of Bifhopof P^aswls the Martyr;

by all, not without great ftupout. Thence you go to the Ammma 
ata, a Church famous through the great devotion there exercifed, 
and rich through the many offerings made to it: as alfo for many

fcnbedly Xen efonte, and by Virgil the Prince of Poets, deferibed I 
and dtpamted (o well to thefimilitudeoi rlatoes City. i 

Caftle N#flw,the name s new although built more then ^ooyeers 
fince by the Brother of San Lodovico y King of France, who was charts 
the firft King of Naples and Count of Anjou, to the end he might 
thence aid the Ciiy and the Port againft the maritimate inroads of 
enemies. Alfonfus the fi,ft of thisoame s Kingof the Arragonians. re¬ 
ft ored it within our memory, after he had expelled the French 
and fubdued the Kingdom j and fo well fortifyed it, that tis now 
held one of theftrongtft Forts of Italy: more efpecially fince the 
laftKiDgs, the Emperor Charts the 5 th. and Philip hisSoncom^ 
pleatly furnifhed it, and all the other Forts of this City, with viftu- 
als,good^ouldiers, and all other ntcdlaries and engines of war 
to keep off the Enemy. 1 

In the midft oi this large Caftle, frands the pompous Palaceofl 
thegoyernors, furnilhed with royal and meft lovely houfbold-ftuff 
wherein the King or Emperor may find a ccmodious receipt for all 
his Court.- ftrangers are aftonifht at the engines of war, theArtil- 
lery, the great quantity of Iron Bullets, themurrions inlaved 
with gold and Silver, theShields, thefwords, theLaunces, and 
the other preparation for war there continually prefer ved. and that 
admiration becomes much leflened , at the view of thefaid palace 
fonchly laden with tapiftry of (ilk in ter woven with Jewels and 
gold, the engraving, the ftatues, pictures and the other noble 
furniture. 

Thence you may fee the Caftle Del'ovo , fo named for that the fhelf 
which there inlargeth it felf to the fimilitude of an Ifland,retainsan 
oval form. C ollamtius writes that this Fort was built by William the 
third a Kortnan , and thence called Ncrmannica, which afterwards 
AlfoHjus thefirft King of the Arragonians , repaired and beautifyed 
m many things: tis faid that the antient called this by a greek word 
Miagra y cither from a falutatiferous plant there growing,or from the 
fite and quality of the place, or for that twas difficult to efcapeout 
of it: This Mole is like an artificial ftreet cafting it felf into the 
Sea, whither all the gentry in the evening refort for the benefit of 
the Frefco.. 

- TheTownefmen fhew one after another Grottes hollowed un¬ 
der the fhelf, alfo fomc old memorials ere&ed upon Cliffs.and great 
quantity of Arms of different fafhions.

j In the voyage fee the garden of Gacia di ‘Iolcdajkept in as good or- 
ider as any, t,was made with vaft expence, and with as many 
jcurfes} (being with the fweat and blood of enforced galley flaves, 
j reduced to that perfection it now retains ) in the time that his Fa¬ 
ther Pietro di Toledo , continued Lord of the City and King¬ 
dom, under the benevolent afpedfc of the Emperour Charles 
the 5th. 

Nor is it a mean pleafure, to view the places furrounding the 
City worth the feeing, efpecially in a good feafon. the which are 
in that fertile plain , near the Sea in pleafant feites very pompous 5 
and adorned by the nobles with magnificent Edifices and fair gar¬ 
dens , well kept, and enriched: which have fuch plenty of Foun¬ 
tains, grottoes made by art, and Fifhponds adorned with Curral, 
mother of Perle 3 and Fifti fhelsof allforts, as the beauty is almoft 
impoffible to be gheiled at, as alfo of Porticucs, walks, vaults CO' 
vered with Leaves and Flowers of divers forts, Rofes, pomegra¬ 
nates, collumnes and Lodges beautifyed with pi#ures, ftatues,and 
marbles of antiquity, and among thofe Lodges thole of the Mar* 
quesdivico , and the other Princes, placed ontheftrond near the 
Vcftcums, are very famous: as alfo the Villa of Bernardino Marti%ano 
adorned with many relique s of of antiquity j Poggio Reale, a vaft Pa¬ 
lace , built heretofore by Ferdinand King of Arragonia y whither the 
King ufed to retreat, when he defired to repofe himfclf, and to re¬ 
create his mindc from the fortunes of the Sea, in a blith and fecurc 
port. This Palace is contrived in this manner, four fqtsare Tow¬ 
ers, upon four corners, are bound together by great PorticUcs, fo 
that the Palace hath twobredths in a length, each Tower hath fair 
and pleafant Chambers aboue and below, and you pafie from one 
to the other by the means of thofe open galleries 5 the Court in the 
midft is alcenaedby certain little fteps, and therein a fountain and 
clear fifh pond, and on all fides by the nod of theMaftfer, front the 
pavements rife fprouts of water, by meanes of infinite fubtile Cha¬ 
nels there placed with art, and in fuch plenty that they fuddenly 
wet all the afpicients not thinking of it, in the fummejia, ftdficient 
cooling: thefeFields by the vicinity of the fejuvius cojoygrcat 
plenty of fweet waters, the Fire within forcing out 1 many 
fountains of fweet waters purged and pure: henceaftbthfeSafato 
ackno wledgeth its being and the ereatnefle of its Chanel being con¬ 
veighed into all the ftreets of Naples by Pipes under ground,to all the 
publique and private palaces and habitations: fo great comodicy 
of all things brings toils inhabitants,the Paradife of Italy (as corona 
Pigbio frequently and not improperly calls her} that flouriftiing part 
ofthc Neapolitan territory, although many times affliftfid with Wars 
and earthquakes. ^ v.

V ijevo, or Vefttvto , or PeJ'uvius, (fo called by the Antients from. 

the fpatkliog) was a mod fair mountain; and formerly a good ] 
lv Countrey for about four miles compafie lay at top, which then 
produced the excellent Greco, but tis now layed waftTis an i- 
mitator, and companion or rather the Brother offlaming Mtaa, and 
is begotten by earthquakes and fite, the materials wheredf it contr 
nually retains in the profout.deft part of it.- which as if withheld 
within it fell lor fome yeers till come to maturity, and as if the fpi- 
rits were fummoned and fomented, with fury evaporates firebreaks 
open the firm parts of the Mountain, and vomits forth its inward 
p£rts, as earth, ftones, flames, fmoke and aihes, throwing them 
tip into rheair with horrid noife, and with fucb force, that the Vc. 
ixvio fcemi to imitate the war oi the Gyants, by fighting againltj*- 
piter, and the Gods with flames,arms, and huge ftones,(fome where¬ 
of lout potters can fcarce move)and feeming to draw the Sun down 
to the earth, to change the day into night, and laftly to cover the 
very heavens. Experience and the teftimony of Strabo, Pttrmmt and 
ot her antient Authorsalfiires us, that under Vefuvio , aud the ad,a- 
cent Maritimate Mountains,and of the neighbouring Iflands.arevdl 
burning liter, of fulphur.pitch, and aUumertheihot bathes axtAfitlphe 
rtotu boy ling fountains fiifficiently prove itrand therefore the^irte- 
o,when abounding wlthfire,fometimes atends &fometunes ufeth to 
move earthquakes and vaft ruins and deftruftions. Than Hcatdmm 
was the mSteft andmoftfamous which happened under the Em¬ 
peror liter Vefpafiami : defcribed in a print by Vion Cajpes, and 
other Authors, the alhes of which fire, were not only exported to 
Botxcby the wind,but over the Seas into ^/Trtc 4 .and lmto Mgjip , 

Filh in the boyling Sea were drefled,the birds were fuffocated in the 
■air andthe famous andmoft antient adjacent Cities stabtaJUrcule- 
aml. aadPompeo, wereheapedand covered over with alhes and 
ftooesl while the people were fitting in the Theatre: and C. 

PlWthe famous Naturalift. who then governed and commanded 

the jtruudaof Mifeees, too inquifitive after th«aufe of this urte- 
.ftine fire.spproached too near,and by the heat and favour received 
;hi*end,bv being fuffocated near the Porto Htrculiano : franccfco Pc- 
,Korea noting this acutely (in his triumph of Fame > fates he wrote 
much but dyed little difcreetly.

countrey^ in fuch forr that the vulgar to purpofe enough,call Cam • j 
pagna 9 the mountain and the Caftle buijt at the footjof the mountain, 

Sommano from Somma , the fum and wonderfull abundance ofgenc- 
ious wines, and excellent fruit} the Vejcvo 3 as well as the Cam' 
pagna , and neighbouring hills 3 beiDg furrounded with fair vine- 
yards. 

So alfo Martial fung, that in his time it was green,with the fprouts 
of the vines,bewailing in his firft book with a fair epigram that fierce 
fire, happening in fofpajians dayes:the top in all times and ages hath 
been ever held barren through the burned ftones* as if eaten up by 
flames. Tis hideous to behold the deep cracks in the earth through 
which the ftreams of fulphur pafs, but when arrived at top the Vo- 
rago re prefen ts hell, fo terrifying is the fpeftacle 5 Tis a hole about 
three miles compafs and round, as if formed like the middle and 
lower part of an Amphitheatre, tis called Lazza from the form of 
the Rock Fifh. the bottom of it reaches to the bowels of the Earth, 

The place is cold now, nor feemsit to emit the leaft heat or ftnoak 
which the faid Pigbius teftifies,who defeended as far into that pro* 
fundity as the the precipices and obfeurity of the place wcu/d per¬ 
mit} the firft entrance of the for ago t is fertile through the earth 
and afhes caft on it, and growes green through the firre and other 
great trees growing in it,as far as the Sun can reflect into it, or the 
rains penetrate} but the parts under,reftrained to a narrow compafs 
are as t were ftopped by the great pieces of ftone and ro cks,and arms 
and bodies of trees fallen down: which obftru&ioos, when the 
inward Materials of fire abound, like little bundles of ftraw are 
eafily raifed and mounted to theskyes, by the invincible force of 
its fmoakeor flames. 

The fire alfo is known to open itfelfa way, not only by the ordi¬ 
nary mouth, but on other fidesalfo, as occafion offers } whereof 
we have a memorial in the Italian Annales: To wit that two hun¬ 
dred fixty and fix yeers fince,in the Pontificacy of Eenzditt the 9 th. 
from one fide of the Mountain gufhed out a ftream or river of flames 
which ran into the Sea, in a liquid fire like water: theilfue and 
fbotfteps of which Cavern tis faid appear yet: The Roman 
ry tells us that befides the mouth, it had other iflues and courfes for 
the flames of old: for inftance, it faies that Spartacus the fword- 
player having begun to raife the war of the Fugitives againft the Ro* 
mans in Campania, and having pofleffed the mountain fofuvim with 
Lis army, as a ftrong fortrefs and fure retreat for war, and being 
there afterwards befieged, he efcaped from the Roman fiege by an 
admirable way: for that covertly faftning chains at the mouth 
ofthe Mountain, he with his companions let themfel ves down to 
the bottom: ( asX. flows briefly relates in his third book of the Ro- 
Mtm hiftory ) whence iffuing forth by an obfeure breach, he at una-

Whither at this day any fubterranean waye* or caverns, leading;

1 cannot telL Pigbius alluredly tells us, that he obferved at the top j 
of the mountain about the mouth , certain vents, whence procee-i 
ded a continual heat .* wherein putting his hand, he perceived clear¬ 
ly a heat although fmall and without fmoke or vapour: but our 
Country man Raymond obferved in his view there, a certain bill n- 
\ fing in the tnidft of the Vorago, that ftill vomits thick fmoke,which 
hefaiesthe fire within hath raifed within few years, thatndayly 
eocreafeth, and when grown to a fuller bulk, Caveat Neapo.is, Thus 
much touching the Vejuvius, . _ , 

Between the mountain Fejhviur and Attella , in the Medsterrane, 
are fei cuate, Merel/ano y Acerra , and Sejfola, at prefent ruinated, ot 
old poftefled by the Camps of the Leborini, where the Romans and

T He Mountain paujilippus , though very high is well manured 
with vineyards, and rich Townes alfo in old time as we col¬ 
lect from Pliny and others \ it extends into the Sea in form of a Pro¬ 
montory, and (huts upthe way between Naples and Pozzuolo, and 
was an incollerable toyle to the Travellers to pafs over or go round 
it, before twas cut in twos us now by the induftry of the paflengers, 
through their hollowing it for the head, and levelling it for the feet 
become the miftrefs of waies, being ftrait,plain and cafy .* there¬ 
fore the Grecians to the purpof: by a word in their tongue called it 
Paujilippo , as if they would fay a remover of troubles and labour .* 
by which furname the Grecians of old called Jupiter, as we read in 
Sophocles . The mountain is hollowed within for one thoufand paces 
in length, twelve foot wide ,and asmuch moreinheighth,on which 
as Strabo writes two Carts may commodioufly meet and pafs under 
earth: Seneca calls the cavern cripta Neapolitana: though now the 
name is changed for Grotta 9 where he writes to Lucullus\nthe$8. 
epiftle,to have run the whole fortune of the Atlejt, for tha t he found 
copioufly in a part of the muddy way,i mplaiftring$,and in the fame 
cavern, abundance of the duff of Pozzuolo ,*we alfo have proved and 
tryed that duff,as others did . for we find that troops in the pafTage 
by foot or horfe raife the duff, and that at our ifluingoutof that 
obfeurity we were all yellow) and looking and laughing at one a- 
nother we much wondered at it, finding a more then defirable in¬ 
convenience, in cleanfing our felves of that filth. Thecaufeof 
which duff is eafily known to proceed i rom the exclufion of the 
wind and rain,fo that theraifed duft(as Seneca faies) having no Vent 
falls down onitfelf, oron thofe thatraifeit .• whence wecolled 
that in the time of Nero this cavern had no Cafements or breathings 
whereby it might receive air or light, more then at the entrance 
and end, becaufe £t»ee<*callsitalongand obfeure prifon, where 
nothing is to be feen but dzTkne{s.YetCcrneliusStrabo tefl:fies,by the 
riving or chops of the Mountain in divers places, that many win¬ 
dows gave itlight,which being clofed or earthed up,either through 
the earthquakes or the carelcfnefs of the times, we may rationally 
imagine, rendred this longcavern fo darkfom. Pietro RaJJano a Sici* 
lion Bifhop of Lncerie writes ,that in his time, which we may count 
to be above a 50. yeers fince, this cavern was found without any 
holes, and without light,and that the entrance and the out-paffage 
were fo filled up with mines and bufhes, that twas terrible to 
enter without light: and that therefore the King of the Arragom~ 
ans. Alfonfus the firft, having reduced this Province, enlarged and 
levelled the way and the entrance of the Caverne, and clofing the 
top of the Ca vern opened two lights, which obliquely enlighten it, 
whole reflection at a diffance feems to the afpicients , fnow featu¬ 
red on the earth* in the midff of this darkfome way is 1 
a little facred place cut in the walls of the mountain, where night 1 
and day a lamp perpetually bums, which puts the travellers in re« J 
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membrance of the eternal light, and fhews in a painted tablet our i 
falvation, proceeding from the virgin Mother Mary : a Lam pe per. • 
petually burns there,and the words at the Incounter zreAl/aMarina ; 
Alla Montague . 9 1 

In our times D: Pietro di loledo 3 magnificently reffored and ag¬ 
grandized this work fo worthy of eternity, being then gover¬ 
nor of Naples Kingdom by the favour of the Emperor charts the 
fifth: the way isnow become foffrait, that it feems to fuch as en¬ 
ter the cavern, a Star, to which they ought to dired their courfe 
in the darknefs, by means whereof,with what pleafure they behold 
all fuch as enter on foot or horsback at the other end, who feem like 
Pigmies at that diftance,is fcarce imaginable. Divers are the opini¬ 
ons of the learned touching the time arid beginning of this great 
work worthy of the mind of Serfe: omitting the idle prating of the 
vulgar who attribute it to the magick incantations of the Poet Virgil 
whofeafhes by the opinion of many iy at the mouth of theCavernror 
of others who make one Bajjo the author,of whom there is no r ecord ' 
among theantients: we beleive we may draw from Strabo , Eforus , I 
Homerus and other greek writers, that the Cimmerij a moftantient j 
people dwelt in that Canton of Campania, between Baio, Lucerno 
and Averno, and that they lay in denns and fubterranean Caves, and 
that running theone to the orfier they dug out metals, and hollow¬ 
ed mountains, and in profound Caverns exercifcd (* by means of 
their Priefts, ) Negiomancy and inchantmeDts, conducing tra- 
Tellers, and pilgrims to the oracles of the infernal gods e which 
! people being deftroyed, the Greek* > who fucceeded them and built 
Gumavtkd Naples , accommodated as moft fuppofe thofe Caves of the 
Cimmerii into hot bat hs, and baths , ways and other conveniences 
for humaneufe. So like wife the Romans , after the example of the 
Grecians , being chiefly enclined to great and magnificent imprefes 
encreafed thefe laborious under-ground ftrudures, and at the time 
when they became the Lords of the world, they there ereded their 
Palaces 01 Recreation, and Mannor houfes little inferiour to C^ftles 
when the rare quality of the duftof Pozzuolo was difeovered ( ex- 
traded from thofe mountains ) to be very efficacious for bindfog, 
building,and eftablithing foundations of Edifices in the waters.S/r*. 

affirms that in his time M. Agnppa under Auguflus, cutting up the 
wood on the mountain Avernus, which corrupted the air, among 
the other antique & magnificent things found out a fubterranean ca¬ 
vern hollowed even toe uma 3 the which as wasxon jedured,together! 
with another between Naples and Pozzuolo, was made by oncCotceio$ ! 
and that in his time the cuftom of the Coun trey wa9 to make fuch ; 
underground waies and Caverns: from whofe words we coiled, j 
that for a long time before Strabo, the Cocceian family were got toge- j 
therm Campania, and that the place was called Spelonca though for!

great heat, and change them into water, as the diops demonftrate 
which hang at the entrance of thcCave, Alininglikelittle flairs, 
when they are beheld at the opening of the Cave,by thofe without 
in the light; they have been often-taken for drops of quickfilver. 
All men generally believe thisdrotta to have fuch an innate proper* 
ty that if any living thing fhould pafs the prefixed term of a cer¬ 
tain ditch in the entrance, it would without doubt fudden- 
ly fall upon the earth, and would be wholly deprived oflite,if not 
immediately drawn otit, and caff into the near handing waters or 
pool, called Agnano 9 by whofecoldnefsonly in a (hort time by lit- 
■ tie and little it recovers Life. Whereof Trevellers dayly make ex- 
periments, if curious to know the wonders of nature, bycafting 
in cocks or dogs or fome other live creature to which they fallen a 
rope to draw them up by. Leandro Alberto writes that Charts the 
eighth King of Franc^vtheii a hundred and 14. yeers fince be drove 
out the SpaniCh and for fome time Lorded over Naples , caufedan 
Affe to be driven ih, who fuddenly whirled about and dyed. 

Another who two hundred yeers fince wrote of thefe baths, re¬ 
lates, that a foot hardy ralh SouI^Rer, run in armed and dyed mife- 
rably: Corona pighto writes ,that in the pretence of Charts Prince of 
CleveSi the Spanilh Captains caft two cheerful! dogs by fotce into the 
Groit j;who ftrove all poffible foavdid it,as If they had formerly ex¬ 
perimented the dangcr,the which being taken out dead,by means of 
therefrefhing waters in the aforenamed Lake were reftofed to life : 
one of which being again C3ft into the care,and being thence dra wn 
8c caft into the Lake,returniog rtot thereby to Life, was left for dead 
on the bank, who not long after as waking from a profound deep 
railing hrmfelf, and limpingand daggering, fo food as pc(libJe,ran 
away, every one that faw it fcniled,and charts pralfed the dog, that 
he would not for that time become d vi&ime to the btares, after 
this tryal they cad a brands end lighted into th frGrotta, bst qftd the 
prefixed fign, which come to the bottom feerriedto ext ifiguifil,arid 
raifed up a little higher, to rekindle; which demonftrated that the 
fpirits proceeding from the fuperficies, as more hot and dry in I 
the bottom, confumcd the more fiibtil nutrintent of the flame, but 
having lefie vigour at more diftance from the foundation, they 
rather rekindle the hot and grofs (moke and flames of the bian Ab¬ 
end/ as we fee the flame o? a lighted candid Will pafs to another 
newly put out, by means of thefhokc, arid f fid beams of theSun 
when united by a burning glafs, ettd very VigOttfoS and will fet tew

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rciolvcdVo learch out the caufc by a nearer fcrutiny then had been 
made by others. 

He could not beleive that thofedrops that hung fo rcfplendent at 
the end of the Caverne, were quick-filv-r ; wherefore being coun- j 
felled by a certain juvenile and youthfull audacity, he palled the ; 
propofed meafure in the Cavern j having enclined his body a little 
and getting fomewhat nearer, he found they were drops of clear 
water, and taking ihemon his finger from the {harp pendent of 
the rock, he demonftrated the truth to his companions, requi- ! 
ring them either to beleive or enter and make proof. 

Which alfo happened: for that Antonio AniJtelo 9 and Arnoldio 
Niveldio, two tiolandcfi , noble youths and companions in the jour* • 
ney with rigbius 9 got near.* who when he had tor fome timeitood ■ 
in the Cave, and perceived the heat, how it afeended from his feet 
to his leggs and knees, yet underwent no other then agiddinefs 
and pain in his head * and fweat only on the forehead and the tem¬ 
ples through the heat of the place : he learnt by experience that 
that heat , and thofe nccive vapours are not lufty and violent,but 
when near their rife * and there they kill fmall animals or great,but 
chiefly the feur footed, becaufe they alwayes go with their head 
downwards, whereby being neceffitated to draw in with their 
breath thofe hot and boy ling vapours, their vital fpirits become 
fuddenly fuffocated with too much heat : the which alfo 

areas fuddenlyrelcived by the imediaterefrelhment of the waters 

in the Lake, if the animal be forthwith caft therein when drawn 
out of the Cavern. WJiilft Fighius was performing this, an Italian 
who guarded fome herds yrond^d ftrangely at his temerity, and 
remained aftoniffit at the fuccefs, many times demanding if he did 
it not by the magickart, jior would he be perfwaded that Fighius 
could aypyd the noeiveneffe of that Grotta, otherwife then by en¬ 
chantment or witch craft 1* which made him mock at the plebeian 
fimplicity, laughing at the vulgar,who for the moft part attribute 
that to the Magick art, which appears wonderful), and produceth 
ftupendious etiefts, from their in$?pacity to comprehend thecaufe; 
but to return toour voyage. 

From the Eucca Ccronea 9 we are brought to Z olfittara, as at prefent 
they call thofe places whi ch were of old celebrated with the inven¬ 
tion of various fables of old Poets for thefe wonders of nature: 
who fing that the Cyantsburyed under this mountain, even from 
hell caft forth of their throats # Flames at that time when earthquakes 
happen.

Thefe Mountains are full of Sulphure, Alhim, and Vitriol, the 
chief whereof as Strabo writes, ftood pendent at a few paces di- 
ftance from the Colonna of Pozzuolo now diftant from the caftle Nov9 9 
about a mile .* from the form of which place, tis guefled, that the 
top of this Mountain was at laft confumedand emitted into the 
profundityof thenear valley by the continual fires, whencethatj 
which of old was a high and eminent top or head, is now great< 
I ditch in the plain of a valley and that which was of old the ribs andi 

flanki 
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flanks of a mountain, are how the upper part of flielfs and rocks, 
which futround the plain, with a certain fence in length about a 
thoufand and fifty foot, in bredth about a thoufand toot; Pliny 
writes that they were nominated from their whitenefs Leucogei, and 
the plain or Levels ampagna phlegerca 9 from the flame and fire there 
ever extant .* which silitu the Italian confirms. j 

Cornelius Strabo calls this place the Piazza and (hop of Vulcan 9 where j 
likewife fome fable, the Gyants to be overcome by Hercules : here 
the Mountains f«m continually to burn at their roots : for that on 
all fides they emit fmokes by many mouths which fmellof fulphure 
which fmokes are: blowcn by the wind all over the neighbouring 
(Sountrey, and fometimes to Naples * Antieatly thefe Hills, as we 
dr&w from Dion Cajjius and Strabo emitted greater fires, as alfo thofe 
about the Lucrino, an d Adorno, which are not a few, burnt and e- 
mitted like futnaces grofs fmokes and flames. Now the plain as alfo 
the hill rhlegrei are deprived of their perpetual flames and are caver¬ 
nous in maoy places and become yellowifli, as from themateriall 
and colour of fulphure: the earth whenfpurned by the foot, re* 
founds like a drum, through its concavity underneath, where you 
may hear ( with tyonder funder your feet boy ling waters , groffe 
andinflamed {mokes to make a horrid noife, and run too and fro 
through the fubterranean-Caverns, which the force of the exhala¬ 
tion hath made, which how great you may thence gueffej ftop any 
of thofe mouths or holes , with a good great ftone, and you fliall 
fuddenly and with violence fee it amoved by the ftrengthof the 
fmbke. Here,, they compofe metjicinable pots of brim- 
ftone. v 

In the fame, plain or level lies alfo a great marifi} filled alwaies 
with a black fcafiiing hot water r which fometimes ufeth to change 
place,and the waters making themfelves hard ( astryed fewit ufeth 
being cold to bind it fell to jche fides of the Veflel tis melted in,) do 
thereby and with the force of the exhalation increafe or diminifh. 
When I was there it boy led with great noife and finoke, as if it had 
been a huge chauldron filled with blackifti mud, and therefore ex¬ 
ceeded not then its bounds and limits : but I remember,that at my 
view thereof, this Vorago mounted and caft up of afuddenlike a 
Pyramides , eight or nine foot high, C beyond the common ftature of 
man,) that thick water yellow and of the colour of ful phure: which 
alfo the people of Pozzuolo affirm, adding that fometifnes twill rife 
from fixteen to twenty four feet* 

When the Sea is in a ftorm, this water is of various colours; 
though for the moft part like fulphure, and fometimes other ; accor - 
ding as the fubterranean winds are difturbed by the fea blafts, and 
being invigoured among the flames, with all pofiible force expels 
fome of the earth mixed with divers colours from the deepeft veins. 
’Thefe very winds, when moft quiet under ground, the top of the 
Fens or moors being only difturbed, caufe a grofs thick water, co¬ 
loured with black to be caft out, Thefe things of fuel) occult na¬ 
ture, do certainly afford ufefull and welcome matter for confidera-j 
tion and ftudy tofuch as love to fearch thereinto which Ckero ve* i 
ry pertinently terms, the natural food of the mind. And hence wej 
certainly know, that the globe of the earth is not in every pajt fo-

the fides or brimsofthe banks and the Conduits whereby they pals 
as alio the confer ves and receptions of their Handing pools, give 
iufficient proof. Befides tis as clear as the Sun, and dayly obferved 
that their continued walhing of wood,plants,arms,bodics and roots 
of trees, the ftubbleof herbs, and the leaves by little & little are 
covered with a kind of feurf of ftone, and by revolving become: 
by chance formed like comfits of anileeds, fennel , cinamon 
and almond s, and fomuch refembling fuch,that with no great diffi* 
culty fome more greedy then wary have been coufencd with them.* 
and in truth What Vitruvius , Seneca % Dime , Pithy > and others have 
writ of the wonders of Vefnvius and Pozzuolo , fee ms beyond reafon; 
to wit tbit the waters receive that nature and particularity from 
the tenuity of the allies of the burned fulplmre 5 which allies the 
fire having in part reduced as fmall as atomes, in part diffolved in¬ 
to liquid moilture, and in part expelled by the vapours of the fub- 
terranean fires through the veins of the earth and by firings, we 
obferve to be converted into that duft which the antients called 
PozzmoIo from the place $ and that they unite fo foon as they attain 
the waters , and cooling with them , attain the juft fubftanceof 
ftone, and that the waters which tun by thofe places mutually re¬ 
ceive a certain nature of connexing to any thing, fo that they eafi- 
ly cleave to the body they touch, and make it become 
ftone. 

And for wonders of this kind,(caret can any be found like thofe 
in the caves of the Apenines near the old chancl of the Aniene by Vi¬ 
co Varo % where rhe waters diftilling through the clefts and chinks in 
the Rocks, in their fall by little and little form it felf like ftone, 
in thelikenefs of high Coilumns in divers forms, branchy bodies 
of trees, and monftrous bodies of Centaures and Gyants$ in which 
Caverns or labyrinths of pure darknefs,with candles may be found 
out objects which in one word, may worthily befaid to feed and fa- 
tiate the mind of the curious fearcher into rhe fecrets of nature.* but 
beware that the light be not exringu'rfhed by the frequent flappings 
of the night bat*, who thither retire as to a fecure retreat by millions 
to avoid the light of the day. 

Thus beholding the hills Leucoget, and the various furgCs ofme¬ 
dicinal fountains, of baths, hot baths, and the Cavernes , 
you go to Pozzuok 3 amids the great and fpatious ruines df the anti- 
ent Colony.

maritime places and Iflands, made the old Poets in their antient fa¬ 
bles of delights call thefe the houfe and habitation of the Syrettes : 
And thijs earned fame old Poets and them of no fmall efteem to aver 
thoff thipgs which happened between Vlijfes and the Nymph C4- 
to have been a&ed in the Illand of Pozzuolo and not in Ogygia 
: a place of the Thebans^ot in the Ifland of the Promontory of Lacinioy 
which GocldefsJby fome called the daughter of Atlas, by others of 
Oceanm and Tethys, was held a Nymph of the Sea, and reigned in the 
Ifle Ogygja, receiving Vlyjfes when he efcaped drowning * and 
took ttyis name frpm her adornments of body,and delights (he liued 
in : Homer calls her a Nymph very well adorned with fair riches: 
And in truth who confiders the (bores of Pozzuolo , muft in truth 
conclude that to his im?gination, a more pleafant delight! ulland 
glorious place cannpt be foupd out than it, nor a Seat more inclined 
oy nature to receive and carrefs Travellers, thence tis that the Po¬ 
ets of old feign that VlyJJes there fixing and dwelling,recollefted his 
many pad peregrinations and perils,and alfo in the Ifle Itbacaj/rhcic- 
of Dion Cajjhts and i hiloftratus Lemniusyn the Life of Apollonius make 
mention. And although at prefent the whole’is filled with mines, 
and every thing lies even with the earth) through too intolerable 
fufferings by war and time, yet are the re obje&s enow, which fuch 
as will reape any profit from the curiofity of the antient arts and,hi- 
ftories, ought maturely and with great ioduftry to conlider. But 
to begin, Pozzuolo is a City feituate on a hill in the midft of a (hore 
pf the Sea, which though very fair and large, cannot yet be at all 
compared in any part with the riches and grandezza of the anti¬ 
ent Colony , as may be clearly exjtraded from the wayes pitched with 
flint v and the foundations of publique edifices.*whereof theSea hath 
(wallowed up one part,& earthquakes and wars the other. It was a 
mo(l'antient Colony of the Grecians w ch . the Samii conduced hither 
in the time of Tarquinius Superbus , in the fixty fecond Olimpiadas the 
Ghronologer Eufebius writes and Stepbanus kyfantius confirms.* which 
happened about the time that therepubliqueof t he Samii was ty 
rani zed by the three Brothers, Policrates , SiIhs , and Pantagnofius. 
At that time alfo Pythagoras Samius, flying from his own Countrey 
in Morava,attamed the potent City of Italy Crotonc, where he laycd 
down a new Philofophy then called Italian , and by it acquired a 
high efteem.-with whofeLaws the/ta//**Cities(being reformedfrom 
the Gracianjby the indeavoursof three hundred of his Scholars, as 
Diogenes Laertius writesj received the government ofArijlocracyyxn- 
der which they lived happily for many Ages. Others will likewife 
that the Colony of the Samii from the obfervance of the Juftice of the 
moftholy Empire, wherewith it was governed was called Dicear- 
chi a, by which name all the Greek, writ-rs ftiled.it and many times 
after their example,the Latin . Strabo writes, Diceurihia was once 
the Piazza of the Cuman i, and that afterwards the Romans called it 
Pozzuolo, either as fome will from the many deep pits, or as others 
I from the fulphurious flenches of the waters theie arifing, It became 

under. • 
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under the power of Romans in the warr with Hannibal, when Capua 
was taken by a feige, and fevercly chaftifed for the perfidieand 
ingratitude it exercifed.* from which was then takea its govern* 
ment and liberty, and annually lent thitherfrom the Roman peo¬ 
ple a prefeft to govern them, which Happened the five hundred 
forty fecond yeer after Romes building: when many Caftlesand Ci¬ 
ties ran the like fortune with it, for that they had with arms de¬ 
fended Hannibal as Titus Livius fets down, wherefore Sextus Pompe tts 
fets rozzuolo among the ten Praefe&ures of Campania on which the 
Roman People every yeer impofed Governors ; for all which fome 
yeers after, they paired farther by difpofition o( they*ci/>4»Law, 
to wit that they lent thither a Colony of Roman Citizens,and made 
it one of the five maritimate Colonies, which were drawn from 
Rome in the five hundred and fifty ninth yeer by force of the Laws 
of the (aid Acilius the T ribune, as is clear in Titus Livius: being then 
Confute Publiut Scipio Africanus writes the fecond time,and Titus Sent 
•pronius, Velle)us Taterculus from the opinion of fome, that the 
■ Colony was later tent thither,to wit 3 Iuftres or 1 5 yeers alter the a- 
bove written time, and addes that in fum the verity is not pun&u- 
ally known. 

Yet verily the old memorials of Pozzuolo, copious enough in the 
houfe of Hadrianus Guilernus the moft courteous,Ieamed, and curi¬ 
ous beyond meafure in antient hiftories, wholly agree with Titus 
Livius: where is extant one of thofc ftone Tablets, containing 
the fecond Law, the Regulation of publick edifices and expences 
there to be had: which was made in the Confulacy of P. Rktilius 
and Cn. Malliut Maximus , the fix hundred forty and eight yeear as 
the Fafii Capitolini demonftrate , which happened in the ninth yeer 
after the conduft of that Colony to Pozzuolo, as thefe words fet 
down on the beginning of the faid Law clearly prove.

From which words we clearly comprehend, that the comence- 
mentof this Colony was under the Confulacy of Martins Portius 
Cato and L. Flaccus, in the five hundred forty eighth yeer,al though 
Livius fets it down to have been the following yeer. Anguflus being 
at laft become Conqueror in the Civil wars, having reftored peace, 
and (hut up the Temple of Janus ? for reward of the veteran Soul- 
diers, difpofed them into the 28 Colonies of Italy, among which 
Pozzuolo was one, then made a military Colony, as Suetonius writ es 
and as may be drawn from the fragment of the Military Colo¬ 
nies. 

From the above written obfervation9 is certainly known,how an¬ 
tient the Colony of rozzuolo is-, and that many times Inhabitants 
were thither fentand inrolled. And therefore this Author holds 
for very imperfed, and ill treated from theinfufficiency or inobfer-l 
vancy of the remembrancer,whatT^i/a/ fets down in the fourteenth! 
book of his Annals: and fo JnJlus Lipjius thinks alfo, for in the ads] 
i Cccc of 
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~ oF Rome iiTthe eighth hundred and twelfth ycer, the EmperorN^J 
ro and Cotjus Lentulsts being Goofuls, we find thefe words of Taci.y 
tus At inltaHa veins oppidum Puteoli jus Colonise , & cognomentum *• 
Kerone adtpifeuntur , adding no more as if FozzmoIo tor no.precc<iing{ 
time had thequality ofaColony,whereasTi/«f Livius clearly proves 
it to have been in that condition two hundred and forty yeers be¬ 
fore : but thefe two may beeafily reconciled, by theadjuftingot 
one tingle word, to wit the writing it verus inftead of vetusim thefe 
w , )rc Js. At in Italia verus Oppidum Puteoli novum j us C<douj£ i & coguo ■ 
vientum a Nerone adipifeuntur: for that being at firft calicdColonia Aug* 
Ila,withNeroh was called AuguJiaNcroniana^nd thence tisthat Tacit* 
Tales that Pozzuolo obtained a new condition with a new name .* but 
Tacitus not explaining theoccafion why then aColohy was fent thi¬ 
ther dr who gave it new condition * and what that condition 
was, the place feems to want more then one word: and becaufe the 
particle At feparates the word afore fpecified and the difference ot 
things aqd the particle non tamen is placed in the midft of the peri¬ 
od which followes, this place is thereiorebelieved defeatve and 
that therefore thefe words fet a cloud before the eyes, and fcruples 
in theftudiesof the curious, which this Author hath thought not 
eafily removable without fome fupplement to that place of TacHus 
to the effed following, viz,. At in Italia verus Oppidum Puteoli novum 
jus Colonise \ & cognomen turn adipifeuntur <fque cladeni pajfi: Qucis ir. 
ritxm rrincipis beneficium facere Colons ex diverts legionibus undecunqstg 
caai'ti , Kurtttro licet frequenter , ut iseterem larentium , & Antium ad 
feripti, nan tamrn iufrequentU locorum Jubvenere , dtUpjis plunbusiu 
Prmducias , in quibus jiipendia txpleverant : And thus will the dine 
rence beknown between what tell out to PozzmoIo, and what to La * 
odicea , by the copulation At z of which Cities this returned to its 
proper ftate by its own power, the other not, although it alii tied 
the Prince, as did happen to Tarento , andAntio y theoccafion of 
which miffortune Tacitus gratiou fly declares. 

The learned are intreated to have due confideration of this place 
and to note the defeds with a Jlelktta . To return then to our firft 
purpofe.* the Author when he copied out thofeinfcriptions,whi- 
left there permanent, it occurred to him, that a Colony was of 
new conduced to TqzzmoIo under the Empire of the iejpajiam,and 
was called Flavia , for that he efpied among thofe old ftones,a great 
ifqtiaremarble oneengraven with letters of a foot long a piece ; the 
•which by being continually expofed to the furges of the Sea, hatl^ 
its charaders almoft eaten out, yet not fo wholly but that one may 
read the third partof theelogy inscribed in the old Mai ble Arch, 
the which the Flavian Colony creded to exprefs agratefull fence 
to Antonins Tim C<efar for his liberality in reftoring the ports: which 
part of the Elogy will hereafter be repeated. In the mean time be- j 
hold in rozzuolo and its neighbourhood, the meritorious objects: A J 
mohg others a vafiChurch now entitled S. Proculo Martire, the which; 
of old Calpburnius had dedicated to Augujius C<efar: tis built in a Co - j 
rinthian order, as may be underfteod by the Porticue, con-j 
raining one peice of the old title in the frontifpeice in thefe j 
words. I

All Aui hors queftion who this Calpburnius the Son of Lucius was,j 
chiefly for that there were fo many Calphurnij , and they famous in ! 

thet!ineof Augujius: and if it be lawlull to makeufeof conjedure ! 

none comes neater then mine, that L. Calpburnius Sort of Lucius 
callc dP/foncFrngi* after he had been Co”ful and Prefed of Pro¬ 
vinces , was alfo Prefed of Rome , after T. Statilms Taurus who was 
twice Conful and triumphed .• he exeicifed this very charge in the 
rime of Augujius and Tiberbts for twenty jeers, as Tacitus in the fifth 
IBook of his Annals ftts forth, who writes that his father was a 
lman appertaining to the Cenfor.-whence tis impflioble but L. Pifone 
rnuft havebeen hisFather, of whom th^eloquent tongue of Cicero 
Tpeaksfo much ill * as that he wasbanifhed whilft he was Conlul. 

He was then Cenfor in the feuen hundred titty and third yeer,whilft 
C£far Didator w.ured againft the confederates of tompey . Among 
all the greateft charges and employ ments which the Calphurniania 
mily participated,they only twice admin ift red, the Cenlorlhip.The 
firft time L. VifoneFrugi was Cenfor after the Confulacy, in the 69 5 
yeerofitawewho being Tribune of the People, prevailed for that 
: Law againft the rapine of the Provincial Magiftrates:and the fecond 
! time fifty eight yeers after, 

This Temple is fo Well built, that in the (pace of fo many ages 
neither Time the confumet of ill things, nor the infolencies of e- '■ 
nemies, who have many times deftroyed the reft of the City, have 
been able to ruinate which could not comeotherwife topaffe 
the, frt m the beams being compofed of marble, in which fcarce a 
faftning appears.* yet the impetuous force of the earthquakes have 
in part moved it out of order,in fuch fort that the right angle of the 
Frontifpiece is falu with a part of the Title, where certain ruptures 
I appear- 

Of fuch efteem was this Fabrick, that the nrchitedors were not a* 

(hamed the work being finilhed to place their name there.- being 
Luccio Cocino Liberta of Luca , and Caio Pojium i, as we read in the left 
wall of the Church in thefe words.

Many other holy facred places that wete therein aree itheir fain 
to nothing or at leaft wife very badly handled. The Temple of Nep* 
tune as Cicero affirms was the moft faaious,of which fome great Frag¬ 
ments to this day remain near SanFrancefco, as vaults, archfcs, huge 
; wals & other places with their nooks for the ftatuesibut its columns 
| and high ornaments of marble are taken away. Alfo nearthe Am- 
jphitheatre, are the footfteps 8cruines of a Temple, which Antonins 
. Pius Augujius had ereded to Adrian the Emperor his Father whody- 
‘ __ Cccc 2 _ cd 
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- ^ at Bata in the Mannor faoufe of Cicero as Spariiams relates. Some 
yeers laft paftmany fair ftatues and vaftpeicesot Columnes and 
Marbles were amoved, together with the Elogies of Nerva, r i raj an 
and Adrian the Emperors, that i« to fay of the Fa ther, Grandfather 
and great Grand-Father .* to whom Antonins ( having created them 
Gods.) had adorhed (accrdotal (acwfices, of the Flamins and their 
companions ; and hence Come believe he obtained the furname of 
P/vxtht*. Pious, as we are inftru&ed from the aforefaid Spartianus , 
and by Julius Capitolinus .

J T feems very likely that either the Sea orEarthquakes have fwal- 
lowedupthe temple of the Nymphs % the which, wc read in the 
8th, Book of rbtloflratns Cennins'ui the life of Apo lontus Tutneus Do- 
mitianus the Emperour built on the feaftiore without rozzuob: he 
writes that twas built with white (tone, and that of old twas fa* 
mous for divination, and that in it was found a fountain ofr tinning 
fpring water, from the which though any quantity were taken a 
way, twas never perceived to dimimfhybut this wiih infinite other 
antiquities is now gone to nothings yet now is evident at a little 
diftance from the Land near the ViaCampana in the Sea a fountain 
of fweet water, wh»ch gurgles to this day with great forces whofe 
fource may bealwaies perceived almoft to admiration,if the Sea be 
quiet and calm .* let the frudious of antiquity confidcr if in this 
place the Temple of the Nymphos may have been,which conjedure 
will not feem far from truth upon weighing the words of rbilojira- 
■ ho,who relates,that Apolloneus Trineus appeared to his two D fciples 
Damides and Demetrius was in the Temple of the Kymphes on the Sea 
(bore without Pozzuolo, who were difputing the nature of the a- 
bovenamedfountain, wherealfois thelflandof Calijfjus to. whom 
the fuccefies of what happened with Vlijjes they relate in the ta¬ 
bles. 

Furthermore, as twere in the midfr of the Colony , remains yet a 
moft huge Amphitheatre little lefle then entire,compofed of fquared 
(tones, the which notwithftanding its ill treatment by earthquakes 
the taking away many of its (tones, and the plowing of its(oyl,yet 
appears in its firft form,enlarged intf a more 1 rge circuit, then was 
ufual for the Emperors,& L eandro Alberto faies that by meafuring he 
found ittobe in length in the plain withta, 172 foot, in bredthooly 
92. foot. 

FerranteLoffredo Marques of Trevico affirms, this the moft antient 
Amphitheatre, fuppofing it to be built before Rome , loft its liber- 
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ty under the Emperours, from an old infeription in marble there j 

found, demonftrating under what Confuls this Fabrick was repai- j 
red at the publick expence of the Citizens of Pozzuoloz whichin- 
fertption although much fought for by me, t had not the good hap 

co fee. 

{ Many fragments of Acquedu&s are yet to be feen, which either 
parted through or fu rounded the Mountains.- nor is it an eafy mat¬ 
ter to number tneconferves for the waters made in di$4rs formes, 
tome entire, and fome ruinated by earthquakes, many of which 
are under ground and very large, which who enters, without a 
due of thread,a light,or a well pra&ifed gui de, may dwell there for 
ever, fo intricate arc the labyrinths, built without gates, heads or 
turning ftrects * from which we may afiuredly know, that the Ro¬ 
mans with vaft expence thither drew, and therein preferved great 
plenty of thofe fweet waters, abounding on that Maritimate coaft. 

The vulgar unskilled iq old hiftory, as in all things very ignorant, 
have moft injurioufly exprefl'ed themfclves, in giving ridiculous 
names to thefe edifices, calling them? Vifcinemirabili^ wonderful! 
fifhpools. Cento Cc1le-> the hundred Cells, and Crotte Dracouariejbxa.- 
gons Caves. Soe alfo have they handled the fountains and baths 
in number forty or more between Pozzuolo , Mijfeno and Cuma, of di¬ 
vers forts, and efficacious for fundrydifeafes. But tis not our pur- 
pofe to look back and take notice by one and one of thefe things , 
having already fet forth whatever is there rare and worthy viewy 
we (hall therefore referre fuch as defire more ample and compleat 
fatisfaftion in thelike obje&s to Leandro Alberto, and the other wri¬ 
ters herein before mentioned. 



S Uch and fo great wonders,as here by degrees prefent themfelves 
to the view of the Traveller as he approaches the Sea fide, may 
well entertain him, for like mountains in the waters rife the im- 
menfe moles of the old Port, that is,thirtccn immenfe Piles, which 
fpring out of the water like fquare Towcrs,which ia old time were 
conjoyned in manner of a bridge by frequent arches, but now by 
: fortune and antiquity thofe grofs engines are feparated 3 and the 
I falling down of fome of the Arches renders it unpayable from one to 
[ the other: which muft have been caufed either from earthquakes or 
j the furious Sea, the whole fabrick being compofed of burned earth 
like bricks of two foot fquare, not eafily to be divided and broke 
down by any other accident. 

Tis certainly known, that when this Port was in being, it exten¬ 
ded it felfinto the Sea, in form of a large bridge, and bending it 
Dddd felf 
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felf in the faftiion o£ a bow, reached the (hore and the Avernus , and 
fo defended the place from the raging force and (forms of the Sea, ■_ 
whofe haughtinefle was comodioufly bridled by means of thyie 
Moles. , • f 

And tis believed that the Antients there made thofe 
Arches, to the end that through them the fea waters might enter 
into the Portland by its continual flowing and ebbing keep it clean- j

it had not been poffible to avoid the filling up of that port in few. 
yeers, by that perpetual inroad of durt, had not the Sea waters 
through thofe Arches continually purged it of that mud and filthi- 
nefle fo drove into it : and this the inconvenience in the port of 
Naples and divers others,who are only furrounded with a bank with¬ 
out arches, fufficiently proves. i 

Suetonius in the life of Caligula from its vaftnefle calls it the Mole of 
pozzuolo, from whence thorough the midftof the Gulf of the Sea, 
Caligula* as he writes, to (hew his greatnefsand vanity, and to be 
able to tread and walk on the Sea as well as upon the Land s or as 
Dion faies becaufe he would imitate King Xerxes , who pafied his 
Army out of Afia into Europe over the (freight of tiellefpont upon a 
wooden Bridge: com manded to be brought together and new built 
all the (hips he could get,which were infinite, and therewith caufed 
a Bridge to be made w ith the faid Ships fet in two Banks fa fie ned 
and moored together with anchors chains and cables, which made 
them (fandfixt and firm, and extended even to Baits through the 
gulf of the Sea .* he commanded this bridge to be made of boords fo 
ftroDg and even and to lay fo much earth upon the fame, as it 
feemed to be firm ground and one of theftreetsof Rome like the 
S trad a Appia . This being finiflied, he proudly attired in Robes of 
Gold and pearl,and a crown of Oaken boughes on his head ( called 
Civica 3 ) on horfebackentrcd at one end of the bridge and road to 
the other, accompanyed with the Band of the Pretorian Souldiers, 
and all the Nobles and Gentlemen of Rotate .• and the next day re- 

1 turned habited like a Campanian , in a Chariot, with a great multi- 
tude of his Friends. Dion writes that the night he lay on this bridge, 
he caufed fuch an infinite number of Torches, ianthoms and other 
Lights, to be lighted and fet up, that theclearnefle thereof did 
exceed the darknefle of the night.* Caligula boafiing, that he had 
made of the night day, and of the Sea Land; & becaufe it happened 
that thefe two days the Sea was calm, he faid that Neptune did it for 
feare & to do him Reverencc;Si*#0»r*tf adds,that Caligula having in¬ 
vited many,who being on the (hore ready to goe on the Bridg where 
himfelf was, he turned them all over,breaking the bridg,and com¬ 
manded fome that endeavoured to catch hold of the ropes of the 
Vcflds,to be forced into the water with oars and other ftavfcs,which 
ferved for a Jeft and pleafant fpeCfacle to this Monfter.'Scwrca in his 
78 th. Epiftle calls this Machinery the name of Pila* fay ing Omnh 
inPilh Puteolanorum turba conjtftit , cum Alexandria arum navtum con 
fpicitur adventuj . And therefore this Machine , in a ferene sky fer¬ 
ved to thofe of Pozzuob to pafle and walk on,as if they had been in a

piazza. At the entrance on this Mole as aforefaid was a large Arch 
built of Marble, dedicated to the Emj>eror Antonins Pins by thofe 
ot Tozznolo , by way of gratitude for his remembrance of their Re- , 
publ ique with liberality in moneys for repairing the Port, as w* 
jfind from that piece of an Elogy aforementioned, here fet down, for I 
the benefit of fuch as delight in thefe particulars, ;

The Promontory of MISENO , 


T Hus having viewed the old and great foundations pf the P*- 
azzza and the Port, pafle by bark dire&ly from the Mole to 
the Promontory oiMifeno&mous and immortal by the verfes pfP/r- 
^and the writings of other good Authors.This mountain lies in the 
Sea, andisboared and hollow, full of grotts and caverns, which 
made the Poet much to the purpofeand with no lefle ingenuity to 
fiile it Aerio or ayty* as if he would denote it windy, by reafonof 
the waics and concavities in it felf, faying further 3 that under it, 
JEteeat gave fepulture to Mifenus his dead Trumpeter 8c man of oars, 
or a sservius writes afterwards facrificed to thcAvernus as in his fixt he

ftiontefob Aerio, qui \nunc Mifems ab illo 

Dicitur , £temumque tenet perfocula nomen. 

Seeming by theOareand the Trumpet, to glance at the future 
famoufneSe <;>f that Port, and of the Armada or Fleet, which An- 
gffftus had then placed there for defence of the Mediterranean sea, 
kinder E. M.Agrippa^hnd Dion commemorates, that Auguftus being 
made Captain, made ufe of it for the harbour of the Fleet in the 
Sicilian warr, againft Sextus Pompeius , where they then lay in the (ea 
between Mifeno and Cuma t environed with hills, in form of a cref- 
cent^a place very capacious and more then opportune for the Navy 
at Sea, byreafonpf thofe three gulfes of the Sea, feituate between 
Baid and Pozzuolo, that is the Lake of Bata t the Lucrino 9 und the 
Averno , the which Lucius Florins calls by a moft gratious 
Metaphor, the Eale of the Sea : of which the Averno now 
called Mare Moriuum , being included , where it illueth out 
with fatid, feems a ftagne or Moore about a thoufand paces di- 
ftant from the allodgment of the Armada. And therefore the neigh¬ 
bouring precin&s, asalfoth c Mifeno 9 began to be accommodated 
for the Souldiers Rations, for that the Fleet there was wont to win¬ 
ter, and both Strabo 9 and Servius: the Commentators upon Virgil 9 
report, that th e wood and Trees on Averno were cut down,bccaufe 
they through their thicknefle rendred the air offenfive , and preju¬ 
dicial to the health of the Inhabitants ; furthermore hills were boa- 
red thorough, and leud waies layed, to the end there might be a 
(hoit and facile accede to the fhoresof Baia and Lucrino. And that 
frcih water, might never be dcfedive.with infinite expence and no 
leffe labour, Rivolets from Rivers and fountains from fprings were 
conveyed thither from afaroff; citterns and confervatories were 
built, (vaft enoughjin divers figures as the conveniency of the place 
afforded^ both in the plain and under the ground, and in the very 
Rowels ofthe hil,that fo cold water might be at all times ready for re- 
frefiiing the bodies in the exceffive heat of the Summer: tisfor thefe 
reafons that wefind the Mifeno in great part, hollow and concave 
within, and expoled to the air to the very top. In which we fee 
fitting places for wattling, baths, lakes, and tables for eating: be¬ 
ing Within full of grotts, waies and edifices arched, here and there 
futtained by frequent pillars , part built with brick, part cut out of 
the fame rock} among which edifices the biggett confervatory ofthe 
, waters called vulgarly Grotta Dragonacia is admi rable, as arc the con¬ 
veyances into it:(or the rain waters descending from the Promonto¬ 
ry } the which Grotta is capable of many thoufand butts,being large 
beyond* ibeaftate 9 and twenty five foot deep: thelargnefs not be* 
'Ihg to be#fekfured 5 for that the vaults and ruines fallen into it have 
’filled mrahyffiarts of it.* all thefe confervatories are incrufted or 
-piaittereTOilh a certain hard compofition ufed by theantientsfor 
rend ring thfern tenable of the waters, fo that none could pafs 
rior foak thorough : the inward fpace between the walls , is two 
hundred foot long, and eighteen broad ; having four doors through 
which is entrance into four great chambers; near thefe are other 
conferves different in artifice and grandeur. 

That which vulgarly they call Cento Camere, from the multitude

abodes (by fome thought to be Nerva’s prifon, where 4m ing the 
[other Fabricks they preferved their waters, fe wonderful for the

fquare chambers. Which on all fides have (mail doors by which may 
go from one to the other the fervants, whole office twas when the 
waters were fpent to cleanfe them of the dirt and foyle: the vaults 
of thefe chambers have certain open holes, whereby the waters 
nrght be drawn up asoccafion required. The Pifcina Mirabili or 
Pool for water was admirable and famous, and known by this name, 
rhe which is yet almoft entire on the back of the Promontory of 
Mifeno , toward rhe Port for the Navy, and Cuma. This Fabrick Lc- 
andrus Alberius affi ms, is iaclofed by four walls, is five hundred foot 
long, and two huodredand twenty broad .• and the Vault fome- 
what higher ; ratftng a little archwife from the walls, it rifeth high¬ 
er towards the mid lie, being fupported upon forty eight columns, 
each of which is three foot fquare, which being difpofed into four 
ranks reprefem 1 bemtifuli and proportionable objeft for the 
whole leng h. The whole Fabrick iscompofed of brick, and the 
walls being of 1 great thicknefle, render it of an extream firmneflej 
both the vValls aid Pillars with in are exadly incrufted as ufeful co 
keep them fr >m leaking: and in the arch are miny open ovals for 
drawing up the waters .* at each end were forty fteps for deferent 
to the very bottome. The Pavement on the fides is higher even to 
the midtt of the Porticue : whence was a defeent by flue fteps into 
a lefler chamber on each fide, and thence was a defeent into »no 
ther very narrow iaclofed place,into which tis fuppofed the waters 
purged their filth and uncleannefle, the which was afterwards tx* 
haled by the publique officers for this purpofe called C a JieUarij % 
from thefe confervatories of waters being denominated cfellu in 
Latine. 

All the Pavement is Tem« beaten, with all art an! difgence, 
fothat to this day it holds the rain water like adi(h iuthelowctt 
part of it. 

Many varioufly conje&ure whofhouldbe thefirft bu : ldersof fo 
vaft Fabricks ; fome whereof fuppofe, L . Licinius L*<ullus to ha ve 
been the firft Author, and that this was buil t out of the ruines of the 
faid LkcuUhs his Villa , which Blutarcb and Varro write he built moft 
proud in the T raft of Baia neare the Promontory of Anfinm: with 
whom agree Suetonius and Cornelius Tacitus , who write that Tiber*** 
the Emperor dyed in the fame Villa 9 whence fh'nd red by 'heitorois 
at Sea being fick^he could not fayleover to the \timd Caprea. Other* 
think this was the Fabrick of Hero , and thence tis to this day called 
Tefcbiera di Nerone ) and Suetonius writes that he began a Pefcbery e> *» 
tending from Baia to Avernus , covered and (hut in by porticoes 

But this conje&ure pleafeth not me much,nor any other who hath 
idiligently feen thofe places, who know the ufe of the like Frbricks 
ito have beenmeeily for conserving of waters; and for mat thefe 
•three Fabricks afore defer ibed, lye fo contiguous one ro rheorh*?r, it 
■may not be far from the purpofe to imagine that Auinaus and the 
Princes hi^ fucceflbrs , built them for the ufe of the f leer, lince it is 
affliredly known, the Souldiers thereof there continually lodged 
J Feee _ and* 
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and wintrcdj fome vaft fragments of their military lodges yet being 
extant.-and f remember that I copied out fomeEpitaphs of the Soul-, 
drersbffhe^rniJ^ajfroiii the near fepulchrcs,wherein are placed the, 
names Of the P ret or tan (hips,as Fede.lJhde y Gallo> wherein they had fer- 
vcd, whefeOf fome brief ones for delight of the ftudious of antiqui¬ 
ty hereunder folldw.

ThHfc had the captathfhip of the Fleet, who coriftantly refided 
thfcifc* as Was Amcctus the libertine of Nero , Who was firft his Ma¬ 
tter, by means of who fe frauds, thefe there flew near the Eanli t Agrip¬ 
pina his Mother. In fuch a command f though different from thisj 
was Pliny the writer of the natural hiftory, in the time of Vefpajian 
at Mifennr y and there governed t he Armada and Navy, at the erupti* 
on and burning of the Vejuvius 9 being with it fhaken by the earth¬ 
quake : but approaching too near with his (hips, to affift the op- 
preiftd Sbuldiers, and to fatisfie his curiofity in the occaflon of tho(e. 
fires, he was foiled by the allies and vapours of this burning moun¬ 
tain ac afofefaid .* where with his uncle Pliny was alfo G. Celius the 
fonof his lifter, who related this ftory more at large to Tacitut the 
Hiftorian. And certainly watfcrS were preferved in thefeFabricks 
for ufe and delight, both in Luadlus his villa, and many other pla¬ 
ces very numerous in that piece of a fair country, all over which 
run pipes, (bores, and chanets. All the Sea (hore and ftrond is de¬ 
formed bjr the ruines of Towns and Villages, of old full of houfes 
and inhabitants, in particular that part between Formia and Suren - 
turn moves com paffion in the pafters by at Sea .* which in the floufi 
(king time of the Roman Empire, prefented to their viewat a di¬ 
stance theeffigiesofa continued City, by the quantity of ftru&ures, 
and proud Pahces, beautifyed with all fplendour, pompousand 
va'.tly expenfive: and would any take that pains now as by a ftrid 
ferutiny to take a particular account, or to draw draughts, and 
exquifite deferiptions; enough of importance might be found to

fatisfie his own Cttrio£ty,and to fill up a new commentary,nay a juft 
volume. 

The Palaces were wont to be very pompous in thofe parts on the 
Maritime cosfts, being 150 miles in length.- Which wasfofilled 
with Palaces, Cities, Towns, Burghs, Baths, Theatres,and fuch 
other proud and magnificent Fabricks, beginning at Baia 9 andfo 
continuing to F.Herculanns zhdvoltt&nuf 3 thitt they (eemed not fepa- 
rate,but one greatand fair City,to whichno profpefr could be com¬ 
parable.* But in this our time all things there are ruinated except 
Napier the head of the Kingdome, and refidence of the Viceroy and 
fome other great Princes.

place Mamea, which Ferr ante Lofredo , Maiques of ji rtvico fuppofeth 
to ftand in the midft of Baia, where he likewife erected many other 
in honour of his Parents.

T His ftood under the mountain near the hot fountains .* hither 
Nero, (leaving the other charges of importance) often retired 
for his folace,as Tacitus declares in the 15 th. book of his Annals. Tis 
fuppofedthatin this Villa^Nero entertained his mother Agrippina it 
table many hours under pretence of the feftival guinquatrus : a feaft 
celebrated to Pallas five daies, but with intention to make her 
return by night to her Villa at Batdi, having before hand given order 
that in the return, the Bark (wherein lhewas) ihould be funk, 
and fhe thereby be drowned, as Suetonius and Tacitus relate. 3 


The Villa of C.MARIVS, of CASS AR. 
and of POMFET. 


I Nthefe confines likewife G. Marius >C<efar,and Pompey, had their 
houfes of pleafure,as Seneca tells us in the fecond Epiftle, but they 
ftood on the very tops of hills, fo that they had more the faces of 
Caftles and Forts and places made purpofcly to protedf the Coun¬ 
trey below , then of Pallaces for folace. Pliny fpeaks of that of 
Marius in the 6th chapter of the i 3 book, which was afterwards pof- 
feffed and amplifyed by Lucnllus , near the Promontory of Mifenus, 
towards the Port. But the Villa of C£ far Rood above B 4 iaandon 
the top of the Mountain, as Tacitus teftifits in the 1 5th book ofhis 
Annals , whofe vaft foundations remain to this day under their old 
name, neare the Temple of Venus, That of Pontpey, they fay,was \ 
on the third Mountain, between the Avernus and the contiguous 
Tritullian hot baths, whence the furname they yet retain.* and there 
fome yeers fince was found a ftatue of Pontpey.

P liny in the fecond Chapter of his thirty firft book declares, that [ 

the Villa of Cicero ( made fo famous bv his writings) was in thefe ; 

quarters between the Avernus and Pozzuolo^ upon the Sea Ihore with a j

moft delicious grove and a fpacious hall to walk in,wherefore Cicero 
called it an Academy in imitation of that at Athens , wherein they 
ordinarily difputed walking. Here Cicero made his fepulchres.* and 
fo much was-he pleafed with it, that he often fpoke of it, and en ti¬ 
tled fomeof his books from it, guejliones Academica: Academick 
queft ions. Atticus being in Athens , heroin almoft every letter re¬ 
commended his Academy j that he might fend to him from Greece 
whatever could be had for ennobling it with fair ornaments, where¬ 
in faded not, according to the occafions, in ftatues, phfturcs 

and other the like ornaments. Whence Cicerd in his Epiftle ad Atti- 
ticum , praifeth his diligence and the things fent him. 

Cicero being retired hither mthe calamitous times of the Repu- 
bliqueto fpend away the time, toy 1 , and troubles with Books,many 
of tht Principal Romans repaired thither to vilit him, and take 
(omecounlel. Of them was c. Cnfar after the vi&ory he obtained 
in the civil warr, C. oSavius the Succcflour of Julius , yet before he 
made himfclf Emperour,with infinite others: but after that Cicero 
was banilhed, the Villa Academica was poflefled by C. Antiftius , who 
was iheLegat of Cajar, and followed his fadion in the civil wars. 
A little after Ciceroes death, in his Villa, fprung up fountains of hot 
water, good among other things for the eyes and fight, celebrated 
by ‘luUiHsTaureus the freeman of Cicero , with an Epigram fetdown 
among the works of rliny, who wrote this fuccclTe, and judged that 
Epigram worthy of memory. We muff believe that this villa ftood 
where now the Studio is, taking that name from the length of Ciceroes 
hall,whofe mines yet remain fo diftin&ly,as that it may be meafured 
how long twas: and although this stadOofee m to (land too far from 
the Sea, in refpeft of that we read touching Ciceroes Academy, yet, 
this will not create any difficulty .* fince the Sea may be in fo long a 
fpace of rime through divers caufes retired •> becaufe truely this Vil¬ 
la in Ciceroes time ftood over water, at leaft wife conduced from 
the Sea, by certain channels, fo that he eating at table, might caft 
into the waters for the fi(h to eat,&angle and fifti at his pleafure. The 
hot fountains ate extant in a neerc field, in a cavern under ground 
at the root of the hill, which are alfo of wonderful! nature,bccaufe 
they increafe and decreafe according to the flowing and ebbing of 
the fea, by day and by night .* in their increafe they caft abundance 
of water into the bath, and when full, part ot the water returns 
to the fountain, and part runs into the Sea by a certain fmall chanel 
or gutter made to that purpofe. 

This Bath vulgarly called Bagno Qceroniano , the Ciceronian bath, 
and by phificians, Pratenfe or tritulliano is as gallant and entire an 
antiquity as any in the Tratt of Pozzatolo: Tnefe waters were fo 
foveraign not many years fince over moft difeafes, that over every 
bath was written for what cures twas good, of which inscription 
feme letters yet ftand .* but the phificians of Palermo (as they tell 
the ftory ) finding thofe waters prejudicial to their cuftom, went 
with inftruments exprefly & demolifh’t thofe writings (fo that for 
the piefent they are unufefull)the faid phificians being all caft away 
in their return. Thus much (hall fuffice touching Ciceroes famous Vd 
la, for that leader and other writers treat fufficiently of its nature 
and others thereabouts. From the commencement of Ciceroes Aca- 

de 
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demical queft ions is comprehended, that the Villa of Ter.Varro a 
moft learned Roman was not far diftant, but the determina te place 
is unknown. 


The Villa of SER VILIV S VAT I A. 


S Eneca demonftrates in his fifty fecond Epiftle to Lucullus, that on 
the (bore between cuma and the Lake Averms ftood the Villa of 
Servilius vatia, the magnificence and vaftnefs of which Fabrick may 
be comprehended \ rom the fragments yet extant. He faies t woCaves 
were here built with great ex pence, into the one whereof the Sun 
never entred^nd on the other it (hone from morning to night, into 
w ch • ran a delicious water through as pleafant aMeadow with many 
Fifti. Hither Servilius a noble and rich Man retired himfelf at fuch 
time as T iberius Cafar aifii&ed many noble Romans , and applyed 
himfelf to honeft Labour far from Rome in peace, for which he 
was ftyled happy, and obtained the fame of knowledge in his 
affaires above others; by thatmeanes avoydingdangers.Touching 
the dead and other notable things others have abundantly writ, 
let this therefore fuffice^ for the purpofe of the Baiauiam celebrious 
Villa's , fince of the other particulars in the times of thofe old 
Roman Princes, tis impolfible to treat cxadly , all things being 
fo wholly ruinated and deftroyed that fcarce any footfteps re-

T he moft fair foundations and pitched Piazzaes of the old City 
Bata, lye underneath the waters, fcarce any fragments remain¬ 
ing on the Land: but in the neighbouring Mountains in every 
corner lye baths, hot baths, and ftru&uresof Admirable Archi- 1 
tenure, notwithftanding that many great Fabricks were burnt, ma- ! 
ny thrown down by earthquakes and many fwallowed up by the j 
Earth. In the Sea may be clearly feen the great old Piles of the ! 
Port of Bata , like thofe of Pozzuolo , built of Brick with intolle- ! 
rable expence,which now feem like Rocks, as do the the enclofures * 
and foundations, whichof old ftood for defence of the Lakes Lu- • 
crinus and Avemur, againft theftormsof the Sea.- which was gene- j 
nerally believed to be made in this manner, to wit, that Hercules by 
hi$ ftrength, upon two carts abreft,drew as large apeiee of Earth as 
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was requifite,and that a mile in length io the place, and there fixed \ 
it: and therefore Pofterity for a perpetual remembrance andac- ! 
knowledgementoffo great a benefit ,ere&cd to him a Round Tern- ! 
pie near Bauli, whereof fome fragments yet are extant. But after- : 
wards,that repair being wafted by the Sea , C. C^jar again reftored 
and bettered it, as may be collected from Virgils Georgicks and from 
Servius his Commentator 7 withwhofe opinion Suetonius it ems to 
accord, faying that Augujlus perfe&ed the Julian Port near 
Baia , whence tis fuppofed that Julius Crejar had firft fetlcdit.* 
which muft have been in his firft Gonfu Ifhip by Commiffion of the 
Senate, who gave him that charge at th e inftance of the Receivers 
of theCuftomsand Tolls, upon their allegatioDjthatthecuftcmes 
and Tolls much decayed in value through the ruine of that Port.* 
which was afterwards called Julia , from the Reaccomodators 
name Julius c*[ar. So faies Servius upon thefe verfes in the fecond 
of the Georgicks.

A wonderfull Adventure. 

In our times, that is in the yeer 1538 fthofe adjacent Fields and 
places being for two whole yeers before (haken moved and diftur- 
bed) in the end,the night of the twenty ninth day of September .be* 
tween the foot of the mountain / and the Sea near the aforefaid 

Lakes, there ar ofea new mountain called Monte Horn a mile high in 
the upright, which now is in circuit at the bottomc four mile A 
miraculous thing to fall out in one night. At the birth of this moun¬ 
tain the fhore and the waters of the Sea retired the fpaceof two hun¬ 
dred fpaces,one great and entire town ca\lcdTripergolano,was entirely 
(wallowedup by the Vorago and gulf of the earth, with fome of 
its baths which were very cclebnous : and the near Lakes Avertms 
and Lucrinus werealmoft filled up with ftones earth and aihes. This 
was thought to have proceeded from the allies which came out of 

Sulfatara: how many other old memorials this new mountain hath 

\ covered cannot be known. On the top of itisa large mouth-about 
So. paces in circuit,which at the beginning vomited out fire, atthc 
bottome whereof are now found warm waters.

T Hc Lake 'Avcrnus hath been illuftrated by the moft efteeraed 
Poets, and diligently deferibed by Strabo and other Hiftoti- 
ans,for the Fables fake ("which the Antients gave credit to J appro-; 
priated to it.For this was confecrated to Pluto the God of hell. Hcre^ 
abouts as Fame Went was the Poets Acheron or defeent into hell, and 
here was the gate of hell thorough which they caufed to rife the in- 
fernal Spirits, when any hnmanc creature was Xacrificcd unco theml 
And hence the Cimerian Priefts(the ancient In habitants of this place 
fent down (by certain CavernsJ into hell to find pluto, fuch Travel¬ 
lers and ftrangers as came to be refolved in any queftions, or to re¬ 
ceive counfel or anfwer from Pluto. To this day the vulgar be¬ 
lieve, chat through the Caverns in the neighbouring hill, (hence 

denominated Monte della Sibylla ) one may defeend to the fubterraw 
neanrefidence of the Sibylla Cuman a, and that there (he is feen and 
confuted by many, which things Leandrm Albertus in his Italia di¬ 
ligently adver ifeth. La&antius faieth that fheamong the other Sy¬ 
bils prophefyed of Chiift- The Inhabitants further hold for cer¬ 
tain,that Ghrift returning from Limbus with the fouls of the holy Fa * 
thers, arofe out of the earth through a certain mountain near thd 
Lake Averuus and the Monte Novo, and therefore they call that 
Mountain by the name of Monte dr Chrijlo: which opinion fome 
old Poets confirm,writing of the Baths of Pozxuolo.

Twas alfo believed by the multitude of hot waters fpringing out 
all over thofe quarters, that this Lake reached to a vein of the 
infernal waters , and therefore called Palude Achcrojia , the 
Acheronticli Fenns, from which Maro difagrees not, when he 
| faies.

Though in truth this falfe opinion was augmented by the natural 
quality of the places, and other circumftances .* towitfouie rare 
|and ftupendious miracles which have there come to pafl’e.Then as toj 
Ithe Aver tins 1 know it lies in a low Valley, almoft furrounded by j 
; Gggg. . 
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high hills-, clothed of old with thick and heavy Tiees capable to 
keep out the wind. 

Whence the Lake was not frequented by any, but emitting an 
unwholfotne fulphurous (link ,it fo infe&ed the air above it (by be¬ 
ing To clofely bt ft ged by mountains arid woods)that Birds flying o- 
ver it fell down dead; and thehce twas named by the Latins Aver¬ 
ting that is to fty,without Birds. Soalfomay w e col left from , 

t hat in old time thisVale was a horrid place and efteemed altogether 
inacccflable : for faith he, the Romans waging war againft the Sam - 
niti, the enemies (when the Romans put them to flight) by whole 
Armies retreated into the Woods in the faid Vale, as to fecure 
places. 

But Strabo writes not foof it in his time, but faies, that then this 
vale arid nearer hills were delitiousplices, in refpett Augujius had 
cauied the woods to be felled, and a free pailage opened to the air. 
At prefent the Lake is full of fiftiand water-foul, nor hath itany 
of thofe incommodities attributed to it by the antients. Yettis 
true that not many ages fince, a vein of fulphurous peftilential wa¬ 
ter gulhed out of the bot tome of the Lake, which fuddenly killed 
a wotJo of filh, their colnur and fmetl (being caft on the earth)con- 
firming that to be the caufe of their death. Joannes Boccaccinsin 
his little traftof Lakes, faies he faw it with his own eyes in the time 
ot King Robert^ about the yeeer 1380. 

The sybWCnmana was (he which gave Mneas free paflageinto 
hell,as Virgiltoithj (he was called Cumana of the City oiCuma, (here 
under treated of ) and was one of the' twelve Sybils, all which 
prophefyed of Chrift though fome more obfcurely, yet two fo fully 
that with fubmiffion I (hall here infert fomewhat of their prophe¬ 
cies touching the Saviour of Mankind.

L eaving the Lake Avernus ,you find on the way among the mines 
of theCity C*ma sK now altogether undone & detertJgreat foun- 
dationsand ruines of rowers,TempJes and Edifices of importance. 
On the top of the mountain are yet the footfleps of a Temple of 
Apollo which in its time was infinitely celebrated, and is taken no¬ 
tice of by J /rgi^and Servius his Commentator.There isalfoan Arch 
built with brick, now called Arco Felice , the happy Arch , of a ft U r 
prndiuus high Vault, through which the antients wrought an even 
way b-rwetn two heads of Mountains : Cnma was built by the Cal' 
CJ denfi a Grecian people of Negro fonte, who being ari ved in thofe Se as 
vv tl. ti tirfli! P s 5 toleek outaCountry for their habitation, firftlan- 
dt(i in thofe near Iflands , called FttheruCa, which lye over againft 
i awp am a ^ and were (o denominated from the multitude of Apes* 

thereon round: and atterw rds takmg cour ge they p»fled over into 
the lerratirma , where they built this City Cuma, calling her by this 
■—-°ggg ^ _name I 
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name, either from one of their Gaptairis fo called, or from the Pro¬ 
curator in thofe maritimate Coafts, or from its good augury they 
there met with,to wit a woman great with child the which confi r~ 
med them in their determination to dwell there, as Strabo Dionyji. 
hs and Livy relate.* for to allthefe fences Cuma in Greek,(confide- ' 
ring its fignificationsjmay be wellapplyed. ! 

Thefe people lived a long time governing their Republique wi t h 
prudence,anaincreafed fo much, xh&tVoz.z.Holofaleopoli , and Naples 
became part of their Colony: we read that the Cumani were under 
Tyrants, before the Romans expelled their Kings, but thi3 hap¬ 
pened not through their being fubjugated by any, but becauie they 
chofe to themfelves a head and chief xo obey , who after the Greek 
imnner, was called Tjtranno, that 4s, Lord 3 one of which was Aru 
Jlodemo Malaco , ele&ed for his meer valour, as Livy and Dionyjius 
Halicarnajfeus write.* for that with a fin all party, he overcame a great 
unmberof Tttfc'ans* Ombrians and Aufoniatts^ enemies of the Cuma- 
ni 9 and flew with his own hand Anmte % the Son of Torfenna 9 
t heirCaptain. To which Arijiodcmxs fay the fame Authors,T<v quini- 
us Superbus ( expelled Rome ) fled for fafety, and by him being well 
accepted, he ended his daies in cunra. Afterwards the Cumani were 
overcome and for fome time evilly intreated by the Campani , faies 
1 Strabo } but in fubfequent times there being no Forts ftrong enough 
to refill the Romans, all thofe people were at one inftant of time re¬ 
duced under the faid Romans ■> who fet a Er&feB over the City entna, 
for that that people would too obftinately have fought for defence 
pfthtir Lijberty. Afterwards that City run retrograde, k>ofingits 
fplendour and inhabitants: for that the Romans by their greatnefle 
meafuring their pride, paOTefled themfelves of all that Campania or 
Country 3 ereding therein their luxurious and moftfumptuous Pa¬ 
laces. which not only obfeured Cuma but all the adjacent Cities ; 
who being bereaved of their Land, firft fay led of Inhabitants, and 
atlaft became defolate, yet Cuma was the laftof thofe Cities that 
underwent this defolation^by reafon that being built upon a moun¬ 
tain, when the Roman Empire began to feel its tottering condition, 
by the frequent inroads of the barbarous Nations into Italy 9 Cuma 
tor the commodity of its fite, was reduced into a Fortrefle .* which 
caufed Agathia Mireneus in his firft book of the Gothic 4 warr 3 to fay, 
hat Cuma in his time was very ftrong, almoft impregnable through 
its many grofleTowers, walls and other fortifications^ and that 
for this reafon Totila and Teja Kings of the Goths , thither conveigh* 
cd their Treafure, as to a fafe and fecure place,together with their 
moft eftimable and deareft things : however Narfetes the Legate of 
juftinian the Emperor , after a long fiedge made himfelf Lord 
of it 

But at prefent nought hereof remains, fave only immenfc ruines, 
foundations and profound Ditches cut into the hard ftony rock 
with Chifels. In the departure from Cuma ,you often fall upon par* 
cels of the Via Domitianajnow interrupted in many placesjand great 
Ruines of a ftonc Bridge, raifed over the Voltitrnus. Domitian cau 
fed this way to be made, beginning from the ViaAppia , between 
Ahntnrne and Sinvejja , and fo leading to Cuma: Statius Papinius in' 
his Hendecajiil/bi , or verfes of eleven fiilables, makes mention of 
___ Cuma 
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\cnma 9 the above named bridge, and a triumphal Arch of Marble 
Iplaced oil the fame way: whereof no fragments are now to be 
{found. 


LINTERN 0. 

And why now called the Tower of the Countrey. 

O N the left hand of the ViaDomitiana lye vaft ruines of the old 
City Linternnm, , of old a Colony of the Romans , fo in the midft 
ot that twas called rhe Towerof the Ccuntrey Campania, which 
name it feemstohave acquired from the places old fuccefie, and 
was ennobled by the remainder of dayes which scipio Ajfricanus the 
Greater fpent there, after his voluntary ban ifhmcnt from hisCoun- 
trey Rome : W ho being ill treated by his Citizens, whom with their 
goods and eftates he had defended from their Enemies, and made 
them Lords of Spain and Affric 4 , in difdain of fo great in¬ 
gratitude, retired himfelf to his own Palace in this place, that he 
might deprive his Countrey of himfelfliving, & of his afliftance, by 
this means dealing with her as moft ingratefull.- after his death com¬ 
manding his body to be there entered,exprtfly forbidding his bom s 
to be tranfported to Rome , as Livy, Strabo , Valerius Maximus , Seneca 
arid many others relate. Pliny faith further in the Iaft Chapter of the 
fixteenth book of his natural Hiftory, that even to his t me 
they found in Lmternum of the Olive trees planted by Sctpio Africa- 
nus, and a mircle uf a notable largentfle under which ua* a Cavt in. 
habited by a Dragon the guardian ot tcip.oei S< ul } fre m u hit h fa¬ 
ble arofe thisother,which thelnhabitants ted ofthe Monte A/.iJfiro } Xo 
renowned for the wiues it produced, to wit tha* in a certain 1. ave 
on the faid mountain lay a Dragon, who flew and devoured all fuch 
as approached to him , and that twas therefore called Monte Drapone] 
and the Caftle (landing thereon is called La Rocca di Monte Dragone. 
Iu thefe quarters is alpring or fountain of which was wont to be 
(harp or fower w iter and as twas faid would intoxicate: 1 ut now 
it hath the raft of fweet and pure water> and hath not the faid effetft 
of inebriating, but when drunk cures the head ache.

U >Jder the CaWe Drszoue flood the antientCity Sinope, firft a. 

Colony of th? Greeks, and afterwards made a Colony 
by the Ronans, calling it Sinvejfa, when they alfomade Mininr-\ 
Hhhh ‘ num\ 
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nnm a near City another Colony, by occafion of the Warr chej^ hati 
againft th&Samnitijn the four hundred fifty feventh yeer afteriio/»e/ 
foundation, Appius Claudius , and L. Volturnius being: Confuls,the 
latter the fecond time, as L rums relates, or the following yeei when 
Firrhus began to reign,a s Velleius Paterculus will have if. 

Valt ruines of this City lye difperft on every fide there,but chief¬ 
ly towards the Sea, where the footfteps of a large portalfo appear. 
Twas a renowned City,having a healthfull air, and fome falutiferous 
hot fountains, for which the Poet Silms friesSiftvejfa \ukcw*itne: 
thefe fountains are nbw denominated Bagni Gaxrani , but Tacitus 
calls them Sinvejfan waters , laying in the i 2th book of his Annals, 
that Claudius the Emperor being reftored ro his lences, cauled him- 
felfto beconveighed to Sinvejja for recovering his health* hoping 
anddependingmuchontbegoodnefie of the aire and the benefit 
of the Strrv'jfian waters , when his wife Agrtpptna had prepared for 
him thofe poifoned mulhrooms which himfclf and his Son Brit - 
tanicus eat. This Agrippina was Daughter of the noble Germanicus , 
Sifter to Caligula, and by him abuled, (he was firft married to Do- 
minus by whom (he had Ntro, afterwards to Claudius whom withhis 
Son as aforefaid (he poifoned, that her Son Nero m «ght be Emperor. 
But her falfhood,abomination & cruelty was not unpuni'iht by that 
Son who though he had joined her in equal authority with himfelf, 
and’carnally known her as fome fuppofe, yet caufed her tobemoft 
cruelly flain, after fundry attempts to do it privately and with leaft 
trouble and pain to her. Tacitus faies further in the firft book (fpea- 
king of the hiftoriesofbis time) That Qnofnm Tigdlmusonzoi the 

principal a&ors of N era the Emperours mifdeeds, had theweze! 
pipe of his throat cut near the waters of sinvejja^ whilft difporting 
himfelf among his Concubines he leaft thought of any fuch 
thing. 


MlNtVRNE 


T he River Garigliano being paffed, wherein the Scille or Seafhrimp 
or prauns are taken, a fweet little fi(h held very delirious by 
the Romans , you may fee the reliques of MinturnA , of oldamoft 
fl writhing Colony of the Bomansi and among them the footfteps of 
vaft pdblique and Private Fabricks, fome defpoiled ot tlie marble 
whiche^bcllilhed them , and fome entire. As a very fumptuoab 
Aqueduft, a Theatre with its Scenes and all other neceffary parts, 
a woik after the anrient way of building but folid * An Amphithea¬ 
tre wuh its accomodation for fitting,one feat above another,but de¬ 
fpoiled of its marble, wherwith for ought appears,the Cattle i ra)etto 
(landing; on the neighbouring hill hath been adorned and fortified, 
which Amphitheater is now ufed as an inclofed pafturage for goats 
and Iheep. Therein lye great footfteps of Walls and Towers,grear 
arches over gate$,and vaft foundations of edifices, from whence we 

eafily 
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eafily collet, (he hath a been potent and.noble City. 

This place hath acquired an illuftrious fame alfo from that great 
vifrory,which the Chriftians there obtained againft the Saracens and 
Infidels, under the Captains pf thoChriftian Army,Pope John the i o 
and Albericus Marquefs of Tufcany, when all Italy was delivered from 
that curfed people, except Monte Gargono ^hither fuch as could e- 
lca pc s fled and poffefled it a long time after, robbing both by fea and 
land. 

At the mouth of the river Garigliano, was the facred wood, where 
the Mtxturneji, honoured the Nymph or Goddeffe Marica the wife 
of Taunus , to whom on the banks they built a proud Temple, 
whereof nought now remains, no more then of the honourable City 
Venifia , or of Suf’oma a njoft noble City, which was fo named of An¬ 
jou the Son of VhJJes and CalypJo 9 which City after wards gave name 
to all Italy , over all which it alfo Lorded.- which Cities (food in 
thofe parts along the aforefaid river.

$tr*bo,Tliny, solikus and other hiftorians concurring lay, that the 
LarecUmohians built Forksta in the antient Territories of the Leflri- 
goni ind therefore Slims It aliens calls it the hbufe of Antifata, becaufe 
there Antjjala the Son of Janus and Nephew of Keptnne ruled over 
the Leftrigoni, and fiift called it Hormia which in their Language fig- 
11 ified a comodious port, which that was. The L acedamonians were 
afterwards fubjugated by the Campani, and they by the lomans, who 
reduced that with Capua into theform of a Prefc&Urc, jet leaving 
For mi a in Liberty, or free,and making h er participate of the Reman 
honours for fome time as Livins in his 3 3 book.* at laft in the civil 
warrs, Formta was made a Roman Colony, and reduced with many 
others in Italy, into Caftles and Forts as Frontinus faies, by rhe Tri¬ 
umvirate 3 c^ejarfAntonins ^ and Lepidus. Twas moft flourtfhing in 
I the time of the Emperors through the goodnefie of the air it in joy¬ 
ed 3 as Horace ,AJartial and other authors worthy credit relate, 
whichmay alfo beconje&ured from themore nebleftru&uresnow 
entant. Intheend the Saracens deft oyedit, with many other Ci¬ 
ties in Campania or the Terra di Lavoro, when Pope Gregory the 4th. 
tranflated the Fpifcopacy loCaieta. And thus then purfueth the Via 
Appia leading to Fondi. 
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VELLETRI- 


V Elletri was an antient and potent Caftle of the Volfci, whereof 
the Raman hiftories frequently fpeak: Livins and Dionyjtus HaL 
licarnajjeus fay-, that Velletri was befieged and enforced to yeildto 
Aneus Martins King of the Romans: and Livy adds further,that twas 
feverely chaftifed by the Romans fdr its frequent rebellions, where¬ 
fore the walls were levelled, and the richer fort of Velletri tent to 
dwell beyond the Tyber 3 with penalty of imprifonement to who¬ 
mever fhould fet foot on this fide Tiber within a mile of Velletri. This 
Caftle was alfo made a Colony of the Romans , and many times re- 
plenifht with new Inhabitants fent thither from Rome, becaufe the 
old (in the many warrs made on thofe confines) became impotent 
and much decreafed as Livy affirms. Frontinus ia his Fragmenta faies, 
that he finds many people by precept of the Sempronian Law, to 
have been at fiindry times fent from Rome to Velletri, and that after* 
wards Claudius C#Jar, made it a Military Colony 3 dividing his own 
Territory among the Souldiers. Twas renowned, becaufe the An- 
ceftbrs of Csefar Augttftus were of old Inhabitants in it , that is the 
0%avian Family, and the fame Augujhs had a certain noble Seat Of 
his own there, from whence faies Suetonius, he caufed many things 
neceffary for fatten ance and lively hood to be conveighed- 

Yet now remain very few marks of the old Fabricks,notwirhftan-. 
ding that tis yet a great and well inhabited Caftle. It hath a lovely 
Territory repleniffit with gardens and Palaces through its. vicinity 
with Rome , rimy in his 14 th. book reckons the wine of Velletri , 
amohg the moft generous, but it is not now in that credit, being fo 
crude at prelent, that they are fain to boyle it in a caldron^.to make 
ii drinkable.* wherefore Pliny well obferves, that even the Earth 
hath its age and decay s as have all other things. 

In the voyage prefent themfelvis to vlcw^Launvium or L*nuvio, a 
place famous far the Temple there dedicated to ‘junosofpita. The 
Riceia or Agritia built by the Sicilians, afterwards made.the Seate of 
Alba Longa. The mountain fo much fpoken of for the Temple con - 
fecrated to Jupiter, and the Latines Feaft daies there celebrated* 
Some Lakes which lye under ir. The Hill Albano fo fatal to the Ve - 
jenti. jThe Nentorefe famous for the barbarous fac rifices there per- 
formed to Dianx faurica , and Hippolilus Vrbius. In fum all that traft 
of Landis worthy contemplation for the many records taken of it 
.among writers. The frequent ruines of great Fabricks lying up and 
down the Countrey TW'cuLtmtm, where Cicero,Va^ro, and diversother 
'noble Romms had theirPalaces^deferVe dueconfideration: asdo 
|the Countrey feats of the tenn Cardinals, and above all the fair 
I Villa of Frefcati, a place de puted to the Popes recreation .* The Ter¬ 
ritory of Frefvath was the antient delight of the Romans, and con ti-

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nqes now of fuch ravifhing delights, as tis fitter tor the Gods to inha¬ 
bit then men. fuch is the quantity of trees the quality of verts alwaieS 
floutifliing, the murmuring of Fountains and the like.

Of tent the noble Family of Chilians in Rome would need have 
their beginning deriving, their Original from him as their firft 
ft(bck. 

• solmxrby authority of teuodotut faies that twasbuilt by Praneflus 
the Son 6ft Latitms and Nephew of Vlijfes: pbtarkja his parallels by 
authority of Anfhtle in the third of Italian things fates, that Telogonus 
the Son o f*Z>liflex by Circe the witch, after he had built Tufiulum , by 
advifement of the Oracle called it Ptenefte from the name of the 
Crowns wherewith he firft fa w the Inhabitants of the Country to 
daunce : but be it as fome fay from the faid Pranejlur or as others 
will from the feituation of the place, a little pendent, or as others 
Irom the feites being fo high, tis indifferent, fiace the natn ePrenefle 
will eafily accommodate it felf to all or either of thele re- 
fpefts. 

Yet the more rational opinion for the name , feems to be derived 
from the Crowns aforementioned, not only for the aforefaid caufe 
but alfofor that in that City there ftood a moft noble Templeof For - 
tune, famous for thofe diviners by Lots , who exercifed themfelves 
in that luperdition: and was therefore vificed with many Crowns 
offered to the faid God deffe by vow.* of which Temple (ome frag¬ 
ments yet remain, and a few years Gnce, were there found divers 
figures of Fortune, in braffe, brick,«narble and other materials,as al¬ 
io feveral Crowns, and divers medals, upon which were figured the 
various lots, fortunes, and chances, with their marks, fignes, and 
letters. 

In it alfo hung divers Tablets and other things offered by vow 
to Fortune , Jove, Hope, and to the Capudini i which things would 
take up to.> much room to recite, yet one Epigram will not be too 
impertinent 9 fince fo eminently infcribed on a marble bafis,ded irate 
in that Temple by T. Cajius Taurinus, with the figure of T. cejius the 

firft 
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firft his Father,the moft famous Merchant of Corn, who ufed every I 
yeer.to prefent a hundred Crowns by vow.On the faid Bafis are car-j 
ved two qxeafures, called Modii y half bufhels filled with cars of corn, i 
on the fides are fome lit tle pillers crowned with ears of corn, and in 
tbemiddJe is theenfuing Epigraoi.

Cicero declares in his fecond Book de DivinAionc , by extra&ion 
out of the Books of the faid people Prencfiini, how theobfervati* 
on of Chances Lots or Fortunes came t o have its beginning in that 
City • faying, that a certain nobleman of Pelefirina named sufiucius 
by frequent advices and menaces which he had in his dreams, was 
commanded to breakout of a certain plage a great Hint ftone, wher- 
at all the other Citizens his Com patriots telJ-a laughing, but when 
the ftohe was broke, the Lots orChauncesfuddenly leaped forth 
engraven in antient Letters 3 which occafiqned their honouring of 
Fortune in that place: and thence became the place by little and liu 
tleehclofed and (hut up through refpettof the Image of jupiter 
there devoutly adored by the Matrons, in form of a boy childe fit¬ 
ting with Juno in the lap of Fortune , in a poftureas feekmgout the 
breaft and teat .• jnd that at the fame time,after the Temple of For¬ 
tune was butlt s there dropped honey from an olive tree, wherewith 
by commandement of the SoUthfayers was made a cheft,and therein 
thofe Lotts were repofed, the which were mingled and drawn 
out by alitleboyeshand when ever they would fee theiffueof any 
thing : as Fortune had at large dire&ed her intention to be,that after 
this manner they fhould draw out the Lots. 

This bbfervation was moft antient,and fiich as affirm L. Sylla to 
be the builder of this Temple deceive themfelves. Which errour 
__ liii 2 they 
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they took up from their reading the thirty fixth book of Pliny 
doth not fay L.sylla built thatTemple but that he began to make its 
pavement with fmall ftones of various colours in fmall figures,cf W ch * 
pavement thus wrought, fomeycers Cnee certain parts Were found ! 
under ground,and therein figured many forrein creatures with lhcir ; 
names in greek. . V _ \ 

It may then be rationally believed that L, Sylla being victorious in | 
the civilwarr^after he had enforced C.Marius the younger to dye,and 
his other enemies who had faved thcmfelves in France, altera 
long liege took the City, killing fome part and felling others of 
the Citizens; but repenting afterwards his impietieexpnfied againft 
the facred places, for expiation ot that crime, heicfolved to ie- 
ftore and embellifh anew the Temple profaned and aimed wholly 
deftroyed by him. It feems a notable advife and observation tome, 
that the ftrength of thefeiteef this City hath occafiontd its own 
definition, which hath had a mtch contrary eVefat in all other 
firong holds. The caufe whereof is attributed to the allured confi¬ 
dence of the firength of the place, for which caufe in the civil 
warrs the weakerpart ordinarily fled thither for fafetyibut their ene¬ 
mies being ftrOnger and more potent immediately laytd fiege toit,lo 
that at the end it they furrendred not theinfelVes the befiegers ruin¬ 
ed the poor City.* whence we read that in the following times of ci¬ 
vil difeord the Peleftrini that they might notundergoe fo great mi- 
fery as formerly they had done, aban doned their City and retired 
to their dwellibgs: 

To this day appear there many fubter ranean waies fk>in theCafile 
to the foot of the adjacent mou ntains, (befides the Caves ufed as 
con fervatories for Water) which were fnade for introducing otaffi- 
fianee, or to fly the City occultly r into one of which C. Marius 
the younger having withdrawn himfelf , and perceiving himfelf to 
be befeiged on all fide9, fo that he could not fly, that he might not 
living fall into the hands of hisenemies , agreed withTe/e/?»#j to 
run oneagainfi the other with their naked (words fo tokillthem- 
fclvcs.* by which means Telefinus was flain , but Mvrius remained 
alive thorugh defperatly wounded, and foon after caufed one 
of his Se vantsto make an end of his then begun death, by kil¬ 
ling him. From which fucceffes, the Inhabitants of the place be¬ 
lieve the fiones of thofe fubrejrane;n waies to be bill red. 
di(h with the bloud fpilt there ; which yet is r ot fo, for over all 
thofe hills are (tones red by nature, and not through any accident 
of blood fpilt thereon. 

rrenefte was firft a free City and confederate with the Romans,ha* 
ving its own Praetor as Livy and Fejhts declare calling her Municipal. 
Appiamtt faies that the rrenejiini at the time of the Italian war were 
made Citizens of Rome with the liburtim$ but feme time after L . 

victorious (as Cicero , fpeaks, in Cctalir.es confpiracy ) having 
emptied this Ci»y by Daughters and banifhments, and deprived her 
of inhabitants by the many expulfions.flaughtcrs and banifhments 
hemadeof them, there remained fofew inhabitants that he fent 
ofth c Romans to dwell there, dividing its Territory among the 
new comer*, and thus made it a Rowan Colony. Aulus Gellius faies in' 
I the third Chapter of hisi6. bock that afterwards the rrwejhni ob- 
I tain- 
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rained of Tiberius Auguflus a reftoration to their firft ftate, that I 
is into the condition of free Citizens; haying the form of a Colo¬ 
ny Wholly amoved from their City. 


Tivoli. 


W Hen arrived at Tivoli , firft go Fee thofe gardens which Hippo- 
litus Eftettfe Cardinal of Ferrara , planted withfo touch coft 
many yeers fince upon the back of the mountain, together with a 
proudPallace, which alfoisbeautifyed with old ftatues, Pi&ures 
and royal houfholdft uffe, even to the emulation of the greatntfs 
and magnificence of the Antieats. 

But who is able with fufficiency ever to difplay in words the ex- 
quifite delights,cofts & pleafure^wherewith this place and palace is 
plentifully furnilhed? and who fhall relate the Labyrinths, the 
Groves, the half circles, the triumphant Arches, the Arches laded 
with old ftatues, the Caverns of the Nymphs , and theinnumera* 
Me fountains which every where fprout forth waters, the clofe 
walkes, and beautifuli arbours covered with trees,hcrbs,and tender 
branches and other like yferts* 

Vbertm Folietu of Geiom heretofore deferibed itmoftgratioufly. 
But Corona Pigbio cannnot fatiate himfelf witbpraifingof it, who 
published deferiptions of that Palace and the gardens in Route 
damped from brafle cuts,the view whereof in my opinion may draw 
as many perfons to behold it, as Rome doth with all its wonders. 
Although we have fcarce courage enough, yet conformable to that 
publilhed Table will we cUrforily deferibe it,for fatisfa&ion of fuch 
as have not had the good.fortune to fee them, or at lead their 
draught in pifture. Firft then the Hill is levelled at top, and 
upon the plain thereon is ere&cd the Palace, built of fquare ftones 
with the grandure and magnificence of a Royal palace^and with ex- 
quifiteart and proportion. 

On the right hand whereof lie enclofed gardens, called Sec reti t 
and therein fixteen great marble Goblets emit clear waters, in the 
midft whereof fits a Justus guadrifronr, with four faces, higher rai¬ 
led then thofe goblets, which makes four other fountains adorned 
like looking glaflesrand on the right hand a Tennis Courr,and other 
fumptuous places for exercife. The forefront hath between rhe win* 
dows many old ftatues of Marble, as hath the firftPorticue, from 
which lead two fair (tone ftaire-cafes up into the palaces. . 

Before this Porticue in the midft of a Piazza (lands a Leda^ which 
Leda was wife of Tyndarus King of Laconia with whom as Poets 
feign Jupiter accompanying , (he brought forth two eggs., oft he 
ode whereof came Pollux and He/e*M,(ravifhed by Paris ) of the other 
Caftor and clytemneflra. Thence the hill fa pleafant deffcent) is redu¬ 
ced into four long Piazzaes.and fo levelled contains before thefroht 
_ Kkkk of l 
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of the palace four great and fpatious gardens, into each of which 
ar each end and in the middle,three pair offtone flairs Cartificially 
compofed^conduft by a facile defeent, whofefides are bathed by 
divers purling dreams, running towards their Lakes. Every 
garden is divided in its orders , hath places to fit in, and fair col- ! 
lumncs eredfed in divers parts,fo that luchas go walking from one i 
part to another, through places and paffages covered over with 
leaves and vines, and other verts alwaies flourifiiing, enjoy a moft 
beautiful! profpedi and no lefs fweet odours from the circumjacent 
flowers which make a pompous fliew. In the appartments growes 
trelh grade, which with the flowers by their variety wonderfully 
entertain the eye and fancy of whoever regard them, nor can any 
fatiatehimfelfin the view of thofe infinite and wonderfull flatues, 
pillars, Fountains and other objects there prefenting them- 
felves. 

The pafiage from the Piazza before the Palace on the right hand 
leads through divers walks, trees and fmall groves, wherein are 
placed feveral Fountains , as that of Tothyde 3 that of Mfcnlapius^ 
i hat of Nigga, thatof Arctufa, and Pandora , and that of romona 
and Flora . In the defcHrt into the firft garden, (hews it felftheC<r 
lojfits of Pegajus in Pamojf 1 . horfe feigned to have wings,under whofe 
(hadow a fair Fountain cafteth up her waters very high and in the 
wood & rocks is a Cavern,and near them aflatue oiVenusfk Bacchus: 
near w^- is a Lake,into which fome rivolets run among rocks with a 
murmuring noife between two Colojjns 3 one of the SibiHa Tiburtina i 
the other of Mclicerta the fon of At ham as and lno 3 whom the Gen 
tiles did honour for one of the Gods of the Sca.Below which lye the 
flatues of the Rivers Anicfte , and Herculano 3 conjoined tocertain 
vefielsoutof which fome waters run into the Lake, asalfooutof 
the Urns, round which fland ten Nymphs. In the midfl are two 
Grotts, the one of the gibilla Tiburtina > theother of Diana the God- 
deffeof the woods, both which are adorned with fountains, fta- 
tues, Curral, mother of Pearl 3 and a pavement exadily wrought 
with mofaick work. On the other fide of the garden you have a 
fair profpcct of ifcMre in a femicircle, round which appear hermoft 
memorable Fabricks} and in the midflfits Romein thehabitofa war* 
like Goddeffe, between her feaven hills.*this flacue is of marble, big¬ 
ger then a man, in fhapeof a Virgin in a (hort girt coat, with 
naked hands, military otiskins, and a fword hanging in a belt from 
the right fhoulder. Her head is covered with amurrion, in her 
right hand (he holds a fpear, in the left a fhield.* (hefitsasafore- 
faid in the midfl of her wonders in the City and on every fideap. 
pear her facred Fabricks, as the P<**r//*w*, the Capitolian Temples, 
the Circs, the Theatres, the Amphitheatres, the Gollumnes, the 
Obelisks, the Maufeoli^the Arches Triumphant, the Pyramides, the 
Acquedudts, the Baths, the River Tyber, with the wolf and Twin 
Brothers pouring water into the City out of an urn} in the midfl 
of which running waters,rifcth anlfland cut in the fhapeof afhip 
which bears on the main yard an Obelisk, and the fhip feems to be 
laden with thefe four Temples, the Temple of JEfcu\apius in the 
poope, and thofe of Jupiter , Berecinta and Faujius , it beares in the 
prow.

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Thence defending to the lowergarden, you find on the left 
hand in a ferny circle called the great, a green grove, placed be- j 
tween certain Rocks amid which run fountains this may be cal* I 
led th„ refidence for birds; for on the arms of the trees you fee ma * j 
ny images of little birds finging more fWeetly then the natural, who j 
clap their wings as if alive, receiving their motion from the aire j 
and the waters with miraculous artifice, by means of certain little 
reeds hid in the armes of the trees .* fometimes to pleafe the fpe&a- 
tors, they will make a fcreech owle to appear, and then on a fud- 
dain as if the birds were fenfible of fear, they are all filent,but that 
again withdrawn, in an infiant they all begin their notes andfing 
moft melodioufly. 

In the middle of this garden is a round Branding water Lakeland 
in it a capacious veflel and a fountain named from the Dragons, 
which vomit out of their throats great ftore of waters, having trum¬ 
pets in their hands which alfo emit plentifull waters, with a horrid 
noife imitating the found of the trumpet. On the right hand lies 
the Grotto of Nature adorned with many flatues, and in it an Organ 
with fair pipes, the which perform an harmonious confort of vari* 
ousaud artificial mufick, by the motion of the waters. 

The next garden is not only beautifycd by the fair fountains, but 
by the quantity of Swans, and fifti preserved in their feveral Nati¬ 
ons feparated with rare artifice. In the three greater fountains are 
certain Beacons, called Sudanti 3 and other boundaries round them , 
which caft watgr very high in fuch quantities, that in their fall they 
j feem naturaHtoowers, refrefhing the air, and cooling the earth 
making noife of waters in their fatyas* if the winds were high,fprin- 
kling and wafting at a good diftance. In the midfl of thefe con¬ 
serves you lee the effigies of the great Father Oceaxus placed in a fe. 
micircle v iike a Theatre, and in the middle thereof a marble chari¬ 
ot like thatofthePm*/ Marpta^di&vtnby fame Sea horfes,on which 
fits a great Neptune feeming to threaten with his Trident. 

Lafilydefcending into the laft garden near the rock, you find in 
one part a Fountain of Triton , and on theother a Fountain of Ve¬ 
nus clonins , and in the reft of the level befldes the Pefcheries , 
lour Labyrinths difficult enough for any one toget out of thats once 
in, placed one by another in foure compartments amidft forreign 
plants. The entrance and outlet of thefe gardens,are embellifht with 
great Fabricks built of Tiburtine ftone, with great expence* Thus 
much concerning the Villa of Tivoli , of Cardinal Hippolito E 
ftenfe. _ _ 1 

The noble fepulchre of Cardinal Hippolito da Efte in the Church 
will recompence your pains in the fight of it, being compofed w ith 
; marble of various colours, on it (lands a great white marble ftatue 
j of the (aid Cardinal of great coft and fair appearance. The Caftle 
J alfo affords many worthy objects, but what is more confiderable,is 
the precipitous defeent of the River} which falls with fuch noife 
and fury from high cliffs of mountains , that for the moft part its; 
Vapours render the airfoggie, and many times at a diftance there; 
feem to hang celeflial rainbowes, cloudes being at moft times over ; 
It. This River infamed by the writings of the antient, takes its rife 
at the mountain of the Trebani, and runs into three noble Lakes.; 
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which give name to the adjacent caltlc, called Sublaco: which Lakes 
Tacitus feetns to call Simbrivinifii ay mg in the 14th.Book of hisAnnals, 
that near them ftood the Villa Sublacenje of Nero in the confines of 
Tivoli , from which Lakes the Anient running afterward through 
woods and mountains, falls at laft in the plain near Tivolif rom high 
ftones, with fury and noife, then it goes fome fpace under ground^ 
and at the foot of the mountain returns all again aboveground, k 
runs through the three fulphurious veins, called Albtile, from their 
white colour. Tis faid,and Strabo confirms the water there to be 
medicinal in drinking or Bathing, arid pliny writes that they heal 
the wounded. Nor does the Albule only but alfo the Albuneaz boye 
TjW/confolidate wounds.Regarding the Campania of T/W/,about 
the Aniene you will find huge ftones encreafed by little andJittle in 
long time by vertueof the waters running by, and in thebottodie 
of Lakes there you! find of hard ftones generated by the fame 
means. 

In this confine are tdany footfifeps Of old edifices worthy contem- 
plation - Tivoli having been a qioft noble City , and well 
Inhabited through the beauty of its feite, the goodnefie 
of its foyle, and the falubrity of the aire : which made it be 
furrounded with the fair Villa's, and Lordly houfesof therich 
perfons of that Country, although now li kcRome 3 and &\\ Italy sd 
lo it lies wnfte and ruinated by the various Warn andfuccefTes 
which have deftroyed it. Tis certain that Greeks were the builders 
of this City,but who they were is not ccrtaih,the writers of the Ita¬ 
lian antiquities not agreeing herein :yet the greater part fay that Ca- 
tillo was its founder, who fome fay was of Arcadia. , and Captain of 
Evandcrs Navy. Others affirm Argivns the Ton of Amfiardo the South* 

| layer, after the prodigious death of his Father near Thebes, came by 
command of the oracle with his family and Gods (long before the 
Trofrm warr) into Italy: and by the affiftmee of the Enotri $ Abort- 
geni , drove the Sicnli out of that place, naming the Caftle taken 
from them Tibnrc> from his eldeft fohs name. Nor does Pliny much 
difagree from this, though he does not wholly agree with it .* fat 
in the i6thof his natural Hiftory writing of the ages of Trees he 
faies, that in his time there ftood 3 Holme Trees by Tivoli, near to 
which Tiburtio the builder of thatGaftle, had received augure to 
build it. But faies he was the Nephew not the Son of Amfiardo and 
that he came with his two Brothers Lora and CatiUo one age before 
the Trojane warr, and that he there caufed the Caftle to be built, 
calling it after his own namebecaufe he was the elder > in which0- 
pinion Virgil jin hisAEneides feems to concunbutHbntf/w/on the other 
part calls Tivoli the walls of Catillus purfuing the others opinion: 
from which expreffions we conjecture that the City Tivoli^ was be* 
fore Rome. Thofe of Tivoli held Hercules in reverence above theo- 
rher idols,as Protestor of the Grecian people, at whole feftivity in¬ 
finite pedple reforted thither. 

In it was alfo a Temple for the Sorti , lotts or chdnces no leftefa- 
mous for their oracles then that in Rura i or in Acbaia a countrey of 
Alorea , mentioned by Vaufanias : whence the Poet Statius faies, that 
fuch was the beauty of the place that even the Sorti Prenefiini would 
have chofen it for giving their anfwers, had not Hercules firft 
fed the place. Theft? 
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Thofe arc bis words. 

g*od qne in templa d*rent alias Tyrinthiafortes , 
tt Prencjline poterant migrare j'ororei. 

He calls the Sorts Sifters 5 for that good and bad Fortune were re¬ 
verenced as two Sifters. Tis thought that Temple under the moun¬ 
tain in the way of Tivoli , was that famous Temple of Hercules: but 
thispeople had anotherTemple dedicate to the fameGod^et called 
Hercules Saxanus > as appears by the fubfequentinfeription found in 
a Piazza attaqued to a particular houfe.

But we cannot conclude with Certainty where this other Tem¬ 
ple ftood.* yet many agree that twas called Hercules Saxanus^ inre- 
fpe& twas built with ftone differing from the other greater Temple: 
jnft as the Milanefi , called one Hercules in Vietra , from the feituanon 
of that Church in a ftony place near them* Upon the ftone arifeth a 
certain antient round Fabrick without covering, built wi h marble 
in rare architecture of much efteem, which poflibly might be the 
Temple of Hercules Saxanus : tis near the catdrach which augments 
this fufpicion , for that the Antients ufually placed their Temples j 
coofecrate to Hercules near waters, long ports, and violent fills of! 
waters, to the end that Hercules by them efteemedthe Prote&or of j 
the firm Land, might caufe the water to continue in its limits-and i 
notinfeft the country with inundations : the which Stauus clearly j 
fhewsin the 1 tth.Book of wood s,fp caking of theViilaSitrrent no. of his • 
Pollius^ which ftood on the fea (bore near a port with a Temple of 1 
Hercules , and another of Neptune neare it.* whofe vsrfes now ■

He feigns alfo in his third book, that Hercules , having layed alide . 
his arms, laboured much in preparing the foundations of his Tem- j 
pie in that place, and with great ftrength prepat ed the inftrumeats j 
for digging the earthjfor thus the Pagans or Gentiles beleived, viz, j 
that Hercules, during his life went through the world, operating for I 
the publick good of Mankind, what ever was difficult or laborious I 
to be effedfedjas not only in the taming and killing of Monfters, re- j 
» LI 11 moving \ 
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removing Tyrants, reducing unjuft Lords to the terms and conditi¬ 
ons of ] uftice, and chaftifing the bad and evil ones: But alfo in buil-* 
ding of Caftles and Cities in defert places, ports and fecurities for 
(hipping oadangeiousfliores, reducing bad and irkfome waies into 
good , changing the chanels of damnifying Rivers, breaking the 
courle of the waters where requilite,for prefervatioofthe firmLand.* 
felling peace between diiagreeing nations with juft Laws # opening 
the method & way of dealing aqd negotiating between people far 
eloigned from oneanothetvand infumreducing into a ftate of civility 
fuch as were wilde and fierce.* wherefore they built him Temples, 
created him a God,and devoutly honoured him^ giving him fevcral 
fu rpames according to the diverfity of, the places where they ado¬ 
red him, or the quality of the benefits which the people held they 
received from him, or according to fome great work which they 
fuppofed he had done. Whence the weftern parts of the world 
had Hercules Gaditani 9 when on the north fide of the ftraight called of 
old f return Herculeum, was Mount Calpe, on the South Mount Abila, 
on which Hercule r placed his fo memorable pillars,with the inferipti- 
on Nil ultra :because that was then conceived to be themoft weftern 
bound of the world.Bu tcharles the $th:after the difeovery of America 
coming that way, caufed Plus ultra to be engraven either on the fame 
Pillars or on new, ere&ed in their places. The Batassi ,called him 
Monaco, The Genoveji, Baulio. Thofe of the Terra di Lavoro , sur. 
rentina. and they of Tivoli % called hkn Tivolefe and Sax anus. The Ti- 
volefl, were fuch friends to Hercules , that they called theft City 
Herculea , as if the whole were efpecially confecrated to him, and in 
the palace of Tivoli they honored Hercules juft as Jupiter was honored 
in the Campi doglioat Rome, and the heads or chief of the publick 
Council and of the Priefts, were called in Tivoliflercoleani, being of 
great dignity ; a thing clearly dcmonftrable by certain inferip 
tions and Epitaphs extant in antient marbles, whereof enfiie 
fome for the lervicc and advantage of the ftudions in anti¬ 
quity.

The tenth Sybil named by the Latines TtbucUna and Albuttea by 
the Grecians Lettcothea i was held in great honour in Tivoli in old 
time .* for they adored her as a Goddefs confecrating to her a wood 
a Temple and a fountain called after her own name Albunea , from 
the whiteneffe of its waters, above Tivoli , in that mountain where 
Fame faies Ihe was born and gave anfwers to demandants.* of whom 
Virgil fpeaks and Servius his Commentator,as , uifo Horace , with his In¬ 
terpreters. Tis reported that the Romans going about to deifie ah- 
gtfiuf €£far 1) demanded advife of this Sybil y who after three daies, 
raft, ftanding before the Altar, where the Emperor him fell was then 
prefent, after many hidden words miraculonfly fpoken concerning 
Chrift, upon the fuddain Heaven opened, and 6 £far fawa beau¬ 
tiful! Virgin ftanding before the Altar, who held as lovely an infant 
in her arms, at which apparition C£far affrighted fell on his face: 
and a voice as from Heaven was heard faying this is the Altar of 
the Son of God. Itr which place was after built a Temple dedicated 
to the Virgin Mary called Ara C£li the Altar of heaven. This Policro- 
nion affirms,and for the truth thereof cites S. Augufiine. lib 1 8. cap. 24, 
She Prophefied ot the coming of Chrift, after the red tal of the fea, 
ven wonders of the world to this purpofe.

delights and pleafures. Among the reft yon J finde a very high 
I wall drawn long-waies againft the South two Hades in length , 
which Wall hath al waies on the one fide the ihade, and on the other 
the Sun j fo thattismoft comodiuus for walking by, or for any o* 
ther exercife either in the lhade or in the Sun, according to the ne- 
ceflity or humour of the perfon at all times. The vaft ruines of this 
I 'ilii t fpeak not alone the immenfe charge Hadrianus was at in buil¬ 
ding the fame,but Spartianus alfo declares it in the life of Adrian 9 fay- 
ing, that he in that his Villa caufed draughts or as we may 
better fay the fimilitudes of the moft celebrious places of the world 
to be made, caufing them afterwards to be called after the proper 
names of the imitated places ; as among others, th e Licentn, Arijio 
, ties School in Athens, the Academy of Cicero, the Trytaneum or counfel 
houfe of ^/ybc»f,theTecnp:eof Thejjalia.n place wonderfully pleafant 
having trees and meadowes marvellouQy deleftable, wherein birds 
of divers kinds fing continually with exa Ucni melody :the Canopus 
of Egypt , a place wherein the God of that name was worfiiipped j 
I and the like Fabricks made and nominated in imitation of the true, 
i He further faies, that he there caufed to be erected the place or re- 
1 prefen tation of hell: all which things were undoubtedly accomo- 
1 dated and adorned with all conveniences and endowments, fo 
that one might well comprehend at the firft view, that, which in it 
felf comprehended every one, that is Pi&ures, Statues, Figures, 
Infcription$,pourtrayes of men, wherewith every otthofc places 
were illuftrated, either with fomc notable writing, or heroick 
adion. Which ornaments are all ruinated and difperfed, part by 
the rage of warr, and part by the incivility of the barbarous peo 
pie, invading Italy, who there (hewed not the leaft refped. Not 
long fincc in the fields of Tivoli, were found many figures, and fla¬ 
mes, taken without doubt from this Villa, and applied to divers 
fabricks in the adjacent Countrey .* many alfo have been found 
among the ruines of the faid Villa under ground , and among others 
fomc carcafes of men with their names in gieek ktt ers as of I hern- 
> fiocles , Miltiades , ifecrates, Heraclitus,Cameadcs, Arflogiton, an ora¬ 
tor of Athens, who for his lewd behaviour w & c f died Dog,with o- 
thers, whofe tronks or bodies poffibly and credibly Pope Julius the 
third caufed to be got together and conveighed to Rem , for beau¬ 
tifying his gardens.* being ad vifed of this their accidental coming 
to hand by Marcellas Cervinus , Cardinal of Santa. Croce, a Lover of 
the Audious : the which his SainZety afterwards put in good order 
with great expence in the Via Flantinia , on the this fide the fontc 
Milvio . 

Being freed from the mines of the Villa Elia, you travel to Rom by

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SICILY 

S icilia is an Ifland of the Mediterranean Sea , feated bet wixt Italy 
and Affric^Jbxxt between the Sonth and Weft tis feparated From 
Italy by a neck of the Tea.' fts form refembleS a*A in greckf^forthat 
it hath three corner* 3 every one whereof makes a Promontory, which 
are Peloro ^Pachino, Lilibeo, now called Capo delFaro, Capo Paffero, Capo 
Boco. Peloro looks towards Italy-, Tachino towards Morea t and Li 
libeo toward the Promontory Mercurio of Africk. and to fpeak accor¬ 
ding to the afpeft of the climes 9 p<?/t>ro lies Eaft ward,Pachino between 
South and Eaft, Lilibeo between South and Weft. On the North 
this Ifland is wafhed by the Ttrrhene Sea, on the Eaft by the Adriatique 
and jf oman Sea, on the South by the African Sea,and on the Weft by 
that of Sardigna. It was called Trinacria, either from its three Pro- 
. montories or from the King Trinaco , fon of Neptune, and Triquetra, 
or from the three points oi the Triangle,and Sirania from the Sirani, 
and after that Si alia from the Siculi , (defeended from the Liguri) 
who beat out the Sicani. It is in circuit, asby the moderns is judged 
(fetting alide the diverfities of th? antients Jfix hundred twenty 
three miles.* from Peloro to Tachino one hundred and fixty miles, 
from thence to Liltbeo 183 miles, from Lilibeo to Teloro an. Its length 
from Eaft to weft is 150 miles,but its bredth is not equal, though on 
the Eaftern part tis 160 miles broad, diminifhing afterwards in 
bredth by degrees,being moft ftraite at Lilibeo. The head of all the 
Ifland is the Territory Ennefc . It hath on the north fide ten Iflands 
which lie round it (the Antients numbred but 7} whofe names are 
Liparce 3 Vulcania 9 or Giera, Vidcanello, Lifca-bianca, BaJituzo,7her/niJia > 
Trongile , Didinta, Fenicufa , and Ericufa. Sicilia is divided into three^ 
provinces, which they call T*#/ or Vales, that is into the Val di De - 
_ .__*_ mind . 
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■mi no or Cxntona j the Val de Noto, and, the Val di Alazarayhe Val di De - i 
mino commenceth from the Promontory Peloro, and is the ihore' 
on one fide to the River Terria, and on the other to the River Hitue- j 
ra whichdifehargeth it felf into th cTirrhene Sea. The ValdiNo to, 1 
begins at the River Teria, and with it extending it felf in wards,and i 
traverfingE»»<, it defeends with the river Gela, and ends at the; 
City of Altcata. Buttt c Valdi Atazara,coxn$Tehends all the remain- | 
ing part of Sicily to Lilibeo. This liland was fooie time con joined to ! 
Italy , whereof the modern authors as well asantient render a large 
teftimony,' though there are fome who take it for a ridiculous opini¬ 
on. It is efteemed for the falubrityof theAyre, the abundance of 
terrene fuftenance and plenty of ail things neceffarie for mans ufir 
very excellent, as placed under the fourth Climate much more be- 
nigne then ail the others, whence tis that what ever this foyle of 
Sicily affords, either by its own nature or the Ingenuity of man is 
accounted next to thofe which are cryed up for the belt. It produ- 
ceth corn in fuch abundance that in many places it yields 100 for 
one. Wilde Oats grow there of themfelves, as alfo the Vines, 
which gave occafion for the Fable of Ceres St Proferpina. Their wines 
aremolt delicate, as is the oyle of Olives whereof they make great 
quantities. Their Canes too are admirable, called Ebojia hereto¬ 
fore, now Cannantele ■, whereof they make Sugars* Their Bee bony 
is there fo goad that by the antients as a proverb twasufed theHy- 
blean hony of Sictly , which affords great ftore of wax: > the Bees 
ufing the very tronksof trees for their hives, there gathering ex¬ 
cellent honey. Their fruits of all forts,grow with much plenty 
and goodneffe* they gather all forts of Plants and medicinal herbs, 
and their faffron is better then that of Italy, as are theirrooti of j 
wilde palm trees, whichare guftfull to eat*,The mountains Aeri are I 
foplentifullyfurnifhed with fweetwaters, fountains, fruitfalland | 
pleafant trees, that they have many timespreferved a great Armyj 
of the Carthaginians, when near familhing.. Other mountains pro-/ 
duce fait, as Enna, Kicojia , Camerata and Vlatanim , where they take! 
out fait ftones. There alfo are the Caves or Pits for fait madcof 
the Foam of the Sea refting upon the cojfts,but neare 1 ihbeo , De- 
pano >, camarino , Macanio , and other places .they take up the fea wa 
ter, put it into p'ts, and thereof make fait. They alfo draw fait out 
of other parts of Sicily from the Lakes,as near Pochiuofa wonderful] 
things) what by the rain , and frefti waters falling from other foun- ’ 
tains,the Lake maybe increased, in a little time , isdryed away By 
the Sun. They alfo make here great plenty of that filk which they 
draw from their filk worms. Nor is Sicilia leffeenriched by her Me- 
talsand Mines, having Minerals of Gold, Silver, Iron, AUum .*' 
and on the banks of the River Acate grow pretious ftones, as the 
Emerald and Agat ftone, and the clear Bartina, which is whi*e 
in circuit , and black fpotsin the midft, and in I or ms of feveral 
Creatures, as birds, beafis, men or any other, which they fay is 
an Antidote againft the biting of the fpider or Scorpion, so'initt- 
faiestoo,that twillmakethe Rivers flop, and that pirrhut had onej 
ftone of this fort in a ring, wherein was engraven Apollo with his' 
Scepter,and the Chorus of the nine Mufes with their Enfigne,at Gra-\ 
terio, they dig the£eri/,or Sea water ftone in great plenty,andPorphi; 
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rydone, ffcd ahd travfcrfed with White and greeifftroaks. Here al- 
fo thfey take: rip the jatffter done being red, and varied with feveral 
clear green frnd White fpotSj Which ehhobles the done. And in the; 
Tea of Afejflhoi ahd of Brepano , there growes Corrals a fort of fea 
Plant tfcuch cbriimehded and faught after. Sicilia is likewifeFamed; 
for the Chalfe of the Gbit ahd wildfe Bore: for the fowling 
at Pattridge and GodWit. Ahd all other forts of Birds, and four- 
tdoted beads both ft* delight and profitate therein great plenty, 
befide the Filcdn and other Hawks, Which there are taken. The 
Fifhirlg alfo is greatly abounding, particularly for the Fifh called 
Tunify Fife, whereof they take not only at pachino (as the Anti- 
ents wrote ) but alfo at Palermo ahd Drepafto, and in all the River 
Which is walked With the ‘Tyrrhene Sca,( this fifh bears a great price in 
Mayatjufje)is alfo df the fword fifh particularly at Mejjina, which(tis 
Written^ they cafihdt take nnlefft they fpeak Greek, and to fay 
ho tiib re both the Seas and the Rivers abound with ail forts 
of e itelient fifh. They have alfo in divers places many baths 
of hot, cod), fulphurous and dther forts of water, ufefull and ad¬ 
vantageous ih feveral Ihfittiiicles, but thofe that are in the River 
Sehkntin 4 , hiat the Cities Sacra and Him era, are fait andunwhol- 
foche to dtihk. We will not fpeak of the Fountains of fweec water 
that are found over all Sicilia, and manyRivoIets accommoda¬ 
ted as well for the life of Man, as the enriching their Lands by 
theoverflowitig. And tb fpeak inbfief, this Ifland is not at all 
inferiour to any other Province, either for its fatnefle or abun¬ 
dance j but fotaeWhat exceeds Italy in the excellency of theirgrain, 
faffron, hottey. Beads &kins; and other fuftenance for the life of 
. Man * in fo much that Cicero hot improperly called it the Granary 
of the Romans,and HoMtrhid that ail things grew there of their own 
accord, and therefore Calls it the Ifle of the Sun. £/«//<< is likewiffe 
admirable for the fame of thofe thliigs which told, exceed our beleef 
as the^/iountEtna,ScMongibelb,wh 6 fendingforthcontinual firesfrom 
its bowels hath not witftanding its headfon that part where the fite 
ifTuesjdeepfy covered in fnow to the midft of Summer.Not far from 
Agrigento, or Gergento is the Territory Matharuca ., which withaflidu 
al vomiting of divers veins of waters, fends forth a certain Afh 
coloured Earth, and at certain times calling out an incredible Mats 
of that Earth, the one and the other Fields may be hesrd.ro 
roar- 

id Menenino is the Lake Naftia (called by Pliny Fpntia ) where in 
three eddies you behold boyling water, which alwaies gurgles 
with an egregious dink, and fodnime6 fpues up dunes of fire: 
hither antiently refotted all fUcb, as through their fu perdition were 
to be fworn to any thing. It hath likewife in furtdry other places 
divers other Fountains of admirable .guajities and nature , for an 
am pie account whereof the reader is referred to Tb'ortoafo Fazelljo, to 
the end we may abridge our relation here. Sicily was inhabited by 
the Cyclopes , which is verified (befides what Authors affinh) by the 
bodies of immenfe bigoeile and heigth,which in our dates are feeh 
in the Grots, or Caves. Thofe Cyclopes 5 being monders of 
or Gyants , whom the Sicani fucceeded, and them the Sicuti at Si¬ 
cilians. Then the Trojans, the Candiots, the Phenici i the Calcidomatis, 
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the Corinthians and other Greeks, the Zanclei, the Guidii, thei^r ^-1 
Jitti, the Normans, the Lombards, the Swedes, the Germans, the French I 
jthe Atragonians, the Spaniards, the Catalonians , the Genouans, and at' 
length many Pifans, Lucchejians, Bologniansi and Florentines : all which ! 
people at feveral times inhabited divers parts of this lfland : untill I 
Charls the fifth Emperor took Corona, and after a little time leaving 
it to the T urks, all thofe Greeks that dwelt there tranfported them- \ 
felves iDto Sicilia. The People are of an acute and quick wit, no- ( 
ble in their inventions, and indudrious by nature, and faid to be of j 
three tongues for their velocity in fpeech, wherein their expreffi- 1 
ons proceed with much grace tofacetioufnefleand quicknefle;they 
are held loquacious beyond meafure.* whence the Antients borrow, 
ed the proverb Gerr& Sicuhe, the Sicilian bablings. Antient wri- 
ters attribute the following things to the invention of the Sicilians 
the art of Oratory, the Bucolick or padoralverfe,dyallmaking* 
the Catapulie a warlike engine, the illudrating of Pi&ures, the' 
Art of Barbing, the ufe of skins of wilde beads and Ryme: They 
are by nature iufpe&full, envious , evilfpoken, facil to fpeak Vil- 
lany,and prone to revenge, but indudrious fubtle flatterers 
of Princes,and ftudious of Tyranny fas faies Or^e,)which at this day 
does not fo generall y a ppear. J 

They are more covetous of their own commodities or convenien¬ 
ces then of the publiques, and refle&ing on theabundancyof the 
Countrey, floathfull and without indultry. Antiently their tables 
were fo fpleodidly furnilhed , that it became a Proverb among the 
Greeks, but now they follow the frugality of Italy . They are vali¬ 
ant in warrs, and of uncorruptible faith to their King 5 beyond 
the cuftome of the Greeks, they are patient 5 but provoked they 
leap into e*tteam fury. They fpeak the Italian Language, but 
roughly, and without the lead fweetnefle, and in their habits 
and other cudomes live after the manner of the Italians. 
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T Hat City of Sicilia that is mod illudrious 3 is MeJJina , built 
with the mines and reliques of the City Zancla: at a thoufand 
paces didance from hence came Dicearchus the hearer of Arijlotle , 
the mod celebriou^ Pef/^fe//r 4 3 Geometmian, and eloquent Ora. 
tour, who wrote many books, whereof Fazellius makes mention, 
and ibicus theHidorian andtheLyrnr^ Poet, and in the memory of 
our Fathers times lived there Cola the Fifli, born at Catana, who 
leaving human fociety, confumed the bed part of his life among 
the fifli in the fea of Mejjina , whence he acquired the nick name ot 
fifli. Hence came alfo Giovanni Gatto , of the preaching order, 
a Philofopher, Divine, and famous Mathematician, who read 
in Florence, Bologna, and Ferrara , and was afterwards ele&ed Bi- 
__ Nnn n __lhop i 
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(hop of Catatto^~and laftly hence came Gio Andrea Mercurio , a molt 
worthy Cardinal of the holy Church* 

Here ftomi the City laurominio, which gave birth (according to 
Paxton las') t oTiJandroJSon of cleocrito % who four times overcame 
in the olyxipickjGaaze* and as many times in the Py thick, and Time- 
us the hiftcrian fonof AxdromacHs , who wrote of the tranfa&i* 
*ons in Sicilia and Italy and of the "ihebau warrs.

I T hath alfo the City Catana x one part whereof iswalhed by the 
Sea and the other extends it felf to the foot of the Mountains 
where antieotly was the Sepulture or burying place for famous 
and iUuttrkms per fan*, as of Stejlcorus the Poet, Himerefe 9 Xenofan e 
the Philofopher, and of two young Brothers Anapa and Anfinomo; 
who (the fire oi JEtns raging and burning all the Coun trey round) 
took up upon their (houlders the one hisFather the other hisMother 
but being difabled by the weight to proceed with (peed and the 
fire overtaking them and at their very ,fcet, yet loft not their mag. 
nan unity and courage, but when almoft in defpair, the fire on a 
fuddain divided it felf before .them, and fo they mtraculoufly efca- 

ped fafe. In this City is* Colledge for all the fciences, but moft 
particularly they here ftudy the Civil and Canon Laws and from 
her have iflued many iliuftrious perfons, as Santa Agatha, (which 
the Palermitans will call of tb*ir City) a Virgin Marty r, who under 
6>uintiano in the yeer of our fal vation 152 fuffered Martyrdome for 
Chrift,and Carondo the Philofopher and Legislator, and he that was 
reputed the great Magus 9 Diodorus or Liodorus Hence came alio 
Nicolo Todijcos called the Abbot, or Panormitano the great Cnnonift, 
and Cardinal, who wrote fo many books of the Canon Laws, and 
was prefent fo much to his glory at the Councel of Bajtlea in the yeer 
1440. It gave birth likewifctO<^/«WX^or Galeotto liardaftno whole 
vaft body and ftrength acquired him the title of a Gyant,of whofe 
proweffe and noble Afts of Chevalry we have as large relations, as 
any our Romances attributCito their Heroes . The City Leontma or 
Leontio ( anticntly inhabited by the Lefirigones) was the birth place 
of Georgia the Philofopher and Orator, and Agat bone the Jraguk 
poet: and fince the faith of Chrift planted there, Alfio fUadolfio, 
Cirino , became Martyrs for it. From the City Alegar a-, came Theo 
genes the Poet, and Epicarmo the Comtek^oet t and Inventor of Co¬ 
medies. 
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S 'yracufa\ (antiently the Metropolis of Sicilia , and enobled by ma j 
tny titles) gave birth to many eminent men in all the fciences 5 
as to 7 heocrito thtBxcolick^Poet^Filalao the Pythagorean,Vilomone the Co¬ 
mtek. Poet in the dales of Alexander the Grear, another rhilomcne d 
Comtek, who alfo had a Son of the fame name and profeilion, Sofrone 
a Comtek in the daies of Euripides , corace one of the prime 
Inventors of the Art of Oratory and his Difciple Cejia nolefie emi¬ 
nent in Oratory^ Dione Siracxjano who wrote of the Art of Rheto- 
rick, Sojanethe?ragick.Poet 3 Eptcarmo the moft learned continued 
alwaies in Syracufa and at his death had a ftatue ere&ed in honour of 
him , Fotino the Comtek Poe t Qarmo the Poet$ /J4e**ecrafer.thePhyfi- 
cian and Philofopher, Filojfeno the Lyrick ., C allimaco who wrote in 
verfe concerning this Ifland, Alofco the Grammarian, Jaeeta the Pih- 
Jo/opher, Antiaco the Hiftorian 5 Filifio an Hiftorian and Father of 
Dionygio the Tyrant5 Collins the Hiftorian > Theodore the Philofopher 
who wrote of the Art of Warr, Arcketimus a Philofopher and Hifto 
rian, Arehimede a Philofopher and excelling Mathcmatician,with 
many others:Amongft the holyMartyrs it afforded Lucia the Virgin, 
and Stefano the third Pope. 

From the County of Nea came Ducetio Ring of Sicilia , Giovanni 
Aurijpa a famous writer, Antonio Cafjannoa furpafling Orator, Gio¬ 
vanni Martajio a moft celebrated Poet, and here alfo is the fepul- 
chre of San corrode the placentian to whofe merits they Fable many 
miracles. From Agrigento a famous City iffued the Conquerour in < 
the Olymplck games before Diodorus , and rhaluris here exercifed 
hiscruel Tyranny which begot him the furnameofTyrant.*hence 
alfo proceeded Creme and Acrone 3 bothPhilofophers and Phyfici 
Polo the Orator, Dinoloco a Comtek, Archino aTrag)ck Poet, Sofocles 
and Xenocorate to whom Pindarus entituled two of his Odes. 

In the City Iberme now called Sacra , were born Agathocles Ring 
of Syracufa , and Tkomafo Fazcllio , of the order of San Domemco^ho 
wrote the affairs of Sicilia in a large volume.

the defender of the Cities of Sicilia , S tejicoro one of the new Lyricks 
of Greece, Diodoro furnamed Siculo a famous and renownedHiftoric 
an, whofe life the Author hereof hath wrote at large in another 

I Treatifej T homafoCaula a Laureat Poet , and many others. Sharp 
and long wars were waged for the poffelfion of this Ifland, between 
the Remans and Carthaginians , but the Romans at length remained 
Conquerours, and reduced her into a province at the overthrow of 
Hie rone (by Claudius Marcellas the Conful) who was the laft of thofe 
Tyrants under whom (he had thentofore been fubjc&ed. Then 
twas governed by Praetors till it fell into the power of the 
Emperors, and Charles the great 3 in which time the Empire and 
world being divided, Sicilia , Calabria and Puglia remained in obedi¬ 
ence to the Empero rs of Conftantinople , under whom it continued 
till Niceforus bcame Emperor,m whofe Reign the Saracens pofiefled 
it and Puglia , the Mount Saint Anvelo, Noccro with other places in 
the yeer DCCCCXIIII. hence they made frequent incutfi- 
ons into Calabria, and to the very walls of Naples and Garigliano .• 
againft whom Pope Jo bn the tenth with Alberico Mafalpinahb Kinf- 
man great Duke of Tujcany armed themfelves } and with much diffi¬ 
culty and great flaughter drove them into the Monte Santo Angelo. 
Which Alberico was£on of Alberto , brother of Guido, grand Mar¬ 
quette of Tufcany fome of whofe medals I have feen with their Tejle 
or Motto, and on the reverfe the flcurifhing Thom tree( the Anns 
of that Family) in the hands of the Marquette Lodovico Mafalpina 
a Gentleman no lelfe facetious then curious in colle&ionsi The 
Saracini one hundred yeers after their inroad into Italy were drove 
out by the Normandi, who were Counts of Sicilia,wha for forry three 
yeers increased their Empire with much felicity, till Ruberto Guif 
cardo feized Puglia in his own name, and Sicilia in right of his Bro¬ 
ther Ruggieri , 5 whereupon Pope Nicholas the fccond conceded to 
him the Title of Duke, and created him Feudatory of the Church: 
which was afterwards confirmed by Gregory the feventh,who by him 
was freed from the injuries of Harry the third. After whom,G«g/i- 
elmo the fecond was by Innocent the 4th. created the firft King, to 
whom fucceeded Gulielmo the third who deceasing without if- 
fue, the Kingdome was ufurped by one Taucredi a baftard of the Fa¬ 
mily of Guifcardi: againft whom Pope Clement and C elejline the third 
oppofed themfelves; & in the end C elejline gave Qojlanza the daugh» 
ter of Rstggier the fecond (a Nun in PalermoJ for wife to Henry the 
Son of Frederic^ the Emperoi with the Title and right claim of the 
Kingdome: whereupon Henry made war againft Tancredi , befieged 
and flew him in Naples^ and fo fucceeded in this Kingdome and Ein- 
pire of his Father.

VIII. But the Arragonians at laft regained the poflefiion by theprow- 
ff fe of Confalvo Ferrando the great Captain, who drove out the 
French for Ferrando the Catholick King of spaing from whom the 
Ringdomes of Sicilia and Naples patted byan hereditary fucceffion 


to Charles the 5th. Emperor, and tromnim awccoucu u r 
the fecond,wholeftit tohis Son the third Catholick King) 

who now in joyes them in quiet poflemon. 


A Defcription of the Ifland of MALT 4 

Etween Sicilia, and the River of the one and totberftioreof 


j j Barbary, are nxeatne two liianasmw** or , «uuu«^yi 

Gozo, the one diftant from the other five mile 9 , but eloigned from 
Pachinoor Capo Vaffero a Promontory of Sicilia, (which they look to. 
Wards) one hundred miles, and from Africa one hundred and ninety 
miles. Malta is 60. miles in circnmference,being all as it were a plain 
though fomewhat Rocky, and expofedtothe winqes, itqathma- 
i|y and fecure Ports* but towards the North tis wholly deprived of 
frefh waters, but on the weftern parts are excellent Currance, and 
it produceth moft fruitfull trees. Where tis broadeft tis 12 miles 
over, and in the loogeft part 20 miles, and in all thofe feas is there 
not one Ifland fo great diftance from the firm Land as this is. In 
more then fix places towardssic*/*<f,tis hollowed,and hathPortsas it 
were formed by the Sea of Sicilia for receipt of its Pyrates or Ro¬ 
vers on theSca,bnt towardsTripalix tis all full ofCflffes andRocks af¬ 
fording no mannor of Harbour. Tis called Melita in Latine from the 
Bees which in Greek are called Melitte for that the abundance and 
goodnefle of Flo wers caufeth in this Ifle the produ&ion of the molt 
excellent hony, but of late by corruption of the word we call it 
Motto. At its fiift habituation it yielded obedience King BattHf 
famous for his riches, and for the friendlhip and hofpitality of Di 
Jo . whence afterwards it obeyed the Carthaginians. Whereof the 
many CoMumnes placed up and down the Countrey 5 engraven with 
intientCarthagifiian Charafters(farr different from the Hebrean) give 
fufficient teftimony. But at the fame time when Sicilia was reduced 
to theKi/»i«f,it alfo rendered it felf and was therefore governed by | 
the fame Laws, and the fame Praetor as Sicilia was. Wherewith alio | 
: Oooo coming, 
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coming afterwards into the power of the Saracens, it finally with 
Gozo in the yeer io^o. was poffeficdby Ruggitri Normanno, Count of 
Sicilia , till at length it obeyed the Chriflian Princes. The Ayr over 
all the Ifland is moft healthful!, but chiefly to themthat inurethem^ 
felvcs to it.* It hath Fountains and Orchards copioully replenilhed ! 
wtth Date Trees, and its foyleevery where produceth plentifully 
all forts of Grain and Corn , Flair, Cotton,Wool, Cummin feeds, 
and abundance of Rofes eminently fwcet favoured; here- alfo 
they have a kind of little neat white Dogs, which from their long 
hair we call (hocks , of much delight to the people. The Earth is 
fowed all the year with little husbandry,and they reap two harvefts 
and the trees likewife bear fruit twice in the yeer. In the winter e> 
very thing is green and flourifheth, and in the fummer is burnt up 
with heat, howbeit a certain Dew falls which exceedingly noun- 
(heth the Corn. At the head of a long and ftraif point almoft oppo- 
lire to the Capo Pajfero or Pachino in SicHia isercfred the Fortezza of 
SantErmo, but on the right hand towards SiciHauicComo other 
points, and between them and Sant Ermo is aGhanel of water upon 
one of which points is the Caftle Sant Angelo, and the other the For. 
tezza of San Michael wij^h their Bourges: between the one and the 
ether of which lie the Inipi&Galley s in aChannel which i$locked at 
the utmoft points with a vaftlronChain. Fight miles off which place 
u p t he Land ftands tfye City called Malta famoufed by the Reltques 
of very noble Edifices, and by the antient dignity of a Bjfhopr.ick. 
This Ifle hath a Promontory whereon was bunt a moft antient and 
/ noble Temple dedicated to j Jnno, and held in great reverence, and 
another on the South tQ Hercules, whereof at this day huge ruinesap- 
pear at the Port Euro. The men of this Iflandare brown cotnplexi- 
Ohed, and their genius qjbre approaches that of the Sicilians then 
any other. 1 The womeo v arc beautiful! enough but fly company,goe 
obfeured abroad, are kept clofe at home, yet following the fame 
manner of life as the-Sto//*#^ and fpcaking a language more like 
and near the Carthaginian then any other language. The people are 
generally mligious and particularly pay a great devotion to Saint 
Pauly tp whom this Iflsnd is dedicated 9 for that here he by chance 
fell into the Sea, and was here entertained with great humanity: 
aqdon that Ihorc where he fell in, is built a venerable Ghapel^for 
their refpeft to whom they believe no noyfome nor vcnemousCrea- 
tpre cangrowor live on this Ifland. And from the Grotto where that 
Saint flood are ftones by many plucked away,and carryed through 
(called the Gratia of Saint Paul,) to heal thebitiogs of Scoxv 
pions and Serpents.In our Age this Ifland had and hath great fplen- 
dour for its Devotion, and the religious order of -the Knights, of 
Sant Giovanni or John of Jerufalent, the which having loft Rhode* (ta¬ 
ken from them in the yeer 15 2 a.by Soliman the magnificent the great 
Turk.) had this Ifland given them by Charles the yth.Emperour,where 
they have built the aforenamed Caftles and Forts, that they may 
there reftde with perpetual fecurity. In the yeer 156$.they valiantly 
defended the fameagainfta moft potent Armada, which the fameSo r 
liman fent thither to conquer the Jfland and to drive out thofe 
Knights: which in time to come will not contributelefle glory to 
Malta, then that which they reaped in times pa ft from the general 
___ council 
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Council which under Pope Innocent the firft was there celebrated 
by .244, , BiOlo.ps againft Pelagiut the Heretife among others there 
rnetSimt Aufii^ndSyhvano Bilbdpof Solimtn iVnt iothis 

Attempt an Armada a Fleetof app f^yls, under the caorziiind or 
Plait BaJJa. General of the Sea, a man both v^lfant and judfeious and 
of Mtfapha, the Bajfa General of the Land, a man vcryceafty and 
much experienicVin wai like affairs ; having difedrbtfrkcd 3 and 

landed theirArmy onthe 18. bf A/ay, bdfeged and battered the 
Caftle Sant Ermo^ and after many eontefts and attempts, having beat 
down t|iat wall flat to the Earth on the o^d.oijune became Mafters 
of the Fort,and.put all tbc.d#ndors toMSwoxd andcu^tbemio 
ptecesj, Theredyeffthcn^on theTurks part rhe 

Pyrat,being Wounded under the ear by thp blbw of a ftoqe. T htfn 
they turned their force upon the two othetFortezzas of Sant 'Mi¬ 
chael, and Saint Angelo. They planted*fierce battery againft San Mir 
cbael 3 which levelled the walls with thetyuk of the Foffe or Ditch 
by their falling therein, but in many and many affaults^which they 
gave to theCaftle,they wereal wVies valiantly repelled by the Horfe. 
Giovanni Valetta aF rench man the then grditMifter,a man of lingular 
valour and prudence, not failing j n any thing of conduft or ncceffa- 
rjrproviuon) that might merit the efteem of mi excellent Comman¬ 
der. At laft Don Garcia de Toledo , having felc&cd fixty of the moft 
nimble and polite galleys out of thofe of the King of Spain, and fur- 
nilhed them with nine tboufandfix hundred Souldiers between Spa¬ 
niards, and Italians, advanced to land them fecurely on the Ifland. 
Which the Turks underftanding forthwith inil qued their Ardlier 
ry, and advanced with 8000 Souldiers to viewtheChriftian Armvi 
who fell upon them with fuch ardour and fury, that tbtytmqjedi' 
ately moft bafely run away, and got into their Galleys Jiving 1800 
dead,having killed but only four, on the Chriftians fide; And in this 
manner were the Turks confirmed to abandon the Iflapd to their 
foul Ihamc and confufion , and the great honour of Almighty God 
whofehand ftrengthning this fmall number, clearly demouftrated - 
that by his favour, the valour of a few can opppfe the violence of 
many.
